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The Defence of the Realm Act. 


Reflections on the Recent Judgment. 


The detailed report of the action brought 
against the Power Feature Film Company, 
Limited, under the Defence of the Realm Act, 
which appears elsewhere in this issue, makes in- 
teresting reading, and the judgment itself deserves 
careful studying in the light of the evidence. It 
is, in more respects than one, a case of importance 
to the whole Trade, and we heartily congratulate 
the company on its successful conclusion. 

Without in the least attempting to minimise the 
seriousness of the situation that necessitated the 
incorporation of film storage clauses into the above 
Act, it cannot be denied that the very stringent 
and peremptory nature of the regulations, coupled 
with the brief space of time in which many firms 
had to set their houses in order, imposed a very 
real hardship, let alone inconvenience, upon 
the renting side of the business. It certainly 
speaks volumes for the efficiency of the renting 
organisation that, in the majority of cases, its 
members have secured the required permits with 
comparative ease, and, although occasional 
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grumbles are heard—and expected—on the whole 
the Trade has, quietly and patriotically, accepted 
the situation so suddenly thrust upon it. 

It follows as a natural conclusion, therefore, 
that the Trade rightly resents, to speak perfectly 
candidly, the undignified manner in which the 
prosecution was instituted in the case under 
notice. As Mr. Power stated in his evidence, the 
question of a summons was never raised during 
the whole time of the visit of inspection—the lat- 
ter, by the way, apparently carried out in a manner 
reminiscent of the days of the rule o’ thumb cal- 
culations—and one instinctively feels that the 
authorities are hardly “playing the game.” The 
industry is perfectly willing to co-operate with 
night good-will with the authorities in whom are 
entrusted the pons under the Act, but that co- 
operation can only be secured by a wider, more ' 
sympathetic consideration of the peculiar difficul- ’ 


ties with which the Trade is faced at the present ! 
moment. 


I have recently had occasion to listen to ex- 
changemen and exhibitors in various parts of the 
country, and they all assure me that there is a 
great prejudice against foreign-made films. The 
average foreign producer has less prospect in the 
American market to-day than ever before, but it 
would be idle to deny that a really fine produc- 
tion is sure to find the right number of buyers 
in this country. There was a time when the 
prejudice against British-made films was quite 
Strong, but it is a matter of common knowledge 
that this prejudice has vanished completely, and 
among the foreign-made films the British ts 
given the preference, other things being equal. 
What I would like to impress upon all foreign 
producers and their agents is this one fact. The 
difficulties of distribution are as great to-day as 
they ever were. While the country is capable 
of absorbing a very large number of copies, the 
expense of distribution to distant points has been 
a great obstacle in the path of producer and im- 
porter. It is easy enough to sell copies on the 
Atlantic seaboard, and, curiously enough, Cali- 
fornia, at the other end of the Continent, is eager 
at all times to buy good features, but the south- 
west, north-west, and south, are practically in- 
accessible. I am not, of course, speaking of the 
railway facilities, which are excellent everywhere, 
but the lack of distributing centres. The old 
organisations jealously guard their channels of 
distribution against any attempt at intrusion and

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the new producer or distributor is in the position 
of a man trying to hew a road through a virgin 


forest. The time will come when this country 
will be thoroughly organised for the distribution 
of good films. It may be in a year, it may be 
in two years, and it may take longer. I do 
say, however, that once we have a good distri- 
bution based on the open market, and organised 
by powerful exchanges with plenty of funds, this 
country will be able to absorb fifty prints of a 
good subject without any difficulty whatever. 
To-day, the independent producer not affiliated 
with any organised group is glad if he is able 
to dispose of a dozen copies. 

We have been treated to a remarkable 
spectacle this week. I refer to the Griffith film, 
“The Birth of a Nation.’’ I am inclined to 
think that the subject matter of this film, dealing 
with a period of our history which we ourselves 
have almost forgotten, will not hit the taste of 
the British public. From my own observation 
and from intimate talks with the ablest “film 
generals’’ of England, I have come to the con- 
clusion that the British public are not keenly in- 
terested in more or less remote phases of Ameri- 
can history. There has been considerable critic- 
ism of this film because it is an appeal to race 
hatred. A campaign to prevent the further ex- 
hibition of the film in New York has been started 
by the Association for the Advancement of 
Coloured People, and some action is expected 
before long. 


“ TOMMY ATKINS” AT YORK. 


The military film, “Tommy Atkins,” which has 
been shown exclusively this week (March 2sth, 26th, 
27th), at the Victoria Hall, York, has been utilised 
for the first time as a recruiting agent, and has 
proved a very great success. The manager, Mr. 
Bert Rutter, approached Colonel Sir John Hey and 
Colonel Ditmass, the officer in charge of recruiting 
at York, with the result that the film was shown 
under the direct patronage of the military authority. 
Colonel Lord Basing readily permitted the band of 
the sth Cavalry Reserve Regt. to attend and play at 
each performance. A recruiting officer’s office was 
established in the management offices so that men 
responding to the call for recruits might be at once 
enrolled. Appeals for recruits were made during the 
performance by Major the Hon. J. Vereker, on behalf 
of the 161st (Yorkshire) Battery, R.F.A., by Mr. 
Bury, and by Mr. J. T. Shannon. At the end of 
each spool a statement appealing for further recruits 
and stating the numbers enlisted to that hour were 
shown. Fifteen recruits were obtained in this way by

Friday evening, and even better results were obtained 
on Saturday. Each man recruited in the hall re- 
ceived a splendid souvenir from Mr. Sidney Bacon. 
Supplementing the “Tommy Atkins” reels was a 
splendid film of the King’s Own Yorkshire Light In- 
fantry, now training at York, at drill, route marching 
and games. Arrangements were made by the military 
authorities, realising the value of the cinema as a re- 
cruiting agency, for the men enlisted at the Victona 
Hall to remain at the West Yorkshire Regt. barracks 
till ‘Monday, when they were filmed by Messrs. 
Debenham for the “Gaumont Graphics,’’ for exhibi- 
tion throughout the country, the colours being 
brought out for the occasion. Mr. Rutter, the mana 
ger, is warm in his praises of the success of this 
experiment in the use of the cinema as an aid to 
recruiting. Patriotic and recruiting songs were sung 
during the evening by Miss May Duckett and Miss 
Elaine Sheppard, the latter being dressed in khaki, 
and wearing the tunic and cap of the West Yorkshire 
Regiment.

Our compliments to the London Independent 
F:lm Trading Company upon the design of their 
advertisement in this week’s issue.

In the King’s Bench Division on Monday, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Darling and special jury, an 
action was brought by Mr. Montague Alex- 
ander Pyke, against the Amalgamated Cinema- 
tozraph Theatres, Limited. 

Plaintiff claimed damages for alleged wrong- 
ful dismissal from his position as managing 


director of the defendant company. Defendants 
pleaded justification. — 


Mr. Powell, K.C., said the defendant com- 
pany appointed his client, Mr. Pyke, as manag- 
ing director for seven years at a salary of 
£2,000 a year. There was no justification for 
the termination of the agreement. The defen- 
dants alleged that the plaintiff had done various 
things, including the assignment of his salary 
to his bankers without notifying them. Another 
thing was that plaintiff should ss each of their 
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theatres once a weck, and attend at the office 
daily, and they made allegations in regard to 
these things later, suggesting that he did not 
carry them out. 

Plaintiff gave evidence. 

At the conclusion of the cross-examuination 
by Mr. Patrick Hastings, who represented the 
defendants, the jury stopped the case and re- 
turned a verdict for the defendant company. 
Judgment accordingly, with costs. 


While paying a brief visit a few days ago to 
the cosy priva:e theatre of the Hepworth Com- 
panv, we had the pleasure of witnessing one of 
a very successful list of dramatic films which 
had just been returned from a cinema at one 
of the bases near to the Allied lines. We later 


learnt that the Fourth Division, somewhere 
abroad, have a hall near to the fring line,

Owing to the existing circumstances, the 
Liverpool Theatre and Public [entertainments 
Committee of the City Justices have decided 
that permission to open cinema houses and 
theatres on Good Friday be not granted. The 
decision, it is stated, was unanimous, and will 
affect at least forty halls. In previous years, 
the picture houses have been allowed to open 
on a (rood Friday, and it is satisfactory to re- 
cord that the decision of the justices last week 
will not be regarded as a precedent, as_ the 
Stipendiary stated that next vear the magistrates 
hoped to revert to the old conditions. At 
Bootle, as usual, the licences have been granted 
and without the licensees being required to give 
an undertaking to submit a copy of the pro- 
eramme to the Chief Constable. This gentle- 
man has always been satisfied with the efforts 
of the managers, and it can be stated. from per- 
sonal knowledge, that he does not regard the 
title and synopsis of a film sufficient to enable 
one to form a fair opinion of its merits. The 
raanagers know what is required of them, and 
therefore hold themselves responsible for the 
films exhibited. ———__— |

opinion that it might be a profitable specula- 
tion to search for strange countries beyond the 
limits of the sea’s horizon. And if imagination 
baulked at the idea of a comedy of 2,000 ft., 
what attitude of sneering indignation would have 
opposed the Cassandra who ventured to hint 
at the possibility of a knockabout farce in six 
reels? And vet the gifted producer of the Key- 
stone Comedies has worked this wonder with 
such effect that only the other day an audience 
of d/ase viewers and rival manufacturers roared 
with laughter for 
for a couple of 
hours, and __re- 
gretted that there 
were not six more 
reels to follow. 

The peculiar ap- 
peal of the Key- 
stone comedy is 
difficult to define 
and iun.yossible to 
describe.

Our young companion 
thereupon made a resolution to enter in her 
diary the date at which future Keystone com- 
edies were due to appear in the neighbourhood, 
and when she announces the advent of “ Tillic’s 
Punctured Romance,” the present writer fully 
intends to apply for a half-holiday in order to 
accompany her. 

There are one or two details to which the 
superior person might be inclined to take mild 
exception, and we ourselves, in proof of our 
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superiority, wish that the Keystone comedians 
could occasionally manage to swallow down their 
drinks; the hurling of whitewash from a cake- 
dish on to the face of a lady in another scene 
is not a pretty social amenity; and cool reflec- 
tion suggests that the sight of a portly female 
in an advanced state of inebriation is not an 
edifying one.

Mr. Corelli stated that he had been granted the 
special licence for the past tive Years. 

Lhe Bench granted the licences from 8 to 10 p.m. 

An application has been made to the Birkenhead 
Magistrates on behalf of the six local cinema man- 
agers for special licences for Good Friday perform- 
ances. It was stated that the pictures to be shown 
would deal with travel and Biblical subjects. On 
behalf of the applicants, Mr. ‘1. ‘(Yhompson stated 
that there would be a large number of soldiers in 
town, and entertainment of such a character would 
assist them to spend an enjoyable evening. The 
Bench had granted licences in respect of Christmas 
Day, and the programme presented on that occa- 
sion would be of a similar character. 

The magistrates, in declining the application, said 
there was considerable weight of opinion in the 
town in favour of observing Good Friday as a holv 
day. That feeling, the Chairman though:, was far 
Stronger in regard to Good Friday than in regard 
to Chrstmas Day, and they ought not to desregard 
it.

SIGNS OF THE TIMES. 


Having been apprised of the fact that a new form of 
electric sign had been placed upon the market, under 
the siyle of the “New Era,” we receniiy called at 
Albion House, New Oxtord Street, and, in the cosy 
showrooms otf the Eleciric Speller Company had the 
unusual experience of witness.ng, at work, quite a 
variety of clectricaliy controlied announcements. 
These clinked and ttashed var.ed colours at us from 
all parts ot a large saloon, and we learnt that the 
system was the result of considerable research upon 
the part of its producers. Looking, as more interest- 
ing to the Trade, at a pattern des:gned to supersede 
the usual ves.ibule programme board, we were told 
that, by the use of scveral tlashers of guaranteed 
ethciency, the changing of colours could be easily 
alcered at will, while the lamps, never more than two 
being on at a time, cost an infin:tes:mal amount to 
run. There is no motor in this pattern, and the 
transparent let.ers are specially designed to resist 
dampness and climat:c changes. The slides are 
easily imterchangeable, and the whole affair is a 
model of neatness in design. The representative of 
the firm also assured us that the svstem was readily 
adaptable to existing illuminated programme boards. 
These “signs” are supp.ied at a moderate figure, and 
can be obta:néd in sizes to suit all exhibitors. Another 
line, more of a general advertising proposition, is the 
“Electric Speller,’?’ an apparatus with a small motor 
Operating an endless screen, and a similar use of 
transparen: letters. This is supplied upon cash or 
h:re system, and will, no doubt, appeal .o many as a 
decided novelty in the direction of illuminated adver- 
tising. Either direct or alternating current can be 
used for working, and, as in the former case, the 
cost of operation is low. The proprietors will send 
illustrated lists for the various patterns upon applica- 
tion.

PROSECUTION 


AT BOW STREET. 


At Bow Street Police Court on Friday, March 26th, 
before Mr. Graham Campbell, Thomas Power, man- 
aging director of che Power Feature kilm Company, 
Limited, Shaftesbury Avenue, appeared io answer au 
adjourned summons chaiging him with having in hs 
possession, or under his coniroi, at ivhese premises 
aooui 170 reels, vr 170,000 ft. of cinemavoyraph fim, 
he having been granted a permit vw keep not more 
than seventy reels, or 70,000 ft. 

The proceedings were taken under the Detence of 
‘he Realm Act. 

Mr. Herbert Muskeit supported summons on behaif 
of the Commissioner of Police. Mr. Cartwright Sharp 
defended. 

According to Mr. Muskett’s statement at a previous 
hearing, the defendant, who was managing direcvoy 
of a small privaie company, was granmied a permn, 
signed by the Commissioner of Pouce, awihorising 
him to store 280 lb., or seventy reels, of cinemaio- 
graph film at his premises in Shafiesbury Avenue. A 
condition attached to the permit was that the fim 
should be stored in galvanised iron receptacles, kept 
in an approved position in the basement. Even under 
these conditions the premises were hardly suitable, as 
they consisted largely of residential fats. On Sunday 
evening, January 31st, the place was vistied by Mr. 
Edwin F. Cooper, an engineer in the service of the 
London Couniy Council, now temporarily acting as 
inspecting officer on the London Fire Brigade. He 
then found, in different parts of the premises, both on 
the ground floor and in the basement, a large quantity 
of film, which he estimated at 170 reels, or 170,000 ft. 
He apprehended that the point to be taken againsi him 
by the defence was that the inspector was not accurate 
in his estimaie. If that was so, it would be necessary 
in all these cases for the visting inspectors to go 
through each of the reels one by one, weighing and 
Measuring it accurately. This would cause scrious 
inconvenience to the Trade, and was exactly what the 
authorities had been trying to avoid. 

Mr. Cooper, giving evidence, said that he opened 
some of the receptacles and found that they contained 
two, three and four reels. He tapped others with his 
stick to see if they were empty or full, and finally esti- 
mated that the amount of film in the place was about 
170,000 ft. He suggested this amount to the de- 
fendant, and no exception was taken to it, and he 
thought that that quantity was agreed upon. The 
defendant’s explanation was that as most of the films 
were going to be remove! on the following dav, he 
thought it was of no account that they remained there 
overnight. 

The defendant said that his real name was Thomas 
Coates, and he traded as the Power Feature Film 
Company (Limited), the shares in which were held by 
himself and his wife. He was formerly a circus pro- 
prietor. Many of the receptacles which the inspector 
saw on his premises were empty, and others were 
waiting to be despatched to the provinces the same 
night. He produced books and documents showing 
that there were only 61,700 ft. of film in the place 
when the inspector cal’ed. The inspector told him, in 
a very off-hand way, “Your perm't says 70,000 ft. I 
should think you have got more like 170,000 ft. here.” 
Nothing was said about a summons, and he did not 
think the inspector was scrious, or he would have 
taken steps to have the film measured. 

The case had been adjourned to enable further wit- 
nesses to be called for the defence, but the magis- 
trate now intimated that he did not wish to hear them. 
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"Phe defendant,” he said, “has a permit authorising 
aim to keep on his premises in Snaftesbury Avenue 
200 .D., OF seventy recis, of flim; that has been proved 
iv be about 70,000 ft. .\t the tame ihe permii was 
granted taat amount was about tne inmit of the de- 
lendant s iequirements. It is admitted by the delence 
thae the only film kept on che premises is cellucoid; 
tne defendant has no non-flam film ihere, so no ques- 
rlon arises in regard to tnat. On January 2yth a ver- 
bal arrangement which the defendant had entered into 
with tne Globe F.lm Company was conhrmed, and ihe 
agreement wouid involve his keeping an extra 
70,000 tt. of flim on his premises; and the suggesiion 
is that from that tume onwards there may have been, 
as there admuiutedly were on February 4th, reels be- 
tunging to the Glube Company on the premises. 
lnat is a matter which ought not to be lost sight of 
when considering whevher the action of the authorities 
Was Not pertectiy reasonable in the circumstances. 
On january 31, Mr. Cooper visited Shattesbury 
Avenue at 6.30 1n the evening, and saw the detendan 
and two of his empivyees in the basement. There 
Was a galvinised bin there with two containing reels 
inside, and, witnout making a thorough examination, 
Mr. Cooper suggested that the amount of film was 
about 40,000 ft. One of the three men, according to 
Mr. Cooper, said, ‘Oh, no; not nearly that. 1 don’t 
suppose thcre are 10,v00 ft.? Then Mir. Cooper very 
properly made a thorough and most careful examina- 
tion of the contents of the bin, and came to the con- 
clusion that ihe amount was 20,000 ft., but finally, 
according to the other three men, it was agreed at 
15,000 ft. Mr. Cooper having said 20,000 ft. and the 
10,000 ft., I think it is quite possible that the de- 
tendant may have split the difference between the 
10,000 ft. and 20.000 !t., and regarded the amount as 
15,000 ft. ‘They then went upstairs, and upon a shelf 
on the top of the basement stairs, which I had an 
opportunity of seeing the other day, were twenty- 
seven wins and despatch cases. Mr. Cooper said that 
he opened three of these, and found that one con- 
vained two films, the second three films, and the third 
four films. Ile then asked, ‘ Are the o.her cases full 2’ 
and the answer he got was, ‘No, not full; some of 
them have only one film in.’ Owing to circums:ances 
which I shall reter to in a few minutes, he did not 
ask what proportion of cases were not full, and made 
no inquiry as to what the other cases contained. He 
estimated ihat in each of the twenty-seven tins ihere 
Were 2,300 f.. of film, and that there were a further 
15,000 ft. done up in brown paper parcels, and he said 
to the defendant, ‘1 suppose you must have some 
80,000 ft. here.’ He does not say what were the exact 
words used in answer to that. Now, it seems :o me, 
it would be extremely difficult to arrive at any reliable 
estimaie of the contents of twenty-seven tins when 
you open three and find thai they contain respectively 
two, three and four reels. The defendant does not 
dispute Mr. Cooper’s estimate as to the contents of 
thirteen of the tins, but with regard to the other four- 
tecn he says they each contained one reel only of a 
film called “ Jack's Awakening,” which is 450 ft. long, 
and he has produced before me a list showing all the 
places to which he was sending that parvicular film 
on that night. JI don’t think it is possible for the 
prosecution to show—and they had not attempted to 
~how—that, with regard to :he tins which held ‘ Jack's 
Awakening,’ the defendant’s account is not correct. 
Mr. Cooper says if that is so, it is quite true that his 
estimate uf 80,ovo ft. would have to be materially de- 
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creased. Then I come to the part of the case that 
has given me the greatest amount of trouble, because 
Mr. Cooper has said that under the shelf he found 
over 100 tins, the whole of which were more or less 
full. He opened one or two of the lids, and estimated 
that the whole contained about 70,000 ft., and no ex- 
ception, he says, was taken to his estimate. According 
to the depositions of Mr. Cooper’s evidence in chief, 
he said that each film would be ina iin, and each tin 
in a despaich case, done up for sending off. 1 asked 
Mr. Cooper about that, and he said he did not intend 
to say thai. On reading through his evidence, I do 
not think he could have iniended to say that. 1 chink 
ihere must have been some misiake, because imme- 
diately before it he says there were only two or three 
despatch cases. If there were only two or three des- 
paich cases it would be impossible io get loo tins 
into chem; iherefore, it is quite obvious thai some 
mistake has been made and rhat Mr. Coopery all along 
intended io convey that there were two or three des- 
patch cases and 100 tins besides. The detendant 
said that these were only there tor the night, and he 
did not see ihat it mattered. There was nothing to 
prevent Mr. Cooper examining vhose 100 iins pro- 
perly, because chey were not done up for despatch. 
Mr, Cooper next described the way in which he ex- 
amined chem. He knocked his stick against the sides, 
and was able from thai to fourm an opinion as to 
whether they were full or not. Then he walked away 
and made a rough note in his note-book. I have 
gone through the evidence, and it is clear that, apart 
Irom the alleged admissions by the defendant, there 
is not sufhoent evidence that there was on these 
premises more film than the defendants permit au- 
wnorised, because it was only in the basement that 
there was any detailed examination of the cases ready 
for despaich. Of the roo tins upstairs, only two or 
.nree were opened. ‘Now, therefore, what | have io 
consider is, what do the admissions amount io? I 
think it quite possible that the account given by Mr. 
Cooper is substantially accurate, but 1 have to con- 
sider whether, taking all the facts of the case inio 
consideration, there rs sufticient evidence to justify 
me in convicting ihe defendant on this summons— 
wheiher the case has not been left in such a state that 
it ought to raise a real doubt in my mind as to whether 
or not there was this amount of siuff on the premises 
when Mr. Cooper called. The reason I amin a posi- 
tion to do so appeared .o be this. On the representa- 
tion of the trade association which is interested in 
ithe cinematograph film business, the Commissioner 
of Police desired, navurally and properly, that those 
who are carrying on this business should not be more 
inverfered with or hampered than was absolutely 
necessary. Therefore, Mr. Cooper, very naturally, 
did not make such a thorough examination of the 
detendant’s premises as he no doubt would have done 
if he had not had this fact in his mind and had not 
been anxious to cause as litile irouble as possible. 
Then again, I think he would have made a much more 


thorough examination if he had not come to the con- 
clusion that the defendant was not dissenting from 
the estimate which he formed with regard to the 
amount of film on the premises. Now, 1 think it is 
a great pity, in a case of this sort, where so much de- 
pends upon exactly what was said by the defendant, 
«hat there was not some second official with Mr. 
Cooper so that—not, of course, his truthfulness, but 
this recollection, might be checked, and I have no 
doubt in furure cases it will be possible wo arrange 
thai that shall be done. Then again, I think i is 
mOsi iMportant, in a case of this sort, chat in helping 
me w come to a decision | should hear the exact 
words used boih by Mr. Cooper on the one side and 
the defendant on the other. Mr. Cooper drew atten- 
tion tv che amount of film which he estimated was on 
the premises, and io what was said by the defendant 
when ceriain amounts were suggested io him, but, 
except 1n one instance, he is not in a position to tell 
me what words were used, and no record was made 
by him of what was said. It is true that he put down 
in his note-book what he says he found on the pre- 
mises, but I think it would be of great value to me 
in helping me to decide this case if, directly after he 
had left the building, he had made a short record of 
what he said to the defendant in regard to each of the 
particular things he has mentioned—the basement, 
the tins awaiting despatch, and the tins under the 
shelf. It would have been beiter also if he had put 
down exactly what it was the defendant had said to 
him in answer to his sugyesirons. I think the case 
has left in my mind such a state of doubt that it would 
be wrong for me to convict. As I have said before, I 
quite appreciate the position in which Mr. Cooper 
found himself. He was anxious not to inferfere with 
these people more than was neccessary, but that 
anxiety ought not to have gone so far as to prevent 
his obtaining the necessary evidence to establish the 
case for the prosecution. In all the circumstances of 
the case, I propose to dismiss the summons, because 
I think m is noi made to my satisfaction that there 
was this amount of film on the premises, and because 
I am not satistied that I have before me a sufficient 
record of any admission by the defendants that there 
was upon these premises an amount of film in excess 
of that allowed by the permit. : 


Mr. Cartwright Sharp: I am asked, on behalf of my 
client, to sia.e that there was no Globe Companvy’s 
film on his premises on February 4th. There was so 
much out that there was no suggestion at that time 
thai the defendant had more film than was allowed by 
his permit. 

The Magistrate: I am not considering the amount 
of February 4ih. 

Mr. Cartwright Sharp: Will vou order costs? 


The Magistrave: No. I have considered the ques- 
tion. I do not think that this is a case in which I 
ought to allow costs. Your client says that Mr. 
Cooper did intimate to him that he was there com- 
phaining of the amount of stuff on the premises, and 
although I am not satisfied that he actually admitted 
Mr. Cooper’s estimates to be accurate, vet I think 
he might have done a great deal more to make it clear 
that he was dissenting from Mr. Cooper’s esiimate, 
and I shall not allow any costs.

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HULL AND COASTAL NOTES. 


(BY OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


HULL. 

Since my last notes were dispatched a new phase 
has been developed in regard to the Good Friday 
opening of cinemas ‘at Hull, one, too, which is highly 
interesiing yet deeply regre.cable from the point of 
view of exhibitors and patrons alike. Afier the City 
Council had thrown over the decision of the Licensing 
Comm.tiee and sanctioned the opening of picture 
palaces on Good Friday, the secretary of the Hull 
Exhib:tors’ Association, acting on the request of the 
members, wrote to the clerk - +o the Licensing Justices, 
asking for a special meetng of the Licensing Juszices 
to be calied to consider a request for an extension of 
the music licence to Good Friday. To this the follow- 
ing levier was received: “Referring to your applica- 
tlon to have a special meeting of the Licens.ng Justices 
calied, I have seen the chairman (Sir Alfred Gelder, 
M.P. ), and he imstructs me to state that he sees no 
reason for any such meeting to be called, and the 
Licensing Justices decline to meet any deputation on 
the matter. Perhaps you will be good enough *«o con- 
vey this decision to the remainder of the licence- 
holders.”—I am told that this apparently high- handed 
action of Sir Alfred Geider’s is quite legal, but surely 
considering the turn that events have taken, it would 
have been reasonable and only fair to call a meecing 
of the Justices, and allow them to decide rather than 
wive what appears to be an unreasonable decision in 
this way. 

—But, what will the pictures be like without music? 

Vis: ‘ting the East Hull district the other night, I 
called on Mr. Norman Wilkinson at Mr. William Mor- 
ton’s Holderness Hall, which, I am pleased to be able 
to state, 1s maintainin its old popularity, despite in- 
creased opposition, and, better than that, is receiving 
an increased patronage. This, of course, is due to the 
fact that (Mr. Wilkinson is screening “tip-top” stuff.

The operating chamber is the most 
spacious and best appointed I’ve ever had my foot 
in in any part of Ireland. Ample space has bee 
alloted between the projectors, and the rewinding 
section has the advantage of being far enough re- 
moved from the machines as to avoid any contact 
in case of fire. 

Programmes are ever of the best. Gaumont is 
responsib’e for the ordinary bills, and an exclusive 
subject is featured at least once per week. Mr. H. 
G. Austin is manager of this house, and Mr. Sam 
Hewitt the proprietor, and anvthing which adds to 
the comfort and entertainment of the hall’s haditues 
has only to be suggested to one or other of these 
gentlemen.

During last week, the Palace (Leyland) Compan, 
Limited, acquired the lease of the only other pic 
ture theatre in the district, and hitherto known as 
Green’s Hippodrome.

‘* Cameo Kirby.”’ 

This is a romance of the days when the 
Southern planters worked their plantations by 
slave labour, and the picturesque side of a sys- 
tem which was not wholly evil is well presented. 
But the story deals with the class that owns the 
slaves, and their picturesque and romantic pur- 
suits. Cameo Kirby, so called because of his 
fondness for cameos, is the son of a New Or-

leans plantation owner who dies insolvent. Kirby 
is “at a loose end”; he is fleeced by gambling 
sharks, but one of them makes friends with h.m, 
and puts him up to methods of making a liv.ng 
by sharp practices at cards. A steamboat on 
which Kirby is travelling is wrecked; he saves 
the life of a girl passenger, and is much im- 
pressed by her. beauty. The encounter and the 
shock of the accident bring K.rby to consider 
whither his evil courses are leading him, and 
he resolves to give up his present method of 
making a living. He observes one of his com- 
panions about to pluck a man whom he recog- 
nises as his father’s friead, Randall. The victim 
has staked his farmstead on the throw of the 
dice when Kirby manages to intervene and get 
the game out of the hands of the sharper. He 
wins the estate, resolving to give it back to 
Randall. However, the victim comm:ts suicide, 
and his son vows vengeance on Kirby as the 
author of his father’s undoing. K-rby and the 
card-sharper, Colonel Moreau, naturally quar- 
rel over the affair. In a duel Moreau is k.lled. 
Young Randall removes the dead man’s weapon, 
and Kirby is accused of murder. In the course 
of events Kirby discovers that the girl with 
whom he has fallen in love since the wreck is 
Randall’s sister. Ultimately K rby’s motives are

The story is fresh, and retains its interest 
throughout without any over-emphasis or crude 
sensationalism. Facial expression drives home 
most of the important situations, and only actors 
of the skill of those taking part could make 
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the points so clearly and well. The picturesque 
costumes and settings of the period lend much 
attractiveness to the subject. 


‘‘Mrs. Black Is Back.’’ 


The Famous Players, with Mary Irwin in the 
title vole, are here s2en in a lvely and or ginal 
comedy. The accomplished lady actress shows 
that ‘‘sweet seventeen’’ cannot have things all 
its own way in the matter of film actmg. Her 
vivacity carries the love affairs of the mature 
widow lady and the almost elderly professor to 
a triumphant conclusion, and retains the sym- 
pathy and interest of the spectator right through. 
After all, as several of our most successful 
modern novelists have lately shown us, middle 
age has its romance, and 1s quite as much in 


eamest about it as inexperienced youth. ‘The 
difficulty that Mrs. Black gets into is simply this: 
Her protessional admircr takes her for twenty- 
nine years of age, and she does not enlighten 
him that she is nearly forty. To support this 
illusion she gives the professor to understand 
that a portrait of “Jacky, aged nine,” is a re- 
cent representation of her son, a student of an 
English University. Mrs. Black’s anxiety, after 
the marriage, to keep her deception a secret 
leads to no end of trouble, and many delight- 
fully amusing scenes. If the fun were not main- 
tained so well and so joyously by the vivacious 
May Irwin we should be inclined to doubt 
whether the inevitable denouement is not a little 
too long postponed to be perfectly cffective. But 
we can forgive a detail like that for the sake 
of the many laughs this production contains. 


NOTTINGHAM NOTES. 


(By OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 


Last week, the Nottingham Board of Guardians 
debated whether, during the war, the inmates of 
Bagthorpe Workhouse should continue to be taken 
to picture palaces. Some time ago the Medical 
Officer suggested that occasional visits to the pic- 
ture houses would be beneficial to some of the men- 
tally afflicted. To this course the Local Govern- 
ment Board gave their consent, and it has since been 
ut inio practice. Mr. Bates moved that the system 
discontinued during the war. He said it was the 
duty of the Guardians to save every penny it could, 
and the immates had every comfort, including 
tobacco and snuff. What would the Relicf Com- 
mittee think if poor people asked for another 3d. 
per week out-relief to go to a picture palace? Yet 
those people had as much right to go as the inmates 
at Bagthorpe. He did not begrudge it in time of 
peace, but during the war they ought to stop it.— 
the Clerk pointed out that the arrangement was 
only sanctioned to relieve the monotony of the lives 
of the people in the imbecile wards.—Mr. Thompson 
said that a marked improvement was noticed in the 
condition of the patients after a visit to a picture 
house.—Miss Hine thought that Mr. Bates had made 
a mountain out of a mole-hill. If the Medical Officer 
considered that a visit to the picture palace did these 
people good, and he did not see why the Guardian 
had not as much right to spend money this way as 
on a bottle of medicine. An overwhelming majority 
of the Guardians were in favour of the privilege 
enjoyed by the inmates being continued. 


Picture houses in Nottingham will be closed on 
Good Friday, and much disappointment is expressed 
that lovers of the cinema in the city have not the 
same privileges extended to them on that day as 
neighbouring towns. Mr. Barclay, the manager of 
the Empire Cine Supply Company, Pelham Street, 
has received a commission in the Roval Flying 
Corps. His numerous friends in Nottingham wish 
him the best of luck in his future carcer, and can 
he depended upon to give him a cordial welcome 
when he returns to the city at the expiration of the 
war.

Mr. Justice Sargant, in the Chancery Division on 
Friday, March 20tn, heard a motion in the action, 
Kino Ads., Limited, vw. George Langford, by which 
the plaint:tts sought to restrain the detendant, for- 
meriy in the.r employ, trom becoming cneaged in any 
rival business, having fur its object the display of 
advertisements by means of cinema films in breach 
of a resvrictive Clause in his agreement, not to do so 
for a period of twelve months atter leaving the ser- 
vice of the plaintith company. 

Mr. Martelli, K.C., for plaintiffs, said his clients 
were contracturs for advertisements by this metnod, 
and ther business formed an entirely novel depat- 
ture. [i was what might be called “trick advertis- 
ing.’ The plaintiff company had a verv extensive 
business all over the United Kingdom. The defen- 
dant, who was their outside representative and 
solicited orders, left their employ on January 30th 
last, and emered the service of a rival company. 
By the terms of his agreement, he was resirained 
from ‘directly or indirectly for twelve months after 
Its terminavon from becoming engaged in any busi- 
ness having for its object the display of advertise- 
men's by cinema films.’’ 

Mr. H. J. Wallington, for the defence, argued that 
the covenant was too wide and against public policy. 
It extended not only to the United Kingdom but to 
the whole world. Even if it was confined to the 
United Kingdom it was unreasonable and unneces- 
sary for the protection of plaintiffs’ business. 

His Lordship expressed the opinion that so far 
as the United Kingdom was concerned, the agree- 
ment was not unreasonable. He, however, thought 
the balance of convenience as between the pariies 
was in favour of his granting the injunction until 
the trial of the action, and expedite the trial so as 
to meet the convenience of the defendant as much as 
possible.

We are prepared to assert, and that without 
the slightest fear of any unbiassed contradic- 
tion or criticism, that THE Bioscope, has ever 
been the leader amongst: Trade journals in pro- 
viding the clearest and best advice and opinions 
upon all legal questions and points of difficulty 
which have from time to time during many years 
past arisen to plague the mind or to stultify the 
actions of those, whether they be manufacturers, 
renters, exhibitors, or operators, connected with 
our trade or profession of cinematography. And 
we are still prepared, as always, to obtain the 
opinion of learned counsel on any points of diffi- 
culty which may at any time confront our sub- 
scribers. 

The name of Mr. Carlyle Croasdell, barrister- 
at-law, is familiar to the majority of our readers, 
as he has for several years past contributed 
articles and given opinions in the pages of [HE 
Bioscope,and Mr. Croasdell’s experience is per- 
haps to some extent unique, since, in addition to 
his practice at the Bar, he was, during a period 
of twenty years, the clerk and adviser to cer- 
tain councils and authorities whose duty it was 
to consider the granting and the issuing of 
licences. 

We are drawn to a contemplation of this sub- 
ject of legal opinions by the fact that the High 
Court has been called upon so frequently of 
late to decide so many questions the legal aspect 
of which had previously called forth, from vari- 
ous quarters, so much speculation as to the in- 
tention and meaning of the Cinematograph Act 
and the legality of its surrounding impositions 
and exactions. 

The we.ght which attaches to an opinion of 
counsel is based upon the fact that it is given 
by an expert—by a person who for years has 
been trained to interpret correctly the frequently 
-confusing words and phrases in Acts of Parlia- 
ment, and whose m.nd has been trained and de- 
veloped in a logical direction, until he is in a 
position to predict with a fair amount of accu- 
racy the interpretation which will be put upon 
‘those words or phrases by a judge or judges, 
who themselves have been reared and tra.ned 
in the same tschool. This is a great advantage 
which counsel possesses, as also the acquired 
.ab.lity to estimate at their proper value the 
prev.ous decisions of the courts and the dic/a 
of tae judges by wh.ch such courts may be 
bound, and eventually to arr.ve, logically, at 
a s.milar opinion to tuat wh.ch the julges them- 
selve, would arrive if a similar set of facts should 
‘be paced before tiem. 

Nevertheless, wh.lst we agree that counscl’s 
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Opinion is no more than an opinion, and no 
more authoritative than we have above set out, 
it is with a peculiar sense of pleasure and not 
a little gratification that we can look back upon 
the legal opinions which have been given in 
the slightest fear of any unbiassed_ contradic- 
tion that in no single instance have we in any, 
degree misinformed our readers, as has been so 
frequently shown when the matter or question 
under discussion or in doubt has later pbeen 
brought before a competent court and _ finally 
decided by them. 

We have not hesitated to print opinions which 
we have obtained even when, much to our regret, 
those opinions have pointed out the weakness 
of the case, in the success of which our readers 
have been most intimately concerned. And on 
many occasions, although the opinion we have 
received and published has been opposed to that 
of very eminent leaders of the Bar, still, as we 
have already stated, we have so far always been 
proved by the result to be correct. 

We might mention, for example, the opinions 
we have printed upon the question of the terms 
and cond.tions attached to licences, on Sunday 
cinemas, on the question of the unreasonable. 
ness of conditions, on the wording of the various 
sections of the Act of 1909, on the licensing of 
renters’ premises, and on points which have so 
recently been decided by the Divisional Court 


‘and upheld by the Appcal Court in the case of 


Rex v. London County Council, ex. parte the 
London and Provincial Electric Theatres, Ltd. 

There are one or two points which it is worth 
while bearing in mind. In the first place, no 
decision come to by a stipendiary magistrate 
or bench of mag:strates on any point is binding 
in any way upon any other magistrate or bench, 
and such decisions cannot properly be quoted 
in any court or proceedings whatever as any 
authority on a point of law. The Divisional 
Court hold themselves bound by a previous de- 
cision $f that Court or of the Court of Appeal 
or the House of Lords, and the Court of Appxal 
are able to overrule a dec.sion of the Divisional 
Court, as the House of Lords may overrule them. 
But the magistrates’ decision neither overrules 
nor binds anyone except the parties actually 
before tt, ani even they have a right of appeal 
on a point of law. 

Secondly, it is no use any person who has 
had some experience, or even a wide expert. 
ence, of the grant.ng or obtaining of liquor 
licences advising or imagining that cinemato 
graph Icences are or must be granted in any 
manner analogous to other Icences, and that

there is the same “7vighé" of audience before 
licensing authority; and so forth, because it is 
not so—the granting of: liquor licences is pro- 
vided for by various statutes containing peculiar 
conditions, terms, and privileges attaching to 
the granting of those licences alone, and they 
should not be confused. 

We consider it a most unfortunate thing in- 
deed that the Cincmatograph Act of 1909, the 
first and only public Act dealing with our trade, 
and consisting of no more than ten sections, 
should have been so badly drafted, so looscly 
put together, and should have left so many 
terms therein undefined, as to compel such a 
large expenditure on litigation before we can 
satisfacterily arrive at its intention and mean- 
ing. It seems to us to be little short of a 
disgrace that the legislature of this country should 
turn out such a half-developed measure, and we 
again express the opinion which we have so 
frequently expressed before that it would be to 
the advantage of all parties if a combined and 
dctermined effort could be made to bring about 
the passing of a thorough and sensible amend- 
ing Act.

WHAT WE THINK OF THEM. 


The Fatal Cem. 


The chief interest in this film will be aroused 
by the very elaborate scenes which are enacted 
before and within the magnificent representa- 
‘ion of an Oriental temple, and which form 
one of the finest groups of settings we have 
witnessed. Next in interest there comes a 
series of events of warfare against a tribe of 
hill dwellers, cart of a good narrative of the 
popular mystery drama kind, ayd last, some 
remarkable photographic quality enhanced by 
very judicious toning. To sum up, ‘The Iatal 
Gem” is a highly meritorious drama of a kind 
which never fails to attract, and while calling 
more for strenuous action than for histrionic 
talent is, nevertheless, the means of some 
very good acting by the nrincipals. There is, 
in the first act, an aeroplane bomb attack, and 
a fall ‘by the aviator (among a hostile native 
force) which should alone set the seal of suc- 
cess upon the production wherever sensation 
forms the staple fare, while a rousing fight 11 
defence of a barricade, or laager erected by an 
expedition, 1s seen in the final stares of the 
play. As with all Italian productions, due im- 
portance has been attached to the value of pic- 
turesque outdoor scenery, and the play, which 
alternates in venue between India and Europe, 
forms one of the finest efforts of the Savoia 
Company in every particular. 

The initial scenes show the departure for, 
and the clever aviation work, at the front of 
Lieut. George Nelson. His bomb dropping 
exploits create panic among the hill dwellers, 
but an involuntary descent causes capture, and 
lus imprisorment, with a view to immolation, 
im a native temple. Here (a somewhat time- 
honoured episode) a friendly priestess, stricken 
with love for the stranger, secures his release 
from a smoke-filled dungeon. Nelson, ir a 
spirit of mischievous spite, takes with him the 
famous diamond from the great idol, and upon 
reaching Europe, presents it to his fiancée. 
As will be assumed, ‘the girl is soon followed 
by several mysterious persons and in this case, 
not only does the diamond disappear, but the 
heroine. Then follows a chartering of special 
trains and tugs in order to catch the liner, 
Nelson, of course, being the one to undertake 
the task. The girl awakens from a hypnotic 
trance to find herself in a dungeon from whence 
she is, later on, led forth to form a sacrifice to 
the great deitv of the tribe. Here we have a 
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mayuiticent scene of barbaric rites, the great 
temple, forming with its guardian figures and 
venuinely Oriental architecture, a very beauit- 
ful and noble background. The girl is about 
to die, when mysterious revolver shots ring out 
from behind a great column. In the con- 
fusion, the friendly priestess aids the heroine 
and Nelson (her rescuer) to escape, and to se- 
cure additional delay, stabs herself before the 
asseinbled crowd. A hue and cry, and a gal- 
lant defence of the little square by the force 
brought out by Nelson, clears the way for a 
safe return home. We have viven but the 
barest outline of the plot. and would certainly 
recommend a viewing of the tlm, if only for 
the sake of the photography and style of the 
production. (Savoia feature. New Agency 
Company. April 26th. 2,950 ft.) 


Love and Crime. 

This is a very interesiimg hitthe comedy 
drama, notable not only for the extreme beauty 
of the setting which is very attractive, but for 
the intensity with which the players attack the 
subject and make the most of somewhat slight 
material. Some of the lighting effects, too, are 
extremely effective, and the whole com- 
bines to make a very pleasing little film. 

Grace Pringle,a pretty young bride, finds a 
letter in her husband’s pocket, which she 
imagines to be an assignation with her friend. 
Frances Dibden, a young widow. Her 
suspicions seem to be confirmed when that 
evening her husband professes to be engayed 
at a literary dinner. Furious with jealousy she 
employs a villager to saw away the balustrade 
of the bridge on which the lovers are to meet.

She confesses 
her crime, and he explains that Frances Nib- 
den is engaged to his great friend, George 
Dant. In a frenzied condition, the husband 
and wife search the river for the result of the 
tragedy, and early in the morning the young 
wife is in a state of collapse, when they mect 
George and Frances enjoying an early walk.

Frankly broad in treatment, this issue forms 
an example of melodramatic film which will long 
retain its popularity, notwithstanding the perhaps 
necessarily sordid nature of certain details. ° Al- 
though very much upon the lines of the tried 
and proved successes of the legitimate stage, 
there is a good deal of novelty appertaining to 
the release from the fact that a large amount 
of the action develops in that mysterious quarter 
of London’s East known as ‘' Chinatown.” Here, 
in fact, the heroine is taken, and, being held 
up to ransom, undergoes the horrors of imprison- 
ment in a squalid den quite worthy the pen of 
a Greenwood or a Sims. One particularly en- 
joyable feature of the drama is the utterly non- 
chalant manner in which Mr. Fred Groves por- 
trays the character of Gilbert, the debonair, but 
determined rescuer of Ruth Graham. His 
methods serve as a capital foil to the sinister 
expression and sneaking devices of Sen Chan 
and his accomplices, and we should imagine that 
the scene wherein the wily Oriental is outwitted 
and well roped up (not the usual filmic attempt) 
to keep him “out of danger,” will please the 
audience immensely. 

The photography, upon the whole, is very satis- 
factory, but the settings verge, for the greater 
part, upon the more sordid aspects of a slum 
district, a matter which, in view of the nature 
of the adventures, could not very well be ob- 
viated. The play, in fact, aims more at present- 
ing a number of pages from life than any definite 
series of elaborate scttings; hence the attention 
which has evidently been bestowed upon the 
melodramatic possibilities of the story. This 
is necessarily upon somewhat reminiscent lines, 
but affords a capital medium for exciting action, 
and, in the case of the den where the opium. 
smokers foregather, what we should assume to 
be a fairly accurate representation of a seamy, 
but fascinating, phase of life. We will pass over 
the opening scenes, which more intimately con- 
cern the home lives of Ruth Graham and _ her 
father, a retired missionary, and arrive at the 
period where Ruth, unaware that their Chinese 
servant has been dismissed for thieving, allows 
herself to be beguiled into a conversation with 
Sen Chan. The ultimate result is that she is 
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lured into the East-end, to find herself a_ prisoner 
in an opium den situated upon the upper floor 
of a low tenement. 

This success is followed by a scrics of threaten- 
ing letters to the old father and his acquiescence 
to several demands. The critical point arrives 
when a human car (how obtained we are not told) 
and a further extortionate request nearly drive 
the missionary to suicide. Here the: resourceful 
Gilbert, takes a hand in the game, and proceeds, 
after some amateur. detective work, to carry out 
a ruse which involves the securing of apartments 
near to the opium den. He succeeds in entrap. 
pingt he wily Chan, and by means of tortures 
smartly applied gains a letter which secures his 
admission to ‘the joint.” As will be expected, a 
sensational yescue follows, and the police raid 
the place just as matters grow particularly lively. 
The usual joyous finale concludes a Teature 
which should meet with a really good reception.

The Romany Rye. 

A film version of the popular melodrama by 
Mr. G. R. Sims was specially shown fo a large 
audience at the New Gallery Kinema last week. 
There is no doubt whatever that the title alone 
will ensure for this production a considerable 
success, and its attractive qualities in the past 
will, we hope, be maintaincd. At the same time, 
it appeared to us that a more frecly adapted 
version would have been an improvement, and 
especially was this noticeable in regard to the . 
prologue, for here “time flew with lightning 
speed,”” as shown by the subtitles, many of 
which were decidedly weak, a fault all too com- 
mon nowadays in the film drama. An awkward 
sentence here and there, and an_ inexplicable 
error in spelling, will doubtless be remedied, 
but should surely not have been overlooked. 
The settings, although in the main quite efficient, 
were at times “stagey,” a remark which also 
could be applied to the acting in several of the 
scenes, and, morcover, the handling of the supers, 
notably in the “strugeles”’ and the shipwreck 
scenes, were not above reproach. It also ay 
peared to us to be somewhat. unfortunate that 
the actual wreck introduced in one brief portion 
should, instead of representing an American- 
bound liner, have really been, to those who 
know, an ill-fated unit of a well-known line of 
cargo steamers. Nevertheless, the play will 
doubtless command an extensive success bv 
reason of its very decided vogue as a “ legiti- 
mate” theatrical attraction and the widespread 
fame of its author. 

In considering a story so crowded with inct- 
dent, it becomes somewhat difficult to particu- 
larise, and, owing to limitations of space, to in- 
dulge in abbreviation. We must. therefore, sum-

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Paul Royston, the artist, to a gipsy, his brutal 
conduct, and the girl’s return, with her child, 
to the tribe. This event is followed by Roy- 
ton’s second marnage, and the existence of 
another son, offspring of an illegitimate union. 
A lapse of twenty years, and we tind the usurp 
ing son in possession of * Craigsnest,” the home 
of the Roystons. A crafty moneylender, Mars- 
den, learns of the existence of a rightful heir, 
who soon appears upon the scenc as the “Romany 
Ryc,”’ or gipsy gentleman. An exciting burglary 
scene is a feature here, but the Romany, re 
vealing his identity, demands that the thieves 
shall be released. Plottings and schemings, by 
Philip, the usurper, and Marsden, are henceforth 
directed against Gertrude, the heroine, and more 
particularly against the gipsy hero, who is, of 
course, half-brother to Philip. 

Anxious to secure witnesses of his father’s 
earlier marriage, the Romany decides to visit 
A\mcrica, and leaves his newly-wedded bride on 
deck while he answers a message sent aboard 
the steamer. An hour elapses, during which 
the hero is lured into, and imprisoned in, a 
dismal cellar, the villains being there to gloat 
over his downfall. Philip gives certain instruc- 
tions, and proceeds to arrange the abduction of 
Gertrude. A clever and dramatic turn of events, 
with not a little quiet humour, and the Romany 
is soon bound for Falmouth, the Sarafoga’s last 
port of call. Here he wrests the proofs of his 
legitimacy from the schemcrs. Here also takes 
place the shipwreck, and again we see the heroism 
of the Romany as he goes in the lifeboat and 
saves his beloved amid scenes of stress and ex- 
citement. As is customary in melodrama, the 
villains suffer arrest in the final scene, and a 
tableau in the approved style ends a play fraught 
with attention-compelling action. A slight. re- 
vision here and there should enable a very note-

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Liza is rescued, only slightly hurt. Bill Mclwirk 
is so impressed with the evils of his gambling 
saloon that he breaks up the piace and allows his 
liquors to run into the drains, and recognising 
the nobility of his characier Liza begins to re- 
consider the possibility of accepting him as a hus- 
band. 

It is a fine, strong drama, redolent «! the wild 
West, and the love interest is stronger from the 
fact that it is not an obvious conclusion from the 
start. 

Miss Mary Ruby gives a pretty little study of 
Liza, and two very strong parts, Bill McTwirk 
and Trigger Jim are incidentally played by Mr. 
George Kunkel and Mr. George Holt. 

The introduction and epilogue, though not es- 
sential to the story, lend interest, and gives a fine 
opportunity to Mr. Otto Lederer for an excellent 
character study.

The Master of Merripit. 

There seems no reason why the highwaymen 
and the Bow Street runners of a century ago, 
or less, should not make as good subjects for 
moving pictures as the “bad men” and the 
sheriffs. that loom so large in the Western dramas 
that come to us from the other side. We be- 
lieve that in real life both classes are obsolete, 
though the British type may have gone out a 
little sooner than the other. It is interesting’ 
to find, therefore, that the Clarendon Film Com- 
pany has realised these possibilities, and has 
produced an interesting adaptation of “ The Mas- 
ter of Merripit,” the novel by Eden Phillpotts 
which centres round the dangerous and exciting 
careers of the “gentlemen of the road.” — Mr. 
Phillpotts is well known as the novelist of Dart- 
moor; in the case of this film the Dartmoor 
setting is not followed, and indeed it is not neces- 
sary, though perhaps some fine scenic effects may 
thereby have ‘been missed. The atmosphere of 
a century ago is well preserved, and the photo- 
graphic quality is admirable throughout. 

The story is an attractive one, and told in 
an interesting way. A rivalry in love is estab- 
lished between John Coole, the master of Merri- 
pit Farm, and Coplestone, the local innkeeper. 
Sarah Dennis, the village beauty, has promised 
her hand to the man who captures two high- 
waymen who have perpetrated several daring 
robberies. The Master of Merripit goes to work 
in a novel way to accomplish this purpose. He 
puts himself in the way of the robbers, and 
makes friends with them, leading them to the 
innkeeper’s house, where they make a good haul. 
Having thus gained their confidence, the Mas- 
ter leads them next to his own house, where he 
is able to entrap them. Interest now centres mn 
the sentimental side of the story. The Master 
of Merripit discloses the fact that he 1s not 
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attracted by the village beauty; her sister 1» 
the choice of his heart. From this point the 
story is brought to a whimsical and quite de- 
hghtful end. 


Justice has certainly been done to the attractive 
story told by the author, and the film tukes a 
high place amongst recent British productions.

The Attorney for the Defence. 

Before proceeding to the penning of our re- 
view, we feel it necessary that a special wore 
of praise should be accorded the firm who are 
now, thanks to their acumen, handling this 
fine Lubin feature upon the exclusive plan. It 
has long been acknowledged that the Lubin 
studios can, and do, turn out some of the very 
best of our present day features, but we will 
here venture to assert that both from a 
‘“‘quality” standpoint, and that of dramatic in- 
tensity, this play will take its place, and keep 
it as one of their finest achievements. A de- 
cided merit is seen in the fact that, apart from 
the more elaborate scenes, the main incidents 
are just those concerning two or three 
people, and while upon the screen, these 
characters, thanks to genuine artistry, fairly 
live before our gaze. We regret that we can- 
not furnish a complete cast, and must leave 
such a consideration to those who know the 
pick of the Lubin players. 

Frederick Stratton, a rising attorney (a part 
magnificen‘ly rendered by John E. Ince), is en- 
gaged to Ruth Wargrave. After a strenuous 
trial scene, a remarkably effective performance, 
he secures the acqu:‘tal of a client and hurries 
away to see his fiancee, who shows him the 
announcement of their engagement. The next 
day, the man whom Stratton had saved from 
a life sentence, is seen to aid Bassett, a chauf- 
feur, in the commission of a second brutad 
crime. The chauffeur, despite a faked-up scene 
of assault upon his car and person, is arres ed, 
and his mother, knowing the Attorney’s skill, 
asks him to undertake the defence. Some 
really gripping scenes follow, and finally, 
*hrough a technical error, the lawyer secures, 
to everyone’s surprise, the acquittal of Bassett. 
Upon arriving at Ruth’s house, the man of the 
day, little knowing that the girl had been in 
court, is sorely perplexed at the coldness of his 
sweetheart. The fame of ‘Stratton spreads, 
while Bassett, branded as a murderer, wanders 
from place to place in a fruitless search for 
employment. 

The Attorney leaves for Pittsburg, to take 
up a similar case, and while there, is much 
‘troubled by the rece‘nt of a letter, which savs 
that, through an accident to her chauffeur, and 
Bassett being in the crowd, she has engared 
the latter man as temporary driver.

any cinema to participate in the scheme, which 
will embrace a selection from one of the finest 
musical libraries in London, every part being so 
adapted as to be suitable for all classes of per- 
formers, all the most famous composers being 
represented, and we are told, in certain num- 
bers several delightful little ‘‘musical sur- 
prises.” There will also be many hints upon 
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the playing of the i.ems to pictures, so that the 
library should form an indispensable adjunct 
to every bijou orchestra. Copyright and non- 
copyright works will be included, all the ar- 
rangements being adapted by Mr. de Wolf, late 
of the Shaftesbury Pavilion, London, who is 
acting as head of the cinema music department 
for Messrs. Ascherberg, Hopwood and Crew, 
Limited. 

The work of Mr. M. de Wolf, who, by the way, 
is a native of Holland, will be familiar to many 
readers through his musical arrangements for 
very many of the London trade shows, also 
through his musical page in each number of 
the ‘‘Famous Players’’ review. He has played 
as a prominent member of several leading Con- 
tinental orchestras, and some years ago, came 
to England to join the orchestra appointed by 
His Grace the Duke of Devonshire. He later 
joined M. Van Leer’s famous bijqu_ orchestra 
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at Eastbourne, afterwards coming to London 
to act as musical director for several well-known 
cinema circuits. He has, in partnersh:p with 
Mr. Piena, musical director of the Marble Arch 
Pavilion, taken offices at 130, Wardour Street, 
W., and will be pleased to give advice to every- 
one upon ‘‘musical affairs for films,’”’ at a 
strictly reasonable fee. We feel sure that the 
foregoing arrangements, and the utilisation of 
so vast a library as the one previously men- 
tioned, should prove of the utmost utility, and 
especially to those conductors who have not 
the necessary time to rehearse and select the 
accompaniments for their programmes.

Good Friday opening will be general throughout 
the town, in most cases extended hours, and in all 
cases, specially selected programmes being the rule. 

A return visit of ‘‘Barnaby Rudge’’ to the High 
Street Electric, speaks well for the appreciation with 
which its former visit was received. Another trump 
card here was the great Wells v». Moran match.—A 
fine programme at the Floral Hall is meeting with a 
great reception—the recently installed orchestral 
organ—presided at daily by a well-known local 
organist, being likewise much enjoyed. . 

The Silver Saree Electric is its usual sparkling 
self, maintaining to the full its reputation for good 
things, prominent among which this week are 
“The Shepherd Lassie of Argyle’? and ‘Old Jack- 
son’s Girl.”’ 

At the Picture House, Granby Street, the manager 
of which, Mr. R. Lowndes-Salmon, is away enjoyi 
a brief and well-earned holiday, both picture and 
marcel attractions are of the usual ‘“ top-notch ’’ 
order. 

The alterations at the Grand Hotel hard by, which 
are to give birth to yet another front rank cinema, 
are well in hand, the contractors being Messrs J. 
Bentley and Co., of Clarendon Park. 

Other houses scattered throughout the town, cater- 
ing chiefly for the population of the manufacturing 
districts, and which open from 6 to 7 o’clock p.m., 
continue to do their fair share of the business.

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The Influence of the ‘“ Exclusive.’ 


Our Scottish correspondent, who is usually well 
informed on local Trade matters, gives promin- 
ence this week to the altered condition -of 
affairs that obtains in Scotland, and, we may 
add, other parts of the country as well. Rightly, 
we think, he ascribes this feeling of unrest to 
the gradual development of the exclusive film 
and the sudden popularity of the serial picture. 
To a large extent these two new forms of enter- 
‘tainment, as they may truthfully be termed, have 
usurped the position hitherto occupicd by the 
ordinary open market feature film, until, as our 
correspondent points out, the programme in many 
halls to-day is composed of an exclusive and 
serial, a couple of comedies, and a topical film. 

We are not prepared at the moment to discuss 
the wisdom of this method of compiling the pro- 
gramme; that is a subject that cannot be dis- 
cussed in the limits of one short article; but for 
the moment we are more concerned with the re- 
lative positions of the renter and the exhibitor. 
None can deny the very obvious fact that the 
growth in the number of exclusives presents a 
very real problem for the ordinary open markct 
renter. He has to face the serious situation 
created, on the one hand, by the curtailed length 
-of the “run” of his feature films caused by the 
exclusive, and the demand of the exhibitors for 
cheaper rates on the ordinary renting charges. 
qf he puts up his prices for features, he finds he 
IS UD against the exclusive renter, whose price

for a three days’ exclusive is less than that 
quoted for the feature. Naturally enough, the 
exhibitor, who has often an overwhelming re- 
spect for the drawing power of an exclusive 
quite out of proportion to its merits. tums to 
the latter subject, and the open market renter 


has to put up with the loss of yet another cus- 
tomer. 


It is, of course, a difficult and delicate mat 
ter to weigh up a situation such as this, fraught 
as it is with serious consequences to the Trade 
as a whole; yet some solution, based on a mutual 
desire to do all parties justice, ought not to be 
bevond the powers of either individuals or asso- 
ciations. We shave no desire to exaggerate the 
position of affairs, though nothing could be 
easier at the present moment; but the spirit of 
unrest which is noticeable in the industry should 
not be allowed to develop into something more 
tangible. The co-operation of all sections of 
the industry has made for its progress; and no- 
thing must disturb that co-operation if progress 
is to continue. The talk of the elimination of 
the renter is; in most cases, merely a case of 
the wish being father to the thought. Until 
such time as he is definitely proved to be of 
little or no assistance to the conduct of our 
business, the open market renter will continue 
to occupy the position in which he has been of 
such material usefulness in the past.

Cinema, after its closure following the refusal 
of the London County Council to renew the

This 
was shown in a large and popular North Lon- 
don house just recently, and our friends, in 
common with other members of a crowded 
andience, had extreme difficulty in elucidating 
the events supposed to transpire in a consider- 
able portion of the play. Even we ourselves, 
quite trained to all manner of productions, had 
to strain our eyes for quite a long time, and 
with a consequent lack of interest in what was 
really an engaging story. Let our producers, 
just for one moment, imagine the plight of the 
short-sighted, yet eager, patron, and our mean- 
tag will at once be apparent. ‘‘Tinting’’ may, 
in certain cases, hide the faults of a production, 
but, on_the other hand, is by no means con- 
ducive to good temper or advertisement. Such

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The Advertising Value of the Printed Programme. 


SUGGESTIONS AS TO HOW TO MAKE THE MOST OF IT. 
By F. T. STEPHENS. 


The printed programme of the entertainment 
given at a picture playhouse has an advertising 
value which is seldom fully appreciated by the 
conductors of cinema enterprises. The printed 
programme, be it remembered, is not only an ad- 
vertisement of the entertainment. It is (or, at any 
rate, it ought to be) an advertisement of the 
playhouse also. What I mean is that it is not 
only a means of advertising the successive entcr- 
tainments for the time being, but that it can also 
be made a continuous influence for advertising 
the playhouse. 

Yet, so far is this from being realised that it 
often appears as though the printed programme 
were regarded as a production aiming at a purely 
temporary advertising effect. Not only is there 
not permanent advertising effect as regards the 
house, but the advertising effect even as regards 
the entertainment is confined to the programme 
of the current week. There is no looking ahead 
in any sense—no mention of good things in the 
next week’s fare, nor any suggestion that the 
management have something up their sleeve for 
the appearance of which it is worth while to 
keep watch in the near future. I contend that 
this represents a lamentable failure to take ad- 
vantage of an obvious opportunity, and that the 
printed programme for one weck should al- 
ways contain an announcement of the main at- 
tractions of the week following, with the addition, 
frequently, if not invariably, of a foreword in 
regard to any special items forthcoming during 
the next few weeks. The tendency of this is to 


secure further patronage, and to create an atti. 


tude of expectancy and anticipation in patrons 
which helps to keep the house well to the fore 
in their minds as compared with competing shows 
which take a back seat, so to speak. There is 
also secured this additional advantage, that, be- 
cause your printed programme contains some- 
thing which it is worth while to remember, 
patrons will generally take it away with them 
instead of leaving it behind, and thus a valuable 
advertisement is secured, in addition to the in- 
centive to attend again. 

Take for consideration the sheet which, folded 
once, becomes a four-page quarto, In my opinion 
the shape and size best suited for a picture play- 
house printed programme. ‘The copy on the out- 
side front page will be largely “standing” mat- 
ter (as printers call it) consisting of the name 
of the house, with prices of seats and other 
particulars of a more or lIcss fixed character. It 


will also include the titles, changeable cach week,

of the films which are the principal attractions 
in the programme. Inside, the left-hand and 
right-hand pages will be devoted respectively to 
a list of the items of the programme for each 
half week. The outside back page ought to 
contain a preliminary announcement of next 
week’s star films and other good things in store 
for the near future. 

Here it seems advisable to say a few words 
upon the subject of miscellaneous advertisements 
in the printed programme. In passing, I may 
say that I do not think that any charge ought 
to be made for the printed programme except 
under special circumstances. The cinema is em- 
puatically an inexpensive form of entertainment. 
It is for the million—not even for the hundred 
thousand only, still less for the ten thousand. 
People are glad not to have to pay more than 
a few pence for a seat. And it is a mistake to 
saddle them with another penny for a printed 
programme. I know the purchase is not compul- 
sory. They can take it or leave it. But the 
alternative is unpleasing, and therefore to be 
avoided. Indeed, although I am a strong be- 
liever in the usefulness to the playhouse as well 
as to its patrons of the printed programme pro- 
perly employed, I would go so far as to say 
that it would be better in many cases not to have 
a printed programme at all than to make a 
charge for one. oe 

The right plan in my judgment is to have a 
printed programme distributed gratuitously to 
all patrons entering the house (except small 
children). A minimum circulation could be guar- 
anteed to advertisers, and the cost of printing 
covered by the amount received for advertise- 
ments. I do not think an endeavour should be 
made to obtain a profit. If it can be made to 
pay on a certain number of reasonably priced 
advertisements, it is better to devote the space 
remaining to making the copy relating to the 
entertainment more effective rather than to crowd 
in a few more announcements. The space avail- 
able for miscellaneous advertisements should not 
be handed over to one firm, as I have seen 
done. It is much better that it should be occu- 
pied by a number of different firms. It distri- 
butes the interest over a wider arva and avoids 
the risk of arousing jealousy and prejudice by 
what might be regarded as a policy of exclu- 
siveness. 

As regards the collection of advertisements, 
I suppose it is often convenient to be able to 
hand this over to outside agency, such as the 


B 
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printers of the programme. I would, however, 
make the point that managers ought to exercise 
supervision over the misccllaneous advertisement 
section of the programme, and reserve the right 
to decline any announcement the appearance of 
which they may have reason to consider would 
be undesirable. For instance, I once saw among 
the advertisements on a picture playhouse pro- 
gramme an optician’s announcement which ran 
somewhat as follows: “If the pictures hurt your 
eyes, consult Mr. So-and-so, who will prescribe 
for you the glasses you need.” This announce- 
ment contained a suggestion which, apart from 
other considerations, was quite unfair as well 
as very unfavourable to the entertainment, and 
ought never to have appeared in a picture 
house programme. Personally speaking, I am 
disposed to think that the announcement of the 
“cheapest and best local undertaker"? would 
not be appropriately located when it appears (as

in one case words to that effect did appear) on 
a picture playhouse programme. To intrude 
associations of death and bereavement in such 
a case is entirely out of place, and that an under- 
taker’s advertisement s'e1! 1 > politely declined 
if it is offered, and, ncecdic.s tu say, never soll- 
cited. 

Should a synopsis of the star films or others 
appcar on the printed programme? Within limits 
I answer that they may. But the thing must be 
done judiciously. You do not want to deprive 
your patrons of the attractions of the unknown 
or the pleasures of anticipation. Also the phrase- 
ology employed should be British, and not Ameri- 
can. I venture to think this is not so unim- 
portant as it may seem at first sight. Yankeeisms 
are often unintelligible to people whose medium 
of speech is the English of the British Isles. 

Yes, the printed programme is a good thing 
and it is worth doing well. 


CAPE TOWN NOTES. 


(By OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Since sending my last report, great changes have 
taken place in the Trade in Cape Town. The 
African Theatres Trust, Limited, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. 1. W. Schlesinger, is to exercise its 
controlling influence over practically every one of 
Cape Town’s amusement houses, with the excep- 
tion of Fuisher’s Elite Bioscope, Grand Theatre, 
which, I understand, is to remain an ‘‘indepen- 
den.’ show. 

The houses recently acquired by the Trust are 


the following :—Alhambra Picture Palace, Wol- 
fram’s Bioscope, The Majest ic Bioscope, and the 
Tivoli. 


Mr. Fisher (of the Elite Bioscope), who has al- 
wavs expressed his desire of being an independent 
exhibitor, intends remaining so, when all other 
local shows will be under the Trust’s control. 

Naturally, the new order of things is bound to 
affect the amusement-loving public, who fully rea- 
lise that the dangers of a monopoly such as the 
Trust will be able to exercise cannot be disre- 
garded. 

The feeling and the control of the Trust in Cape 
Town is optimistic. It may mean that the power 
is strong enough to foist inferior film importation 
on the public. On the other hand, -it also means 
that the public will measure the standard of the 
new enterprise with far more severliy than one 
which has become, as it were, an institution. 

In connection with the new change, I understand 
that Mr. Harry Stodel, late of the Tivoli Theatre, 
will be in charge of the Trust’s interests in Cape 
own, whilst Mr. Frank Potts (of the Alhambra) 
will proceed to Johannesburg, there to take over 


management of one of the Trust’s Theatres. Mr. 
Katz (of the Majestic) is to replace Mr. Potts as 
manager of the Alhambra. Mr. W. Wolfram, who 


for the past fifteen vears has been connected with 
the Bi ‘ascape enterprise in South Africa, will take 
no part in the new situation, as he intends retiring. 

IS present assistant manager, Mr. Phillips, will. 
however, be wiven charge of his theatre, under. of 
COUTsSE, the Trust’s control, As important develon- 
Menrts are expected to he announced shortly, I will 


hold over further informats ‘€ for my, le. report.

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HULL AND COASTAL NOTES. 


(By OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


From what I could gather the eighteen picture palaces 
which opened on Good Friday did very well, and though 
it was impossible to visit them all, those that I did get 
a glimpse of gave ample proof that the innovation was a 
welcome one by the “ respectable ’’ class. I think that 
even the greatest opponents of Good Friday opening will 
agree that the Holy Day was not degraded. At a meeting 
of the Licensing Committee a day or two previously a few 
of the members could not convince themselves that some 
of the films it was proposed to show were “ sacred,’”’ but 
I think it speaks well for the fairness of the Hull exhibitors 
that none of the films submitted, or rather the synopsis, 
was rejected. It was unfortunate that efforts to secure 
an extension of the music license to Good Friday were not 
successful, especially when at some of the large mission 
halls in the city, where still pictures were shown, there 
were musical accompaniments. Personally I cannot see 
the consistency of the Licensing Justices not allowing 
musical accompaniments with the moving pictures for a 
special occasion such as this. Still, I do not think the 
attendances were at all affected on this score, for outside 
of many cinemas I noticed quite large queues in the even- 
ing, despite the fact that the performances were continuous 
from 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 


It should be interesting to note a few of the pictures 
shown here on Good Friday. At the Coliseum, Beverley 
Road, Mr. G. H. Simmonite had three performances of 
“The Messiah.’’ The chief item in Mr. Comber’s pro- 
gramme at the National, Beverley Road. was “ Semira- 
mus,’’ and Mr. Neeve also had this at the Theatre de Luxe, 
Anlaby Road.

The Voice of Conscience. 

Miss Elizabeth R. Carpenter has here chosen 
a theme which has been treated in a variety 
of ways ‘by many different authors, but which 
never fails to sustain its interest when presented 
with the force and conviction shown in the con- 
struction of this film. It is the story of the 
man and the woman and the /erlium quid, the 
husband in this case, Dr. Yorke, being so en- 
grossed in the details of his profession that he 
leaves his young wife much to her own resources, 
and she, being high-spirited and inclined to 
gaiety, readily falls under the influence of hand- 
some Jack Cravin, the doctor’s cousin, who ap- 
points himself her constant attendant. Helen 
rather easily persuades herself that she is in 
love with Jack. In an interview: which is over- 
heard by her husband, she consents -to clop:, 
and the blow falls at a moment when the doctor 
is hurrying to an important operation which ts 


a question of life or death to the patiant,. He 


fulfils his professional duties, then hurries to the 
station to waylay the fugitives, but at the last 
moment Helen listens to the voice of conscience, 
and, refusing to go further, demands to be taken 
back to her husband. The doctor manages to 
get home first without being discovered, and his 
wife’s spontaneous confession paves the way to 
a better understanding for the future. 

The story is vividly told, though it is doubtles. 
the necessity for condensation that makes Helen's 
sudden changes of mind a little difficult to under- 
stand. It is excellently played, Mr. Frank Mc: 
Glynn giving a fine study of the doctor, his 
rendering of the character doing much to palliate 
the conduct of his wife, very charmingly played 
by Miss Sally Crute, and Mr. Richard gives a 
clever touch of insincerity to the philandering 
cousin. It is a subject which might easily have 
been extended to another reel. 


The Terrible Trunk. 


Some very excellent comedy acting provides 
an entertaining farce out of the very slightest 
material.

Her Husband’s Son. 

This is another work from the pen of Miss 
{Elizabeth R. Carpenter, and here again deftness 
of construction and the fertile invention of effec- 
tive situations are more apparent than any great 
originality of plot. It is the story of a man of 
middle age who marries a young wife hardly 
older than his own son and much against the 
wishes of that son, who, through his great rever- 
ence for the memory of his mother, treats his 
father’s new wife with marked coolness. The boy 
gets into a gambling sect at college, until at 
last his father refuses to advance more money 
until he shows some signs of amending his ways. 
The young wife determines to help the boy, 
and in order to do so induces her husband to 
draw a cheque for a considerable amount with- 
out telling him for what purpose she requires 1t. 
The jhusband is growing jealous of his wife’s 
young companions, and, reading a note which 
she has accidentally dropped, he twists its mean- 
ing into a lover’s appointment. Watching his 
wife’s movements, he witnesses her mecting with 
a strange man, and, mad with jealousy, shoots 
the supposed lover. On returning to the housz 
he receives a note in which his wife has ex- 
plained everything, and is horrified when his 
son is carried in wounded. A satisfactory end- 
ing makes an effective finish to a very interest- 
ing film. ‘he situations are skilfully contrived 
and thoroughly dramatic, and the mounting is 
rich and tasteful, the climax taking place on 
the occasion of a grand ball which gives a fine 
opportunity for the art of the producer. 

Mr.- Robert Conness is excellent as the hus- 
band, and easily overcomes the difficulties which 
his quite unreasonable behaviour add to th: 
part, and Mr. Harry Beaumont as the son is, 
as usual, natural and effective. Miss Helen 
Strickland is very charming as the girl wife. 
The drama is in two parts, and produced by 
Mr. Charles Brabin, and is a fine example of 
the highly finished work of the Edison studio. 


The Temple of Moloch. 

To ah interesting story this film adds a valu- 
able ‘lesson on the prevention of the spread of 
consumption and the necessity for the sanitation 
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of factories and dwelling-houses. Harrison Poutt 
is the proprietor of a large pottery factory, and 
is attacked in the Press by Dr. Jordan for the 
conditions prevailing amongst his workpeople.

Dr. Jor- 
dan succeeds in effecting a cure in both cases 
and Poutt not only consents to the marriage, 
but agrees to entirely reorganise the homes and 
workshops of his employees. 

It is an effective exposition of a subject of 
vast importance, and is well worthy of attention

A Simple Design for a Film Indicator. 


USEFUL TIPS FOR OPERATORS. 


The following description and sketch of a film indicator 
hasbeen supplied by Mr. W. A. Browning, chief operator 
and electrician at the Lime Street Picture House, Liver- 
pool, and it is claimed to be so simple that any operator 


can construct one for a very ‘modest sum. All that is

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required, apart from the box and the glass facing, are 
fourfordinary office rulers (circular), a roll of linen or 
calico blackened so that the figures stand out in white 


telief, a few feet of ordinary cord, pulleys and four brackets 
as, per sketch marked A. This design of indicator is con- 


Which wind the cloth bearing the 


structed to rest on the rail or balcony surrounding the 
space allocated to the orchestra or pianist and is mani- 
pulated by the musical director, who works the pulleys, 
numbers round the 
rulers marked B. The two central strips of wood are 
intended to keep the cloth on the face of the glass and so 
prevent it becoming sagged .To keep the rules in position, 
a small strip of brass is attached to the bracket, which 
fits into an indention slit into the side of each of the two 
rules. The illumination, of course, is bv electric light, 
which is extinguished each time the number is changed, 
the later process being visible from the rear and conse- 
quently there is a minimum of trouble. 


Not unfrequently operators are troubled by an in- 
sulticiently strony resistance. which does not respoud 
with the desired alacrity when a variation is desired in 
the speed at which the film is put through the machine. 
To remedy this Mr. Browning has in use a simple device 
consisting of a flower-pot filled with water, in which are 
placed two or three old carbons suspended and worked 
on a wire. The pot is fixed underneath the machine at 
the side of the resistance and the speed of the motor can 
be accelerated or diminished at will, by simply moving 
the carbons to or fro. 


Drauphty operating rooms are often responsible for 
broken condensers and to prevent tlis a double precaution 
can be taken, the first of which is simply to boil the 
condensers before use and allowing them to cool in the 
same water. The second is to cover with the part of an 
ordinary biscuit box, the front part of which is rendered 
airtight, that part of the machine containing the con- 
densers. An operator who ts in charge of three machines 
and who has tried this method, declares that it is over six 
months since he has been obliged to renew condensers. 

Mr. W. A. Browning has, also, a desiyn of hat and 
parcel helder for fixing to picture hall and theatre seats, 
The device which is simple and takes up very little space 
is made of wire, and is so easy to ft that an entire building 
can be equipped within two days.

(By OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


The conditions of the cinema industry in Scot- 
land are at present in a state of complete transi- 
tion, and are affecting renters and exhibitors 
alike. The change has been apparent for months, 
but has become more noticeable since the out- 
break of the war. Curiously enough, though 
its origin can be traced back to last August, it 
is not the superfluity or scarcity of war films 
which has brought about the altered conditions. 
Interviews with renters and exhibitors during 
the past week prove how real the change 1s, 
but there seems no way at present by which it 
can be stayed. The change is in the nature of 
the programme which the exhibitor has now- 
adays to provide to please the public and get 
ahead of competitors. The exclusive and the 
serial predominate, and with perhaps a comedy 
or two and a topical, make up a programme. 
The ordinary open market feature, which ren- 


ters must buy, is being ousted from its former | 


place in a great many halls. Those exhibitors 
who do favour features in place of exclusives 
and serials have to be catered for by the renter, 
but his “run” is so curtailed that several, ques- 
tioned on the point, doubt if it pays to buy 
when so few hire. The tendency is for .the 
renter, therefore, to increase his hire rate for 
features. To this exhibitors reply that what ts 
lost on features can be made up on exclusives. 
This is the crux of the question. The regular 
renting houses who buy features weekly have a 
new opposition to face. The increase in exclu- 
sives has brought in its trail an army of exclu- 
sive agents, who handle exclusives only, and 
these gentlemen—and their business ts perfectly 
legitimate—secure a large part of the custom 
which formerly went to the orginal renter. The 
deduction to be drawn from the interviews I 
have had is that. the exhibitor who favours tea- 
tures will have to pay more for his programmes 
without any corresponding increase in his in. 
come, and, in addition, to keep pace with his 
opposition, will also have to run an occasional 
exclusive. Of course, the public is ygctting the 
benefit of the change, but the question which 
is exercising the minds of the exhibitor and the 
renter is, who is to pay for the altered condl- 
tions and what is to be the end of it? One 
gentleman summed it up well when he said: “It 
means the elimination of many small halls, but it 
also means the raising of the gencral excellence 
of the larger and higher-priced halls, and both 
parties will ultimately benefit.” 


The programmes being shown at Glasgow halls 
during the past weck have been remarkable — 
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remarkable, that is, for Holy Weck. Of course, 
in Scotland the communities which regard 
Eastertide with special significance are limited, 
but even in Scotland the public look for some- 


thing different at this time of the year. Some 
halls there were which planned their — pro- 
grammes to include seasonable items; others 


have ignored the season altogether, or gone to 
other extremes entirely. Thus, at one end of a 
street we have a bill with a strong Eastertide 
attraction in “Quo Vadis?” while in the same 
street we have a programme on Good [riday 
in which comedy forms the prominent © part. 
Luckily there are two classes to cater for, and 
everyone was pleased. 


At the Picture House, Sauchiechall Street, a 
special attraction during the whole weck was 
Gaumont’s great topical, “The Battle of the 
Vosges,” the exhibition of which in Glasgow 
was delayed by the military authoritics until the 
operation had lost its strategical siynificance. 
The topical provided visitors with a good idea 
of how warfare was waged in the snow-clad 
dunes, and it undoubtedly proved a good draw 
from the exhibitor’s point of view. 


La Scala, Sauchiehall 
the Shadow of Big Ben” and “The Operator 
at Black Rock” as.its exclusives, and had for 
comedy ‘“ Wiffles at the Hydro,” “The Fatal 
Hansom,” and ‘The Property Man.’ f.a Scala 
Vocal Quartette still continue to prove a draw- 
ing force, and always get a fme reception.

“ Now, we believe that if the entertainment 
provided is worth sixpence, the public will pay 
sixpence, while no amount of printed matter will 
ever hoodwink the average man or woman into 
believing that these people can, or do, give six- 
pence worth of entertainment for threepcnce 

and a pass. Rather it seems’to us to be a 
tacit acknowledgment by these halls that their 
entertainment is worth only. threepence, or two- 
pence, or one penny, but they still (vainly) en- 
deavour to keep up appearances by issuing those 
so-called privilege tickets which cease to confer a 
privilege on any one person when everybody in 
the district has one or more of these evidences 
of managerial failure. 

‘Now, we do not charge fancy prices for ad- 
mission, but we do give, in our belicf, one of the 
finest entertainments in the district at the price. 
It is a fair price for good value. It 1s already 
being told around that the Star is getting better 
every day, and so it 1s.”

ROYCE wv. TACON. 

In the Chancery Division, on-March 26th, Mr. 
Justice Astbury had before him a motion in the case 
of Royce v. Tacon. This was an application by the 
plaintiff for the appointment of a receiver and man- 
ager of the rents and profits of certain property at 
Harrogate. 

Mr. Cunliffe, K.C.. for the plaintiff, said his 
chent was the vendor of the freehold property in 
question, which, under a contract of April last was 
sold to the defendants for £2,000. Defendants took 
possession of it, pulled down the houses and some 
stables and erected in its place a picture palace, 
which they were running either in person or in the 
form of a company. They had, however, not paid 
ne purchase money, although they had promised to 

0 SO. 

Mr. Gover (for the defendants) said one of the 
defendants had died, and his representatives had not 
been added to the action, and that had caused diffi- 
culty in the contract being carried out. 

His lordship said it was clear the-defendants must 
either pay the purchase money or the plaintiffs must 
have the property. back. His lordship appointed a 
receiver of the rents and profits until the trial of 
the action. 


BRITISH PLAYHOUSES, 

In the Chancery Division, on March 30th, Mr. 
Justice Sargant heard a motion for judgment in 
default of defence in a debenture holder’s action, in 
the British Playhouses, Limited, Parker v- the Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Taylor, for the plaintiff, said Mr. Parker 
was the holder of all the first debentures, which were 
secured by three picture palaces at Grimsby. The 
principal money had become payable on account of 
non-payment of interest. The second and third 
mortgagees had also been made parties to the action.

CREDITORS’ MEETING. 
__A.meeting of the creditors interested in the failure 
of John, Codman,. late of the .Picturedrome, New- 
town, North, Wales, was held on March 25th, at 


Google 


Grosvenor Hotel, Chester, when a statement of 
affairs was presented, showing liabilities totalling 
£1,385 18s. 5d., to meet which there were assets 
estimated to produce £728 13s. 11d. After allowing 
4:33 17s. 1d. for the claims of the preferential credi- 
tors, the net assets were reduced to £604 16s. 10d., 
the estate showing a deficiency of £691 1s. 7d. It 
was reported that the debtor had been in business 
for some years, having picturedromes at Newtown, 
Ebbw Vale, Bethesia, Bangor, Oswestry, Menai 
Bridge, etc. At the end of 1913 he entered the 
pantomime business and worked a company round 
London, suffering thereby a great loss. He had also 
made losses on the picturedromes, and with regard 
to the one at Oswestry he paid £350 for this, and 
did not have possession twelve months. He dis- 
posed of this hall last year for £180. The debtor 
stated that some time ago he refused an offer of 
£600 for the building at Bangor, and_ at 
the present time there was an offer of £200 
for the same. Some discussion ensued, and 
ultimately it was resolved that Mr. Richard E. 
George (solicitor, of Newton, who acted for the 
debtor) should dispose of the assets as soon as 
possible, and divide the proceeds fro rata among the. 
creditors after payment of the preferential claims,

SUNDAY OPENING IN DUBLIN. 


IMPORTANT CASES. 


Several applications for cinematograph licences 

came before the Right Hon. the Recorder at she City 
Sessions, Dublin. 
_Mr. Davis, solicitor, applied for a seven davs’ 
cence in respect to a cinemazoyraph theatre in Black- 
rock, the applicant being Jacob F]liman. Mr. Davis 
said it was the only place of amusement in Blackrock, 
and the pictures they undertook ito show would be 
adapted to simple amusement. 

The Recorder said he had not objected to granting 
Sunday licences for c‘nemas situated in working-class 
districts, where people were unable during the rest of 
the week to amuse themselves, but he did not under- 
Stand how this applied to Blackrock, which was a 
more or less residential place, with a very small num- 
ber of working people. 

The applicant accepted a six-davs’ licence. 

Application was made for a seven-davs’ licence on 
hehalf of John Carley, in respect to a picture house, 
Dame Street. 

Mr. Taylour, solicitor, appeared for the applicant. 

The Recorder said this cinema was within a short 
distance of the Castle, which was ihe residence of the 
representative of the Sovereign, and it was also within 
a short distance of a church. For that reason he saw 
no ground for granting the application in respect to 
Sunday when it came before him on a previous occa- 
sion. Then the people who controlled the cinema 
Came to the conclusion that they would take “French 
leave.” They were summoned before the magistrate, 
and the question was reviewed by the King’s Bench on 
a case stated. They did not succeed in the King’s 
Bench, and he (the Recorder) would have been de- 
lighted if they had, for it would take these cinema 
cases from him. These picture houses were left open 
at a period of time when they should not be left open 
—namely, the period during which the humbler type 
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of the Protestant population used their churches 
between 7 and 8 o’clock. He intended that the re- 
higious views of every class in the communiiv and of 
every creed shall be respected in these ma.ters. 

Mr. Robertson (of the Chief Crown Solicitor’s 
office), who appeared for the police, said his objec- 
tion in this case was the came as ever. He did no. 
think the application could be granted for Sundavs, 
and he asked the Reco-der to make an order allowing’ 
them to have music on six days of the week and to 
close for all purposes on Sundays. 

The Recorder said he would allow the application 
to be made again, and if he found that it was neces- 
sary, or that there were circumstances which would 
justify him in allowing the applicants to have a cer- 
tain number of hours on Sundays, he would consider 
it. “Tf I do grant faciliiies,” continued the Re- 
corder, “,it will be to open from 2 to 3.30, and then 
from 5 to g o’clock. I have in my mind Christ 
Church, where there is a service at 4 o’clock.” 

His Lordship then granted a six-davs’ licence for 
music, the applicant undertaking not to open the 
place for public pucposes on Sundays in future. 


Mr. Taylour, solicitor, made a similar application 
in respect to the Talbot Street Picture House, on 
behalf of John Carley. 

Mr. Robertson said this was also a case in which 
the applicant took ‘“ French leave.” 

The Recorder: I granted this application when it 
came before me because the applicant, Alderman 
Farrell, who had been Lord Mayor of iDublin, was a 
man for whom I had the very highest respect. 

Mr. Orr, manager of the theatre, was called, and 
said he had only acted on the instructions of his 
directors. 

The Recorder requested that one of the directors 
be asked to attend.

THE Bioscope, APRIL 8, 1915. 


During the last few days there have ‘been two ap- 
plications to the Liverpool justices for the approval 


of plans for new picture theatres. The applicant in 
respect of the proposed hall at the corner of London 
Grove and High Park Street was Mr. G. Dudlev 
West, a gentleman associated with other local 
cinemas, and it was stated on his behalf that the 
building proposed would cost £6,000, and instead of 
depreciating the district it would improve it. Oppo- 
sition was raised on behalf of a large number of resi- 
dents. and the application was refused on the ground 
that the site was not an appropriate one for a cinema 
hall. Plans for a cinema in Miranda Road and Brae- 
mar Street. Kirkdale, were rejected on the ground 
that the scheme would involve turning a number of 
people out of their homes. 


Of the many excellent comedy features which regu- 
larly merit leading places in programmes, probably 
none has attained such a success as “The Property 
Man,” .Keystone’s latest release. In Liverpool last 
week some seven or eight halls exhibited this splen- 
did two-reeler, and all with such a measure of suc- 
cess that is a happy augury for the six-reel@r by the 
same company. The name of Charlie Chaplin is on 
every picturegoer’s lips, and now, at many of the 
theatres, managers have placed in the vestibules of 
their halls a life-sized coloured portrait of Chaplin, 
cut from a poster and pasted on cardboard. 


‘The Savoy, West Derby Road, during the short 
time it has been opened, has met with a generous 
support, which has been very encouraging to the 
management. Two record-breaking films were “ Kis- 
met” and “Sapho.” Curiously enough, the latter 
aroused much greater interest than was expected, and 
dificulty.was found-in accommodating all the patrons 
who sought admission. “German Culture” also 
proved a very popular attraction. Last week, being 
holiday week, there was a slight depression in 
business—an‘ experience which is shared by all man- 
agers during the few days which precede a holiday. 
Last week’s top-liners were “Thou Shalt Not Covet” 
and “For Another’s Sin,” while for the current week 
prominence is being given to “War is ell” and 
‘ £4,000,000 Dowry.” Coming shortly are “Caught in 
the Great Metropolis,” and several of Edison’s Kine- 
tophone films, including “Faust.” Kinetophone pic- 
tures were introduced to Liverpool audiences about 
two years ago, and after this lapse it will be interest- 
ing to gauge public opinion on dramas in which the 
characters’ utterances are expressed as the story de- 
velops by means of a talking machine. 


The films ‘‘Les Misérables” and ‘‘Quo Vadis ?”’ which 
have done so much to make a worthy reputation for 
the Trade, are again released for exhibition, and there 
have been quite a large number of bookings lately. 
Mr. S. A. Eaton, at the West Derby Road Palladium, 
is one of the managers who have booked this excel- 
lent “double event,” and he is expecting these films to 
do the same good business they have done in the 
past. It is a well-known fact that the public memory 
18 very short-lived—a study of the daily newspapers 
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will reveal this—and it is really a pity that some of 
the older films, many of which are genuinely good 
in plot, are not booked for a second period. Manv 
of what mav be called the primitive efforts of the 
cinematographer producer merit reproduction and re- 
acting now that the resources of the industry are so 
prolific and there is such an abundance of capable 
artistes. “Monte Cristo” has again been shown at 
the West Derby Road Palladium, and, it is interesting 
to note, met with wholehearted support. This film, 
it will be remembered, was first placed on the market 
some few months ago, vet its popularity does not seem 
to have diminished at all. A continuous perform- 
ance is given at the Palladium from 7 to 10.45 p.m., 
and a daily matinee. The round of the pictures 
generally occupies an hour anda half. Pride of place 
in last week’s programme must be given to “The 
Woman in Black’? and Thackerav’s “ Vanity Fair.” 
Bookings include “Spoilers,” “Sea Wolf.” “The Mid- 
dleman,” and an adaptation of Flinor Glyn’s well- 
known novel, “ Three Weeks.” 


The Liverpool Picturedrome, Kensington, under 
Mr. Rex Doolev’s management, continues in_ its 
highly successful career, a circumstance to be 


ascribed both to the management and the public for 
the keen discrimination of films of the best type. 
Good business was done with “ The King’s Outcast” 
and the Keystone two-reeler, “The Property Man.” 
An unique holidav programme was compiled for the 
current week, “Children of the Circus” being shown 
on Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, and “Liberty 
Hall” during the latter part of the week. The musical 
part of the entertainment is in excellent hands. 


Many cinemas up and down the country have ex- 
perimented with “Kevstone,” ‘“ Vitagraph,” etc. 
nights, but it cannot be said that manv have done 
what might reasonably be expected, and that is—have 
an All-British night. Recently Mr. S. R. Coleman. 
of the Warwick Picturedrome, Liverpool, set apart 
three nights for all-British productions, and so suc- 
cessful were these entertainments that it is extremelv 
probable that other “All-British” entertainments will 
be held in the near future. The programme was as 
follows: “John Linworth’s Atonement,” “Man From 
India.” “Awakening Nora,” “Ah! Tishoo,” “Made 
in Germany,” “Knight in Armour,” * Winkie, Spv 
Catcher.” A few davs ago, nearly 200 Russian 
sailors visited the Warwick, and were entertained 
free of charge by Mr. Coleman. “The Man Who 
Disappeared” has been booked for exhibition shortlv. 
Among the recent best attractions have been “On 
Suspicion.” “His Unknown Girl” and “ The Vulture’s 
Claw.” “Trev 0’ Hearts” is proving a very strong 
attraction. 


At Granby Cinema, Mr. G. H. Grundy, on Wednes- 
dav each week entertains large numbers of Belgian 
refugees, manv of whom now attend the theatre re- 
gularly. Satisfactory business is being done, the pic- 
tures screened heing of a consistently high auality in 
finish, vlot and storv. “ Masked Faces” and “In the 
Ranks” figure among the recent successes. 
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NORTHERN NOTES. 


(By Our Own RePRESENTATIVE.) 


Remarkable testimony of the beneficial effects 
of the cinematograph performance upon the 
general well-being of the community has been laid 
before the Newcastle-on-Tyne exhibitors by Mr. 
Fred W. Morrison, the hon. secretary of the 
Northern branch of the Cinematograph Ex- 
hibitors’ Association. Mr. Morrison, as general 
manager and secretary for Messrs. R. Scott and 
Co., spends a great deal of time at the Imperial 
Hall, Dunston-on-Tyne, which was for a long 
time under his direct and personal managership. 
His efforts to provide the residents of that dis- 
trict with wholesome entertainment have met 
with a full measure of appreciation, and this ap- 
preciation was recently expressed to him in these 
terms. ‘Mr. Morrison,” said a young married 
woman to him, “I thank God for the cinema. 
It has saved my home from becoming the home 
of a drunkard, and it has saved my children from 
having to look upon their father as a drunkard. 
[ saw how things were going, but since the 
cinema came he has kept away from the public- 
house, and instead of going there he has taken 
me and the children to see the pictures. We 
have now a happy home, we have better clothes 
to wear, and we have plenty of food. All that 
has been done for about rod. a week, spent in 
going to the pictures.” 

These remarks, said Mr. Morrison, were heart- 
touching, and it was good to feel that one was 
doing something to brighten the lives of others. 
That the woman was sincere he was convinced, 
and her’s was only one of several similar in- 
stances which had come to his notice. The shop- 
keepers in the district had assured him that since 
the coming of the pictures the people were spend- 
ing more money on clothes and food, and less was 
beirig spent on drink, because the head of the 
family took his wife and bairns to see the pic- 
tures, and remained away from the public-house. 

his condition of affairs must surely apply t» 
other districts, and it is especially gratifying to 
have them placed on_record at a time when the 
cinematograph entertainment is being subjected 
to so many attacks from more or less influential, 
but generally ill-informed, quarters. Mr. Mor- 
rison was, in fact, led to make the foregoing 
remarks in refuting the allegations of a Gates- 
head vicar against the purity of the cinemato- 
graph entertainments in the district, to which 
reference has already been made in our columns. 
After all, attention must be paid to those who 
patronise the pictures rather than to captious 
critics, who, more often than not, base their criti- 
cisms upon ill-founded impressions and conclu- 
sions, rather than upon actual experience. 
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Some little time ago Mr. Morrison indicated 
his desire to be relieved of the secretaryship of 
the local Exhibitors’ Association, and the matter 
has since been receiving consideration. But the 
Association could not afford to lose the services 
of Mr. Morrison, and they have prevailed upon 


‘him to allow himself to be again appointed to the 


offce. His reason for wishing to retire from 
office was the ever-increasing demand upon his 
time made by his prospering business, but I know 
personally that his heart is in the work of the 
Association, the welfare of which has been his 
close concern since it was inaugurated, and much 
of the success of which is directly traceable to 
his efforts on its behalf. The Association has 
come to be recognised as a body to be reckoned 
with, thanks to the persistence and consistency 
with which it has represented the views of the 
exhibitors upon the various matters affecting 
their interests. The Association wanted to pav 
Mr. Morrison a salary for his services, but this 
he absolutely declined to accept, although he 
knew that the finances would permit of the allo- 
cation of a salary for secretarial work. It is 
necessary, however, for him to have some assist- 
ance now that he has consented to retain the 
honorary secretaryship, and the Association has 
authorised him to secure the services of a paid 
assistant secretary. 

I had the pleasure of spending an evening at 
the Picture House, at the corner of Westgate 
Road and Clayton Street, Newcastle, last week, 
and I was struck with the brilliance and steadi- 
ness of the pictures. Since the additions were 
made to this place of entertainment it is particu- 
larly cosy, and, moreover, it is exceedingly popu- 
lar. Much of its present success is due to the 
care and energy of the manager, Mr. Leonard 
Dalrymple, who. though he has only been at the 
theatre since the outbreak of war, has succeeded 
in adding a substantial sum to the weekly tak- 
ings. The long and high-class exclusive film, 
together with good music, are the snecialities at 
the Picture House, where is run a continuous per- 
formance. On Good Friday Mr. Dalrvmple had 
a programme selected for the occasion. his star 
item being a beautifully coloured film, “ Tudith of 
Bethulia.” All the halls, by the way. were open 
in Newcastle from 6 p.m. on Good Friday. 


One cannot refrain from saying how great a 
feature was the Gaumont film of the engagement 
between the French and the Germans, taken in 
the Vosges. This film, taken under actual firing 
conditions, was shown at several halls in the city, 
and wherever it was shown it was greeted with 
the utmost enthusiasm. |

At the County Police Court, Bolton, last week, 
there were a number of applications for sacred per- 
formances in picture houses in the County area, and 
Supt. Wilson had an objection to lodge. | He was 
quite willing that the applications made should be 
acceded to (a course which the magistrates — fol- 
lowed), but he wished to object to the manner in 
which certain places were being turned into music- 


halls by the appearance of art’stes. | In his opinion’ 


the practice was going too far, and if action were 
not taken now the picture palaces would eventually 
be converted into music-halls. The mag:strate’s 
clerk (Mr. A. Tyldslev) agreed with the superinten- 
dent’s remarks, and pointed out that unless the cine- 
matograph proprietors carried. out the regulations, 
objections would be raised, and they thus ran a big 
risk of losing their licences. 

At the Queen’s Theatre, the chief attraction was 
“The Lost Paradise.” “Tove Triumphs” was a 
yvood drama, and later in the weck (except Friday, 
of course, when special programmes were submitted 
at all the picture halls) two rollicking Keystone 
comedies took up a good portion of the entertain- 
ment. These were “The Property Man’’ and ‘The 
Brand New Hero.’”? Other comedies were ‘‘The 
Flapper and a Fan’’ and “Almost Married.’’ ‘‘The 
Grand National was also of much interest, along 
with the news films. 

A really good court story is something rare, but 
at the Electric Theatre, Deansgate, one could not 
wish for a better film than “‘Everv Inch a King.” 
“The Broken Circuit?’ was a good drama, and the 
best of the comedies was ‘‘The Fatal Hansom.”’ The 
“Pathé’s Gazette’? was especially interesting. 
Throughout the week, with the exception of Monday 
and Fridav. the big fight between Bombardier Wells 
and Jack Moran was shown. 

Two quite different dramas have been seen at the 
Mount Electric Theatre this week. For the earlier 
portion, “Guarding Britain’s Secrets,”? with Sexton 
Blake taking the detective réle was the chief picture, 
and for the latter davs of the week, we had a heart- 
touching drama in ‘‘Home, Sweet Home,’’ which 
was well received, and is, of course, allowed to be 
shown on Good Fridav. : 

At the Rumvorth Electric Theatre, also, ‘‘The 
Lost Paradise’? was the principal atraction, and 
‘The Grand National’? was also on view. Excellent 
Keystone, comedies were ‘‘The Masquerader’? and 
Recreation,” whilst the sinvine pictures were 
‘Waiting’? and “Molly McCarthy.” 

There was a special attraction at the Gem in the 
film taken of the departure of the 2nd and sth 
Batt. L.N.I.. Ree... which its compo-ed almost. en- 
tirely of Bolton lads, from Blacknool to Sevenoaks. 
i vhe Brand of His Tribe,’’ “The Single Act,” 
“The Man with the Scar’ and ‘(Honour Among 
lhieves.’? were excellent dramas. while “The Jani- 
tor.” “The Baggage Smasher.’’ “The Rounders,” 
and “The Groom’s Doom,” were all screamingly 
‘funny comedies. 

The hoom in trade at Barrow has been reflected ina 
gratifving degree in the a‘tendances at the various 
picture houses in town. The public seem to have 
developed an insatiable appetite for this pleas'ng form 
of amusement. and those respons‘ble for the pro- 
grammes at the various “shows” have, no doubt, 
largely contributed to that end. bv putting the best 
that is to be had in this line before their patrons. 
Again I am able to report splend'd business. On 
Good Friday all places of amusement were closed, the 
Mag strates refusing to allow anv diversification of 
this character in the borough. Snecial matinees were 
held on Saturday and again on Faster Monday, and 
crowded houses were the order.—-The Gaiety man- 
agement, with their usual enterprise, arranged for 
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taking pictures of the crowds of men, women and 
children enjoying themselves in the famous ruins of 
Furness Abbey, and as a draw these local pictures 
have proved an immense success. Some time ago, 
when the two latest theatres and picturedromes were 
being erected, the Gaiety and Coliseum, it was con- 
sidered by many people that the competition would 
become too keen to some of those engaged in this en- 
te1piise, but the success achieved by the various 
houses has proved that that contention was altogther 
wrong. Never in the his.ory of the borough have the 
caterers of amusement met with more liberal sup- 
port than at present, and there is ample room for all. 
Of course, trade is good, employment regular, and 
wages high, and the working people are keen sup- 
porters of the picture theatres.

The Menacing Past. 


The popularity of dramas which point a moral 
against a life of crime seems just as strong 
as ever, and we have not the slightest hesitation 
in saying that the film now under discussion will 
add, in a worthy manner, to the merits of an 
ever-growing list. The release entitled as above 
is in reality more in the nature of a dramatic 
sketch than a highly finished essay, but will, 
nevertheless, meet with certain approbation and 
prove a first-class medium for the main sensa- 
tions of the narrative. There is much that is 
admirable in the photography and settings and 
acting of more than mercly ordinary merit. The 
part of the heroime, Anna, is cleverly played

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by that favourite artiste, Miss Mignon Anderson, 
while the young doctor is portrayed in fine style 
by Morris Foster. 


Among the episodes usually designated by the 
Trade as ‘thrills’? is one where Miss Anderson, 
in helping “the accomplices"’ to escape from 
Justice, falls from a high wall, another where 
“the father’? leaps from a railway bridge on 
toa quickly moving train, and another where the 
heroine actually falls from a galloping horse. 
The foregoing are by no means crudely carried 
out, for the whole of the episodes are stage- 
managed in a singularly effective way, the film 
forming in consequence an example of careful 
forethought in action and excellent choice in 
locale. YVhe camcra work, as previously stated, 
is excellent, and wherever tinting has been ap- 
plied the tone is kept upon the lighter side, a 
decided advantage where a film has to be dis- 
played with a “throw” above the average in 
length. The story is one of only medium char- 
acter, but is certainly raised ffom the usual run 
ot such productions by the tensely drawn manner 
of its presentation. 


The heroine, Anna, is first introduced to our 
notice in the act of assisting her father, a burglar, 
her portion of the nefarious operations appa- 
rently being that of solving the “combination” 
of a hefty sate. While upon a subsequent ex- 
pedition, the trio, father, daughter, and an ac- 
complice, are chased by the police and hard 
pressed. A fall over a high wall causes the 
girl to lose consciousness, and she is finally left 
to her fate within a darkened doorway, the father 
meanwhile having an anxious time at the hands 
of an ever-increasing torce of officers. A singu- 
larly thrilling scene follows, where he is at bay 
upon a bridge, and finally drops from thence 
upon a rapidly moving goods train, escaping 
with a hail of bullets in his wake. 


The girl, all knowledge being now a blank, is 
befriended by a young doctor and his mother, 
love and marriage being the ultimate result of 
the affair. A burglary at the house is inter- 
rupted by the doctor, but the young wife, who 
fails to recognise the criminal, pleads with her 
husband, and the man (her father) 1s allowed 
to go. A few months later a fall from a horse 
brings the return of the girl-wite’s memory, and 
with it the recollection of her past. She leaves 
her home, and is once more in her father’s toils 
when a revulsion of fecling bids the wite return 
to her husband. Sanderson, annoyed at the de- 
sertion, tackles a big burglary unaided, and 
comes to gricf. Another and a much happicr 
picture concludes a drama which should certainly 
meet with much approval. (Phanhouser Films, 
Limited.

A Fisherman's infatuation and The War Cloud. 


The two films by the Cunard Company shown 
recently at the Shattesbury Pavilion possess many 
features of technical excellence which reticct 
the greatest credit on the producer and render 


the films themselves of considerable interest. 
Lhe choice of setting shows great artistic percep- 
tion and adds much to the beauty vf the films, 
while the quality of the photography absolutely 
silences all objections raised to our English 
chmate. It would be difficult to find a more 
picturesque setting than that provided by the 
Cornish scenes in the first filin, and the camcra 
work could not be improved upon. Where the 
producer and the photographer show such cun- 
spicuous ability, it is untortunate that they have 
not been more lavishly treated by the author, 
tor no knife-grinder could ever have had less 
story to tell. The story of “A Fisherman's 
Infatuation’’ seems almost like a slight excuse 
to introduce pictures of the Curnish sea coast and 
views taken in the principal streets of London, 
the latter subject being extended by sending 
the hero from Waterloo to West Kensington on 
a Camden ‘Town ’bus. In “The War Cloud” 
also opportunities tor drama seem to have been 
sacriiiced somewhat nccdlessly. When an un- 
registcred alien enemy occupies a ruum in the 
licroine’s house, which is open to inspection 
through the keyhole of her bedrovm, one is dis: 
appointed to find that his enemy practices only 
go as far as getting drunk and sneering at the 
heroine's mother. 

The production throughout shows great care 
and attention to detail—though an aindiscrect 
looking-glass in the heroine's bedroom betrays 
secrets it should keep to itselt—and with stronger 
material to work on there is no doubt that the - 
future productions of this firm will command 
attention and interest.

The interesting announcement in the Z/mes 
of Tuesday’s date concerning the expedition of 
cinematograph operators which the French War 
Office is organising in order that neutral countries 
may learn something of the work of the French 
Army was supplemented vesterday (Wednesday) 
by a further paragraph to the cffect that the 
experiment is being watched with interest bv 
the recruiting authorities in this countrv. and 
that the officials see in the cinematograph a very 
useful potential aid to recruiting. It is, of course, 
an open secret that films depicting the operations 
of the German Army have been prepared on an 
extensive scale by the German war authorities. 
and have been eagerly sought after by neutral 
nations; and, apart from other considerations, it 
is gratifying to learn that the value of the 
publicity afforded by the cinematograph 1s at 
length realised, at least by the French authorities. 

In no other war have the means whereby the 
public is kept informed of the progress of the 
armies in the field been so limited as they are 
in the present great struggle. The facilities af.- 
forded war correspondents are meagre in the ex- 
treme; and not until quite recently were they 
allowed to be present within measurable distance 
of actual operations. True, we have received, 
from time to time, light descriptive accounts of 
the work in the trenches, and intimate little 
details of the “inner life” of our soldiers: but 
beyond that nothing of any importance—omitting 
the thrilling despatches of Sir John French—has 
been allowed to is Ge Je OTe Few of us

are In a position to cavil at the strict censor- 
ship under which the Press of this country has to 
work—that is, of course. a matter that lies with 
the War Office; but we may be allowed to state 
that it seems passing strange that, as far as we 
know, no official cinematograph films have been 
taken of those wonderful and magnificent 
struggles of which we have been given but the 
bare details. Even the most vivid pen description 
falls far short of a living record of what our 
army and that of our brave Allies have accom- 
plished; and the public at home is fed far too 
hittle on official communijues to enable it to fully 
realise the nature of the operations on which we 
are engaged. How different would be the case 
were the cinematograph to be employed! 

As an aid to recruiting, we make bold to state 
that the cinematograph is unrivalled, and the 
picture theatres themselves are the best recruit- 
ing agents. No films are of greater interest to 
the public than those dealing with the war in 
however remote a degree, while the popularity of 
the “war drama” mav be gauged from the 
number of subjects of this class that appear on 
the programmes of practically every theatre. 
If the imagination of the audience can be fired 


.by these representations of what is happening 


in France and Belgium, every wholesome feeling 
would be quickened if the real thing were avail- 
able, and there would be no more talk of the 
necessity of awakening the public. It is not too 
late for our authorities to follow the example of 
the French War Office:

We have been favoured with a copy of the 
report for the past year of the Committee of Man- 
agement of the Society of Authors, from which we 
cull the following. We hope to deal with the re- 
port—which contains much that is of interest to 
the Trade as a whole—more fully in our next 
isste 1 — 

One of the most important matters that has 
been carried through by the Dramatic Sub 
Committee, has been the creation of the Cinema 
Sub-Committee. At the beginning of the 
year, since many complaints of infringement of 
copyright and appropriations of title had come 
before the Dramatic Sub-Committee, they en- 
deavoured to form a working Committee se- 
lected from the representatives of all those who 
deal with cinema property—authors, dramatists, 
theatrical managers, film producers, film renters 
and other trade bodies. Accordingly, with 
some trouble a joint meeting was gathered to- 
vether. Mr. Carton took the chair, presented 
avenda, and put before the representatives the 
purpose ‘for which the meeting had been called. 
The following resolutton was passed : — 


That the appointment of a Joint Board to pro- 
tect tne common interests of authors, film manu- 
facturers, exhibitors, writers, theatrical man- 
agers and the tilm trade generally, would be to 
the advantage of all parties concerned, and it was 
decided that each association should appoint two 
members to sit on the Board, the dramatists 
being represented by the Dramatic Sub-Com- 
mittee. 


After the delegates of the various societies 
had been appointed two meetings were held. 
The attendance at both meetings was very un- 
satisfactory. It seemed clear to those present 
that the interests involved were so diverse, and 
in some cases so antagonistic, that it would be 
impossible for the new board to work on the 
lines originally proposed. The Dramatic Sub- 
Conimittee then suggested to the Committee of 
Management the appointment of a Cinemato- 
graph Sub-Committee. They laid a number

studio work. It seems that this form of metallic 
filament lamp is now being successfully utilised 
in certain American studios, the result being a 
decided advantage over other high-power illumi- 
nants in the correction of colour values, the con- 
tinuous spectrum of the gas-filled bulb having 
this very useful property to a marked de- 
gree. One thousand watt lamps to the numbers 
of eighteen to about eighty are used, according’ - 
to the size of the studio stage. Another excel- 
lent factor is the avoidance of exaggerated make- 
up and a much more natural expression in “close- 
up”’ views.

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NEW THEATRE AT YORK. 


The new picture house and café, Coney Street, 
York, which has been consirucited for the York Pic- 
ture House Company, Limited, was opened on Mon- 
day afternoon (April 12th).

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PICTURES AND PERSONALITY. 


Peeps at the New American Film Releases’ Premises, and a Chat with their Chief. 


All those who are brought into contact with 
the leading members of the industry will at 
Once recognise the features of the popular gentle- 
man whose __ photo- 
graph we herewith 
reproduce. Just as 
“Cecil Court, some 
years ago, became the 
hub of the industry, 
so did Mr. Dick Ed- 
mondson become one 
of its best-known fig- 
ures, and one of the 
strong men of the in- 
dustry. Now, in com- 
mon with others who 


have found “* the 
ne cribbed and _ cabined 
Mr. EDMONDSON. confines’? of certain 


focalities a bar to further business extension, 
he has fixed himself and staff up in handsome 
new premises. A day or two ago we stepped 
across ‘The Avenue,’”’ and were very agree- 
ably surprised at the additional space and airy 
offices acquired at No. 118, the latest addition 
to this thoroughfare’s list of film exchanges. 

While still in his teeas, Mr. Edmondson left 
his native land (England) for the States, and 
made such headway that, when he realised what 
a power was to be forthcoming from moving 
pictures as an entertainment, he was soon at 
the helm of a prosperous film hiring concern 
in San Francisco. All went well until the out- 
break of the terrible 1906 fire, and within a few 
yrief hours he had, owing to the 
shortage of water, the mortifi- 
cation of seeing his premises, 
along with others, destroyed by 
dynamite as a desperate last re- 
source. With the remainder of 
a sadly diminished ‘‘pile,’’ he 
commenced as an exhibitor, the 
Art Theatre becoming the first 
link in the original chain of Cali- 
fornian cinemas. He next be- 
came a film maker, the first 
“great” film, a four-reeler, 
being one of the Nelson-Wolgast 
contest, the success of which in- 
duced Mr. Edmondson to form 
the Western Film Company, of 
California. 

The next big item was the 
Johnson-Jeffries contest at Reno 
Nevada, in 1910, a huge souvenir 
photo of which hangs in the Lon- 
don offices, and which event fur- 
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nished quite a romantic piece of film history. Upon 
arriving in England for the purpose of exploiting 
the latter films, the love of the Old Country so set- 
tled upon the chief that he decided to remain per- 
manently; hence the acquisition of the original 
London premises, now vacated in favour of. those 
we herewith illustrate. We should add that Mr. 
Edmondson, who still occasionally runs over 
to, and is welcomed in, the States, was the 
first man to organise commercial film photo- 
graphy in California, and can thereby claim to 
have contributed not a little to the popularity 
of this wonderful corner of America. 

In the latest of London's "film houses,” we 
found quite a model suite of offices, each room 
bearing the evidence of good taste, both in 
decoration and in common-sense comfort. Pass- 
ing through a handsome general office and show- 
room, we found ourselves, first of all, in the 
director’s private sanctum, a charmingly lighted 
and mahogany-panelled place, with rich green 
carpet as a relief to the prevailing browns of 
the furnishings. Incidentally, we also realised 
that an effective use had been made of semi- 
indirect lighting for the larger general apart- 
ments. Next came the no less inviting private 
room of Mr. Graham Edwards, who is general 
manager for the concern. Upon another floor, 
where a waiting-room for viewers was noted, 
also extensive poster and storage departments, 
is the private theatre, a model of its kind. Here 
again browns and reds, with Tudor style oak 
panels, were relieved by a quiet green, this 
shade being afforded by luxurious settces and 
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lounge chairs. A Pathé projector, 
in fireproof operating chamber, 
and a sunk panel silver screen, 
showed a further regard for the 
comfortable viewing of the firm’s 
features. 

A noteworthy fact here is the 
manner in which the screen is 
mounted, this alone forming an 
innovation for Trade showrooms ; 
also the fact that all colour tones 
in the room are of a light-absorb- 
ing character, thus enabling en- 
joyment of the picture sans ir- 
ritating glare or reflections. Due 
regard for adequate ventilation is 
also evidenced by an electric fan 
(placed in a_ useful position), 
while for chilly days an up-to-date 
radiator enables a_ delightfully 
warm and cosy atmosphere. The 
richly upholstered, velvet-covered 
settees and lounges are such as to 
make one loth to leave, and should enable every 
comfort during the longest of programmes. There 


few to equal, and few such, to 
surpass in taste and comfort, the private theatre 
attached to the house. 

All the latest aids to business efficiency are in 
cluded in the office equipment, and exhibitors will 
be advised from time to time as to the releases 
of the enterprise and assured of a welcome when- 


are, in short, 


ever in the Metropolis. The premises are most 
central, being situated almost opposite the 
Shaftesbury Pavilion, the leading house for Lon- 
don Trade shows, thus occupying a position 
familiar to most visitors to the Metropolitan film 
area. This removal, in fact, still further points 
to a consolidation of the Trade houses within 
a very definite area, a fact which, in common 
with otner centres, bespeaks a desire upon the 
part of the various agents and manufacturers to 
facilitate their business connections with the re- 
presentatives of an eee “hustling in- 
dustry. 
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Mr. Edmondson is the sole European agent 
for the famous productions of the Life Photo- 
Film Corporation, of New York, a concern which 
is already notable in this country for such re- 
markable works as ‘“‘A Patriot of France,” ‘“Cap- 
tain Swift,” ‘“ The Avalanche,” and ‘“‘ The Modern 
Magdalene.”’ The next one to hand is entitled 
“The Curious Conduct of Judge Legarde,”’ and 
is in five reels. Mr. Edmondson also handles, 
among other well-known makers, products of 
the Alliance Film Corporation. One of these, 
entitled, “‘ The Hoosier Schoolmaster,” featuring 
Max Figman, is a film version of a well-known 
play of the same ndme.

It is always interesting to read of the work- 
ing of our industry in other countries, and it 
was with pleasure, therefore, writes our Scot- 
tish correspondent, that I gleaned the follow. 
ing facts from Mr. A. Lever, formerly a 
respected exhibitor in Glasgow, on his return 
from a nine months’ trip to the Antipodes :— 


Mr. Lever says:—After a nine months tour of 
Australasia, and during that time I kept my eyes 
open I am firmly convinced that the ‘‘land o’ cakes’’ 
has nothing whatever to learn as regards the ex- 
hibiting side of the business. The actual picture 
theatres themselves, the average programmes, the 
projection, the musical side of the entertainment, 
the management; in short, everything is a long way 
ahead of anything I have ever seen out of Scotland. 
I visited shows in Cape Town, Albany (Western 
Australia), Adelaide, Melbourne, Sydney, Wellington 
(New Zealand), Monte Video (Uruguay) and Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Of course, each country has its own particular 
methods of running a show, but I saw nothing what- 
ever to be picked up for use in Scotland. The most 
obvious difference is the uncomfortable seating ar- 
rangements of most houses. A 22 in. centre wel! 
upholstered tip-up is a rarity indeed, for things 
are extremely expensive abroad. 

The programmes are hardly up to home standard. 
‘“‘Continuous pictures’? have not the same signifi- 
cance as at home, for whereas our cinemas run 
from the hour of opening until the last spool is 
shown, with only a short breathing space to allow 
for change of reels, the custom there is to run in 
‘‘sessions’’? of about ninety minutes, after which 
there is an interval of about five minutes. The 
lights are not usually put up until the entire pro- 
gramme has been screened. The average length 
runs to 5,500 ft. or so, except in the case of one 
show a night houses, where they show more stuff. 

In very few houses does the orchestra appear 
until evening, and in the majority of places a piano 
or mechanical instrument supplies the accompani- 
ment all day long. The better-class theatres onlv 
pay much attention to the choice of the musical 
selections, the second-rate shows don’t worry over- 


much. Appropriate music is not apparently always 
a consummation devoutly to be wished, for the same 
waltz has been known to do service for 3,000 ft. 
of very varied pictures. 

Prices range from 3d. to 1s., according to locality. 
‘he principal houses in Australia run an hour and 
a half for 3d., so on the score of cheapness there 
is nothing to complain of, but they keep getting 
the crowds, and the accommodation is taxed to its 
utmost very often. 

The picture-going public takes much more of a 
personal interest in the screening of subjects in 
which their film favourites appear. I have often 
heard conversations in the tramcar, etc., about 
(haplin’s latest creation, or Mary Pickford’s won- 
derful acting in her last release. These two artistes 
are immensely popular, and any house showing a 
reel in which either appears is assured of bumper 
takings. 

Good-class stuff takes well all round, but cowboy 
pictures appear to have been ‘“‘done to death.’”? The 
exclusive film is also prominent as at home, al- 
though some makes are put on much more fre- 
quently than others. The existing contract be- 
tween showmen and the Film Combine is an 1m- 
pressive document, and may lead to early litigation 
consequent on the imposition of a heavy duty on 
films entering the country. Only now do I realise 
how well off. in comparison, are exhibitors in this 
country. There is little or no co-operation between 
showmen in the large cities of the Antipodes, they 
have other work to do than the protection of their 
mutual interests. 

War stuff went extremely well for the inhabitants 
of the colonies are intensely loyal, and demonstrace 
their patriotism in no uncertain manner. 

In South America the halls are neat, but any- 
thing but cosy, while the projection is painful. As 
all titles, etc., are in Spanish, even a Pathé four 
reeler loses all interest to one whose acquaintance 
with Spanish extends to ‘‘Gracias’’ and a few more 
harmless words. 

To some members of the Trade I met, I did my 
best to describe the wonders of the Picture House, 
Glasgow, but I do not think they really believed 
what I told them of the marble foyer and staircase, 
while the mere mention of fountain playing in the 
vestibule of the theatre provoked a pitying smile.

The boom in trade 
encouraged Mr. Calvert Routledge, the manager of 
the Coliseum, to run matinees each day during Fas- 
ter week, and the large crowds which attended every 
afternoon were ample justification for the innova- 
tion.

Two fine films were shown at the Shaftesbury 
Pavilion on Thursday last by Messrs. Jury's 
Imperial Pictures, both of American — origin, 
“Odyssey of the North” beng an adaptation in 
four parts by the Bosworth Company, of the 
story by Jack London, and “ What Could Sie 
Do?” a three-recl drama by Gertrude Lyon, 
produced by the Thomas A. Edison Company. 
It would be as difficult to find two films more 
widely contrasted in subject or treatment as it 
would be to produce two better examples of the 
respective merits of thesc studios. 

Jack London’s stories seem to be particularly 
wcll suited to representation on the screen, treat- 
ing as they do of Nature in her broadest aspect, 
the limitless expanse of sea and northern prairie, 
and the elemental passions of uncivilised man. 

The Bosworth Company, which made such a 
striking success with its adaptation of ‘ The Sea 
Wolf,” may certainly be congratulated on hav- 
ing achieved an even greater triumph of produc- 
tion in the present film, and Mr. Hubert Bos- 
worth’s notable performance of Wolf Larson is 
even eclipsed by the half savage Naass, with 
his elementary ideas of justice and revenge. It 
is a terrible story, and none of its gruesome 
power is glossed over or palliated in any degree, 
but the savage vindictiveness of Naass seems so 
in keeping with the frozen wastes of the Klon- 
dyke region that it acquires dignity from its sur- 
roundings and elicits sympathy in spite of its 
lack of justification. 

The means by which Naass is made to tvll 
his ‘own story are admirably effective, and the 
opening scene, where the two fur traders, in 
their lonely post far past the line of civilisation, 
are interrupted by the arrival of this dreadful 
figure, frost-bitten, half blinded by the dreary 
waste of snow, nearly dead with hunger and 
thirst, leads up to a most effective finale. The 
details of his story are unfolded in the mterven- 
ing drama. Wesee Naass, a magnificent savage, 
winning his bride after the traditions of his race. 
Axel Gunderston and his crew appear at the 
island during the wedding feast, and the beautiful 
Unga is forcibly carricd away, while the islanders 
are helpless after their unaccustomed dcbauch. 
Naass goes in pursuit of his bride, and his wan- 
derings for many years ovcr many seas, until at 
last he tracks the two to the desolate regions of 
the Klondyke, afford scenes of engrossing In- 
terest and provide the actor with an opportunity 
which Mr. Hubert Bosworth has turned to mag:

Mr. Bosworth’s performance 1s one of unique 
interest. His magnificent appearance in the 
carlier scenes, his perfect realisation of the char- 
acter shown in the gradual acquisition of a 
sufficient smattering of knowledge to enable him 
to persevere in his search, and the savage re- 
lentlessness with which he carrics out his deadly 
revenge, mark him as an actor of the very first 
rank.

“What Could She Do?" is a drama, in striking 
contrast to the foregoing, showing the difficulties 
which a young girl has to face when compelled 
by circumstances to make her way in life with 
no special training of any kind.

“THE STAIN,” and “THE LETTER OF THE LAW.” 


Members of the Trade were present in con- 
siderable. force.at the Shaftesbury Pavilion on 
Friday, when two interesting Pathé exclusive sub- 
jects were shown. One was the work of the 
American studio, the other a French subject, 
featuring M. G. Signoret, who has been described 
as the Albert Chevalier of France. 


‘‘The Stain.”’ 


The American subject, under this title, is a 
six-reel film, dramatic and well knit, retaining 
the interest of the spectator without the slightest 
lapse from start to fmish. At certain points its 
interpretation of life may arouse differences of 
Opinion; it is certainly a film that an audience 
will discuss, and that is all to the good. The 
story is this: A bank cashier, who has aspirations 
for a legal career, takes an opportunity that 
comes to him in a somewhat unusual fashion to 
abscond with a large sum of money and begin life 
anew in another part of America, where news 
reaches him that his wife is dead. He makes 
a good marriage and becomes a judge. His 
wife, who has refused to fly with him after the 
theft, is reduced to poverty, and her daughter 
is brought ‘up in an institution without any 
knowledge of the identity of her parents. Twenty 
years pass; the child is now secretary to a 
rising barrister in the town in which her father 
is judge. It is evident that affection is spring- 
ing up between the girl and her handsome young 
employer. Now comes the crucial part of the 
story. The girl shows signs of a taint which 
takes the form of stealing. She is arrested for 
shop-lifting. The sub-titles suggest heredity as 
‘the cause; the question will probably be raised 
whether one lapse on the part of the girl’s 
father, committed, moreover, after her birth, 
is sufficient to justify the suggestion of heredity. 
Having regard to the fact that the talented 


actress who presents this part gives an admir- 


‘months’ imprisonment. 


able simulation of an irresponsible victim of 
kleptomania, we think it would be better to. 
slightly vary one sub-+title and stress the idea 
of kleptomania, suggesting heredity as a pre- 
disposing cause. Nothing in the film need be 
altered; variation of about two sub-titles would 
do all that is needed. To conclude the main 
theme of the story: The girl is tried before her 
own father, and, her mother having been dis- 
covered, is brought forward to state that the 
father was a thief.

The half-yearly general meeting of the Edin- 
burgh and East of Scotland Branch of the Ex- 
hibitors’ Association was held, by courtesy of 
Mr. R. C. Buchanan, in the Princes Cinema, 
Princes Street, Edinburgh, on Wednesday of 
last week. Among those present were Messrs. 
k. C. Buchanan, presiding, W. Harland, Porto- 
bcllo; F. Herman, Dalkeith; T. Timmins, Loch- 
gelly; L. Dickson, Bo’ness; Raymont, Gorgia; 
Yoaomson, West Calder; Mackenzie, Edinburgh; 
Hastie; Saunders, Edinburgh; and Farquhar, 
Lurntisland; together with Mr. G. Duncan, the 
sccretary and treasurer. The report of the Exe- 
cutive Committee showed that during the half 
ycar many matters of interest to exhibitors had 
been discussed, including the Admiralty Light- 
ing Order as affecting Edinburgh houses; prices 
of carbons and posters; model renting agree- 
ment; etc. During the half-year four new mem- 
bers have joined the branch. The appeal for 
funds to wipe out the debit balance had met 
with a generous response, but those who have 
not subscribed were asked to do so as soon as 
possible. Commenting on the report, the Chair- 
man remarked that the period under review had 
been one of comparative calm, with the excep- 
ton of subjects relating to the war. Other 
matters which the Executive were keeping a 
watchful eye on were the proposed alteration 
of the Cinematograph Act, which would put an 
annual tax of twelve guineas on every exhibitor, 
and the new model agreement between hirer and 
renter. The question of the non-delivery of 
films was receiving attention, and complaints men- 
tioned would be brought before the railaway com- 
panies by the secretary. Mr. Buchanan also 
mentioned that the Exccutive had endcavoured to 
obtain more equality for cinema licences as com- 
pared with theatre licences in Edinburgh, but 
so far without success. The forthcoming meet- 
ings of the parent Association, which will be 
held in Edinburgh in May or Junc, were men- 
toned, and when dates were fixed arrangements 
would be made for giving the visitors a_ real 
Scottish welcome.

‘TROUBLE 


FOR PROPRIETORS AND MANAGERS. 


H.J.K. writes as follows regarding the running 
of his motor-generator : The machine is not a new 
one, and has had some considerable usage. “The 
output 1s supposed to be 60 amps. at 65 volts. The 
machine runs beautifully up to 4o amps., but when 
a current of 50 to 60 amps. is taken, very bad 
sparking occurs at the brushes. The surface of 
the commutator is somewhat irregular, probably 
due to the sparking that has occurred. Do you 
think that if this was rectified, the sparking at full 
load would cease ? 

From what you say we certainly think it Is time 
the commutator of your gencrator received atten- 
ion, not that we necessarily think that the condi- 
tion of the commutator is the cause of the trouble, 
the probability being that it is the effect, the cause 
being due to one of the many conditions that make 
for commutator troubles. However, the first 
essential certainly is to pay the commutator some 
attention. Undoubtedly the best thing would be 
to remove the armature from the machine and to 
have the commutator correctly turned up ina lathe. 
It would be advisable, after turning up, to have the 
mica insulation cut down a Iittle below the com- 
mutator surface. If it be found impossible to 
place the machine out of commission for the day 
or so necessary for the carrving out of the work, a 
compromise might be arrived at, althouvh if the 
commutator is in a verv bad condition it is hardly 
to be recommended. However, the commutator 
can be treated on site as follows :— 


A curved board should be prepared about the 
same radius as that of the commutator. A fine 
carborundum cloth should be emploved and laid, 
with the carborundum side next the commutator, 
between the latter and the board. 


The machine should be run, preferably, relatively 
slowly, the brushes of the yenerator being removed 
during the operation. 


Rv frequently changing the carborundum, the 
commutator in time would be faced up to a fairly 
presentable state. 


It is advisnble to make a note of warning that 
emery cloth should not he emploved under anv cir- 
cumstances. After the commutato~ has heen pro- 
perly faced up the brushes will require attention, 
Here the sheet of carborundum should he la:d with 
the business side uppermost, and the paper drawn 
from side to side until the surfiice of the brush 
making contact with the commutator is quite true 


and smooth, Co ogle 


It is well to see that no pieces of the grinding 
material become embedded tn the brush, or scratch- 
ing the commutator will result.’ 


Torevertto the original case of the trouble you 
have experienced; the probability is that the 
brushes have been incorrectly set, so causing bad 
commutation, resulting in undue sparking. We 
particularly think this to be the case owing to the 
fact that vou say that even with the commutator in 
the present bad condition, there is little trouble up 
to go amps., though it mav be, of course, that 
owing to the imperfect contact between the brushes 
and the tommutator a current over 40 amps. 
causes over-heating. On the other hand, it ts 
probably the case that the brushes are retarded too 
mach in relation to the position of the field coils. 


The brushes are mounted upon what is known 
as a “rocker,” whose function is to move the 
brushes to the best possible position for any par- 
ticular load. © Modern machines do not require 
such a range of travel of the brush gear as do 
machines of earlier desiyn, but it is.nevertheless a 
fact that there ts one ideal position for anv given 
load. In practice a compromise has to be arrived 
at. The best wav is to load up the machine to the 
average current required, and set the brushes to 
the position of least sparking, which it is to be 
hoped will be practically non-existant. In your 
case the brushes should be adjusted when a cur- 
rent in the region of 55 amps. is taken from the 
machine. If these instructions are carried out, 
we feel certain that the sparking will cease. 


PrisM writes as follows: TL use an ordinary 3 in. 
projection lens but am troubled with bad defini- 
tion of the picture ; I find that I can focus un either 
the centre or the extremes of the picture, but not 
the whole field. I fear that the fault is due to the 
lens parts not being in their correct order. T shall 
be glad if vou would tell me the order in which the 
separate lenses should be mounted together. 

The correct arrangement of Jenses with a 
standard Petzval Iens is as follows: — 


The cemented combination should be fitted in 
that end of the barrel facing the screen, with the 
convex side outwards. Phe separated combiriation 
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éomes next to’ thé film, thé outer lens béing the bi- 
convex, the flatter side of which should be next to 
the film: On the inside, separated by the divided 
ting, should come the convavo-convex lens, the 
convex side pointing towards the screen. The 
above, briefly, is the arrangement of the lens, but 
from your remarks the probability is that not the 
lens but the gate of the machine is at fault. 


We form this opinion from your mentioning: that 
you can focus either the centre or the extremities 
of the picture, which points to the fact that the 
film does not occupy a perfect plane across the 
gate. Most likely the film, in its passage through 
the gate, buckles somewhat, so rendering it im- 
possible with any lens, however correct its defini- 
tion may be, to focus, at one position, the whole 
area of the film. It is frequently hard to deter- 
mine why a film should buckle. Sometimes it is 
due to the film itself, but most frequently the gate. 
It is sometimes owing to the pressure of one runner 
being greater than the other, sometimes through 
the gate being slightly out of line with the inter- 
mediate sprocket, the side pull at the bottom being 
Sufficient to slightly curl-the film. Any incorrect 
tension of the gate may equally cause a film to 
buckle. Without an actual examination of the 
projector, however, it is impossible for us to actu- 
ally define the cause of the trouble. We advise 
you to go carefully over all the points enumerated, 
when you will most probably drop on the seat of 
the trouble. 


A.L.T. raises a point of some importance to 
those exhibitors affected by the lighting restric- 
tions. He says: For some months past not any 
of my outside lighting, which includes signs, strip 
and arc-lamps have been alight, and I am wonder- 
ing if the wiring or the lamps will be in any way 
affected. Do you recommend that the lamps be 
removed ? 


There is a lot to be said for and against the 
removal of lamps in outside incandescent lighting 
temporarily thrown out of service. Considering 
only the lamp question, it is, without doubt, ad- 
visable to remove lamps to a place where they are 
not exposed to rain and wind. Particularly is this 
the case with metallic filament lamps, which, 
whether in use or not, have their life considerably 
shortened by exposure to the elements. However, 
the other side of the question is, if lamps are re- 
moved from the holders, the damp will soon pene- 
trate the fittings and cause irreparable damage. 
It is, therefore, advisable, unless efficient caps are 
made for covering the lamp-holders, to put up 
with the damage to the lamps, and by keeping 
them in position, safeguard the holders and wir- 
ing. It is also necessary, at least once a week, 
to switch the current on and burn all lamps an 
hour or two (during the day-time, naturally), to 
counteract any effects of weather.

at once badly hit when war broke out. For a few 
weeks things wore a serious aspect with many halls, 
but managers pluckily made the best of matters, 
ettected comedies, cheapened prices, deftly reduced 
programmes, and, happily, thereby preven.ed dis- 
asier. As time went on things began to even—and 
some of the innovations will remain permanent—so 
that now, I'am glad to state thai, generally speaking, 
the various cinema ventures in the town are finding 
things panning out very satisfactorily. This is 
largely due to the influx of Government orders for 
ships, coal, and other war materials, which mean the 
circulating of a good deal of money, and also the 
presence of so many thousand men in khaki stationed 
here and hereabout.

At 
nearly every afternoon performance, upon his invita- 
tion, one sees several wounded soldiers present. 


For an exclusive during a holiday week nothing 
could have been better than “Children of the Circus.” 
That was Mr. Hamilton’s experience with it at the 
Palace Theatre, Sunderland, where “For England’s 
Sake,” a fine patriotic drama, was also shown. 


Since its recent transformation the Imperial, at 
Tyne Dock, has shown the utmost vitality. It was 
somewhat unfortunate that the principal film should 
have lost itself on the railway on Easter Monday 
night, but Mr. McCallum talked so nicely about 
its substitute that nobody missed it much. On 
Thursday there was a big programme, when ‘The 
Harbour Lights’? and episodes of ‘The Trev o’ 
Hearts’? was screened, whilst for this week, “St. 
Elmo” is announced. 


One comes across people who, only visiting the 
better-class halls, look askance at the smaller, and 
smile, ‘‘the smile sarcistic’? when these ‘down 
town,’’ sub-town or suburban halls would do the opin- 
ion of these folk much good. It would at least show 
them that it requires much more grey matter to 
run these places than they give the proprietors 
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credit for. That is my experience, and I’ve 
been behind the scenes in the entertainment world 
all my life. I only wish I had had some of 
those ‘‘superior’’ people with me the other night 
when I visited Southwick-on-Wear, a working-class 
sub-town of Sunderland, occupied almost exclu- 
sively by shipyard, engineering, and coal mine em- 
plovees. Near one of its big shipvards is the Gem 
Palace, formerly a working-man’s institute, and 
whilst it stood empty, and a failure as such, Mr. 
James Noble saw that it would make a good pic- 
ture palace. Acquiring it, he quickly brought about 
a transformation, for within a fortnight Southwick 
possessed one of the earliest of its cinema halls. 
At first the effective screening of the picture gave 
much trouble, owing to the uncertain quality of the 
yas, but Mr. Noble made preat efforts to produce 
a good picture, realising that unless he did so the 
audience might blame the quality of the _ films. 
Success eventually rewarded his strivings but not 
content with gas, Mr. Noble went to the expense 
of a complete electrical installation. There was 
then no public supply, and he had perforce to pur- 
chase a gas engine and dynamo. Once these were 
installed he discarded gas except for emergencies, 
and now the whole place is ‘‘eclectric.’? Not only 
is it so, but Mr. Bowman, his operator and right- 
hand man in the matter, told me that the Gem, 
so far as power is concerned, is worked so cheaply 
as to be even a surprise to themselves. I onlv 
know that when I was there the general conditions 
were really excellent. Particularly worthv of a 
good word was the projection, the pictures, and 
I sav it honestly, being amongst the clearest and 
steadiest I’ve cver seen. In my chat with Mr. 
Bowman, it was interesting to hear him tell that, 
long before the days of the picture palace, he 
worked a cinematograph machine in the same hall. 
Another and very important fact that makes the 
(em scintillate is the circumstance that Mr. Noble 
is able to feed it from his Weardale Agency. It 
gets. consequently, manv a good film that otherwise 
would be bevond it. For instance. during the last 
ten days, instalments of the ‘‘Lucille Love’’ series, 
‘‘A Splendid Dishonour,’” “Love and Surgery,” 
‘Facing the Gatling Guns,” ‘An Enemy’s Spy,” 
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“Curse of Humanity,’’ ‘Lost Mail Sack,’ and: 
‘Rescued by Wireless,’’ have all been screened. 


Nothing better in the way of holiday programmes 
has been seen for a long while than was the case 
at the South Shields Picture House, last week, when 
one saw Charles Chaplin as ‘‘The Property Man,’’ 
and Mabel Normand in ‘‘Mabel’s Latest Prank,”’ 
both just the right things for those in a Bank Holi- 
dav mood. There was, of course, some drama, 
notably “Anne the Blacksmith,’’? and the latest 
war topicals, whilst later in the week ‘Those that 
Trespass’? was screened exclusively. I understand 
that “Barnaby Rudye’’ has been booked for an 
early showing at this fine continuous, the orchestral 
selections at which, both afternoon and night, are 
at present, adding much to its patrons’ pleasure. 


That the Queen’s Theatre, at South Shields, is: 
making progress is evident every time one visits. 
there. Pictures constitute the principal items upon: 
a programme in which are generally a couple of 
vocal or instrumental ‘‘turns,’’? but that the manage- 
ment rely mostly upon the cinema goes without sav- 
ing. There is much opposition to contend against, 
but the Queen’s faces this merrilv, and intends to 
excel itself shortly. I know, for instance,, that 
‘first rights’? for all the Famous Plavers and Jesse 
Lasky productions has just been secured, and that 
negotiations are proceeding for screening other first- 
class exclusives. Thus there are good times ahead 
for the patrons of the Queen’s, some hundreds of 
whom failed to gain admittance on Easter Monday 
and Tuesday. when ‘‘From Danger to Death,’’ 
“The Best Man’? and ‘The Eclair Journal’ were 
conspicuous features upon a fine programme. J.ater 
in the week ‘The Girl Stage-Driver’’? was screened 


to large audiences. 


Mr. Gordon Gray tells me that his screening of 
‘‘The Trey o’ Hearts’ episodes is splendidly pull- 
ing up the business at the Oucen’s Hall Kinema, in 
Sunderland. That, I undertand, is also the ex- 
nerience of Mr. Fred. Rodgers, at the West Fnd 
Picture House, at West Hartlepool. All the smaller 
halls are now yearning for it. 


' PRESTON'S PICTURES. 


(By OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Charles Chaplin, the well-known comedian, has attained 
quite a vogue in Preston. Last week he had uni- 
versal recognition from cinema goers by his great 
triumph as ‘“‘ The Property Man.”’ The film was screened 
at one or two theatres at different periods, so that a fairly 
wide public was able to enjoy Charlie's ‘‘ funniosities.’’ 
A comedy film featuring Chaplin is ‘a programme ”’ in 
itself, and in Preston he is ‘‘ a sure draw.” 

The Palace Theatre believe in showing the cream of 
Keystone’s productions, and their enterprise brings 
gain. In addition to their Keystone subjects last week, 
they had other comic items, as well as a number of excel- 
lent dramas. The two programmes provided were full 
of pleasing contrasts. During the first three days ‘“‘ The 
Blood Red Rose ’’ was run, and ‘‘ A Woman's Influence ”’ 
was the principal romance in the latter portion of the 
week. Full play is given to the comic element at the 
Palace, and two or three films of that type are usually 
shown. The large screen set upon a spacious staye is a 
feature of this place, and it goes to a clearer and more 
comprehensive picture. 

Sensation at its py alate point is reached in “ The 
Trail Breakers,’’ the film that held leading place at the 
Prince’s Theatre. 4 Mr. Onda did a smart piece of business 
in obtaining a magnificent film illustrating fighting in 
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the Vosges. Its scenes made a deep impression on the 
mind as to the great war and some of its problems. For 
the current week ‘‘ Swede Larson,’’ and ‘‘ Captured by 
a German Submarine,’”’ have prominence. Mr. Onda 
created much local interest with his exclusive production 
of Preston ‘‘Pals’’ Company of the Loyal North Lancashire 
Regiment at drill and play. These local features can 
never be made too much of, and it is really surprising that 
more of them are not produced. 

A return visit of that fine spectacular Roman drama, 
“ The Sign of the Cross,’’ was made at the Theatre Royal. 
It is a picture that can stand seeing more than once, 
both on account of its historic lines and the magnificence 
and dignity of some of its scenes. An amusing fable, 
‘Two Mandolin Plavers and the Willing Performer ”’ 
and a Keystone comedy. ‘ Finneyan’s Bowl,’’ were 
among the pick of other films. Charles Chaplin had a 
successful show at the Marathon, where also “* The Daugh- 
ter of the Plains,”” topped the bill, and the Imperial's 
specials were ‘ They Called Him Coward” and ‘A 
Common Mistake.”” At the Alexandra, which is always 
visited with particularly pleasurable anticipation of 
excellent musical accompaniments. ‘The Naked Truth,” 
“The Investment ’ and "A Rowboat Romance,’’ were 
among the best shown. 


The passing out of existence as a picture hall of 
the Ladywood Picture House, carried on at the Old 
Steam Clock building, Marville Street, reminds me 


of the interesting associations which cling to the 
premises. Formerly the Old Steam Clock Music- 
hall was a flourishing concern, at which many of 
che “stars’” of the vaudeville firmament ‘‘came out.”’ 
The famous Miss Vesta Tilley appeared there as 
“Litile  Vesta,’’ and laid, to some extent, 
the foundation of her future successes. 9 Sub- 
sequently the hall which underwent structural altera- 
tions from time to time was turned into a picture 
house. In course of time the new Ledsam Street 
Picture House came into being in the same neigh- 
bourhood, and at the last Licensing Sessions the 
justices declined to renew the cinema I-cence of the 
Old Steam Clock, on the ground that it was not 
required, 

The call to arms was emphasised at 
Sunday meeting, which tock place at the Queen's 
Hall Picture Palace, the object being to assist re- 
cruiting for the Royal Field Artillery (3rd South 
Midland Brigade). The chair was taken by Mr. 
W. Payne, the licensee: an address was delivered 
by Mr. Wilfrid Hill, and the response of the young 
men present was verv satisfactory. 

I was pleased during the Fas.er holidays to run 
across Staff-Sergeant Bert Lovey, of the Manchester 
Regt., in Birmingham, where he was snaiching a few 
davs leave from “somewhere on the Easi Coast.”’ 
He was formerly general manager of the Arcadia 
Picture Palace, at Oldham, and has a host of friends 
in the north country. He enlisted as a private on 
the outbreak of war, was quickly promoted, and I 
hope that next time I meet him he will have ai- 
tained still higher rank. His acquaintances will be 
“lad to hear that he looks as fit as the proverbial 
fiddie. 

By arrangement with the National Film Agency, 
Manchester, the Midland Exclusive Film Company, 
who are doing an ever-increasing volume of business 
at John Bright Street, Birmingham, are handling the 
great Keystone comedy in six reels, ‘*Tillie’s Punc- 
tured Romance.’”? I attended the Trade review at 
the Scala Theatre, and the number of persons pre- 
sent must have constituted a record thereabouts for 
a local Trade event. The film, with the inimitable 
Charles Chaplin, was received with the utmost en- 
thusiasm, and Mr. EF. Hounsell. the popular mana- 
ver of the Midland Exclusive Company. was after- 
wards besieged by inquirers for it. By the way, 
Mr. Hlounsell has, since the Trade show. left for 
America on a business trip. All who know him 
will unite in wishing him bon voyace. He will 
doubtless have some surprises for us when he re- 
turns. 

_Phe Birmingham branch of Messrs. Pathé Freres 
Cinema, Limited, of which Mr. G. A. Hopton is 
Manager, were very fully engaged with the supply of 
special Easter programmes. “When Rome Ruled”’ 
(two reels) is one of the finest productions Messrs. 
Pathé have handled, and, at the local oftices, every 
dav brings inquiries about the film. “Max Sees 
life’ is going to be a great comedy feature in the 
Midlands. Mr. Hopton reminded me of the firm’s 
latest exclusive. “Tinsel and Tragedy,” produced by 
the famous artists of the Comédie Francaise. Paris, 
who gave us “Oueen’s Love.’ It is expected that it 
will prove one of the most successful films of the 
vear. The “‘Pathé Gazette” js in greater demand 
than ever, and the Jatest local halls to show it are 
the Theatre de Luxe, New Street, and the Electric 
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‘& 
Theatre, Station Street, besides a number of. hew 
customers in outlying towns. ‘The war pictures a’‘e 
mainly responsible for the boom in this direction. 

The Trade view arranged by the Birmingham 
Branch of the Gaumont Company, Limited, John 
Bright) Street, of the three Vitagraph exclusives, 
“The Evil Men Do,’ ‘The Wuin(k)some Widow,” 
and “fUnderneath the Paint,’ went off with eclat, 
These films will be released on May 3rd, 10th and 
24th respeciively. Mr. TV. W. Stevens, the branch 
manayer, never lets the grass grow under his fect, 
and I noticed that ‘4413,’? “Patriot of France,” “Two 
Little Britons’? and “England’s Menace’ figured 
prominently in the holiday programmes of Midland 
halls.

The Birmingham branch of Renters, Limited, John 
Bright Sireet, held a Trade show at the Scala Thea- 
tre, of “The Master of Merripit,’’ an adaptation of 
the novel by Eden Phillpotts, and “Darkest Lon- 
don,” which latter features Miss Ivy Close. There 
is plenty of life in each subject. | Mr. J. Millar, 
the local manager of Renters, Limited, has already 
made an excellent series of bookings of ‘Darkest 
London.’”’

(BY OuR Own Cort CORRESPONDENT. ) 


I have previously writien of the strong hold the 
cinema has upon the public in this district, but never 
have such scenes been witnessed as those during ihe 
holidays. All the picture houses have been crowded, 
and hundreds have been rushing from one picture 
house to another in a vain effort to find room. Of 
course, everything has been in favour of big business 
being done. There were no excursions, the weather 
Was Just bad enough to drive people indoors, and 
Managers, as usual, had provided the best of fare to 
entertain them. On Saturday evening it was most 
unfortunate that the electric light should fail in Nel- 
son for a time, but this was eventually put right, and 
picure houses went on with the programmes, 

There was a prosecution at Nelson Police Court on 
Saturday week under the Cinematograph Act, when 
the North-East Lancashire Kinematograph Company, 
Limited, was summoned for neglecting to provi e 
adequate fire prevention appliances at the de Luxe 
Picturedrome.—Supt. Thompson said the police 
visited the picture hall and found there were not the 
necessary fire appliances for the protection of the 
public. The minimum requirements for the opera- 
ting chamber were two buckets of water, one bucket 
of sand, and one wet blanket, It was found the 
blanket was dry, certain lids over the film cases were 
open instead of closed, and they were practically with- 
out water. The Superintendent pointed out that the 
owners of this place had made some effort to provide 
fire appliances, but it was, he alleged. through the 
idleness of some person employed there that the place 
was found in the condition described. On that 
account they were prepared, with the permission of 
the Bench, to withdraw the case on payment of costs. 
—Mr. F, Roberts, representing the defendant 
company, said he was prepared to give an undertak- 
ing that the regulations should be carried out in 
future. The person who was responsible for seeing 
that the fire appliances were in order was the operator. 
However, this man, on the previous Saturday, left 
without giving notice. He had always previously car- 
ried out his duties, and was a man in whom his em- 
plovers had every confidence, Whether the new man 
was familiar with the regulations or not he did not 
know, but he ought to have been. The defendants 
did not wish to shield themselves behind the operator, 
however, and took full responsibility. The projector 
itself was one of the newest pattern, and it was not 
possible to burn more than an inch of film even if a 
mishap did occur.—The Bench dismissed the case on 
payment of costs. 

The outstanding features at the Flectric Palace last 
week were “Night Life in Paris” and “Under the 
Shadow of Big Ben,” ard the management have everv 
reason to be satisfied with the enthusiastic manner in 
which thev were received. Mr, Hartlev is running 
all this week the exclusive, “What FEverv Woman 
Should Know.” Saturdav’s matinée—all Kevstone’s 
—was a big success, and the first Chaplin exclusive 
six-reeler has been booked. 

Practically everv house in Nelson has been booming: 
exclusives for some time, and it is doubtful whether 
anv cinema actor has ever reached the popularity in 
this district as that now enjoved by the famous Chas. 
Chaplin. At the Alhambra Picture House next Satur- 
dav, two all-Kevstone performances are to be given, 
which is pretty conclusive evidence of their drawing 
power. “Ouse Enemy Spv,” “For His Sister’s Sake” 
and ‘The Legend of Provence” are screened at the 
Alhambra this week. 

Another attractive serial is “The Milhon Dollar 
Mysterv,” which continues its successful run at the de 
Luxe Picturedrome. Mr. R. C. Whitaker has been 
doing big business with “Her Luck in T.ondon” and 
“Bravo! Kilties !” 
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Mr. J. S, Levesleyv showed sound judgment in 
screening ‘Film Favourites,” featuring the famous 
Florence Turner, at the Nelson Palace, crowded 
houses showing the utmost enthusiasm, 

At the Colne houses, business has been equally 
good. “A Sister’s Vengeance” and “Legend of 
Provence” at the Victoria Hall; “The Mystery of the 
Seven Chests” at the Hippodrome: and “The 
Masqueraders” and “Trey 0’ Hearts” series at the 
King’s are the latest bookings. 

In the neighbouring town of Burnley, the Chief 
Constable has reported that there has been a general 
improvement in the pictures shown at the various 
houses, which he hoped would continue. Holders of 
licences, however, were admonished by the presiding 

magistrates for carrying out alterations to their pre- 
mises, without first having obtained the magistrates’ 
sanction. 


IMPORTANT LICENSING DECISION 


Mr. Henry Bruce, manager of the London and Pro- 
vincial Electric Theatre Companv’s picture palace 
at High Street, Birmingham, appealed to the Lord 
Chief Justice and Justices Avery and Lush in the 
King’s Bench Divisional Court, on Tuesday, against 
a conviction recorded against him by the Birming- 
ham Justices, 

Mr. Joy, who appeared on the appellant’s behalf, 
said Mr. Bruce had been convicted under the Cine- 
matograph Act, tg09, for, from June until August, 
1914, allowing the premises to be used in contra- 
vention of the Act,—rvz., allowing them to be used 
for the exhibition of pictures without having a licence. 
It appeared that the justices granted the licence for 
premises to a Mr. Rankin, who was formerly. the 
manager for the company; that licence was in force 
until the present month, In June last vear, Mr. Ran- 
kin went to London, and Mr. Bruce took his place, 
but the licence was not transferred to him until 
January. Mr. Bruce was charged with allowing the 
premises to be used without a licence from June until 
August, and his contention was that the conviction 
could not stand because no offence had been com- 
mitted, and if it was committed he was not to blame. 
Mr. Jov added that Mr, Bruce did not carry on the 
business. and although the manager was the nominee 
to hold the licence, the board really were the people 
who owned it. Therefore the premises were not with- 
out a licence, seeing that the companv owned the 
licence held by Mr. Rankin, 

The Lord Chief Justice ‘said a case had recently 
been before the Court, in which the London and Pro- 
vincial Electric Theatres Companv was a partv, and 
it was then stated that as the companv was composed 
of a preponderance of German shareholders it was 
better to grant the licences to the respective managers 
of the companv’s theatres. 

Mr. N. Birkett, who appeared for the justices, said 
the justices, to ensure the proper management of 
picture palaces, had regarded the person in physical 
command of the place as being the occupier. The 
Act said the occupier should be licensed, and, there- 
fore, as Mr. Bruce had no licence he had committed 
an offence. 
~The Court allowed the appeal with costs, and held 
tha: Mr. Bruce had been wrongly convicted. The 
Lord Chief Justice said, although he could see good 
reason whv the justices should prefer to grant the 
licence to a person over whom thev had supervision, 
it was a fallacy to suggest that the manager holding 
the licence was the occupier of the premises. The 
companv was the occupier, and Mr. Bruce was merely 
an emplovee, who held the licence as nominee of the 
companv. As he had been charged with an offence 
as ‘foccupier,” and it had heen said he allowed pre- 
mises to be used as occumer, he had heen wrongly 
convicted, 

Justices Avoryv and Lush concurred.

Here we have for discussion another of those 
marine film dramas in which the Lubin Company 
have, at various times, successfully spccialised. 
In the present case the play is, despite several 
improbabilities, one which should, from the very 
ingenuity of its management, vividly appeal to 
every audience. In the face of this undeniable 
fact, it seems a little unfortunate that duc con- 
sideration has not been given to the possibility, 
of the release proving an unusual attraction in 
engineering districts, and, in consequence, being 
open to criticism from a good many patrons. 
The submarine used is a genuine example, and, 
in one part of the tale, actually sinks beneath 
the waves before the gaze of the admiring spec- 
tators upon a large yacht. The illusion is splen- 
didly followed up (by means which need not. be 
discussed), and, when the engines go wrong, the 
naval hero is shot up to the surface from the 


torpedo tube. 


We will not discuss the probability of the 
latter happening further than to state that it 
serves the purpose of the story, but would point 
out that a switchboard, with measuring instru- 
ments, is not the most prominent feature in any 
Marine engine-room, let alone that of a sub- 
marine. The rest of the play is so very admir- 
ably done that we feel sure that the public will 
acclaim the release as one of exceptional merit. 
The histrionic part is quite upon a par with the 
best work of the company, and, in the final scene, 
is still further emphasised in value by a touch 
of genuine, appropriate humour. 


Ellis, the inventor of a clever device for an 
under-water exhaust to be applied to submarines, 
has a dangerous rival in Mason, who schemes to 
outrival Ned in love, and, further, to wreck the 
engine to which the new exhaust has been ex- 
perimentally fitted. An opportunity arrives when 
a shipyard hand, unjustly incensed against Ellis, 
is willing to do the bidding of the villain. The 
play next discloses the departure to sea of the 
vessel and her submergence. Engine trouble 
causes a dreadful predicament, and, as we have 
previously noted, a brave effort by the hero 
secures help. The failure of the invention seems

likely to bring disgrace upon its author, but 
events now take a new turn. 

Alice, the heroine of the play, plays the Samari- 
tan when the child of Harris, the catspaw, 1s 
il. A resolve to give up drink, and sorrow at 
the troubles visited upon the girl and her sweet- 
heart cause a dramatic interruption at the office 
where the hero is being asked to resign his 
position. An unexpected witness breaks in upon 
the board meeting, and the request of the direc- 
tors 1s, owing to the revelations, quickly trans- 
ferred to the real claimant. Ned is, of course, 
reinstated in a position of honour, and the senior 
director gives his further consent to a wedding. 
All ¢oncerned enter thoroughly into the spirit of 
the play, and further interest is afforded by the 
very fine marine episodes of the story.

Out of Evi#——_! 

In this elaborately produced drama we have 
one of those very debatable film plays which, 
despite the best intentions of a talented cast 
and a clever producer, somehow read better 
“upon paper’ than upon the screen. Not that 
we wish in any way to belittle the character of 
the feature, but we must confess that the release 
just misses that grip upon the beholder which is 
all-sufficient to turn the tide in favour of lasting 
success. There is no gainsaying the fact that 
the settings are a sheer delight in their loveli- 
ness (being utilised around the environs of 
Rome), that the various buildings and gardens 
(admirably photographed) will greatly please the 
artistic patron, and the acting is remarkably 
fme, but there is an inclination here and there 
for the story to drag and lose interest. This 
may, in a measure, be accounted for by the 
writer having specified a really wonderful motor- 
car smash itn the prologue, a thrilling event which 
leads us to expect much further sensation, and 
which, after all, could very well have been utilised 
in a later part of the tale.

Now that a number of clever cartoonists, both 
in England and America, have turned their at- 
tention to the possibilities of films in connection, 
with their efforts, it affords us a keen satisfaction, 
and considerable enjoyment, to witness the re- 
sults of their artistry upon the screen. Among 
the most recent recruits to the ranks of screen 
kumorists must be mentioned that clever ‘‘stylist”’ 
in this domain of art, Mr. Dudley Buxton. The 
first of a series of film cartoons by this popular 
artist were shown at a recent Trade review, and 
elicited laughter and praise from a class of 
people notoriously difficult to arouse to any dis- 
play of emotion—to wit, the “ Trade viewers.” 
Those present, however, at the Shaftesbury Pavi- 
lion, when these tilms preceded the display of 
two big special subjects, keenly enjoyed the sheer 
novelty of the ideas, the clean, crisp drawing.

Alsatian Hearts. 

This Eclair subject stands above the ruck of war 
dramas on account of a certain delicate treatment 
and sympathetic refined acting, which gets us in- 
terested in the doings of the people of a remote 
village right between the contending armies in 
Alsace. The old schoolmaster’s early career was 
blighted when the Germans, in 1871, turned him 
Out of the school, and installed German methods. 
We see him in old age, with his pretty daughter. 
Racial differences between German and French in- 
habitants of this border country threaten to dis- 
turb the course of tha girl’s love affair, but when 
war ts declared her lover, though of German paren- 
tage, puts himself definitely on the side of France. 
Some good scenes are introduced of the ebb and 
flow of the tide of battle, and the effect upon the 
spirits of the villagers. At last the French de- 
finitely take possession, and with some ceremonv 
the German characteristics of the village school 
are removed. The old schoolmaster is appointed 
to take charge and the first French lessonsis begun. 
One of the scholars writes on the blackboard: 
“Vive La France: Hurrah for the Allies,’? the 
Marsellaise is sung, and the film concludes with 
a really inspiring burst of patriotic fervour. On 
its ending alone this film, if the pianist does his or 
her duty, should be a great success. Our neigh- 
bours, the French, may not be more patriotic than 
we are, but they are less afraid of showing it, so 
that this scene is carried through very effectively.

Kineto War Map No. 5. 

The fifth of this exceedingly novel and _ in- 
teresting series shows in a manner which it 
would be difficult to convey in the most elaborate 
verbal description the British advance at Neuve 
Chapelle and the ultimate occupation of that 
village by our forces. On a map the scale of 
which is large enough to show every hedge and 
road in the surrounding district the British and 
German forces are indicated by white and black 
squares, each battery of guns is shown, and the 
effect of shell fire is indicated by flashes.

On the following page will be found a lengthy 
resume of the report cf the work of the Sociciy 
of Authors, Playwrights and Composers for the 
past year, and we especially commend to our 
readers the paragraphs dealing with copyright. It 
will be remembered that the copyright in cinema- 
tograph films and titles engaged the attention of 
the Society about eighteen months ago, and it was 
eventually decided that the best method of dealing 
with the matter was by means of a Cinematograph 
Sub-Committee. Up to the present that body has 
chiefly occupied itself in useful spade-work, and 
mention of its activities is made in the report. 

Prior to the passing of the Copyright Act of 
1gt1, there was considerable confusion of mind re- 
garding the several laws governing copyright, 
and although the Act has, to a certain extent, 
simplified the procedure, there is still some 
amount of uncertainty regarding the copyright- 
ing of books, plays, and scenarios. Under the 
old conditions, the author had to register his 
work at Stationers’ Hall—a method that, in some 
cases at least, had hardly the desired result, but

at least had the merit of bearing formal witness 
of registration. Since that date, of course, 
Stationers’ Hall has ceased to exist, copyright 
being secured automatically with publication. It 
is perfectly obvious that the absence of any record 
of publication may prove a very serious matter if 
the copyright of a play or scenario be challenged, 
and the Society of Authors established, during the 
past vear, a register of its own, whereby drama- 
tists could at once obtain satisfactory evidence 
that their play was in existence at a certain date. 
Plays or scenarios may be registered at the 
Society’s office, the fee being, for the latter, 
2s. 6d. The procedure adopted is simple and 
efficient. “Two copies of the scenario or play 
are sent to the Society, both copies are stamped 
on the date of receipt, and one is returned to the 
dramatist, and the other retained by the Society. 
It is a scheme that will commend itself to all who 
have experienced the difficulty of establishing suc- 
cessfully their claim to originality, and the very 
admirable manner in which the Society protects 
the interests of its members is sufficient testimony 
to its influence. 
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The Incorporated Society of Authors, Playwrights, 


and Composers. 


The annual report for 1914 of the above 
Society, to which brief notice was given in our 
last week’s issue, contains sO many matters of 
interest affecting our own industry that further 
extracts therefrom are indispensable. 

In the first place, many important copyright 
matters have been dealt with by the Society 
during the past year :— 


Committee think that this side of cinema businesg 
may 1n future prove very important and remunera- 
tive. 

CINEMA FEES. 

The collection of cinema fees is a matter in- 
volving a good deal of labour if the returns are 
to be properly checked with the details of :he per- 
formances; any member may employ the bureau 
to obtain these details. 

In one case the matter has been in abeyance for 


The Committee endeavoured through influential 
bodies in the United Szates, and with the aid of 
the Society’s American lawyer, to get the Presi- 
dent’s Proclamation of Section 1 (e) of the 
American Act extended to England, for this covers 
the payment of royalties on the production of 
mechanical contrivances in the United States. The 
Committee regret to say that their action was with- 
out success. The Committee have also dealt with 
the question of Russ.an copyright, and were pre- 
pared to bring the matter to the notice of the 
Government, but no further steps could be taken 
after the war broke out. It is hoped, when peace 
is restored, that the Russian Government will en- 
ter into a copyright convention with Great Britain 
such as it has already entered into with France 
and Germany. The Committee have also taken 
certain action w:th regard to Canadian copyright, 
obtaining counsel’s opinion on some important 
points. Copvright Bills have becn passed in New 
Zealand and India. 

The first meeting of the Cinematograph Sub- 
Committee was held on October 30:h. Mr, Edgar 

epson was appointed chairman, and other mem- 
bee of the sub-committee were duly proposed and 
elected. There has only been one other meeting 
during the year, held in the month of December, 
but in the future there will be monthly meetings, 
as monthly meetings are held of the other working 
sub-committees. 


PRICES AND CONTRACTS. 

The first matter to be dealt with was the prices 
being paid to authors and the form of cinema con- 
tracts. Mr. Walter Emanue!, Mr. W. L. George 
and the Secretarv were anpointed to deal with the 
drafting of a cinema contract. 

With regard to prices, va uable information was 
collected, and Mr. W. L. George made a report 
from information he had received, The Secre- 
tary placed before the sub-committee the s‘a‘e- 
ment of those dramatic and other members of she 
Society who had been dealing with cinema rights. 
A very valuable communication was received from 
Mr. Louis Vance, who had been requested by ‘he 
Cinema Sub-Committee to report with regard ¢o 
the trade in films in America. 

N.B.—[A further reference to the proceedings of 
the Sub-Committee will be found in last 
week’s issue, p. 185.] 


EDUCATIONAL FILMS. 

Dr. Marie C. Stopes brought to ‘he notice of the 
Sub-Committee the auestion of educational films. 
and thev have cecided ‘o ascertain full particulars 
as to the use of films for educational purvoses. 
Dr. Marie Stones made some verv in‘erestinge 
statemen‘s which she hod col'ected fram ‘hese 
who are engaged in technical work, The Sub. 
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some months owing to a dispute as to the correct 
interpretation of he agreement. This matter will 
shortly come before the Courts, who will pro- 
nounce on the document, The question of cinema 
fees is likely to be of increasing importance as 
time goes on, both to novelists and dramatists, 
and the Committee hope that all members whose 
works are adaptable to the cinematograph will 
utilise the bureau for the collection of their fees 
when the time arrives. The Cinema Sub- 
Committee is acquiring information in regard to. 
the industry which will be placed at the disposal 
of all members desiring guidance, and may be 
used in the collection of fees. 


REGISTRATION OF SCENARIOS, 

During the past year fify-six scenarios have 
been registered at the Society’s office. The 
Society of Authors established this register to 
provide dramatists with evidence of the. date of 
the completion of their works, so that should 
their claim to originality be challenged subse- 
quently, or should they have to defend an action 
for alleged copyright infringement in respect of 
plays by others, they can at once obtain satisfac- 
tory evidence that their play was <n existence ata 
certain date. The passing of the Copyr‘ght Act 
In 19olr, under which copyright star:s from the 
date of the making of a work, has rendered it 
more imporiant than it was before the Act that 
the dramatist should regis‘er his work immedi- 
ately from that date. Ifa dramat’s’’s copvright 
is challenged it may be very difticult for him to 
show that his work was in existence bv a given 
date, but registration renders this a simnole mat- 
ter, and the Committee would advise members to 
register as it is impossihle for any member to 
say at what tme an action mav be broucht 
against him. The procedure is simp'e: the mem- 
ber forwards two conies of the scenar‘o or plav, 
both copies are stumned cn the date of -e-ript, one 
copy is returned to the dramatist and the cther 
retained at the Society’s office, The fee for «con- 
arins 1s 2s. 6d.: for nlays—some members nrefer 
to register the whole pliv—2s. 6d anact Corics 
can be obtained by the member of anv of his own 
plays denosited, subiect to the payment of the 
usual tvpewriting charges.

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TRADE TOPICS. 


Mr. Charles Helfer, of Paris, who is 
the avent for the Itala Company of Turin 
(the proprietors of which are  Signors

this country. Mr. Collier, whose offices 
(pro. fem.) are at 75 and 77, Shaftesbury 
Avenue, W., informs us that some magnifi- 
cent productions by this famous house will be 
placed on the market very shortly. Meanwhile, 
we heartily congratulate Mr. Dickson, of the 
Argus Film Company. upon his enterprise in 
securing the United Kingdom and South Afri- 
can rights of the Itala masterpiece, “Cabiria,”’ and 
also Mr. Collier, who was instrumental in brine- 
ing the parties concerned together. 


The latest entrant on a large scale into the

Especial care, in design and solidity and finish 
of construction, has been bestowed upon _ in- 
teriors and scenic accessories, so as to give 
scope for productions on any scale. Again, 
no care and expense has been spared to insure 
the comfort of all who shall be emploved upon 
the productions. 


The first essential towards the turning oyt of 
good work is sound substantial equipment. The 
company claims to have called this into being 
in such a way as to leave no room for fault 
finding. The town offices of the firm are 
situated at 13, Hanover Street, Regent Street.

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side; w hile Mr. Lloyd will be concerned mainly 
with the production and technical departments 
of this notable enterpnise. 


Calling on Mr. George H. Smith, at the 
offices of the Vitagraph Company, the other 
day, we found him strongly entrenched behind 
a system of barricades, which seemed as if 
thrown out to discourage the casual caller from 
wasting the manager’s time during business 
hours. On satisfying the outpost as to our 
intentions, we were passed through the lines, 
and discovered that business was as usual, but 
that the premises were undergoing the process 
of redecoration. Various improvements are 
being effected, including a new screen, which 
is being installed by Mr. Will Day, and when 
finished the showroom will be one of the most 
handsome, as well as the most comfortable, 
in T.ondon. 


We also hear from Mr. 
Smith of coming films, 
which will be worthy of 
the new screen, particu- 
larly of “The Jugger- 
naut,”’ a colossal railway 
drama in five parts, in 
which Miss Anita Ste- 
wart and Mr. Earle Wil- 
liams will appear.

Meanwhile, 
Mack Sennett and his merry men, along with 
the well-known b vy of Keystone beauties, are 
busily employed im the realisation of many 
brainy new ideas for ccmedy releases. 


We deeply regret to have to announce the 
death of Mr. Fyfe, of the firm of Fyfe, Wilson 
and Co., Limited, Glasgow. The deceased gentle- 
man was very well known, both in the cinema- 
tograph and electrical trades, and deep sym- 
pathy will be extended to his numerous friends 
in their sad loss. 


A notion which should form a very useful 
extension of the use of poster stamps emanates 
from the offices of the Kinematograph Trading 
Company, Limited. The firm has issued a very 
neat set of stamps, each bearing the photo- 
graph of a popular film artist, and the name 
of the play in which he or she will appear.

The film, together, with ‘Our Boys’’ (the 
latter a version of the well-known play, was 
shown at the Majestic Picturedrome, Tottenham 
Court Road, yesterday (Wednesday) to a well- 
filled house.

We cordially thank the .Virror 
and would counsel those for whom its strictures 
are intended to bear in mind the dictum of a 
famous comedian, namely—‘‘desist!”’ The 
little dodge alluded to by our friend has, we 
believe, become fairly common in the States, 
but will not, we can safely say, fail to react 
very severely upon the perpetrators, who‘should 
bear in mind that amity is preferable to animus.

Our readers will be interested to learn that 
the cinematograph industry is to be given an 
opportunity of co-operating in the service of 
the country in connection with a film about to 
be issued to promote recruiting for the Royal 
Naval Division. So far as exhibitors, at any 
rate, are concerned, help may be rendered with- 
out the least self-sacrifice; all they have to do 
is to exhibit a film which will be supplied free,

and will be a valuable attraction to their theatre. 
Let us explain. 

The Neptune Film Company have been in- 
structed by the Admiralty to take a film repre- 
senting the life and course of training of the 
naval recruits at the Crystal Palace. They have 
done their work well; Mr. H. A. Browne, their 
agent, is freely rendering his services in connec- 
tion with the production, and the film will be 
issued to exhibitors ‘by the Walturdaw Com- 
pany, which, in turn, will make no charge in 
respect of the establishment costs involved in 
the handling and dispatch of the fifty copies of 
the subject which are being printed. 

All the exhibitors have to do is to show the 
subject, giving an opportunity for a short re- 
cruiting speech to be made after every pre- 
sentation of the film, and for recruiting officers 
to be present; also billing the district well with 
an ample supply of posters. These will be sup- 
plied free, and without any charge for carriage. 
Doubtless, in the interests of their own theatres, 
exhibitors will interpret this undertaking in its 
widest sense, and do all they can to make the 
presentation of the film the occasion of a big 
patriotic demonstration, thus making the best 
of the film in a recruiting sense and giving 
their halls a fine advertisement. 

It is proposed to make the film exclusive to 
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the most suitable theatres in each neighbour- 
hood. Thus, it would be shown in each district 
of a big town or city, and in every township 
large enough to contain a picture theatre. Ap 
plications, stating what dates are free any time 
within the next two or three months, may be 
sent at once to the Walturdaw Company, Ger- 
rard Street, London. 

Fine pictorial posters are being prepared in 
quad, six-sheet, and twelve-sheet sizes; the first 
two are in four colours, and the twelve-sheet 
in six colors. These, as already stated, will be 
supplied free and in liberal quantities without 
charge for carriage. 


The picture theatres have never had such a 
splendid opportunity of doing a real service to 
the nation, and it is peculiarly gratifying that 
the chance should come in connection with Bri- 
tain’s first line of defence—the Navy—whose 
needs have somehow been a little overlooked and 
eclipsed of late through public attention being 
so much concentrated on recruiting for the Army. 


We foresee that sceptical readers, who may 
think the scheme outlined above a little too 
good to be true, will be asking by this time, 
“Ts the film all right?”” To that very pertinent 


question we return an unhesitating affirmative. 
It is a subject of which any manufacturer would 
be glad to possess the negative, for he would 
know that the sales would be abnormally good. 
The quality is admirable, and the scenes photo- 


graphed are thoroughly interesting and full of 
animation. Thousands of young naval recruits 
have already passed through a course of train- 
ing at the Crystal Palace, and several thousands 
are stationed there at any one time. There will 
be relatives and sweethearts in every audience, 
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therefore, who will be specially interested in 
seeing what training Tom, Dick, or Harry is 
passing through or has undergone during his 
Stay at the Crystal Palace. 

The following is a brief synopsis of the scenes 
in the film: The film opens with a general view 
of the Crystal Palace grounds, kiosks, and other 
relics of the days when it was a great enter 
tainment centre, looking a little out of place 
amongst the squads of men being drilled. <A 
group of recruits is shcwn; also men who have 
had ‘nineteen days’ training and already look 
considerably smarter. Some interesting displays 
of physical drill follow; it is evident that naval 
recruits go through a more arduous and varied 
course than do soldiers. The 5th Battalion is 
seen on parade; this is the battalion of which 
Lord Tredegar is president. Bayonet practice 


with dummies as adversaries, wrestling and. box. 
ing, are demonstrated. Then is shown the train- 
ing of selected bluejackets for officers, and the 
title mentions that all these men have since 
received commissions. Instruction in signalling 
and shooting is illustrated, and the men are 
seen assembling for parade. They stream past 
the camera in thousands on their way to the 
parade ground, and this makes a very effective 
picture. A fine march past before the Commo- 
dore is shown, and one or two humorous scencs 
conclude. The men are seen indulging in light- 
hearted pranks while waiting for dinner, and fol- 
lowing the subtitle, ‘‘Won’t you come and join 
us?" two or three of the men wave a pointed 
appeal to the spectators of the film. The sub- 
ject is one full reel in length. In the course 
of two or three months it is hoped that it will 
be shown right through the country.

AN EDISON CHINESE DRAMA. 


Many of us have seen real Chinese, in a real 
Chinese play, and have seen, also, imtiation 
Celestials on the stage and in many cases the 
‘Imitation’? has been so well made up as to 
deceive the eye. But very few of us have seen 
real Chinamen in a real Chinese film play, for 
the simple reason that the ordinary Celestial 
refuses to be photographed, the camera being 
looked upon as an agent of evil, and something 
to be run away from. 

This is why a real Chinese film, with real 
Celestials in it, should be-about the best paying 
proposition that any exinbitor could have. In 
the first place, it is about the only kind of film 
that the public haven’t seen, and of sufficient 
rarity to attract attention from this point 
of view alone. Secondly, it is next to 
impossible to get a Chinee on the screen, and, 
lastly. the settings in such a play must be abso- 
lutely true to life, and must be procured, re- 
gardless of their cost. Another difficulty is 


found in the fact that the camera will discover 
and denounce any European who tries to 1m- 
personate a genuine Celestial, except in very 
rare instances. 

Taking all this into consideration, we think 
the Edison Company deserve our congratula- 
tions for producing with such signal success, 
‘‘The Mission of Mr. Foo.’’ Six months were 
spent in collecting the sittings alone for this 
subject. It would be almost impossible to say 
how many more months were spent in inducing 
real Chinamen to appear in it. Then there is 
the detail of Carlton King’s make-up, for, side 
by side with the genuine Celestial, he is not 
to be discovered as a European. He spent 
months in Chinatown studying the facial types 
and other characteristics of the Chinaman at 
home—and untold hours in his dressing-room 
endeavouring to get his make-up so perfect as 
to be distinguishable. How well he succeeded 
is shown in “‘The Mission of Mr. Foo.”’ 


DEFENCE OF THE REALM ACT. 


On Friday last, before Mr. Graham Campbell, at 
Bow Street Police Court, Mr. Henry de Frece, carry- 
ing on business as the Reliance Film Company, at 
12, Cecil Court, W.C., appeared in answer to a sum- 
mons brought against him under the Defence of the 
Realm Act. Mr. Muskett appeared for the Authori- 
ties, and Mr. Cartwright Sharp for the defendant. 
—Mr. Muskett stated that on January 12th last, de- 
fendant was granted a permit allowing him to carry 
sixty reels, or 240 lbs., of film on his premises. On 
March 1st last, Mr. Cobb, an Inpector of the Public 
Control Department of the London County Council, 
visited the premises and found 110,000 fe. of film 
thereon.—Mr. Cobb gave evidence, and upon being 
questioned by Mr. Muskett, said that upon his 
visit to the defendant’s premises, defendant said that 
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Mr. Cobb had come at an unfortunate time, as it was 
“stock day,’’ and all his films were on the premises, 
and that he (defendant) was not aware that he had 
so much film in the place. Upon a= subsequent 
visit, the inspector said he was told by defendant 
that 35.000 ft. had been sold since the previous visit. 
—Mr. Richard Philip entered the witness box and said 
he had an interest in the detendant’s business, anu 
that he was present upon both occasions when the 
inspector visited the premises.—Mr. James Starr also 
gave evidence, and said that in October last, when 
Mr. Cobb and other officials visited the premises, 
with a view to deciding the amount to be allowed 
by the permit, he had an interest in certain films, 
amounting to about 42,000 ft., but that these had sub- 

uently been removed.—The case was eventually 
adjourned until the 3oth inst.

To the few places of entertainment in Morpeth 
has been added a splendid cinema, the promo- 
ters and founders of which were Messrs. Picture- 
land Vendors, Limited, of Emerson Chambers, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, who have also promoted 
similar enterprises in other parts of the country.

In his continuous programmes 
he provides an excellent variety of film matter, 
so that all tastes are catered for. At the head 
of his selection he places a first-class exclusive, 
and follows this up with a selection of comedies, 
travel and topical pictures of a most entertain, 
ing type. He is doing exccedingly well just now 
with the ‘Lord Piccadilly” series of adventures. 
This series constitutes a very popular booking 
in the north, and amongst other places where 
these fine complete stories are running to large 
houses are the Empire Cinema, in Grainger 
Street, the Heaton Electric Theatre, Chillingham 
Road, and the Royal Electric Theatre, Groat 
Market. 7 

By arrangement with each other, Mr. Lindon 
Travers, of the Olympia, Northumberland Road, 
and Mr. J. Coverdale Bell, of the Brighton Elec- 
tric Theatre, Westgate Road, have been running 
the same programmes to their entire satisfaction. 
They have scored in a marked degree with 
Wildflower”? and “ The Virginian,” and imme. 
diately prior to exhibiting those two numbers 
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they put on “Liberty Hall” and “1914” as 
their leading exclusives, and had every reason to 
be satisfied with their returns. They seized 
upon the ‘film taken in the North Sea of the 
Germans’ piratical methods, and this in itself 
was a great attraction at a time when several 
Tyne vessels had just been made the victims of 
these methods. For the current week they are 
providing their patrons with a star film each 
evening, amongst the masterpieces booked being 
‘Give Us This Day ,’ “ The Vendetta,” “Quo 
Vadis?’’ ** The House of Temperley,” ‘The In- 
heritance of Hate,”’ and ‘' Saints and their Sor- 
rows.” 


All films possessing a war interest have found 
much favour in Newcastle, and wherever shown 
war dramas and topicals have met with the 
greatest degree of appreciation. An excellent 
topical was secured by Mr. E. J. Jennings, the 
manager of Messrs. Gaumont’s Newcastle 
branch, on the occasion of the air raid last 
week. Fortunatcly, the enemy’s “ frightfulness”’ 
did not occasion much damage beyond causing a 
farm fire at Cramlington and demolishing the 
roof of a house at Wallsend-on-Tyne, but what 
damage there was Mr. Jennings promptly had 
filmed, and on the night following the raid this 
film was on exhibition at several halls in New- 
castle and Sunderland. An attractive feature 
of this film, attempted for the first time in 
Newcastle, was the incorporation of a map of 
the district, over which travelled a pointer show- 
ing the route taken by the Zeppelin when it 
paid its unwelcome visit. 


To be forewarned is to be forearmed. There- 
fore, I take this opportunity of drawing the at- 
tention of local exhibitors to a movement which 
is on foot for the formation of a committee re- 
presentative of the Nonconformist and Anglican 
Churches in Gateshead, the object of which ts 
to endeavour to get restrictions imposed upon 
cinematograph exhibitors as to the class of film 
they are to show, and the class of posters they 
are to display. A report recently issued by the 
Gateshead Free Church Council draws atten- 
tion to the increase of juvenile crime in the 
borough, “due to the craze for picture halls,” 
and also to “the attending evils of films treating 
of marriage and the sacred relationships of life. 
and the physical dangers children are subjected 
to in attending these places.”” Legislation is 
necessary, says this report, to regulate the hold- 
ing of Sunday performances, to deal with the 
attendance of children at the picture halls, and 
to establish a strict censorship over both films 
and posters. a | 
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“JANE EYRE” 


Two subjects issued by the Kinematograph 
Trading Company, Limited, were presented be- 
fore a large audience at the Shaftesbury Pavi- 
lion last week. The first was a representation, 
of Charlotte Bronté’s novel, “Jane Eyre,’ and 
the second a subject called ‘Madcap Molly.” 


Jane Eyre. 

Charlotte Bronté is probably not widely read 
at the present day; her literary style is hardly 
to the taste of the general public. But her 
plots have plenty of grip, and the Whitman 
Features Company, of New York, who are re- 
sponsible for the production, have chosen a good 
subject in "Jane Eyre.” It may be desirable 
briefly to outline the story. Jane Eyre is gover- 
ness to Squire Rochester, who has a_ secret 
trouble in that his wife is hopelessly insane. He 
is tentatively paying addresses to a lady living 
near, hoping that the courts will soon relieve 
him from his present anomalous position. The 
Squire’s affections, however, gradually transfer 
themselves to Jane Eyre. Jane reciprocates his 
feelings, but she does not know that the Squire 
is married, and that his wife is under watch and 
ward in a remote room in the old country man- 
sion, though occasionally she is fnghtened by 
hearing strange sounds. The Squire persuades 
Jane Eyre to become married to him secretly; 
the relatives of the insane wife, however, imter- 
fere and stop the ceremony. Jane sees her life 
being tragically spoiled by the turn of events. 
Attentions are paid to her by the clergyman of 
the place, but she gives him scant encourage- 
ment. A dramatic occurrence is the means of 
straightening out ‘‘life’s tangled skein.” — Ro. 
chester’s wife in a mad outburst sets the house 
on fire, and Rochester, in an effort to save her. 
is blinded by the flames. He wanders to the 
sea shore crying pathetically for Jane. She, 
with what amounts to an accession of second 
sight, hears the call and hastens to him. Thus, 
after ‘tribulation, the two are united. 

It will be seen fhat the plot is a good one, 
and the story is greatly helped by some fine 
settings and a strong climax. The costumes 
of the period have not been followed, and since

the story is one that might occur in any genera- 
tion, and no special traditions are associated 
with it in the public mind, one can see no dis- 
advantage in using a modern setting. The 
actors are successful in maintaining the interest 
throughout, and without stressing the atmosphere 
of sombreness which the authoress imparted to 
her work, the dramatic tension is successfully 
upheld until a dramatic climax is reached. (Ex- 
clusive.

Madcan Molly. 

This is an interesting presentation of an origi- 
nal child character—impulsive, wayward, passion- 
ate, but good at heart—such as many novelists 
have successfully portrayed and attained fame 
in so doing.

Molly’s father is a smuggler, and the handsome 
young Revenue officer who is trying to trace 
the fountain head of the contraband trade, is 
attracted by Molly. Matt is jealous, and quar- 
rels with the Revenue man. A revolver acci- 
dentally goes off, and the officer is seriously 
wounded. Molly counsels Matt to hide lest he 
be accused of murder; she looks after him, but 
quite without cause becomes jealous of Matt's 
interest in the nurse who attends the sick man. 
In a moment of passion Molly even goes so far 
as to denounce her lover to the authoritics. She 
is much distressed when she finds out that her 
jealousy is without foundation, and misleads th:: 
sheriff in order to try and save her lover They, 
however, find him, but there are no ill conse- 
quences, as the Revenue man admits that thr 
shooting was an accident. The lovers are united, 
and Molly realises that youthful heedlessness 
and passionate temper sometimes lead to seriou: 
danger to loved ones.

cently received for the purpose of raising money for 
the troops, and the other for the benefit of an in- 
dividual. One was granted, and the other was re- 
fused simply and solely because of the composition

A number of opinions were then passed, both for 
and against the movement. 

The Mayor said he was glad that the Chairman of 
the Watch Committee had brought the matter before 
the Council. He said that from what he had seen, 
yeas and youngsters topically could learn more of 
Biblical lessons from cinematograph films on Sunday 
than they could from the discourses of many 
ministers he had had to listen 10. He was in favour 


_ of these Sunday entertainments, provided they were 


of the description that could be approved bv the Wa:ch 
Committee.—Mz. Slinn remarked that he thought 
Sunday performances did more good than harm, as 
they drew people from the stree:s and less desirable 
places. For the sake of the morals of the people, he 
thought it advisable that permission be given to cine. 
matograph shows to open, not only for charitable pur- 
poses, but altogether on Sundays.—In a speech replv- 
ing to the discussion, Alderman James argued that 
the opening of cinemas on Sunday would lead to a 
great increase of Sunday labour. 

Here the discussion closed, and though it was rather 
late in the season, it is expected that loca] exhibitors 
will apply for Sunday licences. However, 25 will be

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HALIFAX HINTS. 


(By OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 


The Halifax Licensing Justices met at the Borough 
Police Court, on Wednesday last, and granted the 
renewal of all cinematograph, dramatic and music- 
hall licences in the town. When the Bench as- 
sembled, the Chairman (Sir George F isher-Smith) 
said: Since the last issue of the licences for the 
cinematograph houses, it has been necessary to re- 
vise the regulations, and the Bench have pleasure 
in stating that, having had a friendly conversation 
with the various applicants, when rule 10 was dis- 
cussed, it was arranged, to the mutual satisfaction of 
the Bench and the applicaniss, to alter the rule to the 
following: ‘‘That children under twelve years of 
age should not be allowed to enter into, or be on, 
licensed premises after the hour of 9 p.m., unaccom- 
panied by parent or guardian.’”’ That was agreed 
to, and the new rules are in the hands of all ap- 
plicants. It will be remembered that the age 
originally fixed was fourteen years.

“ord and “A Question of Identitv.” By 
the way, Jury's pictures are much in evidence 
here. 


In the old Town Hall building. the Houns- 
low Empire has its quarters in what I should 
be inclined to describe as the most central posi- 
tion in the town. I notice it 1s commended to 
the public as “the house where evervone feels 
at home.” Last week's stars were “ The Battle 
of the Sexes” and © the Child Killers.” 

Not far away is the Broadway Picture Par- 

lour, and a little off the main street the Ceh- 
seum, a variety house, makes a point cf show- 
ing as well “a programme of the fin: i pictorial 
subjects obtainable. 
_ Hounslow’s next-door neighbour, the Thames- 
side district of Twickenham, has its own pic- 
ture palaces, including the Lyric, where ‘Out 
of the Air’ and “ ‘The Queen of London Counter- 
feiters’”’ were stars last week. Thus, provision 
is made tor pictorial entertainment without it 
being necessary to cross over the river to Rich- 
mond. 
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In a round of the South London cinemas I 
was struck with the keen competition displayed. 
The majority of the managements proudly pro- 
claim that all their pictures are “first runs,” 
and, combined with liberal Press and poster pub- 
licity, are duly rewarded. In the course of 
conversation with the different managers, I 
gathered that the holiday business had proved 
up to the average, and, as one proprietor put 
it, ‘* We mustn’t grumble, all things considered.” 


Since my last visit to Tooting, a change of 
management has taken place at one of the local 
cinemas. Mr. J. Wood, who is proprietor of 
places of public entertainment at Ryde and Alder- 
shot, has acquired the King’s Hall. The nejw 
management have inaugurated several little ideas, 
principally as regards afternoon performances. 
The cinema now opens two and a half hours 
later, but the children’s Saturday maiiné is re- 
tained. Mr. C. M. Shapiro, the late proprictor 
of the King’s Hall, is, I understand, acquiring 
a similar venture. Mr. Wood has signalised his 
advent by some very good pictures, and on 
Monday screened “The Jewels of Hate.” 


The other Tooting cinemas report good bust- 
ness. “ Wildflower’? and “The Scales of Jus- 
tice’’ were shown at the Broadway Picture 
Palace.—The Tooting Pavilion, among recent 
pictures, have displayed “Quo Vadis?” “For 
Love of the King,” and “ ‘The Loss of the Sir- 
kenhead.”” To-day (Thursday) “The Grip” is 
the attraction. 

At the Balham Palladium, Mr. Lantree fol- 
lowed his successful innovation of a synchronised 
‘Messiah’"’ with “ Little Lord Fauntleroy,” which 
will give way to ‘A Honeymoon for Three.”— 
The Theatre de Luxe, Balham, were showing 
‘Trapped in the Great Metropolis”’ and “Brew- 
ster’s Millions,” supported by a varied pro- 
gramme of humorous and topical films. 


Over in the south-western area, the Shakes- 
peare Theatre, Clapham Junction, the latest ad- 
dition to the cinema world, had a top-liner in 
“ Darkest London,”’ and at the latter end of the 
week ‘Such a Little Queen”’ was the attraction. 
“The Philistine’? was a forthcoming item.—At 
the Gem Picture Palace, Wandsworth Road, 
Mr. E. Giles was meeting his new competitor 
with ‘*“A Soldier’s Honour” and “Saved from 
Destruction.”’ On Monday “ For Those Unborn” 
was shown.—The South-western Cinema, in close 
proximity, were screening ‘“‘ Yellow Flame” and 
“The New Janitor,” followed by “Swede Lar- 
son.’’ An instance of the popularity of Keystone 
pictures at this house was afforded in the an- 
nouncement that the management had secured 
“Those Love Pangs’’ for a second time. 


En passant, 1 noticed that the Qucen’s Hall, 
Newington Butts, were showing “A Rose and 
Thorn,’’ which was to give place to ‘“ Woman.” 
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At this cinema the programme is invariably 
headed by a strong Vitagraph drama. 


Across at Camberwell, the picture patron has 
the choice of two competing cinemas, and the 
keen spirit of rivalry displayed by the manage- 
ments results in first-class pictures. Without 
being invidious, but taking the Golden Domes 
first, I observed that recent successes included 
“The Child Killers,’’ ‘The Price of a Kiss,” 
“Lil o’ London,” and Charles Chaplin in ‘‘ The 
Property Man.” “The Weight of a Crown” 
and “For Those Unborn” were the features 
last week.—At the Grand Hall Cinema, Mr. F. 
W. Purcell had a strong draw in “ Darkest Lon- 
don" and “ The Power of a Drug.” On Monday 
“From Shop Girl to Duchess” topped the bill, 
and a forthcoming attraction is ‘“ Neptune's 
Daughter.” 


Nearer the *bridges’’ I noticed that Gatt1's 
Music-hall in the Westminster Bridge Road was 
doing good business. The management, who 
favour a “twice nightly” programme, were show- 
ing “ War is Hell,” followed by “ Florence Night- 
ingale.” To-day (Thursday) “ Three Weeks” 
is announced. Gatti’s is another instance of an 
old music-hall proving a successful cinema ven- 
ture. Popular prices are charged, and “first run”’ 
pictures can be seen for the modest penny!— 
Across the road the Canterbury—likewise a for- 
mer variety house—continue to run a quasi- 
cinema entertainment. The posters boldly claim 
the venue as “the cinema wonderland of Lon- 
don.”’ 

At the Electric Theatre, Elephant and Castle, 
“The Trey o’ Hearts”’ was supported by ‘‘ The 
Turning of the Road’”’ and “ Those Love Pangs”’ 
(Keystone). Mr. Thornley has secured “ The 
Master Key” serial for future showing.—The 
Grand Central Cinema, Blackfrairs Road, was 
screening ‘ The Price of Atonement.” 


The Majestic, Clapham, following the success- 
ful screening of ‘“Wake Up!” were showing 
“Fire and Sword.” On Monday ‘“ The Child 
Killers”” and “Cast Up by the Sea" were the 
principal films, and the latter half of the week 
“The Queen’s Double” will be the attraction. 
The management announce for next Monday 
“Tilly’s Punctured Romance.’—Across at the 
Clapham Pavilion “ Three Weeks" proved a 
great success. This week the “stars” include 
“Cameo Kirby,’ a southern romance, and ‘‘ Man 
Proposes, but——.”—At the Stockwell Palladium 
“A Doer of Deeds” and “ The She Wolf ’’ were 
the principal films. ,

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The Need of a New School of Film Reviewers. 
By D. Z. J. GILLINGHAM. 


An Fatirely Imaginary, but nevertheless Salutary Sympos um. 


Contributed by a Manufacturer, a Renter, two Exhibitors. and a Critic. 


‘“New Schools” are being called for just at 
present of everybody connected with the film 
theatre—from dramatists to doormen. Fondly 
imagining that even a “‘new school” of film 
reviewers might arise if we only “ symposed,” we 
addressed the following questions to several re- 
presentative members of the Trade. On reading 
their replies we wish we hadn’t. 

1. Is the art of cinematography advanced 
by printing reviews of films? 

2. Should the reviewer be encouraged to 
give an honest account of the pic/ures 
he sees, or should he be told to remem- 
ber his wife and children first? 

3. Assuming that the film critic should be 
abolished, how do vou suggest we 
should fill up the paper? 


A MANUFACTURER. 

In my opinion the art of cinematography (by 
which I take it you mean the sale of films) ts 
mot advanced by printing reviews of same. At 
any rate, it is not advanced very much by the 
present school of reviewers. When I produce a 
new picture, and come down handsome with a 
thumping advertisement, it isn’t playing the game, 
to say the least, to treat the production as if 
it were something to criticise. It is the very 
last thing one ought to expect. 

And yet what do we find? ‘Why, that even the 
absolutely best films in the market (made by my 
company at enormous expense) are often sub- 
jected to a lot of literary dissection and analysis 
—as though they were mere stage plays for 
which you had been sent a free pass. And even 
when the critic (how I hate the word) does let 
himself go a bit, he indulges in far too much 
qualification for my liking. He wouldn’t be 
allowed to treat a new brand of whisky, or a 
patent medicine, in this hesitating way. Why. 
then, should he be permitted to run loose over a 
new film, which is a commodity made to sell 
in precisely the same manner? If he can't go 
on without criticising something, let him criti- 
cise the other fellow’s. 

There is a great deal of “bookishness” abroad, 
I believe, among this generation of critics. Lt 
them take it from me: the only books they need 
study for ‘heir job are the books in the count- 
ing-house. Let them measure their reviews ac- 
cording to the amount of the manufacturer's 
custom, and qualify t m rare Sale he doesn’t 


pay up. If they must go in for tricky writing, 
I suggest a little /edgerdemain of that kind. 
I speak solely out of regard for their wives and 
children. 

With reference to what the Trade paper should 
do to fill up space when the reviewer's opinions 
are eliminated, why not print the manufacturer's ? 


A RENTER. 

I believe in film reviews. “When not stuck 
opposite a page advertising the film under dis. 
cussion (which makes it look too much as if 
the thing “ran on,” as it were), I am sure they 
impress the exhibitor. I always go over mine 
with a foot-rule, and though sometimes I don't 
think I get the amount of space I deserve, | 
am sure that if I read the reviews I should 
never find an unkind word. 

Not that I try to influence criticism in any 
sense. When the Press come down I simply 
give them a cigar and tell them to use their 
own judgment. 

Don't, I implore you, abolish the film reviewer. 
He often secs some good points in the films we 
hadn’t seen ourselves. ‘But, if you do, our own 
publicity department is at your service. 


AN EXHIBITOR. 

What do you mean by “reviews of films’’? 
Are you referring to those long, wordy articles 
printed in between the advertisements? I con- 
fess I haven't read any for years. I did once 
hire a film on the strength of one of these effu- 
sions—but never again. 

If the reviewers are sacked, it will be a bad 
job for them, of course; but why not get their 
wives and children to write something for the 
papers? I am sure they must know more about 
the pictures. 


ANOTHER EXHI2ZITOR, 
I don’t know anything about the art of cine- 


. matography (being only a manager of a picture 


theatre), so cannot answer your first question. 
And, as regards the second, it would be a bad 
day for everybody if “honest opinions” were 
encouraged anywhere. ‘But, for goodness sake 
do not stop the reviews. They are the one 
bright spot in an otherwise forlorn — outlook. 
Business here has been rotten lately — small 


houses and much grumbling from patrons. Al.

PLACE YOUR ORDER AT ONCE. 


GANES, LTD, artiste 
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most makes me inclined to think at times that 
I am not getting the very best films of the 
year. But then I turn to the Trade Press, and 
all my doubts dissolve.. Such glowing eulogy 
and optimism as are contained in the accounts 
I read are a great consolation. I know I must 
have been right after all. If my patrons could 
only read all these criticisms they would under. 
stand how unjust they are sometimes in their 
remarks. Couldn't the Trade Press manage to 
circulate their opinions among the public some. 
how?r That would stop all objections at the 
very source. 


A CRITIC. 


In view of the attitude adopted by many manu. 
facturers and renters towards any suggestion 
of criticism of their wares, the Trade papers 
have only one course before them, if they wish 
to go on existing. And that is to get rid of 
the critics at once—lock, stock and barrel. This 
would be a double advantage from the T.P.’s 
point of view. Editorial expenses would be 
cut down, and all friction with advertisers would 
be avoided in the future. 

But this does not mean that, because the re- 
viewer has to go, the reviews need go too. [ar 
from it. They would flourish as ever, only they 
would flourish on a different footing. 

What I suggest is this: A set of highly lau- 
datory “write-ups”? (such is the inspiring word, 
I believe) should be written by a skilful hand, 
adapted to the various types, lengths and grades 
of films. These would, of course, be of vary- 
ing lengths and strengths themselves, and would 
contain spaces here and there left blank for titles, 
names of actors, places, producer, etc. The 
reviews would then be kept in type and taken 
from stock as occasion required. In all cases 
they would meet the requirements of the manu- 
facturer admirably. Say an order for a review 
of a four-reel sensational melodrama came in. 
The ¢lerk, or office boy, would read the synopsis 
supplied, and then go to the cupboard to see 
what suitable criticism he had in stock. The 
blank spaces would be filled in with the specified 
names, and then sent over to the printer to 
‘make up” with the story. This system would 
be applied to every species of production—drama, 
comedy, or topical. Much time would be saved, 
and everybody would be pleased. 
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Of course, the reviews would differ in warmth 
according to the standing (in the books) of the 
advertiser. But I think that the following scale 
would meet most emergencies :— 

I. Series customers for three or more 
pages per week: A fortnightly servic. 
of treacle—thick, sticky, and warranted 
to gloze over all faults in the film. The 
silliest situation will be “pregnant with 
drama,”’ the most absurd tomfoolery ‘'de- 
liciously droll,’’ and at the end the exhi- 
bitor will always ‘be assured that he is 
on a “ winner.’ 

2. A page ad. per week: F requent appear- 
ance of a nice juicy column, in which 
such phrases as “ deeply moving,” “ thrill- 
ng, but by no means sensational,” “great 
care taken not to offend religious preju- 
dices,”’ etc., will be sprinkled out of the 
editorial pepper-box. 

3. Half-page ad.: Short, chatty ‘ write-up,”’ 
including one “deeply moving” o7 ‘“‘power- 
fully pathetic,” and three-line reference 
to “brilliance of acting.” 

In all cases the “superb photography” 
will be enlarged on, whether film is brand 
new or an aged traveller. All spots and 
cracks ignered. Bad subtitles and spell- 
ing overlooked. Advertise with us, and 
ensure a favourable “review.” 

If the above system were instituted I am cer. 
tain that your first vexed question about reviews 
advancing the “art of cinematography’’ would 
be settled for ever. There would be no more 
threats of libel actions because the Trade paper 
said a firm's films were much better than they 
used to be, and no more ‘‘damned nonsense ”’ 
about ‘‘merit.’’ If this method didn’t work, and 
the manufacturers still forced the reporters to 
go and see the films, it might be arranged so 
that one member of the staff attended the pro- 
jection and another stayed at home and wrote 
the review. Then one would have a morning 
out, the other would have an easy conscience, 
and the paper would be safe. Even this sys- 
tem (though not so good as the first) might 
make for pleasant relations all round—as long 
as the actual writer of the thing remembered 
his wife and children. 

Something has got to be done, at any rate, 
and though there may have to be empty 
stomachs, we cannot allow such an anomaly in 
journalism as empty space. 


CURIOUS COINCIDENCE

Famous Players and Lasky Features.

Certain other characteristics—for 
cxample, excellence of staging and acting—may

be taken for granted when it is stated that the 
Famous Players Company and the Jesse L. Lasky 
Feature Play Company are respectively respon- 
sible for the productions: In these respects the 
“art that conceals art’’ is carried to such a 
pitch by these producers that the spectator is 
liable to forget how great an improvement upon 
earlier achievements of the industry these films 
represent, and to take for granted an artistiry 
that is only maintained by constant care and 
skill. 


Ready Money. 

As a picture of American life and thought 
this subject is full of interest; it probably depicts 
quite faithfully the type of speculator met with 
in all countries—somewhat unscrupulous, but not 
entirely unregenerate. Stephen Baird obtains 
an option upon a disused gold mine in which 
he believes gold will be found, and proceeds to 
float a company to exploit the claim. Delay in 
finding gold leads to difficulties in flotation, and 
Steve is greatly put to it to find some money 
he has borrowed to complete the purchase of 
the niine. A swell counterfeiter hopes, through 
Steve’s difficulties, to make a tool of him for 
the passing of counterfeit notes. He overcomes 
the young man’s scruples by telling him he need 
not pass the notes, but only use them to in- 
spire confidence. The notes have this result; 
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all Steve’s friends clamour to take shares in the 
mine, and when he repents and reminds them 
that gold has not been found, they refuse to 
take their money back, thinking that Steve is 
trying to bluff them out of their shares. The 
operations of the United States secret police, 
who are after the courterfeiter, lead to some 
dramatic scenes in which guilty possession of 
the counterfeit notes is avoided, and the police 
are hoodwinked. The man who has lent the 
money for the purchase of the ‘mine schemes to 
blow up the workings so that he may destroy 
them and come into the property cheaply; his 
plot only hastens the discovery of the precious 
ore, and Steve is able to meet all claims without 
recourse to forged money. 

It will be seen that the film raises knottty 
problems of conduct, but it may be safely stated 
that the audience are not likely to be misled 
on the moral issues of the theme. The rights, 
and wrongs of the position are as clear as they 
ever are in this complex world. (Lasky film. 
Exclusive. Four reels.) 


The Dancing Cirl. 

This is a play by Mr. Henry Arthur Jones 
whose portrait precedes the representation. The 
story is fanciful, somewhat reminiscent of the 
work of Gilbert and Sullivan, but with the tragic 
note more strongly emphasised. The imaginary 


element is a sort of Quaker Garden of Eden. 
situate upon an inaccessible island, from whicn a 
libertine Duke draws his staff of servants. In the 
first scenes the repressive atmosphere of over- 
strict Puritanism is well represented, and we 
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see its effect upon the young girls of the settle- 
ment, who naturally chafe under rules which 
forbid the least adornment in attire. One of 
them, despising the prospect of marriage to one 
of the young men of the place, obtains a posi- 
tion in the ducal household. She comes under 
the notice of the Duke, who encourages her 
desire for a stage career. She becomes a famous 
dancer, and also becomes the Duke’s mistress, 
but this point is so delicately suggested that we 
only arrive at it by noting the disapprobation of 
her Quaker relatives, whose attitude seems over- 
strained in respect of one who had merely 
adopted a stage career. The Quaker father, par- 
ticularly, adopts a very unrelentive attitude even 
when the girl has repented, and this strikes 
rather a harsh note. Her village lover has trans- 
ferred his affections, and life holds such a blank 
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prospect for one who has wearied of a life of gaiety 
and cannot find a welcome amongst those who 
have never fallen, that the girl resolves on 
suicide. The Duke, who has dissipated his for- 
tune, is meditating the same course, but in a 
dramatic concluding scene the two decide to fly 
together to rebuild their wrecked lives. 

The Quaker girls who come into the story ar” 
very attractive creatures, even in their Puntan 
attire. Their grace and charm in a considerable 
measure make the story. The character of the 
Duke, also, is represented quite in accordance 
with English ideals. In spite of its fanciful 
setting, the whole story carries conviction to 
a wonderful degree, and the many dramatic 
scenes are very thrilling. (Famous Players film.

The Understudy.— This is an inc dent of stage life, 
written round a somewhat artificial but highly effec- 
tive situation. Jack Boyle, the understudy at a theatre, 
falls deeply in love with the leading lady, though he 
learns that she is to marry the leading man after the 
first production of the new piece. Devereaux, the 
heavy man, who has been severely snubbed by the 
leading lady, determines :o revenge himself, and sub- 
stitutes bullets for blank cartridges which he js to use 
in a scene in the new play. Boyle and ‘Devereaux 
have a quarrel during the progress of :he piece, and 
the latrer being knocked senseless, Boyle makes up for 
him in time to go on for the part. The leading man, 
in the meantime, has discovered Devereaux’s plo:, 
and, fearing the worst, rushes on to the stage and 
grapples with Boyle, mistaking him for Devereaux. 
The revolver goes off and Boyle is mortally wounded, 
being able, before he dies, to explain che facts of the 
case. The means by which Devereaux prepares evi- 
dence against himself are somewhat too obvious, but 
the drama is cleverly worked out, the scenes during 
rehearsal are most interesting, and the climax is 
highly effective. Miss Fstelle Mardo, Mr. Maurice 
Costello, and Mr. Gladden James are :he chief mem- 
bers of an excellent cast. (June 3rd. 1,046 ft.)

The East Hull people are quite 
apart from their fellow citizens in the other districts 
that commendable discretion is shown by Morton 
management in the selection of features for this 
house. 


At the National Piciure House, on the Beverley 
Road, Manager Comber did big thinys in the re- 
cruiting picture, “Wake Up,” the militarv and civic 
authorities interested in finding men for the new 
army, according their patronage. 


Mr. IX. Hardman, licensee of the Ilul] Picture 
Playhouse, was summoned at the Citv Police Court 
for failing to comply witn the conditions of his cine- 
matograph licence, by allowing people to remain 
standing in the egress. The defendant is the dis- 
trict manager, his local manager also appearing at 
the same court, charged with a similar offence on 
the same dav. 


Inspector Boyes, who gave evidence on behalf of 
the police, said that on the aftenoon of his visit he 
found fifty-two people sitting or standing in the 
gangways. He saw the manager and requesied him 
to get the gangways clear. 


Supt. Bailey testified that, as the official dealing 
with the Cinematograph Act in Hull, he had author- 
ised the prosecution.—For the offence, «he latter de- 
fendant was fined £10. 

In the case of Mr. Hardiman, the licensee, the City 
Corporation prosecuted through their solicitor, Mr. 
W. |. Platts. The prosecuting solicitor said the 
offence had occurred afier warning given earlier in 
the day. 


Inspector Gall deposed to seeing seven people in 
the gangway, and drawing Mr. Hardiman’s atten- 
tion to the matter. The seven persons were invited 
by the manager to follow him into the crush room. 


Sergi. McDonald gave corroborative evidence. 


_ Mr. Hardiman said he had no recollection of the 
incident, and it must have been the assistant-manager 
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whom the police saw. He had engaged the services 
of a constable to contro] the large crowds of people 
who visited the Plavhouse, when the Captain Scott 
pictures were being shown. He desired to meet all 
the regulations, and comply with them-—but the 
crowds were so great that they were almost beyond 
control. 


In course of cross-examination by Mr. Platts, de- 
fendant admitted that the same weck the Chief Con- 
stable and cautioned him about letting the people 
out at 11.25, twenty-five minutes after stipulated time. 

The magistraves, after hearing evidence, decided 
to convict, and inflicted a fine of £4 7s., including 
costs. 


In the second case, Arthur Edward Cooper, licensee 
of the Hessle Road Picture Palace, was summoned 


for locking the doors which should be used as exits.. 


P.-c. Firth spoke of a visit paid, and found the 
doors bolted. There was no attendant about. but a 
boy selling chocolates. “There was a children’s per- 
formance going on at the time. 


The Chairman said the case was a serlous one 
indeed, and a tine of £10 was imposed.

This much 
wag indicated by a member of the Surbiton District

On the previous occasion, Sundav 
cinema shows were strongly condemned bv both 
pulpit and Press, and the proposal to open on the 
recognised day of rest was nipped in the bud before 
it developed into fruition. ‘That was three or four 
years ago, and in the. interval cinematograph enter- 
tainments, and their elevating and educational pos- 
sibilities, have become better known, both among the 
general public and those iff authoriiy. At that ime, 
also, the Chairman of the County Council was the 
late Sir William Vincent, who, having at one time 
been a clergyman of the Church of Fngland, ae 

a 
opinions of the members of the Surrey cinema licens- 
mg authority may have undergone considerable 
change since then; indeed, the fact that the question 
is to be reopened would suggest that something of 
the kind has taken place. 

The question is already engaging the attentions 
of the jocal Press, and the views taken do not alto- 
gether agree. One journal savs: “There is no 
reason at all whv the film producers should not meet 
the public taste for pictures with films of an entirely 
irreproachable character. The subject need no: 
necessarily be Biblical. We do not suppose there are 
many people who could argue, without hvyprocrisy, 
for a complete limitation to sacred subjects. Most 
people, outside the hours of their attendance at 
Church, spend their time on Sunday, much as thev 
spend the leisure of their week-davs, in the pursuits 
they like best, not limiting even their reading to 
sacred subjects. But public opinion can declare, 
without hvprocrisy, for a higher atmosphere in the 
picture theatres on Sundavs, if thev are to be opened 
on that dav, than on other davs. It does not suffice 
<o say that if pictures are good enough for one dav 
they should be good enough for Sunday. On that 
dav, at any rate, let us reach up to a higher plane. 
If it were possible, with orwithout a censorship, to 
secure that, there would be some very strong reasons 
to be adduced in favour of Sunday opening. There 
is, of course, no reason why a picture theatre should 
not be an elevating place in the moral and educa- 
tional sense. It was the Press, perhaps, more than 
the Pulpit, that successfully combated Sunday open- 
ing when it was previously proposed, and in what I 
have quoted above, there seems to be the suggestion 
The journal, however, 
proceeds to say tnat che pircure theatre, if Sunday 
openings were desided wyin, must be run in whe in- 
terests of something else besides commercialism, 
because, as a moral factor, or ihe opposite, it is 
going to be an enormous influence. The clamour of 
commercialism, it conchides, should not be vielded 
to by the public authorities until they are we'll 
assured that it is in the best interests of the people 
that they give way toit. An alteration of the present 
law governing the als is also advocated, so that 
there should be a clear direction from Parliament de- 
finitely permicting Sunday opening, and settling the 
conditions under which it is to take place. No 
doubt the Kingston and District Free Church Coun- 
cil will also give expression to their opinions on the 
question, but that is a matter fo- the fuure. Mean- 
time, cinema ‘theaire propreto s and monagers in

Surrey will doubtless learn with interest that the 
question is at present under the consideration of the 
County Council.

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that have been sadly twisted out of their original 
meaning during the progress of time and the 
production of film plays—such a theme always 
appeals to the average picture theatre audience. 
who are generally wisely sympathetic toward 
the wife, indulgent to the peccadilloes of the 
husband, and virtuously indignant over the wiles 
of the other woman. 


In the subject under review, however, the 
motif is slightly different. Husband and wife 
are first introduced as quite a loving couple, 
and we find that the sole reason for their sub- 
sequent estrangement lies in the fact that the 
wife persists in sacrificing unnecessarily, we might 
say, evcrything, mcluding her personal appear- 
ance—for the sake of saving for the “rainy day!" 
We know that “rainy day ”’—the pinching and 
starving and striving that make us grow old 
and hard before our time, and that generally 
ends in unhappiness for all. In this case it 
leads to the husband seeking gaiety outside his 
home circle, with the inevitable result that he 
finds in another person the woman whom he 
imagines his wife ought to be. ‘Time passes, 
and the wife, aware of his infatuation, skilfully 
cloaks her despair under a mask of indifference. 
She abandons the saving scheme, and plunges 
into a whirl of gaiety, with the result that her 
husband, at first unobserving, finally realises 
what a very attractive woman his wife is—to 
other people. However, the author bridges the 
gap between them, and in the end both realise 
that their love for each other is as strong as 
ever it was, and rainy days may come so long 
as they are together to meet them. 


The play is excellently acted, although one or 
two mannerisms somewhat spoil the effect of Miss 
Hackett’s performance. Miss Hawley is well 
suited in the part of the wife, and, without un- 
due emphasis, manages to convey the type of 
woman over whom the fear of poverty is always 
hanging. Mr. Metcalfe is quiet and restrained 
as the husband, and really, one sympathises with 
him to a very large extent. The photography 
deserves special mention, many of the lighting 
effects being particularly noteworthy. Altogether, 
it is decidedly a film we can recommend. (Lubin 
film.

Sexton Blake: The Stolen Heirlooms. 


A.«very good detective drama, with an abun- 
dance of strong sensation, has been written round 
one of the latest exploits of the famous detective, 
Sexton Blake, who runs Sherlock Holmes close 
as a popular-hero of melodrama. He 1s called 
in to trace a valuable pearl necklace and a 


parcel of on 4 belonging to Marion Fenmore, 
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a wealthy heiress recently married. The mystery 
with which Blake is confronted has been made 
clear in the carlier portion of the play. 

Harold Craig was a rival of Fenmore’s, and 
when the latter married the heiress, Craig de- 
cided to be revenged. He and his associates 
entice Fenmore to play cards, and he is soon 
so heavily involved that he appropriates some 
bonds belonging to his wife in order to raise 
money. He then enlists under the name of 
Frazer, and writes to his wife confessing his 
error and stating his intention of going out of 
her life for ever. Craig and his gang have 
managed to break open the safe and secure the 
necklace, and by intercepting Fenmore’s letter 
Craig leads Marion to believe that her husband 
is also responsible for the theft of the necklace. 
When Blake takes up the case he discovers a 
letter written to Fenmore by Stella Durkhoff, 
an accomplice of Craig, and he employs his 
assistant to shadow this lady. It is then dis- 
covered that Craig has been murdered by his 
own gang by means of a poisoned bouquet of 
flowers. Blake gets into the house, but acci- 
dentally handling the flowers, he is rendered un 
conscious, and falls into the hands of the gang. 
He is dragged to a sawmill and fastened to the 
sliding bed of a revolving saw, from which posi- 
tion he is rescued at the last moment by the 
police, who have been summoned by Tinker. 
The chief of the gang loses his life in a motor . 
accident while trying to escape from the police, 
and Fenmore, who has been invalided home | 
from the Front, is welcomed back by his wife, 
to whom Blake has restored the aaa pnd 
the bonds. 


The play is handsomely mounted, and an ex- 
cellent company gives full value to the various 
situations, which, though not showing any great 
originality of invention, are cleverly introduced 
and decidedly effective. The general production 
and the photography are alike excellent.

One of the best features of the drama is 
the photography, both indoor and exterior work, 
the various scenes all being laid around a cer- 
tain well-known part of London.

Here he vainly seeks employment, and is at last 
driven to desperately demand the aid of a grasp 
ing father. The supposed quarrel is overheard 
by the servants, and suspicion soon points to 
the son. His joy at the birth of a first child is 
rudely interrupted by the arrival of a detective, 
who informs him that the old man has been 
shot. The young fellow, quietly taken from the 
bedside, is arrested, but the detective, by a 


clever piece of reasoning, gets upon the track: of. 


a suspect. j | 


Soon Alice and her mother are in distress 
and evicted from their dwelling. A Samaritan, 
in the person of the richly attired Bella, comes 
to the rescue, and they, with the child, go to 
her home. Billy, the crook, and master of the 
house, suddenly appears. The police are after 
him. In a flash the secret of Bella’s opulence 
is revealed, but no time is lost, and her partner 
makes a daring escape. First a rush in a fast 
car, an accident, then a daring flight over a 
number of roofs and parapets. He is at length 
shot dead, and. simultaneously with the release 
of Jaek and a reunion, we have a poignant scene 
where the wayward girl sobs out her grief at 
the death of a partner whom, we suppose, had 
his godéd qualities. Quite an exciting last act, 
and played in very taking style. (Weston film. 
Standard Feature Film Company, Limited. In 
three reels. Released early in June.)

In the first of a list of special humorous films 
which, we are told. are to be presented under 
the style and title of “ Shakespeare Minced,” we 
can safely say that the producers have given us 
a distinctly good and useful item for any pro. 
gramme. The settings, unlike the average notion 
of amateur theatricals, are such as the obliging 
local decorator would whole-heartedly design, 
the furnishings and effects just as would be forth- 
coming from the property man at the “ Assembly 
Rooms,” and the stage hands and supers very 
reminiscent of a strange breed still existing 
among “the smalls.” With the allotment of 
parts, as in the accepted manner of such bodies. 
by fear or favour. we have a set of vlayers 
who, from the dudish Hamlet (who has left his 
cheese counter) to the Ovhelia from the local 
tea rooms, will be seen as quite capable of any 
degree of histrionic art. 


A good deal of sly humour is also presented 
bv the distinguished fand other) patronage of 
whom we have occasional glimpses in various 
narts of the house. Thev are, in some cases. 
evidently imbued with a certain anpetite for the 
nersonal gratification of petty jealousv, but the 
local pawnbroker quickly takes exception to the 
words “Mine Uncle.” and leaves the stalls. Not 
so, however, the denizens of the gallery. one or 
two of whom have a glorious opportunity later 
on in being enabled to punctuate Hamlet's re- 
ference to “Somethine rotten in the State of 
Denmark.” Each of the players scores a more 
or less gratifvinge success, one of the hits of the 
evening heine witnessed when the portly but. 
cher, as the Ghost, sticks half way down a stage 
trap, the slides of which have evidently not re. 
ceived previous inspection. The lake scene is 
also nroductive of several ludicrous effects. poor 
Ophelia being the heroine in but one dilemma. 


There is no need to outline the famous storv 
further than to state that. as presented by the 
Mudford Amateurs, it serves to form the peg for 
‘1 cap‘tal burlesque. Not. perhaps, verv reverent

No matter what opinions may be advanced as 
to the novelty, or otherwise, of such a story, 
there will be no denial of the fact that ‘‘Her 
Martyrdom’’ is a play destined to grip the spec- 
tator. Although inclined, in treatment, toward 
the conventional, the various scenes are admir- 
ably played, and we are simply compelled to 
take a keen in-erest in the trio of characters 
essential to the development of the leading epi- 
sodes. The settings and photography are most 
effective, and the drama is worked up to a splen- 
did climax, the final act witnessing a thrilling 
fizht between the male characters, a narrow es- 
cape upon the part of Hamilton, at the hands 
of Reynolds, and a powerfully tragic scene 
which spells the end of the woman’s self-sac- 
rifice, and vistas of a regenerating love. In this 
play, Arthur Johnson has a golden opportunity 
and once more reveals himself as an artist of 
the first degree. 

The story is simply that of a girl typist who 
has practically bestowed her favours in love 
upon a fellow clerk, then realises that her young 
employer has aroused in her a true and lasting 
affection. When the clerk bids her demand from 
IHJamilton the money for his trip to the West 
(he 1s under medical orders), the girl consents 
for the sake of peace. Under the agony of 
mental siress she does the bidding of Reynolds, 
readily consents to advance the necessary cash. 
snd Tlamilton, a really good fellow at heart, 
While Jim is away, the lovers get married, the 
dowrv being secretly depleted in order to help 
the formcr sweetheart to a recovery. When 
Revnolds returns, he has a bitter awakening, 
and proves quite a mean fellow, vowing ven- 
veance against the man who has really been his 
best friend. 

A vile scheme of blackmail is followed bv a 
burglary, Dolly being fully aware whom the 
miscreant is. A scene of tense anxiety is 
brought to a climax by a sudden crash. The 
husband goes to investigate, and we have here 
a remarkable series of episodes culminating in 
the fight and struggle previously alluded to.

There are no very 
elaborate scenes of warfare, but just purely 
dramatic action throughout, and this excellent 
drama should certainly add much to the good 
name of its eminent producers.

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TRADE ‘TOPICS. — 


Mr. H. S. Kingdon, one of the best known 
men in the cinema business in South Africa, 
arrived by the Kenilworth Castle from South 
Africa for the purpose of taking over the con- 
trol of the film buying department of the 
I.V.T. Agency, Limited, which company acts as 
buying agents for the African [Films Trust, 
Limited, and selling agents for African Films 
Production Company, Limited. 

Mr. Kingdon, besides being possessed of 
wide commercial experience, has an established 
reputation as a showman and a competent critic 
of both picture plays and vaudeville acts, as 
viewed from a South African standpoint. As 
the buyer and exploiter of ‘‘Les Miserables” 
in South Africa he established a record which 
has not yet been broken. 

He, with Mr. Rufe Naylor, formed the Com- 
pany known as Africa’s Amalgamated Theatres, 
Limited, by merging the respective interests of 
the Vaudette circuit and the Orpheum circuit, 
the A.A.T. being later amalgamated with other 
interests from which the Theatres Trust and 
Films Trust eventuated. As general manager 
of the Vaudette circuit 
and circuit manager of 
theA.A.T., heassisted 
materially in the rapid 
development of the 
bio-vaudeville —_ busi- 
ness in Africa and 
since the formation of 
the Theatres Trust 
and Films Trust he 
has simulta 2ously 
carried out the onerous duties involved in the 
positions of assistant general manager to both 
companies. 

Important developments in the business aré 
indicated by the arrival of Mr. Kingdon and 
the fact that the I.V.T. Agency will in June 

remove to more commodious premises. 


Since being apprised of the foregoing inter- 
esting development we have learnt that the 
famous Itala production, ‘“‘Cabiria’’? has been 
purchased by the African Films Trust, Lim- 
ited, for all territories under their control.

Their 
more prosaic but utilitarian value is not likely 
to be overlooked by the astute exhibitor, for the 
24,12,and6-sheet posters in four and six colours, 
are among the most interesting that have yet 
been issued in connection with the picture in- 
dustry, and the variety of postcards, photo- 
graph slides and throwaways offer the exhibitor 
such a choice of material as he rarely has the 
opportunity of obtaining. 


In its quarterly report as to action taken under 
the Cinematograph Act, 1909, the Theatres and 
Music-Halls Committee of the London County 
Council stated that it had granted new apph- 
cations for licences as follows:—9, Acre !.ans, 
Brixton (licensee, T. H. Crosby); Volunteer Civil 
Force Life Targets Range, Coburg Row, West- 
minster (W. M. Power); Grand Theatre, Fulham 
(Rufus Naylor); Holloway Empire (H. T. 
Underwood); 12-13, King Street, Poplar ‘John 
Bussey); 538-540, Kingsland Road (A. P. 
Grange); West London Theatre, Church Street, 
Edgware Road (R. 
Spectreman). Appli- 
cations had been made 
to the Committee for 
a reconsideration of 
decision not to 
renew, after Decem- 
ber, 1914, the cinema- 
tograph licenses of 
certain premises, and 
after consideration, 
the Committee agreed to extend them as follows : 
17-19, Great Windmill St., to Dec. 31, 19155 317 
Kennington Park Road, to Sept. 30, 1915; 211, 
High Street, Camden Town and 341, Walworth 
Road, from March 1 to Dec. 31, 1915. The 
fees payable in respect of licenses the Com- 
mittee decided to grant for premsies at 62-68, 
Rosebery Avenue; 100, Rotherhithe New Road, 
anc 38, Tower Bridge Road, had not been paid 
and consequently licences had not been issued. 
The ‘Committeq had been advised that no 
licence was in force in either case. 

Tkree complaints as to the character of per- 
formances were received by the Committee. One 
of these related to a variety tum at a music 
hall, and modifications were required to be made. 
Another complaint was in respect to a film ex- 
hibited at a cinematograph hall. It was re- 
ported to the Committee by its officer that 
the .character of the performance was un- 
objectionable. Imrithe:|third case, the attention 
of the Comimitreechaving| been izawn to a certain 
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film, all persons holding licenses from the Council 
under the Cinematograph Act were informed 
that in the opinion of the Council the film was 
not suitable for exhibition in a place of public 
entertainment. During the quarter as many as 
498 reports of inspections made by the Council's 
officers as to structural and other matters were 
considered by the Committee and in all but 
I0O some action was necessary. 

In July last year the Chairman of the Theatres 
Committee gave an undertaking that the Com. 
mittee would consider the status and objects 
of the societies on whose behalf Sunday ent2r- 
tainments were given, of the premises at which 
Sunday entertainments were held, and_ the 
fmancial results of the entertainments. As a 
result authorisation of the performances had been 
withdrawn in five cases, and out of 273 theatres, 
at which entertainments are now held, the Com- 
mittee had required the rents charyed to the 
societies to be substantially reduced in ninety- 
seven Cascs. 

An interesting debate on the above report 
occurred at Tuesday’s meeting of the L.C.C., 
when Mr. Smallwood moved that the committee 
be instructed to take more drastic action than 
that indicated in the report. He alleged that 
the proprietors of cinematograph theatres 
charved charitable societies extortionate rents, 
at the rate of ‘‘ £5,000 or £8,000 per annum,” and 
further stated that ‘‘some of the societies them- 
selves are bogus.’”’ Mr. J. H. Greenwood, 
however, reminded the Council that it fixed 
the rentals charged to _ societies. Mr. 
Harry Gosling twitted the committee on it: 
‘ridiculous attitude’? on the matter of Sunday 
entertainments, and said that the cloak of 
charity was only pretence. Qn a division the 
motion was lost, and the committee’s action 
was approved. —_——_—. 

There should be many hearty greetings for 
Mr. J. Frank Brockliss wpon his return from 
the States. We hear that he sailed from New 
York in the Adriatic on Wednesday last.

It is with sincere regret that we have fo 
record the dem'se, from typhoid fever, of Mr. 
Gaston Melies, which occurréd at Aiaccio, Cor- 
sica. He was long associated with his brother, 
George Melies, of Paris, and went to America 
in 1903 in order to handle their brand of Star 
films. being, in fact. the first to establish the 
film business in the States. Gaston Melies was 
one of the leading figures in the American film 
world, and his Bae ea will, le know, be 
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deeply regretted. It is believed that his health 
was really undermined by the hardships of his 
extended Pacific tour. His last days were spent 
in France and in Corsica. He is sucteeded 
in the charge of the Melies Manufacturing 
Company by his son, Paul G. Melies. 


Our local correspondent records the reported 
death at the front of one of the late staff of 
the Electric Theatre, Pershore. Private 
Hughes was at one time commissionaire, and 
was a prominent and well-known figure in the 
town, also a great favourite with the patrons 
at the Electric Theatre. He was a reservist 
of the now famous Worcestershire Regiment, 
and taking part in several severe engagements 
was wounded, being, in consequence, invalided 
Fome. Upon returning to the front he was drafred 
to his old platoon, and soon got into’ hard 
fighting. It was in the terrible encounter at 
Neuve Chapelle that Private Hughes lost his 
life. le will certainly be missed by many 
patrons of a popular enterprise. 


The old saw about ‘‘combining instruction 
with amusement’’ is more than verified by the 
magnificent show of Kinemacolor pictures 
which is enjoying such a lengthy run at the 
Scala Theatre.

Among the many attractions which are now 
a feature of the London season a high place 
should be accorded to the moving pictures 
being shown daily at the Alhambra, Leicester 
Square, and illustrating the humours and perils 
of the Australian Antarctic Expedition o1 
1911-14. The heroism of such a venture is 
vividly recalled by the fact that two members 
of the Expedition, which was commanded by 
sir Douglas Mawson, lost their lives upon the 
journey. The commander himself risked his 
life by remaining behind with a stricken com- 
rade while his colleagues left for Australia. 

The various views, appropriately enough, in- 
clude one of Aladdin’s Cave, from whence 
commenced the fateful journey above referred 
to, and one where the brave party are seen 
battling with an icy wind blowing at a tremen- 
dous speed. The title of the films is indeed 
‘The Home of the Blizzard’’ and singularly 
well chosen it is. A good deal of humour is 
afforded by the penguins, who are seen to per-. 
form for their strange visitors, and many other 
tit-bits have been secured by Mr. Hurley, 
camera man to the party. An accomplished 
lecturer gives the final touches to a deeply in- 
teresting exhibition.

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The New Home of the Edison Company. 


By the courtesy of Mr. A. 
F. Wagner, General Manager 
of Thomas A. Edison, Ltd., 
we had the privilege of mak- 
ing a thorough inspection of 
the very handsome new pre- 
mises at 164, Wardour Street, 
into which the Company re- 
cently moved and where the 
work of the firm is now being 
carried on with that smooth- 
ness and ease which speak of 
a perfect organization, and 
with the great advantage 
of having every department 
under one roof. ‘The situation 
is an ideal one for the busi- 
ness, for if Wardour Street 
does not possess all the dig- 
nified aloofness of Clerken- 
well recent improvements are 
rapidly transforming it into a 
handsome thoroughfare and 
there are many compensating 
features in the fact that it is 
rapidly becoming the centre 
of the film trade, while within 
easy reach of the more 
social amenities of the 
West End. 

The building, which is 
from designs by Messrs. 
William Woodward and 
Sons, of Southampton 
Street, Strand, is a hand- 
some erection of six 
storeys, constructed of red 
brick and Portland stone 
and is not only appro- 
priate in character for a 
business house but is re- 
miniscent of that period to 
which the neighbourhood 
owes some of its finest 
architectural features. The 
Edison Company occupies 
the whole of the building 
with the exception of the 
ground floor and the base- 
ment, and in addition to 
a wide stone staircase, on 
to which two doors open 
on every floor, the build- 
ing is provided with a 
Waygood Automatic Lift.

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Should we beat the patriotic drum in rela- 
tion to our business? Here is a gem of a 
query which has many facets: as many facets 
as a finished Amsterdam stone. Immediately 
one puts up an argument on patriotic trading 
—I am talking of the film trade now because 
that is my business—someone comes along with 
a poser against any rigid rule, which sends 
you home to think. Is it fair that German 
productions should be hired to theatres at such 
a time as this? says one, and at once his great- 
est friend, whom he realises is, deep down, as 
good a patriot as himself, answers with a tan- 
talising query. Must a man who has bought 
and paid for a German film before the war 
started, sit down and suffer a dead loss because 
an event, wtich he did not in the Icast aniict- 
pate, has arisen to prejudice his purchase? 
Mind you he did not purchase that film as a 
vamble against war being declared, it was a 
simple business transaction. 

Now, I myself, have found the question most 
tantalising because I want to baittle for the 
British producer, who ought, but doesn’t 
benefit by every advantage the cutting off of 
continental supplies might give. Yet I cannot 
deny verities, and therefore pass on to some: 
thing which offers a better chance for support- 
ing the boycott of enemy productions. 

Here is a fact which, if everyone in the film 
world does not know, I hope will be sent far 
and wide, and thoroughly masticated. <A great 
deal of German-made film is coming into this 
country, and the money paid on these pictures 
is going into the hands of the enemy to help 
provide the bullets and shells which are striking 
down our brave Tommies. They are coming 
via Holland, Switzerland, and Scandinavia. 
Soon after the war started various German 
manufacturers made arrangements with agents 
in contiguous neutral land's to take the whole 
of their productions for dissemination through- 
out the world, including Great Britain and her 
colonies, as the productions of those neutral 
states. Fictitious trade marks replace the 
German marks, and the films are issued under 
the names of firms which have never produced 
a foot of film. The other day, for example, 
I saw a picture which had recently arrived here, 
in which I recognised streets in Halensee, Steg- 
litz and Schoeneburg (suburbs of Berlin) and 
the Tiergarten, the great park in the centre of 
the German capital. Further than this an 
Adler (Ecgle) six-cylinder taxi-cab, such as are 
only known in Germany and Austria, was used 
in the picture. It is not a good picture, but 
it will go round the halls of Great Britain, and

in each cinema it appears will crowd out a more 
worth British production. 


Without thinking, the reader will ask why 
should such a picture be taken in preference to 
a British film just as good? Is it because of 
any inherent fault in home productions which 
the Britisher will not better? Is it on account 
of prejudice, or is it because the British manu- 
facturer does not know how to market his 
wares ¢ 

I shall not attempt to answer direct—it 1s 
dithcult, as difficult as those psychological fac- 
tors which upset one’s theorising without any 
apparent valid reason. We ignore these quaint 
twists of nature very often because we are cal- 
culating, and in our cold reasoning do _ not 
reckon in enough of that intractable quantity 
—humanity. 


British film productions have improved ox. 
of all recognition, British dramas and com~. 
dies are nearer our taste, are more suitable for 
our public, and in quality all round are as good 
—-oftimes better—than foreign productions. 
But British films of a few years ago were de- 
“idedly inferior to imported works. They got 
a bad name, a strong, at some times even 
herce, prejudice raged against them on this ac- 
count, and-—‘‘Give a dog a bad name,”’ etc. 
Prejudice is a stiff obstacle to overcome, a bad 
name takes a deal of living down, so the Brit- 
ish film manufacturer and the man marketing 
his wares, saffer for the faults of many year: 
avo. 

There are some who will say this is not cor- 
rect, and that a good film will find a market 
whatever the brand. True, to a certain ex- 
cent, that is, in regard to those who see the 
film, but what about the thousands of cinema 
managers who do not see the films, and are 
reduced to selecting by trade mark!  Hun- 
dreds of these demand a picture of a certain 
make in each programme simply because in the 
past, when competition was not so keen 
and the British manufacturer did not pro- 
duce the best quality stuff regularly, they 
learnt to rely on a certain few brands, and 
it is difficult to convince them that to-day there 
are other makes equally reliable. The result 
of this state of affairs is that an old standing 
foreign firm with a good picture will perhaps 
sell eighty copies while a British firm, of not 
such a wide favouritism, with an equally good 
picture. considers itself lucky if a third that 
number is disposed of. - 


Then, again, the viewer is a very busy man 
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so busy at times that it is a wonder he main- 
tains, as I have found he dues, an equable tem- 
per and judgment. Sometimes he is pressed 
for time, some firm’s programmie has to be left 
out of his review—who goes ?—the smaller Brit- 
ish firms, as is only natural. The theatre 
manager, who reviews, also finds it impossible 
to see all the show stuff put on at various 
houses; the smaller houses are given a miss! 
This is not by way of complaint: it is natura, 
yet it upholds the statement that prejudice 
avainst British stuff still exists, and works un-. 
fairly against the British films agent and manu- 
facturer. v2 

But, says argument, the renter surely would 
buy the best, British or Foreign, and offer it 
to the theatres. Unhappy fallacy! The 
renter could once upon a time. He does not 
now for a very simple reason. His business 
is not nearly so profitable, he is making an up- 
hill fight against competition, and this enforces 


the condition of buying against demand, and 
not to create demand. In other words he has 
to purclase just what his clients ask for. Ihis 


is not always correct, but in the vast majority 
of cases it is so. | 

Very often the renter is compelled to ignore 
a good picture by a small but sound British 
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house, while he is forced to order a great 
number of copies of mediocre pictures of a 
foreiyn make just because one of that brand 
is demanded by a number of theatres, without 
regard to the quality of the production. In 
two or three weeks, very often, the renter hav- 
ing been compelled to buy anumber of new copics 
to accommodate his first-run customers, finds 
so many theatres have been = supphed = thit 
this particular picture has had its run before it 
has covered its cost. 

This is one of the chief difficulties besetting 
the renter—his business is hard enough, God 
knows, and it is made. stilll harder, because, 
except to such and such limits he is not al- 
lowed to pick and choose as he would like 
alwavs. And one of the causes of this posi- 
tion is prejudice. He knows it, though he 
hardly likes to admit it, and he realises, also, 
that if he could say: ‘I will not, in any cur- 
cumstances, buy more than a definite number 
of any particular release of any brand, but wili 
cas! my net wider and gather in the very best 
despite the trade mark,’’ his business would be 
on a mere profitable and = stable basis. 

(Jne day the public—which has a mighty 
powerful voice when it lifts it up—is going to 
make it possible for him to say that.

pre-cmnent position. 

We know of no subject, even amongst the 
great film productions of the past, which better 
lends itself to perfect representation on the screen. 
than the life of Julius Ceasar. The great qualitics 
ot the man who, during a comparatively short 
life, entirely altered the world’s aspect as soldier, 
statesman and writer, are made familiar to us 
from our early youth; though it is to be feared 
that we appreciate his literary gifts only when 
we have safely left our youth behind us. fa 
Ceesar’s great victories, his superb triumphs, his 
political and his tragic death we have an op- 
portunity for scenic display which can only be 
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‘greatly effective on the vast scale permitted by 


the medium of the cinematograph. 

The producer has refrained from founding his 
scenario on Shakespeare’s play, and we think 
most wisely, for we are not in accord with those 
who believe that the cinematograph may suc- 
cessfully compete with the stage play. Thus 
it may easily defeat its own object, as do those 
theatrical managers who attempt in their pro- 
ductions to compete with the cinematograph. 
We have known productions of “Julius Cesar” 
where the skilful manipulation of a mob has 
left a more permanent impression than Ca:sar’s 
intrigues, the conspiracies of Cassius and Brutus 
or even the eloquence of Mark Antony. 


The 


turbulence of a mob or the manceuvring of ~ 
a great army are more difficult to represent in 
the confined limits of the stage than are the 
subtleties of human emotions without the aid 
of the human voice. 


And it is in this respect that the producer 
of this film has achieved his greatest triumph. 
In the short compass of four reels he gives us 
a graphic and comprehensive outline of Ceesar's 
career, every phase instinct with dramatic force 
and every scene presented with an artistry which 
cannot be too highly appraised. 


Of all the scenes which illustrate this life of 
Cesar, from his early romances in the hous:2- 
hold of Cato, his temporary submission io the 
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tyranny of Sulla, his military successes and tr.um- 
phant return to Rome, and at last his tragic fate 
at the foot of Pompey’s statue it is difficult to 
select one scene which is more remarkable than 
another for its artistic perfection. Perhaps the 
most popular will be the scenes in Rome when 
the populace accord the victor his triumph after 
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his toy boats in the basin of a fountain in a 
marble courtyard. 

The acting honours are shared by every in- 
dividual in the vast crowds employed and a very 
strong cast of well-known actors, headed by 
Signor Amleto Novelli as Julius Cesar, have 
the distinction of appearing as principals in what 


the campaign in Gaul; but others which cannot 
fail to evoke enthusiasm are the Siege of Alessia, 
the landing of Pompey’s troops on the shores of 
Macedonia, the crossing of the Rubicon and 
the stately dignity of the final scenes in the 
Senate. A very charming picture, too, is the 
first appearance of the young Brutus, sailing 


is undoubtedly the greatest company of actors 
that has ever been assembled in one production. 
For the great artist who is responsible for this 
masterpiece is to be congratulated on the fact 
that every man, woman or child employed in its 
representation has so entered into the spirit of the 
period that it seems rather like a page from the 
history of the past than a theatrical performance.

New York, April 16th. 

The great news of the week, and indeed of 
the month, is that affecting the Paramount Pic- 
tures Corporation on the one hand and the 
‘Famous Players and the Jesse Lasky Picture 
Plays Company on the other hand, and it is 
now given out that the contract between the 
distributing company and its producers has 
been extended to a period of twenty-five years. 
This, it goes without saying, is the longest 
period of time for which a contract has ever 
been made in the world of films, and it attests 
the stability of the moving pictures conditions 
in the United States. 

This new arrangement still leaves the Para- 
mount Pictures Corporation free to purchase 
negatives in the open market whenever needed. 
The most remarkable clause in the contract is 
the one which provides that the exhibitors 
using Paramount service are to vote on the 
quality and the drawing power of each produc- 
tion, and if the productions of any one manu- 
facturer fall below a certain percentage for a 
period of one year, then the Paramount 
Pictures Corporation has the right to decline 
any further productions from that source. At 
present all parties to the contract are extremely 
well satisfied. I had interviews with Mr. W. 
W. Hodkinson, president of the Paramount 
Pictures Corporation; Mr. Samuel Goldfish, 
who represents the Lasky interests; and Mr. 
Adolph Zukor, speaking for the Famous 
Players Company. All these gentlemen declare 
that the new arrangement is bound to result 
in a vast improvement of quality, being a won- 
derful incentive to the producer to attain and 
realise his highest ideals. 

After a good deal of hesitation and uncer- 
tainty, ‘The Eternal City.” the Famous 
Players eight re&A special production, was 
opened at the Astor Theatre on Broadway this 
week. The scenic and panoramic views of 
Rome form the backbone of this attraction, 
and it is entirely just to say that without these 
aids the feature would sink to the level of quite 
an ordinary production. The attendance at 
the theatre has not been remarkable. The 


production proves one fact very conclusively. . 


‘The American producer has so far utterly failed 
whenever he has attempted a big classic or 
semi-classic theme. In this field the Italians 
have set a_ standard with “Quo Vadis.” 
“Cabiria.” and the ‘‘The Last Days of 
Pompeii,’? which remains not only unequalled 
but unapproached, and with every desire to be 
‘patriotic and to see merit in the productions 
-of mv own country I would nave to blind my- 
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self not to recognise the fact that ‘The Eternal 
City’ is not in a class with the really big 
productions. 

It may also interest your readers to know 
that the storm against the further presentation 
of ‘* The Birth of a Nation,’’ the sectional film 
play based on civil war and reconstruction days, 
is gathering in force and volume. Only last 
night a shower of eggs splashed against the 
screen. The eggs were hurled by a white man, 
a Southerner, who protested against one or 
two of the scenes which were particularly irri- 
tating and calculated to awaken and inflame 
race hatred and race prejudice. Having taken 
this somewhat unconventional method of 
blotting out the scenes which he did not like, 
the protestant was escorted to the police 
station. On the same night a coloured lawyer 
arose in the audience and made an impassioned 
speech against the picture, which he denounced 
as an infamous libel on the coloured race. He, 
too, was quickly taken care of by the attendants 
and hurried to a police station. It is very 
doubtful whether this play will be permitted to 
be shown in other parts of the United States. 
New Yorkers are proverbially short in memory, 
and anything that offers them a spectacle is 
welcome. The more sober-minded people cf 
the middle west and the northern west will not 
forgive assaults and aspersions upon the cause 
of the Union and the scurrilous slanders upon 
the abolitionists in which this picture abounds, 
and which makes it objectionable aside from 
its morbid details. 

We have now fullv half-a-dozen so-called 
feature service companies, all of whom are buy- 
ing negatives in the open market. There is but 
one exception, and that is the new combination 
formed by four of the old licensed producers, 
the Vitagraph, Lubin, Selig and Essanay. Two 
of these last companies have been producing 
features for some time past. and the Vitagraph 
has been noted for the excellence of its work 
in that line. Lubin. too, has a number of 
splendid feature negatives ready for release. It 
remains to be seen what the other two com- 
panies can do. It is very evident, even to 
superficial observers, that six feature service 
corporations releasing one feature or more per 
week are absolutely exceeding the demand, and 
predictions are freely made that some of these 
newer companies. founded on optimism rather 
than experience, will find it hard to hold their 
own in the new competition which is growing 
keener every dav. It is auite possible that in 
mv next letter I may have to chronicle the 
collapse of one or two of the new companies.

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A [NOVEL SUGGESTION. 


COMPULSORY WAR PICTURES AT ALL 
CINEMA THEATRES. 


In times like those through which we are at present 
passing, when people can be found who, through nar- 
row-mindedness or a misconception of what should 
and should not be permitted having regard to all 
existing circumstances, and who seek to stir up an 
agitation which has as its objective the abandonment 
of all amusements until peace is proclaimed, too much 
emphasis cannot be laid upon the expressed opinions 
of those who, rather than see a limitation of amuse- 
ments, candidly and honestly advocate their extension 
upon the grounds of the general good. For this rea- 
son, the disinterested opinion of a leader-writer of the 
Daily Mazl expressed in that paper’s columns this 
week should be brought into as great prominence as 
possible. Discussing the Government's attitude to- 
wards the country since the war started, and condemn- 
ang the secrecy which has held greater sway in this 
country than in any other, not excluding Germany, 
the writer states with much force and truth, “The 
Germans have this advantage over us: that their 
public is kept interested in the war by brilliant war 
correspondents and constantly changing cinemato- 
graph films and photographs, so that every man, wo- 
man and child knows what the war means, and how 
the nation is fighting.” Having thus indicated this 
very real advantage ihe Germans have over the people 
m this country, the writer urges that the Governmemt 
ment “should insist that every cinema in the country 
should follow the example of the German Government, 
and now of the French, and rep'ace vhe ‘ ridiculous ’ 
comic films now being displayed with actual pictures 
showing what war is.’ 

Without commenting upon the allegation of “ ridicu- 
Jous comic films,” there can be no doubt that picture 
theatres afford the best possible medium for instruct- 
iwg the general public. Fikms, photographs, pic- 
tures, impress the average mind far more than 
erdinary letterpress, and as demonstrating the truth 
of this contention it is only necessary to bear in mind 

enormous circulations of the hailfpenny picture 
papers, more particularly since the outbreak of war. 
The simple explanation of this is that the average 
mind is more deeply impressed by a photograph than 
by the most brilliant narrative. In this war, at any 
rate, up to a few weeks ago, the opporvunities for the 
war correspondent, even with the most brilliant pen, 
have been practically non-existent. But even had war 
correspondemts been penmitted in the firing line from 
August last, their dispatches, whilst they would have 
been read, and eagerly read, would not have stirred 
the imagination of those people who supplv the 
majority of the men for our Army. Moreover, those 
people are the very people who have no time to read 
a daily paper morning by morning, but who “go to 
the pictures” with the same regulari:v as thev go to 
work. If comic films were displaced by “actual p‘c- 
wares showing what war is”—and this phrase means 
more than the excellent topical bi-weekly productions 
—those people would not grumble; they would wel- 
come the change, for they would have opportunities of 
seemg in picture fomn what, from time to time, thev 
have described, very meagrely owing to various rea- 
sons, by their sons with the Colours, and not at all 
by the newspapers. Then such film-pictures would 
also bring more vividly to the mind of all who saw 
them exhibited the significance of such bald phrases 
as “An engagement took place,” and similar “ thread- 
bare information,” and reveal some of the horrors of 
war Asa consequence, the nation would be awak- 
ened, as it has not yet been awakened, to its respon- 
<ibility, to say nothing of the poss‘bi'ities for good to 
recruiting. 

From every view-point this suggestion of compul- 
sory war films at all picture theatres is excellent, and 
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shou.d be emphasised wich that persistency which 
characterises the anti-amusement people. If carried 
into effect, it may well do more good for -he country 
generally than any step yet taken has done. ;

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IN THE MANCHESTER DISTRICT. 


(By GUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Last week saw the opening of an exceptionally 
fine addition to Manchester's picture theatres in 
the Corona Picture House, Birch Street, Hyde 
Road, West Gorton. To obtain the site for the 
building twenty-six private houses were demolished 


giving an area of about 1,000 square yards and 


a frontage of 47 ft. Upon this one of the 
most spacious and imposing picture theatres in 
the North of England has been erected, providing 
seating accommodation for 1,500 people. The 
system of reinforced concrete used throughout 
renders it absolutely fireproof, and among many 
excellent safety devices adopted the specially 
constructed doors in the vicinity of the operating 
box and winding and generating rooms, fixed 
by the Curfew Armoured Fire Door Co., are a 
useful addition. Ample space has been pro- 
vided for all offices and the operating box fitted 
with two Gaumont machines is unusually large 
and well ventilated. The exterior of the build: 
ing, by reason of the handsome green and white 
marmo front forms, is a striking contrast to its 
drab and dingy surroundings. Upon entering 
the ‘Corona the most noticeable feature is the very 
tine foyer, whilst a portion of the premises close 
hv has been set apart for a café. With regard to 
the decorations and furnishing of the theatre the 
latest and most approved ideas in these mattcrs 
have been successfully carried out. The colour 
scheme is the popular Wedgewood bluc with 
fibrous plaster panels. In addition a large and 
well equipped billiard hall containing eight tables 
has been provided and is recciving plenty of 
patronage. Two performances nightly are given 
in the theatre, and matinees on Monday, Wednes- 
day and Saturday; the latter being specially for 
children. The prices of admission are 2d., 3d., 
4d. and 6d., all seats except those at the lowest 
figure being plush tip-ups. With) regard to 
management this is in the capable hands of Mr. 
Percy A. Spilsbury, the Managing Director, late 
of the Trocadero, Rusholme. The chicf picture 
of the opening programme last weck was “ rom 
Flower Girl to Red Cross Nurse,” and during 
the latter half “London Mystery.” Vhis week, 
in addition to Keystoncs and the “Current 
Budget,” the principals are “ His Fighting Blood" 
and “ Surgeon Warren's Ward.” 

Business at the Scala, Pendleton, continues 
steady but at a satisfactory level. Two of the 
films screened recently obtained results worthy 
ot special mention. These were the “ King’s Out- 
cast’? and an excellent two-real drama entitled 
“The Senator's Brother.” Mr. I. J. West, the 
manager, has been ‘ee successtul in) pleasing 
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his patrons by securing as much variety as 
possible in his programmes. Last week, out of 
thirteen different items, ‘‘ War is.Flfell,”’ ‘‘ The 
Locked Door,” and “The Property Man” were 
the principal. This week ‘Surgeon Warren's 
Ward” and “Children of the Circus” are the 
two best. The Scala is fortunate in possessing 
a pianist of such ability as Mr. Harold B. 
Hocking, whose accompaniments prove a great 
attraction. 

The history of the Salford Cinema is one of 
consistent progress, the only limit being the 
seating capacity of the building.

SOUTHPORT SNIPPETS. 


(By OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 


Probably every town has its own peculiar features 
of cinema activity, and just nuw a very popular 
phase of the leading form of entertainment is be- 
coming once more particularly noticeable in South- 
port. I refer tu the matinée performances which, 
trom the very commencement, have, in this towa, 
always seemed to possess a more than ordinaty 
attraction for the public. There are, of course, 
many reasons to account for this very evident popu- 
larity of afternoon shows. ‘The population consists 
largely of the leisured classes; many of the visitors 
to the town are invalids who come for the benefit of 
the mild air, and wae not caring to venture out at 
nights, find the well ventilated picture theatres an 
admirable means of entertainment during the day; 
the large number of boarding schools on half holi- 
days provide patronage, many pupils attending dur- 
ing the day, and thus taking advantage of privileges 
which school discipline forbids at night, while these 
same schools also ‘“‘officially’’ recognise the value of 
the cinema as an educator, and when films of edu- 
cational importance are being shown, take the whole 
schoul class by class, and afternoon by afternoon, 
to profit by ocular insiruction. Southport mamnage- 
ments have not been slow to grasp the value of 
this popularity, and have made the most of it by 
increasing facilities and encouraging ihe  enthu- 
siasm, and now that the bright spring weather 1s 
here, matinées are one of the most gratifying 
features of the picture caterers’ enterprise. Sun- 
shine and sea breezes bring people daily into the 
town from the suburbs, outlying districts, and less 
happily situated neighbourhoods. ‘The visitors soon 
learn that sea breezes are often chilly, and that 
spring sunshine is brighter than it 1s warm: then 
the prospect of afternoon tea and an excellent selec- 
tion of pictures constitutes an irresistrble :enupia- 
tion. Besides, cinema matinées are the thing in 
Southport. You find all the ‘‘best’’ people there. 

There is, perhaps, no better illustration of th's 
craving for afternoon pictures than the state of 
affairs which exists at the Palace. Mr. Kennedy 1s 
always to be relied upon to compile programmes of 
outstanding merit, Mrs. Parker's long experience of 
the foibles of the Southport public, makes her an 
ideal manageress to supervise the in.ernal arrange- 
ments, while Mr. Greenwood, at the piano, has cap- 
tured the heart of a town that rather prides itself 
upon being musical. The combination of these 
three factors ensures the success of afternoon shows, 
and whenever I look in at the maiinécs, it 1s a case 
of looking in early or taking my chance of a seat. 
The last fortnight’s pictures have kept business very 
brisk. ‘A Desperate Ride’ and ‘‘Queen of 
Diamonds’? were stars that filled the first week’s 
hou-es, and it was not mere national sentiment, but

Blizzard, who commands the 
third reserve, was present in the evening, and fol- 
lawing the exhibition of a patriotic film, took occa- 
sion to thank the proprietors for their wenerasity, and 
the public for attenaing in such considerable num- 
bers as thev did. He said he was sure that all were 
enjoving the nictures, and, in addition, they would 
derive the satisfaction of knowing that the whole of 
the money paid on entry would go to provide com- 
forts for men who were very near and dear to minv 
present.

Coincident Applications at Birkenhead, 


The Birkenhead magistrates have granted .wo new 
cinema licences in respect to buildings which are 
iv be constructed almost next door to each other, and 
within zoo yards of the well-known central picture 
theatre—the Queen's. Nemher application, curiously 
enough, was opposed by any religious denomination. 

On behalf of the application by Mr. A. L. Murphy, 
of 64, Duke Street, Liverpool, one of the directors 
ot the Bedford Cinema Company, H was stated that 
it was proposed to reconstruct, at a cos. of between 
£5,000 and £06,000, the premises in Conway Street, 
known as the Old Post Office. ‘lhe building was in- 
tended 'to seat 780 people, and the exits would open 
on to three streets. The Queen’s Hall, which was 
about roo yards away, was owned bv the Bedford 
Cinema Company, of which the applicant was a 
director. It was proposed to conduct the house on 
slightly different lines to the Quecn’s. The mini- 
mun charge to the new hall would be 6d., and it 
was the intentron to cater for grown-up., and not for 
children. At the Conway Street house, ;here would 
be one performance cach night, and not two. The 
site was in an excellent and central position, and all 
the tramway routes touched that vicinity. | It migh.

LUinited Cinemas, Limited, came before Mr. Justice 
Astbury. Counsel for the peittioners said the parties 
had come to temms, and he now asked that the petition 
should be dismissed without costs. 

ACTION AGAINST AGENTS. 

In the King’s Bench Division on Wednesday, be- 
fore Mr. Justice ‘Bray and a special jury, Mr. Arthur 
Charles Bartlett, film salesman, sued Messrs. Hubsch 
and Co., Limited, 290A, Gharmg Cross Road, W.C. 
for damages for alleged wrongful dismissal, for 
salary and commission, also for alleged breach of 
contract. - 

Mr. F. Hinde appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Doughty for the defendant. 

Mr. Hinde stated that plaintiff was clawning for 
salary due, also salary in lreu of notice and commis- 
sion alleged to be due. In March, 1913, plaintiff was 
engaged as London salesman for the film department 
of defendants’ business for twelve months, at a salarv 
of £2 10s. per week, together with a commission of 
1} per cent. for the business done up to £30,000 per 
annum, and a commission of 2 per cent. on all busi- 
ness done by him over £30,000. The engagement 
was terminable on three months’ notice on either 
side, Plaintiff served the defendants with very great 
satisfaction. After his engagement, he was taken to 
Germany by the managing director, who introduced 
to him a number of film manufacturers. A little 
later, the Secretary congr&tulated plaintiff on the 
work he had done. He had obtained an order of the 
-value of between £600 and £700 from one client. In 
February, last vear, plaintiff suddenly had presented 
to him a traveller’s book, in which he was asked to 
make entries. Plaintiff objected on the ground that 
he was not a traveller, and contended that, im con- 
sequence of this refusal, he was dismissed by the 
-defendants. | 

Mr. Doughty, for the defence, denicd that the de- 
fendants terminated the agreement, contending that 
the plaintiff left on his own account. There had been 
‘a dispute respecting the keeping of the traveller’s 
book. Mr. Browne, the managing director of the 
-company, told the plaintiff that if he made things un- 
comfortable, he would have to go at the end of three 
months. 

Mr. H. A. Browne, managing director, in his evi- 
dence, stated that a traveller and a salesman was the 
same thing. He denied that the plaintiff was sum- 
marily dismissed. : 

_ The jury reurned a verdict for the plaintiff for the 
salary due to him

Re- 
cently business has been fairly good at most places 
(though not what it was before the cloud burst), but 
this is onlv sustained through the presence in the 
towns of huge numbers of men in khaki. Mos? of 
these soldiers are recruits, and are only in theneigh- 
bourhood to undergo tra‘ning. As this is completed 
they are sent awav. Last week thousands of shem 
entrained for the South, and by the time these lines 
are in print will very likely be “somewhere in France.” 
It is this departing of the patrons which is worrying 
managers. Whilst in the town there was no hetter 
place for them to spend a couple of hours of their 
“leave” than in the picture palace, and ‘n most cases 
a ladv friend was at their side. The loss of the 
patronage of these soldiers and the friends thev 
brought to the halls cannot be ignored. True, there 
will be some thousands of men left in the ne'gehbour- 
hood, but 50,000 men at ‘he least have gone into she 
Armv from what the military authorities call ‘the 
Sunderland area,” and as nearly all of -hem are he‘nr 
sent awav vou can readily understand the nosition. 
Against this is the verv comforting fact that the 
orders for war vessels and munitions are keening the 
various shipvards, engineering works, etc. splendidly 
employed, and much coal is being hewn: but withthe 
departure of so manv of these new Armv men.nprac- 
ticallv all of them local lads, the clzentele which re- 
presents an appreciable proportion of -the cinema’s 
patrons will be very seriously diminished. Then, ton, 
summer is a-comin’ in, and fine nights are not good 
for business. It will be seen, therefore, that very 
soon many halls will perforce have to face the music. 
The best thing about it all is that the men who are 
left behind are all making extra wages, and that will 
enable them and their relatives :o snend more ijn 
places of entertainment. In the towns, too, there is 
alwavs a large number of peon'’e who are uneffected 
by temporary conditions, and here the _ better-class 
halls score. It is what one may call the middle-class 
hall that mav be hit, even more so than the ~maller 
places, which have neither the establishment charges 
that the middle-closs hall has +o face nor the need to 
counter cpposition by running new. or practically 
new, releases. These poorer halls can wait untilthe 
films are down in value. while nanv of them are 
family affairs and are able to effect exchanges with 
similar halls with films that. consequently. see much 
service in a short time. Just now, as I mentioned 
recently, some of the cinemas in the pit districts are 
being badly hit. The town and suburban halls have 
by far the best chances of weathering anv new dan- 
ger that mav threaten. When the war Broke ont 
things, vou wil remember, looked awfu'lv black and 
we all feared disaster. This. hann'!v, has verv Jargelv 
been averted. Let us hope, Micawber-like, that some- 
thing else will turn up to prevent anv further loss of 
business. The cinema has certainly come to stay. 
We know that, and the fact that at the moment it is 
holding its head up more successfully than anyother 
form of entertainment or recreazion speaks :rumpet- 
tongued agains: “t suffering anvthing but a temporary 
set-back. We are all naturally fearsome about the 
next few months, c:inemas apart. Everv heavy battle, 
accompanied by Briti-h losses, will seriously affect 
receipts, but, on the other hand, everv victory willbe 
celebrated by imcreased “takings” in the picture 
houses, so eels have these bece me port of the 


national life of the a oe And, [ eathes there a 
OOS e 
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man’? who doubts but that our victories will outnum- 


ber our reverses? 

Meanwhile we hereabout are suffering from Zep- 
pelin scares. When the pilot of this vaunted Ger- 
man “terror” mistook Blvth piers for the Tyne piers. 
Sunderland, South Shields and the Hartlepools were 
plunged into darkness with but a few minutes’ warn- 
ing. This hapnened just as she “second houses” 
were gathering up or taking their seats. Fortunately, 
the militarv authorities had previously enforced the 
use of hurricane lamps, so that the significance of the 
sudden lowering of the lamps was not realised for a 
while by the audiences. But the switching off of the 
electric power and the lessening of the ras supply to 
a minimum told at once in the operator’s box, for it 
meant that he couldn’t get his picture. After waiting 
a short while, the fact that a Zeppelin was about be- 
came known, and no assurance being forthcoming 
that the power services would be restimed left miun- 
agers with no alternative but to send their ‘‘second 
houses” home. The loss was heavy enough, but 
would have been much worse had it happened to the 
“first house.” At all.events. managers and s¢.ff go: 
away earlier for a change. Very few of the halls over 
the whole district had a show that night. Those tha: 
had benefitted through having their own private in- 
stallation wholly or partly independent of the public 
power supply. ‘Many places, of course, have their 
own dynamos, but as these are driven by eas en- 
gines,and the gas was also almost cut off,they were 
in the same unfortunate boat as their neighbours. I: 
was altogether an unique experience. There have 
been three or feur scares since, bu luckily these 
occurred after the various places of entertainment 
had closed for the night. 


Great was ‘he enthusiasm at the Pavilion in Derbv 
Street, at South Shields, last Thursdav nigh‘. when 
Mr. S. Dring. its ropular manager, was accorded a 
complimentarv benefit—a tvpe of recognition of faith- 
fl service that Northern proprietors might conv a 
little more frequently tnan ‘s their wont. Mr. Dring 
will be remembered as the former manager of the 
Mueen’s Theatre in she borough. and as he was, T 
believe, the first local manager to introducethe Marv 
Pickford pictures to Shields, :t was nicely appropriate 
that “Such a Titt'e Queen” should be the special star 
film on his benefit night. 

Much activity prevails at the North-Fastern Film 
Agency headquarters at Cinema House, Monkwenrr- 
mouth, where I found Mr. George Black and his able 
licutenant, Mr. Bert Warrington, and the staffalmost 
overwhelmed in the excess of business which has 
accrued since the recent reorganisation. My inquiries 
respecting “Tillie’s Punctured Romance,” for the 
rights of which the firm is understood to have paid 
f5.000, showed that the “spec.” is proving an excel- 
lent one. The B.B. Film Hiring Companv are 
handling it in Scotland, and they are sending word 
that they are gevting better prices for it than anv 
known film in the market, When it was shown to the 
[rade in Glasgow, Mr. Warrington told me, hirers 
and managers were bidding for it as at an auction 
mart. No less than forty copies of this six-reet Kev- 
stone comedy are to be put into circulation, anumber 
which is phenomenally iargec, but which, from present 
appearances, will not he in excess of the demand. 
Posters advertising it ae eo ng out at the rate of 
10,000 a week, theséibeialy diepatched, of course. to

In starting the second half it was 
impossible to have everyone seated immediately, 
and when the police arrived people were making 
their way to their seats. Shortly afterwards every- 
body was seated, and there was no confusion or 
danger. A similar thing happened in every hall 
after an interval. If the magistrates construed ob- 
struction as including people leaving their seats and 
going back, it weuld he impossible to give any 
performance under the Cinematograph Act without 
a breach of the regulations.—Mr. Whitaker, in sup- 
porting the statement made by Mr. Roberts, said he 
did not think there was a safer hall in England 
than the De Luxe: they could empty the whole 
building in about one minute.—-The magistrates, 
however, inflicted a fine of 20s., including costs.

I hear that Mr. George H. Smith, the chief 
of the Vitagraph Company, is contemplating a 
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visit to Scotland. In the Land o’ Cakes, Mr. 
Smith will find a real welcome awaiting him, 
for there is no more popular brand in the north 
than ‘‘Vitas.”’ 

Mr. Harry Hart has joined the ‘staff of 
Jury’s Pictures (Scotland), Limited, in the capa- 
city of traveller. Mr. Hart’s long association 
with the Trade in Scotland is a valuable asset 
to any firm, and in his new sphere he will be 
welcomed by many old friends in the North. 

The alacrity with which renters in Glasgow 
have come to the help of the Belgian Relief 
Benefits will be much appreciated by exhibitors. 
To have programmes, entirely different from 
those submitted at the regular entertainment, 
should prevent the benefits from interfering 
with the attendance at the usual sessions, and 
to have them free will help to swell the funds. 


GLASGOW NOTES. 


The various halls in Glasgow have reason to 
be well satished with last week’s returns. 
Many county holidays were on, and as the 
weather was not conducive to outside enjoy- 
ment, the cinemas got a big share of the visi- 
tors’ patronage. 

Last week | mentioned Mr. Harry Bur- 
dette’s advertising scheme for ‘‘Tillie’s Punc- 
tured Romance,’’ and promised more details. 
The frontage of the Cinema House is 45 ft., 
and right across is a huge streamer, full width, 
and 5 ft. deep. Parading the street is a pro- 
cession of twenty sandwichmen, who walk be- 
tween six huge trolleys with 48-sheet, 24- 
sheet, 12-sheet and 6-sheet posters. In the 
vestibule of the hall a full-sized figure of 
“‘Charles’’ stands smoking (actually smoking 
by an ingenious device) his inevitable cigarette. 
The above, with newspaper advertising, ough* 
to ensure a record week’s business, and it needs 
no prophet to predict this when the week’s en- 
gagement ends. 

n the selected programmes printed in our 
last week’s issue, there was a specimen of an 
all-Keystone week at the Salon, Glasgow. All 
records went by the board, and when I tried to 
gain admittance on two occasions, it was only 
to find not even standing room. Verily, Mr. 
Watson knows the fare to give his patrons, 
and the Salon now ranks as one of the busy 
houses of the city. 


At La Scala, last week, many visitors were 
attracted by Mr. Ponting’s cinema lecture. 
“With Capt. Scott in the Antarctic.”” Though 
the pictures and lecture have on a previous 
occasion visited the city, the popular Scala all 
last week accommodated interested crowds, 
who were delighted with the pictures, and en- 
thralled by the thrilling details of the hazardous 
journey of the intrepid explorers. 


The popular little St. George’s Cross Hall is

at present in the hands of the decorators, and will 
snortly blossom forth completely rejuvenated. 
A pretty scheme of decoration has been decided 
on, and the entire hall is being redecorated. When 
finished, Mr. £wadale wall have one of tne nicest 
little halis in the city, and as his programmes 
are always enjoyable, ne will find no lack of pat- 
rons. 

Mr. George Baker, the popular manager of the 
Hillhead Salon, the beautiful West-End house, 
informs me that business keeps on improving. 
This week the “stars” are, ‘‘Frustrated’’ and 
‘‘Shadows of the Past,” while a good selection of 
comedies and topicals are also included. 

The attendances at the Theatre de Luxe kcep 
up in spite of all opposition. | Programmes of 
exceptional merit are always presented, and pat- 
rons can depend on getting the ‘‘somewhat ditfer- 
ent” at this hall. By the way, a new system of 
gas-lighting has been installed here, as an auxil- 
liary to the electric arrangements. ‘Two turn- 
cocks in the vestibule can flood the hall with 
light at a second’s notice in event of any failure 
of the electricity. The installation has been 
characterised by the fire inspector and master of 
works as the most perfect in the city. There’s 
nothing like having things right, and many halls 
I know could do with a lesson from De Luxe. 

The King’s Cinema, Charing Cross, keeps in- 
creasing its clientele, and no efforts are being 
spared to make this a really popular house. On 
Friday evening a military gala night was held, 
when the R.A.M.C. and many other branches of 
the Service were well represented. 

The Pickard Halls, five in number, provide en- 
tertainment for many thousands of Glasgow's 
workers every week, and many of the foremost 
exclusives are screened. Mr. Paul, the booking 
manager, is a keen judge of a drawing picture, 
while the catchy advertisements emanating from 
the general office, never fail to reach the mark. 
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At all of Messrs. Green’s halls—Govan, Gor- 
bals, Tollcross, Bridgeton, Round Toll, etc.— 
good business is being done at present. Serials 
are being run at every hall—‘‘Trey o’ Hearts”’ 
and ‘‘Million Dollar Mystery,’’ and first-run fea- 
tures are to be found in most of the programmes. 

The suburban halls in all districts of the city 
find business very good. Work is plentiful in 
the industrial districts, and the cinemas are get- 
ting the benefit. A great improvement is notice- 
able in the quality of the programmes, and mana- 
gers have apparently realised that the better the 


goods the better the patronage. 

In the theatre furnishing line Messrs. 
Paterson more than hold their own. In 
the stockrooms the other day I was privilegea 
to see the complete seating for four halls ready 
to be put down as soon as the halls are ready— 
in about a week's time. The halls are at Car- 
lisle, Dumbarton, Perth, and Glasgow, and ali 
are due to be laid down about the same time. 
Mr. Riddell will have his hands full, but is 
quite capable of overcoming these little difh-

specials of this firm, and the statement is con- 
firmed by the increasing number of halls I find 
screening Famous Players and Lasky subjects. 
The former are becoming very popular, both in 
the east and west of Scotland, and exhibitors 
are alive to their drawing powers. The attend- 
ance at this firm’s Trade show in Glasgow the 
other day suffered from the clashing of dates, 
but those who selected this one in preference to 
the others lost nothing thereby, for the subjects 
shown were such as would tempt any exhibitor 
to get them on his programme book at once. 
“ Clothes’ and ‘‘ The Redemption of David Cor- 
son”? were the two Famous Players productions 
screened, and both were well up to the high 
standard of this company’s photoplays. 


The Edinburgh: Film Supply Company goes 
along nicely, and is doing very good busizess, 
both at the head office in Edinburgh and at 
the Dundee branch. Many programmes are sup- 
plied, and exclusives are always well booked up.

(_... , Zo» SL SCOTTISH RENTER’S RAPID RISE. 


In the year 1896, a time when a great miny of 
present members of the Trade did not even dream 
of its possibilities, Mr. George Green was exhubit- 
ing moving pictures to the people of Scotland, 
being one of the pioneers of the business. The 
vicissitudes of the business in these early days, 
and they were many and interesting, varying from 
film fires to one of the firm’s elephants aimlessly 
trampling on a projector and ending its career, 
cannot be dealt with in this present sketch, but 
may form the theme for a subsequent article. 
Meantime, the phenomenal rise of Green’s Film 
Service as a renting concern claims our attention. 
Until three years ago, Mr. Green obtained all his 
films from other renters on hire, but demands for 
his increasing number of halls, and the fact that 
other showmen solicited his help in picking their 
programmes, brought him face to face with the 
necessity of becoming his own renter. Thus, ina 
office 6 ft. by 6 ft. (a disused winding room in one 
of his theatres), the business commenced which 
to-day gives employment to close on fifty people, 
and which next month will be housed in a three- 
storied building, having many thousands of feet 
of floor space. The late Mr. John Cyril Green 
was placed in charge of the hiring department, 
and it was due to the energy and intelligence he 
brought to bear on the new department that most 
of its success was attained. Associated with the 
department at the time was Mr. Dearden, now the 
respected representative of the firm in London. 
The number of customers increased so rapidly that 
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a portable building was utilised. This provided 
a fair-sized office, with a projection-room in the 
rear. Here, for a time, the business was carried 
on, but soon this proved all too small, and the 
premises now occupied by the firm were con- 
structed. These in their turn were this year 
found insufficient, and a move is being made in 
May to larger premises in the centre of the City. 
Messrs. Green now own ten halls, and have one 
rebuilding, and three for which plans are at pre- 
sent being prepared. The equipment at the Carni- 
val includes, in addition to three motor cars for 
delivery of films, a large weil-lighted studio for 
production work, and a completely fitted deparit- 
ment for developing and printing; and on the 
present premises being vacated, they will be con- 
verted into another studio for special productions. 
lhe hiring department is now under the charge of 
Mr. Fred Green, whose experience with travelling 
shows and permanent halls fits him admirably tor 
the position. An intuitive capacity for doing 
things and getting them done has marked Mr. 
I'red. as the right person to carry the business to 
still further prosperity, and when the business has 
progressed from four halls and five customers 
three years ago, to ten halls and over a hundred 
customers having compleie programmes to-day, 
no one can deny that it is on the right lines. 
While encouraging regular programmes, Messrs. 
Green have built up a big connection in exclusives, 
while they have supplied the demand for serials 
in a way which quite entitles them to use the 
phrase: ‘“‘The house for serials.’’ 
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SCOTTISH MANAGERS I HAVE MET. 


Since coming to Scotland on behalf of this jour- 
nal, I have been impressed by many thing's in the 
cinema industry. One 
thing, however, which 
impressed me more 
than anything else was 
the character of the 
manager employed to 
direct the destinies of 
the several houses. In 
the early days it was 
the prevalent idea that 
no one who lacked 
experience in the en- 
tertainment world was 
capable of managing a 
picture house, and if 
the prospective man- 
ager had had a good 
training as a variety 
artist his qualifications 
were perfect. Many 
managers I have met 
are ex-members of the 
“profession,’’ and right good fellows and 
capable business men they are, but others 
from the same school would have been better

And what are the qualifications possessed by this 
gentleman? A good business training? Yes, for as 
science master in the 
High School of Glas- 
gow, Mr. Cuthbert- 
son worthily fills a 
post which only a 
person of exceptional 
ability could hold. 
An inborn. love of 
cinematography and 
all it means? Mr. 
Cuthbertson was one 
of the first in Scot- 
land to recognise 
and emphasise the 
value of moving pic- 
tures as a means of 
education, having lec 
tured to the Scot- 
tish Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation on the subject 
of ‘‘The Use of the 
Cinematograph for 
Educational Purposes,’’ in 1912, and again 
in February of last year, being one of

Exhibition in Glasgow, where he also ably 
deputised for Mr. Best, of London. Mr. Cuth- 
bertson was celebrating the second anniversary of 
his hall last week, which, since the day he took 
charge of it, a few weeks after the opening, has 
never looked back, and the results have been satis- 
factory to directors, shareholders, and all con- 
cerned, The qualifications briefly outlined do not 
however, exhaust the list. Mr. Cuthbertson is a 
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keen judge of a good film, due no doubt to the 
fact that he has achieved considerable fame as a 
playwright. The Glasgow Stage Society, the 
forerunner of the Glasgow Repertory Company, 
produced two plays from Mr. Cuthbertson’s pen: 
“The Sentimentalist” and “The Vengeance of the 


Frontier,” while the Glasgow Poetry Society also 
produced “The Sickle and Cross” and “The 
Cavern.’? Mr. Cuthbertson is also the author of 


many successful sketches, and is a valued con- 
tributor to the literary pages of the Glasgow 
Herald. Some day he may add to the list by 
trying his hand at scenario-writing, and I have 
no doubt he will achieve another success in that 
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new branch of literature. During his period of 
management, Mr. Cuthbertson has screened most 
of the cinema successes of the times, and, in 
addition, has popularised his hall by screening 
local topicals taken by himself, for our friend has 
gone whole-heartedly into the business. To visit 
Cathcart Picture House and havea chat with Mr. 
Cuthbertson is one of the pleasantest episodes in 
a cinema journalist’s routine. That such men as 
he are connected with our industry is one of the 
sure guarantees for its permanency, and its con- 
tinuance in the affections of the people of the 
country. 


GLASGOW EXHIBITORS AND BELGIAN REFUGEES. 


On the invitation of the Committee of the Bel- 
gian Relief Fund (for the relief of distress in Bel- 
gium), exhibitors in Glasgow and the West of 
Scotland attended in good numbers in the Mer- 
chants’ House, George Street, Glasgow, on 
Wednesday, to deliberate on ways and means 
whereby they could assist the fund. Patrick S. 
Dunn, Esq., Belgian Consul for the West of Scot- 
land, presided, and, in opening his remarks, said 
it was well known that everyone in the cinema 
industry in Glasgow was noted for their gener- 
osity to the various funds brought into existence 
owing to the Great War. Many cinema 
houses had already contributed considerable sums 
to the Relief Fund, but it was felt that a united 
effort would result in something on a large scale 
being done. Any efforts made by exhibitors 
would be heartily appreciated by the Committee, 


and by the starvine people in Belgium. 


Mr. Thos. Butt, of the Theatre de Luxe, Glas- 
gow, who has taken a keen interest in the move- 
ment, said he had suggested that Mr: Macharg, 
the secretary, that a meeting ought to be called 
to ascertain if some scheme to benefit the fund 
could not be run on co-operative lines by the ex- 
hibitors. He commended the fund for two rea- 
sons. It had the advantage of being under un- 
impeachable auspices, and from the wav it had 
been administered to date they had a guarantee 
that everything would be done properly. Bel- 
gium had sacrificed herself for us, and the state of 
the country was worse than anyone could con- 
ceive. The fund had already disbursed £140,000, 
and of this only £150 had been spent on salaries. 
Thougn the money kad been expended to the best 
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advantage, the need was so urgent that a balance 
of £1,600 was all that was left in the bank at 
the time of the last statement being made up. 
The picture houses could do something to help. 
Many had already given benefits. Good luck to 
them; let them do it again. Messrs. Gaumont, 
Pathé, and B.B. Pictures, Limited, had promised 
to let exhibitors have programmes of films free 
for any entertainment they might arrange. 
(Applause). He was against the idea of all 
houses having their benefit on the same day; if 
held on different days, each could help the other, 
by acting as stewards or selling tickets. He 
would be pleased to sell tickets for any opposition 
house, or to announce the date of the benefits at 
other houses on his screen. 

Mr. J. Ballantyne (secretary of the Exhibitors’ 
Association) said the picture houses had already 
done considerable for the funds generally. He 
had suggested to Mr. Walker, the Secretary of 
the Corporation Fund, that the magistrates should 
give them permission to open on Sunday, to. help 
the funds. He would give his guarantee that the 
concession for this purpose would not be regarded 
as the thin end of the wedge in favour of perman- 
ent Sunday opening. Sunday opening would 
assure the greatest good, and he thought that 
with the influence of the Relief Fund Committee 
behind them, permission would be granted. 

Mr. Butt agreed that it would be an admirable 
thing if it could be carried out, but he did not 
think even if they went in a body, that they would 
get the permission. 

Miss Rowler, of Kilmarnock, said she had al- 
ready given two Sunday benefits, and could en- 
sure far larger returns from a Sunday evening 
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entertainment than from any other day in the 
week. 

Mr. Fred. Smith, of the Picture House, detailed 
the conditions under which he got permission to 
have a Sunday concert in aid of the Red Cross 
Funds, and expressed the thought that the magis- 
trates would not agree to Sunday opening. 

Mr. John M’Phie, Coatbridge, said that the 
matinee idea for town outside of Glasgow was no 
use. All the people were at work during the 
day. In Coatbridge he had no difficulty in getting 
a Sunday evening show. 

Mr. Chas. H. Williams, Dunoon, said the war 
had undoubtedly helped the cinema houses in the 
West of Scotland, and he thought that one night’s 
entertainment should be given to the fund. Mr. 
Williams favoured the whole of the entertainments 
being held on one night, and the event advertised 
as a Belgian Relief Night all over. 

Mr. Taylor, Partick, supported Mr. Williams, 
and said the halls, having full day shows, should 
give a full day’s drawings to the fund. 

Mr. Lawton, secretary B.B. Pictures, Limited, 
agreed with Mr. Ballantyne 7e Sunday opening, 
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and, further, said that matinees were no good in 
working-class districts. Mr. Bennell had sug- 
gested to him that a considerable amount might 
be raised if tickets were printed and sold, to be 
available any day during a Belgian week. 


Mr. Smith said that a considerable sum could be 
raised by collections in the hall. In Manchester 
he had collected £300 by this means. 


After further discussion, it was agreed that 
benefits be arranged, and Mr. Butt proposed, and 
Mr. Kennedy (Savoy) seconded, that every penny 
be given to the Belgain Relief Fund. This was 
unanimously carried.

House Journals. : 

My recent note in reference to these has 
brought many copies, but pressure on space 
will only permit of a brief mention of a few. 
First comes the De Luxe Gazette, which, with- 
out effort, easily takes the lead, filling the bill 
in every respect. It amuses (vastly), educates, 
and fulfils its mission as a guide to the future 
doings at its headquarters in a way that com- 
pels both attention and attendance.: It is it, 
ois well become a standard for others to 
go by. 

The Gorbals Cinema Bulletine, issued weekly 
by the versatile manager of the Gorbals Pic- 
turedrome (Mr. Cruickshank) is a little organ 
which one cannot lay aside with a cursory 
glance. One feature is a serial (when will we 
ever get rid of that word now?) written by 
the editor, and entitled “‘The Macpherson 
Serial.’’ Written in homely Scottish dialect, 
Macpherson’s doings are really worth reading, 
and if it were for this item alone the Bulletine 
-would justify itself. But, like the pictures 
Mr. Cruickshank screens, his little journal is 
all ‘‘meat,’’ and is proving a power for goad 
to his hall. 

The Springburn Advertiser, the house organ 
of the Prince’s Pleasure House, is more am- 
bitious, and requires four crown pages to tell 
its tale, which it does very effectively. Pro. 
minence is given to events at the Prince’s,’’ 
and every week the novelised version of the 
“Trey o’ Hearts,’”’ now running at this house, 
takes up a good part of the space. Other 
items are hints for the home, wit and humour, 
‘and several interesting pars of local news. 
Mr. Stewart finds the issue a paying invest- 
ment, and the Advertiser has come to stay. 

The Maryhill Star, which is published weekly 
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by Mr. Welsh, of the Maryhill Star Palace, is 
less ambitious than its contemporaries, tut 
not less interesting or less useful in its pur- 
pose. It is smartly written, and while being 
mainly an advertisement of the hall, it con- 
tains just the necessary modicum of interesting 
matter to make patrons peruse it from first 
line to last. The back page is used for a 
condensed version of the ‘‘Trey o’ Hearts 
novel. 

The Tollcross Clipper, issued from the Toll 
cross Cinema, still goes on in its pushful way, 
and is found a splendid help in pushing the 
business of the hall. Versatility in the read- 
ing matter is a strong point, and in its limited 
space there is something to interest everyone.

We have here a very interesting and drama- 
tic little sketch by Mark Swan showing the diffi- 
culties that surround a girl who is compelled by 
circumstances to earn her own living, told simply 
and without undue sensationalism, but holding 
the attention throughout. Gertrude Sawyer works 
as a stenographer to a large corporation, and 
has a hard struggle to provide for her little 
sister, who is an invalid requiring careful atten- 
tion. Her employer, Charles Hardin, has a 
business rival in Joe Elbert, and he contrives that 
Gertrude shall be offered a post in Elbert's 
office, his object being that she shall supply in- 
formation which will enable Hardin to get the 
better of his rival. Gertrude is tempted by the 
_rise of salary offered, though when she finds 
what is required of her she is bitterly opposed 
to it, and in a stormy interview with Hardin, 
Elbert discovers the plot against him. He is 
greatly attached to Gertrude, so without revealing 
his knowledge he purposely supplies her with in- 
formation which will completely frustrate Har- 
din’s schemes. Gertrude falls in love with Elbert, 
and at last confesses the deception she has 
practised, but he convinces her that she has 
been of material assistance to him in his business, 
and he claims the right in his turn to look 
after her future and that of her sister, who is 
soon restored to health. 

Though there is no great originality in the 
weaving of the plot, it is pleasantly told, and 
perfect acting makes it a very enjoyable enter- 
tainment. Miss Gertrude McCoy and Mr. 
Richard Tucker are an interesting pair of lovers, 
and Mr. Charles Sutton and Mr. Robert Brower 
contribute studies which are of great value to 
the play. The appointments and photography 
are fully up to the high standard of this studio’s 
work. (Thomas A. Edison, Limited. Released 
June 3rd.

Chariie’s Night Out. 


The countless admirers of Mr. Charles Chaplin 
will certainly welcome this film with enthusiasm, 
for it consists of two reels of farcical incidents 
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obviously strung together to provide the oppor- 
tunity for Mr. Chaplin to exhibit those comic 
gifts which have secured for him so firm a place 
in popular estimation. Of plot there is little or 
nothing, and the film may be described as an 
elaborate and comprehensive study in inebriety. 
Chaplin goes out with his friend, Ben Turpin, 
for an evening’s entertainment, and the fun is 
certainly fast and furious. The sight of these 
two disreputable tramps mixing with the com- 
pany in a gorgeous restaurant and behaving in 
a manner which would not be tolerated in an 
East-end beerhouse, is sufficiently amusing in 
itself, and by disregarding any pretence at realism 
adds to the absurdity and enjoyment of a humour 
which is extravagant to the last degree. Chaplin 
appears in the old familiar costume, and does 
all the old familiar business, some of which 
which might well be spared, but most of which 
is rendered ‘even funnier by its constant repeti- 
tion. The ease and apparent lack of ctfort with 
which Chaplin works his quaint tricks show him 
to be a very conscientious and hard-working 
actor in his own peculiar line, and the company 
supporting him, with one or two exccptions, 
prove themselves readily adaptable to this style 
of burlesque. Ben Turpin gives an excellent 
burlesque performance, and the gigantic hus- 
band whose jealousy is aroused by Chaplin 1s an 
excellent foil. 

To say that Mr. Chaplin ts as good as ever 
is merely to say that he repeats the perform- 
ance that has made him one of the most popu- 
lar film comedians, and which will cause roars 
of laughter wherever it is shown. (Essanay. Re- 
leased June 3rd.

Mr. Edward J. Montague has written a comedy 
which is full of humour, and shows quite remark- 
able ingenuity and invention, of which the utmost 
has been made by a company of favourite come- 
dians who play together with the dash and com. 
bination of a first-rate football team. 
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Henry ‘Brown, soon after his return from his 
honeymoon, receives a letter from an old flame 
demanding a handsome cheque in return for a 
packet of letters in his handwriting which the 
lady possesses. He explains to his wife that he 
must pay a business visit to his friend, Stevens, 
in Philadelphia. Having secured the letters, he 
returns in triumph the next morning, but by 
mistake picks up the wrong suit case when 
leaving the train. His wife reads in the paper 
of a daring burglary at Stevens’ house the night 
before, and her suspicions, which are aroused by 
her husband’s ignorance of the affair, are con. 
firmed when she finds his suit case packed with 
silverware. Gentleman Harry, a notonous crook 
whom ‘Brown has met in the train, calls for his 
suit case, and learns that Mrs. Brown has gone 
to Philadelphia to return the silver to Mr. Ste- 
vens. Gentleman Harry follows her, and cleverly 
manages to change the cases at the booking: 
office. He runs into Brown, who is in pursuit 
of his wife, and in a struggle the silver comes 
to light, the burglar is arrested, and Brown re- 
ceives five hundred dollars for his capture. He 
then manages to steal the packet of letters 
from his own suit case during the journey, and 
his wife’s astonishment is great when she finds 
that instead of silver she has brought Mr. Sie- 
vens a collection of her husbind’s nightwear, 
and he is received as a hero for his daring 
capture of the burglar. 

Mr. Lee Beggs, who has already fully estab- 
lished his reputation as an inimitable farce actor, 
is responsible for the production, and plays Henry 
Brown with infinite humour. He receives mag- 
nificent support from Miss Florence Natol, Miss 
Eulalie Jenson, and Mr. Billy Quirk, who com- 
bine to make this comedy one of the most suc- 
cessful of recent Vitagraph releases. (Vitagraph.

Saving the Fort. 

The general air of brightness in this drama 
is still further accentuated by the very remark- 
able camera work and picturesque marine vicws. 
In one portion a singularly fine advantage has 
been taken of reflections in a silent pool, while 
at other points in the story we have cleverly 
chosen vistas of marine caves and grottoes which 
bespeak considerable care in the selection of 
locality. The interior views in an old seaport 
villa are no less entrancing, and, as a setting 
for fine acting, these and the foregoing are seen 
to present a really finished picture. There is 
a simple, easily followed story which, by the way, 
strikes hard at the methods of the foreign spy, 
further point being given to an interesting little 
play by clearly shown maps and charts handled 
by the villain of the story. Whatever may be 
s.id as to anv plenitude of spy dramas, we cer- 
tainly feel that a few more such as this would 
be quite acceptable. The attention of the spec- 
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tator is, by reason of the construction of the 
play, fully concentrated upon a limited cast, 
and, as usual with fhe French artist, the acting 
is such as to hold the attention to a very marked 
degree. 

In an engaging little story which might well 
have formed a couple of leading chapters in a 
popular novel, we note that at a picturesque 
old place, now a deserted inn, near a seaside 
fort, the wife of the innkeeper has been left 
alone with her child upon the outbreak of war. 
A former lodger, now gone from the palace. had 
left behind him various papers and unsettled 
business affairs which form a pretext for an- 
other man’s arrival at the inn. The new boarder, 
as with the other, is a secret service man, and 
he is not long in finding explicit plans which 
will aid the destruction, by dynamite, of the 
adjoining fortress. Here, by clever fighting’ 
efiects, we arc powerfully shown the methods by 
which the new spy sets to work, and we have 
the plans and his ferretting out of the locality 
unfolded alternately, and in a very ingenious 
way. 

Choosing a suitable night, the Teuton arouses 
the woman, who sits by the bedside of an ailing 
child. Cautiously the story is unfolded; we note 
the deft touches of a clever producer, and how 
the heroine tracks the man she has cause to 
suspect. By the time she has arrived at the 
cliffs near the fort, the fuse of a battery of 
cartridges has begun to burn. She bravely 
cuts apart the live portion, then hastily conceals 
herself in a small cavity. The plotter returns 
to ascertain the cause of delay, and is examin- 
ing the cut fuse when the woman takes him 
unawares. Agility proves more powerful than 
mere bulk, and an enemy of France hes dead at 
the base of the huge cliffs. Althengh not strictly 
uriginal, nevertheless a successful and very 
effective feature. (Gaumont Company, 
Liniited.

The vogue of industrial drama, to which is 
allied a strong domestic interest, will long con- 
tinue, and especially so will this be realised if we 
can occasionally be furnished with so cleverly 
directed an example of its kind as ‘‘A Daughter 
of the People.’”? For sheer virility and power, the 
drama should alone command success, while the 
excellence and intelligibility of the sub-titles forms 
a further recommendation. While touching upon 
the latter, it should be added that the conversa- 
tional caption not, as a rule, the most successful 
of efforts in ‘‘sub-titling,” is here both well 
adapted and striking in its bearing upon several 
of the main episodes. The various types depicted

carried home seriously injured. In the hearing 
of the crowd, Bill vows that he will kill Stullman. 
Lhe mob of starving workers is easily incited, and 
there follows a stirring series of incidents as they 
force their way into the grounds of the mill- 
owner’s mansion, breathing threats apainst its 
occupants. Dell, meanwhile, has arrived at the 
house, and while warning Stillman, is aghast at 
the sudden onslaught. 


Ihe workers storm the house, and Bil, now’ 


known to Stillman as the originator of the fire, 
attempts to advance the claims of the workers. 
Losing his temper and reproaching the muster, the 
workman is about to kill, when he hears the 
words: ‘‘Strike, and you will ruin the future of 
your son. If you believe in a Deity, appeal to 
him to save you and yours through all Eternity.” 
Dissuaded from his murderous plan, unsuccess- 
ful in his plea, the worker returns to his fellows. 
Dell now pleads with the master, and told by 
Stilman that marriage with him will only save 
the people, at last goes to the window and pro- 
nounces the sentence: “ My people, the mills will 
open for you.” Stillman, the brute once more 
awakened in him, arranges with a rascally attor- 
ney for an illegal marriage, and, while the 
workers return to the mills, the master and the 
heroine are upon their honeymoon trip. 

When old Hamilton asks for his child, he is 
coarsely told by Sam that she has sold herself to 
Stillman. The latter soon awakens to the pure 
mind of Delia Hamilton, and the first act upon his 
return is to place all child workers upon half-time 
as a proof of a new regard for his employees. 
When Thornton, his partner, anda farvenu wife, 
attack the character of Dell, the master nobly de- 
fends her honour, but receives a painful surprise 
when the girl, now aware of the common rumour, 
leaves his household. A strong scene occurs 
where Stillman, unaware that Dell is in the en- 
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vine room of the mill, tells Sam that he alone 
can make Dell happy, but is surprised to tind tic 
engineer quite callous as to her late. One or two 
clever dramatic touches, and Vell, now tuily alive 
to the fuct that Stillman ioves her, asks him to 
take her back.

The Cilded Wedding. 

This fim adaptation of the play by Bronson 
Howard, shown to the trade at the Shat.esbury 
Pavilion jast week, proved much to the taste 
of the very large audience inviied to witness 
ils first presentation. Lue producer has a power- 
ful theme to work upon, and a varie.y of inci- 
dent and irequent changes of environment 
aliord many opportunities tor ettective treat: 
ment, of which tuil advantage has been taken. 

Lilian Westbrook, the daughter ot a weaithy 
banker in New York, 1s eugayved to tiaroid 
kKoutledye, a young artist, in spite of wich 
fact the Count de Carojac is a persistent suitor. 
John Sirebolow, a middle-aged millionaire, ana 
a friend of Lilian’s father, also ialls in love 
with her, and, unaware of her attachment, asks 
Mr. Westbrook’s permission to propose mar- 
riave. Huis letter comes at a moment when Mr. 
Westbrook finds himself on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy, and realising that only Strebolow’s 
wealth can save her father from ruin, she 
breaks her engagement with Routledge and 
marry’s her father’s friend. 

Six years later Strebolow and his wife are. 
staying in Paris, and their house is frequently 
visited by the Count de Carojac, and also by 
koutledve, who has made a great reputatior. 
as a pamter. The Count cherishes a_ bitter 
resentment against Routledge, which at last 
culminates in a public insult, and a duel is the 
result. Lilian hears that it is to take place, 
and hastens to the scene in the endeavour tou 
prevent it. Her husband follows, quite unaware 
of the interest she takes in one of the combat- 
aunts. ‘Lhey arrive too late, for Routledge has 
received a fatal wound, and Lilian’s grief is so 
intense that her husband realises for the first 
time that she has always loved the young artist. 
Acting as he thinks best for his wife, he per- 
suades her father to take her back to America. 
He meets Carojac and kills him in a duel, ana 
later on he receives a letter from his little 
daughter begging him to return home. Lilian 
has learned to appreciate his great love, and 
welcomes him back with sincere affection. 

Much depends on the acting, and the com- 
pany engaged in its representation succeeds 
in maintaining the interest throughout. John 
Strebolow is the central figure, and_ easily 
secures the entire sympathy of the audience. 
The production is elaborate, a reception at the 
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Embassy and the duel scenes being particularly 
effective. The representation of the Paris salon 
hardly strikes us as being adequate, and when 
the Count insinuates that Routledge’s picture 
bears a striking resemblance to Lilian Stre 
bolow he might have added that it also bears 
a striking resemblance to a famous picture 
which has been familiar to the public for more 
than a quarter of a century. This is a small 
detail which easily could and certainly should 
be omitted, and detracts in no way from the 
general excellence of a very fine production.

‘‘Our Boys.’’ 


Opinions will, of course, differ whether “Our 
Boys” is as effective on the screen as It has 
been for a generation past on the stage proper 
but there can be no doubt that Messrs. Cherry 
Kearton, Ltd., have, in filming the late Mr. H. J. 
Byron’s immortal comedy, done their work cx 
ceedingly well, and those who may have. often 
laughed or shed a furtive tear almost in the 
sare breath over its presentation will find their 
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emotions aroused no less by this new version 
It savs much for the producers to our wav cf 
thinking that they should so effectively have 
sustained the essentials of the old comedy which 


‘contributed very largely to its initial success. 


Admitting that the social barrier between tiie 
Baronet and the retired Butterman is not so 
clearly defined to-day as it was in 1875--the 
year in which ‘ Our Boys” first saw the light-- 
there is much that is so thoroughly human in 
the play that few will marvel at its phenomenal 
success from tthat period to the present time. 

The story is, of course, familiar to all of us 
—and if at times departures are made from tlie 
text it is merely that the situations shall receive 
fullertreatment on the screen. The artists deport 
themselves excellently in the costume of the 
period and play the comedy in a thoroughly 
spirited manner, noticeably so by Mr. Maitland 
Marler as Perkyn Middlewick, Mr. W. Compton 
Coutts as Talbot Champneys and Miss Kathleen 
Harrison as Belinda, all of whom infuse much 
character into the work. The photography is 
also very good.

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THE OPEN 


MARKET. 


If one were to cast one’s thoughts over the 
rapid changes that have characterised the pro- 


gress of the cinematograph industry during the | 


past five years, perhaps the most surprising 
thing noticeable during that time is the [xr- 
manence of the open-market film or, rather, the 
permanence of the conditions that first estab- 
lished the principle of open-market releases. True, 
the open market, as such. at the present time 
is not the same as that of four or five years 
ago, but the fact remains that in spite of re- 
peated attacks upon its stability as the basis of 
all dealings between manufacturers, renters and 
exhibitors, and innuendoes regarding its useful- 
mess, the support accorded the open market 
is, comparatively, as strong to-day as ever it 
was, and is still regarded by a large number— 
perhaps we may safely claim the majority—of 
exhibitors as the only real, safe and permanent 
method of conducting business. 

There is a lot to be said for this devotion to 
principle, but we have to face the fact that the 
exclusive film, if not seriously threatening the 
existence of the open market, at any rate by its 
active competition hampers and restricts its older 
rival; and because there is much that is at: 


tractive about Wey rey oete” point of 


view—exhibitors are often inclined to over-rate, 
its value as a paying proposition, at the same 
time under-estimating the importance to them, 
individually and collectively, of ‘keeping the 
open door.” 

As a relief from the very absurd and losing posi- 
tion created by the simultaneous showing, at halls 
in close proximity to one another and in active 
competition, of important open-market features, 
the exclusive had a great deal in its favour. But 
it has failed to keep its place, and to-day, in- 
stead of being used as an adjunct, valuable, 
even necessary, if you like, in its way, to the 
ordinary programme—a strengthening of a weak 
link in the chain—the exclusive is regarded 
as an effective talisman against the evil eye of 
competition and poor receipts. But no plainer 
proof of the popularity of the open market 
is needed than the very fact that many of the 
exclusive renting concerns are also catering for 
the open-market exhibitor, thus developing both 
sides of the renting business. To sum up, there 
is room for both exclusives and open market 
subjects; together they form a strong combi- 
nation, but of the two the latter is the more 
essential to the modern picture theatre pro- 
gramme.

‘The 
special account which appeared in The Daily 
News and Leader of the meeting provides most in- 
teresting reading and should lend much additional 
eclat if extracts could be utilised in connection 
with the advertising of the release we have hinted 
at. The film, one of two reels, has been prepared 
by the Edison Company from a scenario by James 
Oppenheim, and gives all the humour, pathos, and 
dramatic intensity of action embraced in the 
leading episodes of ‘The Life of Abraham 
Lincoln.”” The feature is on view this week 
at the Edison London establishment and will 
be shown to the Trade throughout the Provinces 
during next week. Its reception, especially in 
the cotton manufacturing districts, so intimately 
associated with American trade, should be one 
fraught with a deep significance. 


When one comes to scan over the lists of films 
down for review week after week, there imme- 
diately appears a task of some _ considerable 
magnitude for the reviewer, and it is not at all 
surprising that an occasional error, either of 
omission or commission, may be apparent. Our 
own reviewers are but seldom at fault, yet we must 
confess to an entirely inexplicable mistake in our 
last issue and would particularly ask our readers to 
carefully note, contrary to the statement which 
appears in ‘‘Comments on the I‘ilms,” that the 
Pathe subject ‘ Wiffles in Love and War’’ is 
not a reissue. A glance at page v., of the supple- 
ment in our last issue will render our. meaning 
clear and we trust that the foregoing explanation 
will remove any doubts existing as to this notable 
exclusive being, as it is, an entirely new production.

The card bore 
the name of one of the well-known plot writers who 
are in the habit of submitting plots regularly 
to the Company. It transpired that this, was 
Mr. W. J. Elliott, who had just completed a long 
period of living at Bermondsey and Poplar, 
making a caretul study of sweating conditions 
during war time for his next plot. Feeling that the 
Hepworth editorial department might not believe 
him when he told them that he had actually 
studied the conditions, he had come straight 
from the little room which he had occupied (at a 
cost of 2s. per week) so that he could prove the 
genuineness of hisclaim. The editorial department 
was, of course, very much impressed, but is 
anxious to point out to other plot writers that the 
reason for the acceptance of the plot was not the 
novelty of its presentation. The writer was 
well-known to the Company and the plot was very 
carefully considered before being accepted, in the 
usual way. Needless to say, the plot deals vividly 
with the sweating of the workers in the slums 
at the present time.

provided with uniforms. The Chief Constable did 
not press.the case, but desired it to be a warning to 
others.—In reply to the summons, defendant stated 
rhat sometimes it became necessary to have two men, 
in addition to those regularly emploved. These were 
only employed on Friday evenings, and took up their 
station in the cheaper part of the house as ticket col- 
lectors. He, therefore, did not think it necessary to 
have them in uniform, but when the inspector told 
him, he had the uniforms made.—The Bench dis- 
missed the case on payment of costs. ‘

secking exclusives is, we are informed, to take place 
on ‘May 28th, at the Shaftesbury Pavilion, when the 
first big exclusive handled by the Yorkshire Cine 
Company, Limited, is to be shown to the Trade.

CURIOUS CASE IN CHESHIRE. 


A cinema case in which several of the points 
raised by the prosecution provided a situation quite 
Gilbertian in its way was recently decided at the 
Wallasey Petty Sessions, when Mr. Matthew Chapel 
Feakes, of London, was summoned, as occupier of 
the Lyceum Electric Palace, for permitting standing 
in two of the gangways, thereby occasioning an ob- 
struction. The defendant pleaded “Not Guilty,” but 
the inspector, who, along with a police-sergt., visited 
the premises, said that quitea number of people were 
waiting in the gangways, and that when the lights 
went up, a scramble for seating ensued. The licen- 
Mr. W. H. Smith, was present, and assisted 
persons to the various seats. here were also some 


twenty to thirty people standing at the rear of the 
balcony. 


The licensee, in his evidence, said that he was 
short-handed at the time, in addition to which the day 
was a Bank Holiday. It was the invariable practice 
to allow patrons fo enter bv the right and left gang- 
ways and have the centre clear for those leaving the 
theatre. n the particular occasion, he maintained 
that he had procured seats for all who were standing 
by the time that the picture was finished. There 
were seats enough for ali but people coming straight 
into a darkened hall, required to be assisted to their 
seats. He contended that the lights did not go up as 
stated, and that it was impossible for the officer to 
have judged. The people had only just been allowed 
to enter and were soon placed in their seats. 


Mr. H. H. Joy, who appeared for defendant, said 
that it must be proved that the licensee permitted per- 
sons to stand. He said that such a charge could 
not be laid against one who was endeavouring to 
cope with those entering the theatre. He contended 
that the licensee was the best judge of the conditions. 
The officer, not being used to the darkness, would 
not be able to discriminate. Mr. Smith maintained 
that there were sufficient seats, and that everyone was 
seated within one and a half minutes. 


The Chairman (Mr. Lindsay), said that there had 
been a slight breach of the regulations, mainly 
caused bv insufficient attendance. In the curcum.- 
stances, the magistrates decided to order the pay- 
ment of 3s. 6d. costs on each of the summonses, one 
for allowing persons to stand in the gangways, and 
the other for allowing the obstruction. urther 
comment, in our opinion, is unnecessary.

THE DEFENCE OF THE REALM ACT. 


At Bow Street Police Court, on Friday last, the 
action brought against Mr. de Frece, trading as 
the Reliance Film Company, of 12, Cecil Court, 
W.C., under the Defence of the Realm Regulations, 
for having a greater quantity of film on his pre- 
mises than was allowed by his permit, again came 
up for hearing. A report of the previous hearing 
F rece, 
giving evidence regarding the visit of the London 
County Council Inspector, stated that only a cur- 
sory cxamination of the premises was made by this 
ofticial, and produced his cash book, showing that 
he had not purchased any_ films since Mr. Starr 
had withdrawn from the business.—Mr. Cartwright 
Sharp, who appeared For the defendant, address- 
ing the magistrate, drew attention to a point of law 
as to whether the authorities had power to impose 
restrictions under the Act, and he referred to the 
fact that the evidence of the various witnesses did 
not agree with regard to what took place upon the 
occasion of the inspectors visit.—The Magistrate 
said that although the evidence of the witnesses did 
not agree, he was disinclined to think that an off- 
cial of the London County Council would de- 
liberately invent the statements given in_ his 
evidence. He therefore convicted the defendant, 
and, as the case appeared to be of some import- 
ance, imposed a fine of £30, with #10 10s. costs. 


AT STRATFORD-ON-AVON. 


On visiting the old world town of Shakespearian 
fame, I find the Festival, so writes our local repre- 
sentative, in progress, and the Memorial Theatre 
attracting large crowds of Americans, who pay 
yearly visits to worship at the shrine of their 
favourite poet. The town itself does not impress 
itself upon one as being conducive to such busi- 
ness in ‘‘pictures,” but one soon becomes dis- 
illusioned after getting a short distance from the 
railway. The town itself is, on this occasion, ow- 
ing to the war, devoid of its usual embellish- 
ments, and for the time being it has taken on the 
form of quieter rejoicings. ne may see Shakes- 
pearian plays at the Memorial Theatre, also one 
may occasionally see similar plays screened at the 
Picture House, in Greenhill Street. Here is a very 
striking departure from the old world buildings, a 
modern up-to-date picture house in every way Car- 
ried out to attract the eye as far as exterior decora- 
tion is concerned. The exterior is lighted by hun- 
dreds of electric bulbs, the pay-box is of artistic 
design, while the main entrance is through a 
spacious lounge. The interior provides seating 
accommodation for 700, and is comfortably fitted 
with plush seats of the tip-up variety. Perform- 
ances are given once nightly, and_ children’s 
matinees commenced this last Saturday afternoon. 
The manager-proprietor, Mr. A. J. Mullis, brings 
his kcen business abilities to bear on this theatre. 
At one time he was interested in another picture 
house in the town, under the direction of Wad- 
brook and Mullis, but has transferred his energies 
to this one concern. In the theatre a Gaumont 
machine is used, with a 65 ft. throw, splendid pic- 
tures being the result. Mr. Mullis has at fre- 
quent intervals been enterprising enough to take 
films of local events, and screen them the same 
night, but contends that proprietors can only carry 
this out with financial success with the aid of a 
circuit of theatres. He presents fine programmes, 
which invariably contains a “Gaumont Graphic.” 
He has had, with great success, for a recent fea- 
ture, “The Inheritance of Hate.” “The Trey 0’ 
Hearts’? is being shown regularly here, and 1s prov- 
ing of extreme interest. A really fine orchestra is 
under the direction of Mr. J. Deakin. In spite of 
local counter attractions, Mr. Mullis is nightly get- 
ting full houses.

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INTERVIEW WITH MR. J. F. BROCKLISS. 


The V.L.S.E.—Lubin Activities. Big Films.—The Open Market. 


‘One of the leading exponents of Britain's 
famous commercial policy in war time, ‘‘ Business 
as Usual,” Mr. J. Frank Brockliss, was full of 
optimism for the: future when interviewed by a 
BIoscoPe representative after his return last 
week from his latest visit to America. So far 
as the cinematograph industry is concerned, and 
particularly his own interests therein, Mr. Brock- 
liss is well satisfied with the results of the nine 
past months and is hopeful of even greater suc- 
cesses in the months to come. 

“One of my chief objects in going over to 
America,” said Mr. Brockliss, “was to en- 
deavour, if possible, to bring the manufacturing 
end of this Company more closely into touch 
with the demands of the 
English market. Suc- 
cessful as Lubin films 
have proved already in 
this country and great as 
have been the recent im- 
provements therein, I had 
felt for some time that a 
personal visit and a per- 
sonal chat with our pro- 
ducers would do more to 
assist them in catering 
for the British public 
than any number of ex- 
planations by letter. 
The difference between 
American and_ British 
ideas are not a matter of 
radical principles, but 
generally of quite small 
details which are easy to 
adjust. In view of the 
constantly rising stan- 
dard, and, more es- 
pecially, in view of our desire to render Lubin 
films as nearly perfect as possible, it seemed 
to me worth while to run across to New York 
and Philadelphia and go thoroughly into the 
question at headquarters with those who are 
actually concerned in the work of production.” 

“Can you tell us something, Mr. Brockliss, of 
the new Vitagraph-Lubin-Selig-Essanay amalga- 
mation?” 

“The position is briefly as follows. Having 
decided to withdraw their special five and six 
thousand foot productions from the General Film 
Company through which they were previously 
marketed, these four firms have combined in 
order to forma new feature service of their 
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Mr. J. F. Brock.iss. 


age? 
own, with offices all over the country. It simply 
means that the four big firms concerned have 
decided to distribute their special feature films 
through their own organisation on somewhat 
new and, as they believe, better lines. I am 
rather surprised, by the way, that the V.-L.-S.-E. 
amalgamation should have created so much in- 
terest in England, since it will have no effect 
here and solely concerns the American market. 
In view of the many questions I have been asked 
since returning and the many rumours about 
new combines of manufacturers in this country 
which appear to be in circulation, I should like 
to add that I, personally, have no knowledge 
whatsoever of any such combine and, moreover, 
that I have nothing of 
that kind in my mind.” 

“And how did you find 
business in America?” 

“So far as I was able 
to judge everyone seems 
to be doing exceedingly 
well. There’s a_ real 
open market there now, 
you know. The condi- 
tions are slightly differ- 
ent from those which ob- 
tain here, it is true, but 
nowadays there is abso- 
lutely nothing to prevent 
a man who makes good 
films from selling them 
successfully in free com- 
petitior. There . have 
been many other changes 
since I was last in 
America, two years ago. 
The theatres, for exam- 
; ple, have improved enor- 
mously, and there is at present a growing 
tendency to build large and elaborate houses 
considerably surpassing anything of the kind 
yet seen in England. The big theatres have 
stimulated a demand for long and important ” 
films—mainly adaptations from well-known plays. 
Most of the theatres, in fact, seem to want 
5,000 to 6,000 ft. pictures, and I can assure 
you, in this connection, that the Lubin Company 
is keeping well apace with the times. Thera 
are now being made in the Lubin studios some 
of the very biggest film productions that have 


ever been known.”

It is not too much to say-that the news of Mr. Mr. Bunny was born in New York, his family 
John Bunny’s death, which was announced in originally coming from Penzance, where it had 
our issue of last week, will be received with regret been established for many years. He first turned 
in every quarter of the civilised world; indeed, his thoughts to the stage at the age of twenty,

It has been 
freely stated that John Bunny 
was the best known figure in 
the world, and of all the mil- 
lions who knew him, there can 
be none who. will not regret 
that his career as a maker of 
merriment has come to such a 
sudden termination. His per- 
sonality appealed to all, for the 
most highly cultivated intellect 
could. not. resist his . kindly 
humour, and the simplicity and 
directness of his art was obvious 
to every child.

for he appears to have played in 
almost every class of entertain- 
ment, from nigger minstrelsy 
to Shakespearian comedy. His 
achievements in legitimate 
drama have been overshadowed 
to a great extent by his subse- 
quent success on the scréen, but 
his connection with the stage 
extended over twenty-six years, 
during which period he was 
associated with most of the 
leading American stars. It is 
little over four years since Mr. 
Bunny’s appreciation of the 
great future of the cinemato- 
graph as a popular entertain- 
ment induced him to turn his 
thoughts in the direction of the 
stud.o. With the determination 
of offering his services, he com- 
menced in a systematic and 
methodical manner to call upon 
the film manufacturers taking 
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them in alphabetical order. He would have saved 
himself much time and trouble had he commenced 
at the end of the alphabet, and worked backwards, 
for no one recognised the fortune that lay in his 
features until he met Mr. Albert Smith, the man- 
ager of the Vitagraph Company. Mr. Bunny 
offered to play in a film for nothing, and abide by 
the result, but Mr. Smith would not allow this. 
He showed Mr. Bunny a list of artists available, 
and asked him to select his producer and his cast, 
and get to work on a film at a moderate salary, 
which was mutually agreed upon. No actor could 
have hoped to start under better conditions, and 
it may be well assumed that Mr. Bunny put forth 
his best endeavours. The result was entirely 
satisfactory to the Vitagraph Company, to Mr. 
Bunny and to the general public, Mr. Bunny be- 
came a regular member of the stock company, and 
his appearance as the principal character in 
‘Queen For a Day,’’ started that series which, 
produced weekly with almost unbroken regularity 
for nearly four years, has made him the most popu- 
lar favourite of the cinematograph public. Our 
illustrations are taken from. ‘‘ Bunny’s Little 
Brother,” the last film in which he appeared, and 
which has only recently been released. 

That Mr. Bunny has retained his hold on the 
affections of the public, and is likely to do so while 
records of his work remain in existence, is due to 
far more than an unique personality. It cannot be 
denied that his instanteous and phenomenal leap 
into fame was greatly due to his remarkable 
physical qualifications. The fates that presided 
over his birth must have foreseen the occasion that 
would demand his services, and have worked for 
nearly half a century moulding his features into 
that glorious imperfection which enabled him to 
take his place as the Munden.of the silent drama. 
But it is not only his flexibility of countenance and 
ponderous agility that have secured for him the 
position to which he has attained. Other 
comedians almost equally gifted by Nature find 
enthusiastic support from one section of the public 
or another, but it is reserved for Mr. Bunny to 
ineet with equal favour from all. The secret of 
this, we imagine, lies in the thorough training and 
ripe experience gained during those five and twenty 
years spent in the theatres and music-halls in 
comic opera and burlesque, with Shakespeare and 
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the nigger minstrels. Whether his success on 
the stage exceeded his expectations or fell below 
his hopes, his experience undoubtedly supplied that 
remarkable versatility which is unusual in a 
comedian of such pronounced personality, and ex- 
plains the permanence of his appeal to all classes. 
Though experienced in the art of make-up, he was 
always chary of its use, and never allowed it to 
obscure the play of facial expression; and with a 
keen eve for humorous extravagance, he never de- 
pended for his effects on the eccentricitv of cos- 
tume. Indeed, we should imagine that Mr. Bunnv 
rather preferred to appear smartly dressed, and 
some of his best work is done in immaculate morn- 
ing coat, and faultlessly ironed silk hat. Arrayed 
thus. or in evening dress, and genially elevated By 
lihations at his club, he recalls memories of some 
of Charles Keene’s incomparable creations. 

No aopreciation of Mr. Bunnv’s work would be 
comolete without some slicht reference to the com- 
nany with which he has always been associated. 
As the Vitagraph Company was the first to recog- 
nise his special gifts, so its organisation was the 
best adapted to give them their adequate value. 
The artistic co-operation of Miss Flora Finch, a 
lady whose talents range from extravagant farce 
to dainty comedy and delicate sentiment, and of 
the Company which has worked with him with 
such perfect accord, has been a great asset in the 
building up of Mr. Bunny’s reputation. The sym- 
pathy which will be felt for these ladies and gentle- 
man at the severance of so intimate an association, 
will be mingled with gratitude for their untiring 
effects for the entertainment and delight of the 
public. 

The feeling of personal regret felt by the 
general public, will be lessened by the fact that 
Mr. Bunny, by his untiring energy, has left be- 
hind him a magnificent record of his work. The 
cinematograph actor has one great advantage over 
the stage player, for his reputation is not of that 
ephemeral nature which is only kept alive, after 
his work is ended, by memory and tradition. Our 
grandchildren may still find delight in John 
Bunny's genial humour, and we need have no fear 
that this appreciation will ever be tinged with 
doubt as to the critical sagacity of their grand- 
fathers.

There is no swerving from the main purpose 
of the tale, no irritating side issues; everything 
is subordinated to the theme upon which the 
' story rests, with corresponding benefit to its 
dramatic interest. In other words, Mr. Sims 
knows his public, their requirements and their 
limitations, with tresults ‘satisfactory to both 
parties. 

‘‘The Trumpet Call’ is a typical Sims ‘‘col- 
laborated’’ drama—a strong, ‘‘meaty’’ tale 
that loses nothing by reason of its simplicity, 
a rapid development, several sufficiently satis- 
fying, if theatrical, situations, a little touch of 
broad comedy humour, and — voild— your 
Sims drama all complete. 


The cinematograph version of ‘The

A few 
months later he reads of the news of her 
reported death, and is enabled to renew his 
acquaintance with the pretty daughter of Sir 
William Barton, who, having decided that she 
shall marry Richard Featherstone, the son of a 
great friend, strongly disapproves of Cuthbert. 
with the natural result that the young couple 
elope. 

Meantime Redruth sinks lower and lower, 
and eventually enlists in the Royal Horse 
Artillery. 

The scene changes, and we are reminded 
that the report of the death of Bertha is false. 
She has now joined a travelling showman. 
“Professor”? Ginnifer, as a clairvoyant, and 
the show halts one New Year’s Eve at a little 
country inn at which Cuthbert and Constance. 
together with their little boy, are staying, 
prior to make a call on Sir William, from 
whom they hope to obtain forgiveness for 
their runaway match.

noticed in order to ‘see his wife for the last 
time—is able to prove the legality of the mar- 
riage between him and Constance, before 
falling dead on the altar steps.

Now che closing 
of public nouses at 9 o ‘clock has witnessed an appre- 
ciabie improvement in actendances at 4 -he second show 
in the evening, and, as it cannot yet be said that 
those at the first performance is depreciating propric- 
tors generally are gaining a richer harvest. It is 
peculiar, bat true, that, despite the supposed restric- 
tions of trade and consequent jesscened incomes, Alr 
Foster, of the Marathon Hall, can boas. of very men 
better trade than at this time last vear. I shall not 
state the actual advance, but it is quite considerab ie 
on the prices charged. Such a result could have been 
achieved only by competent and enterprising manage- 
ment. Mr. Foster has built up an extensive clientele 
by din. cf the merit of the poetures shown at this 
place, and he has not ail sed his success to rust bv 
‘any dropping off in the standa: ‘dof his programmes, 
buz continued to maintain it ata heh level. On 
Thursday, his theatre was crowded with = peop-e 
anxivus to sce that most excellent film, “Ss. Elmo,” 
from the novel by Augusta J. Evans. 

The arrivil of warmer and summerlike weather 
will, no doubt, turn many people from thoughts of 
‘ndoor entertainment to open-air recreation. In this 
respect, probably the places where a continuous pro- 
gramme is given, stand to benefit most from the 
altered conditions. People will desire to enjoy the 
hight of the dav as long as possible, bu: afterwards 
they might feel an inclination to go to a theatre, and 
it is a consideration to them if they can have the 
chance of seeing a full programme even on entering 
about 8 o’clock, and without staving to a late hour. 

A prolonged spell of the fine weather prevailing 
during the past week would certainly bring on the 
quiet season all the sooner, for it is gencrally the 
case that once the people lose the habit of regular 
attendance chey are not hkety to resume it until the 
longer and colder nights arrive again. 

Military pictures are not produced to the extent 
that might be-cxpected. To get ‘‘the real thing’ is not 
easy, though some of the constructed ones are thrill- 
ing and interesting enough. The people like to see 
the Germans getting “hard times,” and that is 
generally the case. It is a good thing thar the 
justice and honour of British arms are illustrated as 
they are in these productions, because they strengthen 
the ideal which forms the basis of our patriotism and 
love of countrv. Among the war themes recently 
shown in the town were the Clarendon Comnanv’s 
films, ‘Under the German Yoke” and “The Heroine 
of Mons,” both at the Marathon; “Britain’s Naval 
Secret,” at the Temperance Hall’: and “ The Airship 
of the Night,” at Bennett’s Flectric Theatre.

With everybody thinking andtalking of the under-sea 
‘boats, there is litthe wonder that a hall so near the 
great docks of the port should have been crowded. 
‘Apart from the realism of the submarine, there is a 
‘strong love interest in the picture drama that com- 
mends it. 

' The great moving story of ‘‘Florence Nightingale” 
-has proved a veritahle magnet at the Prince’s Hall, 
this week, where Mr. Tom Martin has done very 
good business. A leading feature here is the “ Pathé 
Gazette.” 


The Fureka Picture Palace directorate have long 
earned the good will of the great fishing communitv 
who live in West Hull for the frequency with which 
‘they place their palace on Sunday evening's at the dis- 
posal of those who desire to do some good service 
either for the men who go down to the sea in ships, 
‘or their families. Last Sunday a memorial service 
was held there for the men who have been the latest 


victims of German submarines. Touching addresses 
were given, and a vote of thanks was accorded the 
proprictors. The Excelsior Silver Band played dur- 
ing the service. 

That great Gaumont attraction, “Neptune’s 
Daughter,” has made such excellent business for the 
National that 1t was arranged to include it in this 
week’s programme. The film is one of the finest 
specimens of the producers’ skill ever seen here.

But this year so many 
fam:l:es were affected by the great war that it was 
decided to abandon the amnual ball, with the result 
that over £72 was raised through Mr. Morton’s 
generous treatment. A special programme suitable 
for both children and adults was arranged, and a 
most enjoyable time was spent. 


Manager Comber is repeating the success he at- 
tained at the Theatre de Luxe in his new quarters at 
the National, on the Beverley Road.

CINEMA SHOW AT PUBLIC BATHS. 


The Court of Appeal dismissed the appeal of the 
Shoreditch Borough Council against a.decision of Mr. 
Justice Jovce, who held that the letting of the hall at 
the Hoxton Baths, did not come within the Baths and 
Wash-houses Acts, 1878 and 1896, and found for plain- 
tiff, the Avormey-Goneral- who was moving at the in- 
stance of the Hoxton Cinema, Limited. In the action, 
the plaintiff claimed a declaration that the Ictting bv 
the defendant, counsel to the defendant, Mr. C. F. 
Wright, of the large hall at the Hoxton Baths, for the 
winter season, 1913-14, for cinema entertainment, was 
contrary to the Baths and Wash houses Acts, and was 
not authorised thereby, and was ultra vires, an in- 
junction to restrain the letting and the use of the 
premises for such purposes, and an injunction re- 
straining Wright occupying or using the baths, and 
Mr. Justice Joyce found in their favour. Defendants

The Master of the Rolls, in giving judgment, said 
the learned judge in the court below, had made a 
declaration that what the defendants were doing or 
licensing to be done, was not authorised’ bv the Act 
of Parliament. His Lordship did not think that in 
any fair sense of the word that the defendants had 
allowed the hall to be used as an empty building. 
They had fallen within the prohibition against let- 
ting otherwise than occasionally, and against taking 
money at the doors. The learned judge in the court 
below, was quite right in saying that the user of the 
bath, for the purposes for which it was let, was un- 
authorised by the Acts of Parliament. ‘The appeal 
failed, and must be dismissed with costs.

The statutory first mecting of the creditors inter- 
ested under the recent failure of <Artograph Film 
Co. (Mrs. Eveleen Boyle Anna Arton, trading as), 


8, New Compton Street, W., Film Renters and Iin- 
porters, took place at the London Bankruptcy Court, 
before Mr. E. L. Houvh, the Official Receiver. The 


Chairman reported that the debtor had stated that 
she carried on the business under the stvle of the 
Artograph Film Coy. The business was commenced 
five or six vears avo bv her husband in partnership with 
herself at 8, New Compton Street. 9 For eighteen 
months there was no partnership deed but then one 
was drawn up under which they became equal partners. 
After they had been in partnership for three vears the 
debtor said she was not satistel with her husband's 
conduct and she threatened to apply to the Court for a 
dissolution, Her husband then agreed to a dissolution 
and went out of the business, the debtor taking over the 
assets, including the stock of tilms, and the Habtlities. 
‘The business was not insolvent. An amendment was made 
under which the husband was to carry on a separate 
film business on his own account and in lis own name and 
she was to pay him out of the business £260 a vear so long 
as he refrained from interfering with the daughter of the 
marriage. That annuity she had paid up to within a 
week of the making of the Receiving Order. The name 
of the business was altered to the Artograph Filin Co. a 
few months ago and at the date of the Receiving Order the 
debtor was employing four men, two women and a youth. 
Upon the application of the creditors he (the Official 
Receiver) had appointed Mr. Newman to carry on the 
business, pending the first meeting of the creditors, it 
having been represented to him that it was a valuable 
business and one that should be kept going. Mr.Newman’s 


remuneration was fixed at £4 4s. a week. The debtor had | 


not yet filed any statement of affairs but stated her 
liabilities roughly were £1,260, not including anything 


that might be due to her husband and that her assets ' 


were in excess of her liabilities. 

In the result resolutions were passed for bankruptcy 
and the appointment of a trustee who will wind up the 
estate. . —— 

At the London Bankruptcy Court the case of Mr. 
Leo Seaholme described in the Receiving Order as Ludwig 
Schleinthetm, director of cinematograph companies, and 
the case of Leo Seaholme and Edith Seaholme, described 
as Somerald & Co., cinematograph theatre proprietors, 
were mentioned. In the first case the statement of affairs 
disclosed total liabilitics, £38,700 unsecured and _ assets 
£361, and in that of Somerald & Co., the total liabilities 
were stated at £48,546, of which £33,777 is unsecured and 
expected to rank against assets estimated to produce 

3,334 
: The two cases are closely connected. The debtors who 
are husband and wife, in 190g commenced with a small 
capital the business in partnership as cinematograph 
theatre proprietors, their chief premises at the date of the 
Receiving Order being 17-19, Great Windmill Street, 
W.C. Between 1gog and the date of the Receiving Order, 
they acquired premises for cinematograph theatres at 


Liverpool, Stockton-on-Tees, Peterborough, Kidderminster, 


Cheltenham, Hastings, Herne Bay, Birmingham, Brighton, 


Cardiff, Worcester, Whitley Bay, anil in London, at Great _ 


Windmill Street, W.C., High Street, Fulham, and Clapham, 
S.W. With the exception of the Shakespeare Theatre 
at Clapham, which they held at the sc of the Receiving 
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Order all the premises acquired by them were subsequently 
assigned to limited companies, which were formed for the 
purpose, the consideration for the assignment in cach 
case taking the form of shares in the company, which the 
debtors subsequently disposed of or held according to 
circumstances. Down to the end of 1910, their business 
was profitable but after that date certain of their ventures 
proved unsuccessful. In 1913 they lost from “4,000 to 
£5,000 in Connection with one of their theatres at Brighton, 
and the Sh: tkespeare Theatre, Clapham had involve! 
them in a loss of from 45,000 to (6,000, In the beeinning 
of rorgy matters had become acute and the subsequent 
pressure of creditors tinally resolved itself into the pre- 
sentation of the petition on which the Receiving Order 
was made. In the case of Somerald & Co. the failure 
and insolvency is attributed to the losses on the Brighton 
and Clapham Theatres, to their liabilities for the debts of 
some of the companies, contracted as their agents, to loss 
on trading to high interest on loans and to the depreciation 
in the value of shares owing to the [iuropean Crisis. 
In the case of Leo Seaholme the debtor attributes his 
failure to liabilities for the debts of Somerald & Co., 
and for the liabilities of certain companies promoted by 
the firm and to loss on theatres. 

Mr. Kuoight (Ofheial Receiver) in applying for an 
adjournment of the public examination of the debtor said 
that in the case of Mr. Schleinthein proofs of debts had 
been received from twenty-four creditors, whose debts 
amounted to nearly/3,000 and who were not mentioned 


in the standing account, and that the debtor had 
been ordered to amend his statement but had not 
done so. In case of Somerald & Co. proofs of debts 


and claims had been receivel from twenty-three 
creditors aggregating to £3,700 and the debtors had been 
also ordered to amend their accounts but had not done so. 
Both debtors were indebted to the Palais de Luxe Cinema 
Co.,.Ltd., for about £20,000, moneys received by them 
as agents for one of the companies under an agreement 
and so far as he knew they had not accounted for the 
money and had: been required to file an account showing 
its disposal. e asked that the public examination 
should be adjourned for six weeks. 

His Honour acceded to that application and adjourned 
the public examination to June 22nd next.

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The Novel and the Cinema. 


By BRIAN LAWRENCE. 


he art of the bioscope and the art of the 
novel are so markedly distinct that the works of 
literature are seldom particularly suited to cine- 
matisation. A vulgar error nowadays is to judge 
a novel by the story it tells instead of by the way 
it tells the story. It ought to be unnecessary to 
point out that from precisely the same plot one 
author may write a good book and another a bad 
one. Unfortunately, a large number of novel 
readers pursue that recreation avowedly for the 
incidents of the tale; thev forget, or thev 
never known, that the story per se is quite a 
secondary matter, a mere mannequin. These 
skippers of pages are born cinema-goers, and in 
the last decade their destinv has had its chance. 
With them I am one in enthusiasm for the film. 

[It does not require much thought to see that the 
literary art is concerned mainly with the elucida- 
tion and analysis of obscure motives. Now the 
screen has small capacity for handling the more 
delicate nuances of human feeling. Its ‘“proper- 
ties’’ are passions in primitive; all its purpose 1s 
to present a series of incidents whose cause oF 
reason is intelligible to grandfather and grani- 
child alike. That it is successful in its appeal to 
voung and old, educated and uneducated can be 
proved by anybody any evening in any picture 
theatre in the world; and, if you have not observed 
the phenomenon before, we mavypause, em passant, 
to remark tha: it is found only in the church and 
in the cinema. The universal appeal of each to 
the Primitive is the cause. Now those limitations 
to which I have alluded oblige the sereen-play to 
express itself in incident, the only wide avenuc open 
to it; and the consequent volubility of this exhaust 
has earned for the cinematograph the stigma of 
sensationalism.

The two arts are cousins many times removed, 
thrown together with matrimony aforethought by 
meddlesome matchmakers. The modern tencency 
towards the cinemai'sation of novels is ceprecatea 
by the true lover of letters, and is by him con- 
sidered to be an ill-directed development. — Tle 1s 
hurt when his friends of the hbrary are car 
catured by the screen. His memories of them are 
LUO sacred, too intimate for him not to be shocked 
by the apparitions of this new necromacy. The 
film urges that it shows you these people as they 
looked, and tha it permits you to see their actions, 
a claim which is untrue; but even if it were so. 
[nese are precisely the things least interesting to 
vour bookworm. He does not love these beings 
for the things they did, but because he appreciates

why they did them. His is a sympathy for mo- 
tive. And no picture can bring you ¢ rapport 
with others in the same easy manner as thal exer- 
cised by the pen. Therefore he charges us with 
wilful trespass; and I am beginning to think we 
had better plead guilty. For even in the case oj 
a novel of the Boothby type, whose only excuse 
for existence is an abundance of exciting adven- 
tures our interference is unwarrantable. A pic- 
ture of a chain of events already known to the 
observer is without the greater portion of its in- 
heritance, and can never be a full success. 
Imagine a life with an unforgettable future! 

LC nfortunately there are numbers of people 
mentally too ihdolent to read good books, people 
who seize avidly any opportunity to become in- 
formed of their contents without the pain of peru- 
sal. ‘These persons, when asked if they have 
read Eden Phillpott’s ‘‘Master of Merripit’’ will 
soon be able to answer glibly: ‘‘Well, no! ] 
hav'nt exactly read it; but I’ve seen it on the pic- 
tures, and that’s just as good, is’nt it.’ Is it? 

Thoughtless minds may argue that this treat- 
ment of literature encourages a taste for reading: 
as amatter of fact it kills effectuallv anv incipient 
leaning there may be in that direction: for a man 
who has seen a representation of a scries of events 
is not likely to go to the unnecessary trouble of 
reading about them. The spur of curtositv is 
absent. 

My attitude on this question is that it is futile 
and not desired by the public. Every dramatis! 
knows that it 1s just as easy to construct an ori- 
ginal plav as it is to adapt one. Whv then do 
we waste labour chiselling the unfit when it costs 
less effort to manufacture the exact ? 

It is a case of mistaken progress, The Trade ts 
not vet sure of itself; its tentacles are groping in 
the dark, feeling for the lines of natural develop- 
ment. We are bound to make many false steps 
In this early stage of our career; the wise laws of 
binlowy will see to that. It is only by mistakes 
that wisdom comes; it is only by defents that our 
weaknesses are discovered and. renatred. The 
miant babe is stirring in its slumber, perhaps 
dreaming of a great and glorious carecr. 

To-day, we want a prophet. As things are the 
public have to take what is given to them. For 
the sake of the other items on the programme, 
they will tolerite these hybrids that are neither 
hooks nor plavs, but thev do not like them. Thev 

lave not vet protested, partly, perhans, because

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TRAWLINGS FROM GRIMSBY. 


(By OuR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


The advent of more summer-like weather has not, 
so far as I am aware, had a deleterious effect on 
the picture houses’ receipts in Grimsby. The infer- 
ence is that, whilst fine weather doubtless keeps 
many people away from the shows, there are many 
others who, remaining at home in bad weather, 
visit the cinemas when the meteorological condi- 
tions are better. The consistent manner in which 
the Grimsby public patronise the ‘‘pictures,’’ con- 
sidering that the staple trade of the town—the 
greatest fishing port in the world—has been di:- 
organised by the war, is surprising, though, of 
course, things are not so bad as they at first appear, 
in view of the large number of fishermen who are 
engaged in mine sweeping and the large number of 
troops always billetted here. 


The continuation of many of the management's 
to show films of first-class quality has doubtless 
much to do with the good attendances. 


There was an interesting item at the Empire, 
Cleethorpes, recently, a private in the Manchester 
Regiment, who was formerly wtih. Poole’s Myrio- 
rama, reciting during three evenings the poem, 
“The Ballad of Silence,’? by E. Nesbit. Copies of 
the poem were sold at 1d. each, and the proceeds 
were handed over to a tobacco fund for Grimsby 
men on active service. ‘The Idol of Paris’ and 
“The Man in the Street’? were the features here 
last week, and the advance bookings include some 
good things. ; 

If proof were needed of the popularity of Charles 
Chaplin with local picture-goers 1t was forthcoming 
last week when ‘‘Tillie’s Punctured Romance” was 
shown at the Strand and Lyric—three nights at each 
house. There were crowded houses at each per- 
formance, and this six-reel Keystone subject de- 
lighted all who saw it. Seats had to be booked ‘to 
ensure a good position. In ordinary circumstances 
Mr. Burton arranges for the same programmes to be 
provided at the Strand and Lyric with the usual 
change twice nightly. In the case of a good sub- 
ject like the one mentioned, however, it is featured 
at each place on separate nights—half the week at 
each, Some up-to-date productions are to be included 
in future shows here, but the management prefer not 
to disclose their names. ‘‘The Dare-Devil Circus 
Queen’? has been another recent feature at these 
houses.

lately enticed good companies to spend an hour and 
a half at this centrally-situated, commodious and 
up-to-date cinema. Mr. J. H. Curry, the proprietor 
of the Tivoli, as well as the Prince of Wales’ 
Theatre (legitimate), is now a prominent member of 
the Town Council, to which he was elected some 
time ago. At recent meetings he has had much to 
say on the lighting—or should it be the darkening ?— 
question. 

Mr. Protheroe has secured for show shortly such 
admirable productions as ‘‘London’s Underworld”’ 
and “The Modern Messaline’’ for the cosy Kent 
Street Playhouse, where continuous performances 
from 6 p.m. till 11 p.m. are still the rule.

Films of a melodramatic type are greatly relished 
by patrons of the flourishing West Marsh house, the 
Paragon, and ‘‘The Great Larsan Mystery’? and 
ae of the D’Urbervilles’’? were popular items last 
week. 
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Arrangements have been made for the prescnta- 
tion of the patriotic war film, “Wake up!’’ at the 
Newiown Palace, Newtown Row, each evening from 
May aoth to 15th. This will be an event of 
unusual importance, as it is expected that the Lord 
Mayor (Alderman W_ .H. Bowater), Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain, M.P., and other members of Parlia- 
ment for the City will attend and speak on the 
subject of the film—that of the urgent need for 
recruits. 

Mention of recruiting reminds me that two Sun- 
day méetings, arranged by the East Worcestershire 
Commitiee, were held at the Grand Picture Palace, 
Scho Road, Handsworth. Addresses were given by 
Councillor Eldred Tlallas, and no fewer than 120 
names were enrolled. 


The latest exclusive purchase made by «he Wal- 
turdaw Company Limited, consists of a four-ree] 
drama entitled ‘‘The Penalty Fits the Crime.’’ Mr. 
C. W. Hutchin, the popular branch manager, tells 
me that they have another drama coming along 
featuring the celebrated American actor, Mr. Mopx 
Figman. Trade shows of these attractions will be 
announced later. That masterpiece, ‘‘Jane Shore,”’ 
continues to be greatly in demand, and on June 21 
no fewer than six copies will be working in the 
Midland area. Showmen who want ‘‘something for 
nothing’’ should note that the Walturdaw Company 
are supplying gratis a film 1,500 ft. in length deal- 


ing with the training of soldiers and_ sailors. 
Posters are issued free, and the carriage on all 
Items is defaved by the company. All that 1s 


required of tthe picture house proprietor is that he 
should devote for ten minutes each night an inter- 
val for a short address bv a local speaker. 

At the Rink Picture House, Logells, I found that 
Mr. Blissart, the manager, experienced brisk busi- 
ness with ‘Zuza, the Band  Leader.’’—Further 
afield, at Stockingford, I called upon Mr. F.

Mr. J. Millar, manager of the Birmingham branch 
of Renters, Limited, John Bright Street, informs 
me that they have taken over the agency for the 
Alerta Exclusives Company with some capital 
features, as to which particulars may be obtained 
from him. Business moves briskly with Renters, 
and just now nothing is booking up better than

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GENERAL NOTES. 


The first issue of the Scottish Section of THE 
BroscopE has met with a splendid reception 
from the Trade in Scotland, and congratulations 
and good wishes have been received from ex- 
hibitors North and South. To all, thanks are 
returned, with the assurance that everything pos- 
sible will be done to retain the good opinions 
expressed in regard to the first issue of Scotland’s 
own. 


Mr. Harry Burdette, of the Glasgow Cinema 
House, had a narrow escape from serious injury 
one day last week. Crossing busy Renfield 
Street behind a lorry, Mr. Burdette stepped 
in front of an electric tramcar and was knocked 
dcewn, sustaining several nasty cuts and bruises 
and being considerably shaken. 


In these days of records of long service it is 
interesting to note that on the staff of Messrs. 
Green’s Film Service, Glasgow, are five em- 
ployees whose periods of service added together 
total just a hundred years. This speaks volumes 
for both employers and employees. 


Dalry, a little Ayrshire town, still without a 
cinema, is coming into the fold. Plans have 
been before the local Council, and the building 
operations will shortly be commenced. 


Greenock already possesses six cinema halls, 
and I hear that the seventh is under consider- 
ation by a well-known body of promoters. . The 
projected hall is right in the centre of the main 
street, in a very likely position for a first-class 
continuous show. 


After a seven months’ absence from  bust- 
ness, owing to a severe illness, Mr. Metcher, 
of the Bijou, Glasgow, is once more at the 
post of duty. Mr. Metcher underwent a very 
severe operation, which turned out eminently 
successful, and he now looks fit for any amount 
of hard work. 


Messrs. Jury had a fine turnout of exhibitors 
on Wednesday to view two of their exclusives: 
‘“The Odessy of the North’’ and ‘‘What Could 
She Do?’’ This is the only private theatre in 
Glasgow where musical accompaniments are pro- 
vided, and it is wonderful the difference it makes. 
Regarding the pictures submitted both were up 
to Jury’s average, and exhibitors: would do well 
to keep them in mind when fixing up future 
dates. 


I had an interesting chat with Mr. Collins, 
of the Newcastle Film Supply Co., on Friday 
last. and gleaned a little information of the 
good things in store for Scottish exhibitors, 
Among the futures are, ‘‘ Are You a Mason?”’ 
(which thas had a ¢hree-months’ run at the 
Knickerbocker Theatre, New York); Hall Caine’s 
“Eternal City,” from the novel which achieved 
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so great popularity when it was published; “ The 
Silver King”’ ; ‘‘Jim the Penman’’ ; ‘‘Rags,’’ from 
Quida’s famous novel, with Mary Pickford in 


the principal part; Gaby Deslys in “ Her 
Triumph”; “The Dancing Girl,” by Arthur 
Shirley Jones; “The Goose Girl,” featuring 


Hazel Dawn, who made a great hit in ‘‘ One- 
of Our Girls,’? shown in Glasgow last week ; 
and Marguerite Clark, in a series, commencing 
with ‘‘ Wildflower.’’ The whole of the above 
will be handled by the Edinburgh office, 
and Mr. Ingledew will have no difficulty in 
finding exhibitors willing and anxious to book 
many of these popular subjects. 


The latest innovation by the Gaumont Com- 
pany’s Glasgow branch is a weekly Theatre 
Report, of which I have been favoured with’a 
copy of No. 1. The report consists of a circular 
letter, containing notes on subjects shown 
during the week, and is intended for the guidance 
of exhibitors unable to view the pictures per- 
sonally. This is good business, and proves that 
in the North we “are getting on.” 


The Committee appointed at the meeting of 
exhibitors to make arrangements for benefits 
for the Relief of the Belgians in Belgium have 
quickly got to work. A circular issued this 
week shows that a Belgian Fortnight has been 
decided on, to commence on Monday, May 17th. 
Exhibitors are given a wide choice as to the 
means to employ. They are asked to give a 
matinee, an evening performance, sell tickets 
available for any day’ during the fortnight, or 
take collections in their halls. 


The Committee have made arrangements to 
provide free programmes of films for the oc- 
casion, which will not interfere with the regular 
programme. An extensive publicity scheme, in- 
cluding supplies of slides, posters, handbills, 
special posters on the Corporation tramcars, 
and advertisements in the Glasgow newspaper; 
has also been completed, and a supply of 
stewards will be detailed to assist where neces- 
sary. Nothing is being left undone to ensure 
success for the Fortnight, and already the prin- 
cipal halls in Glasgow and the West have agreed 
to “stand in” and “do their bit.” 


A rather unfortunate error crept into the Ben- 
don Trading Company’s advertisement last week 
the exclusive, ‘‘The Fatal Woman," appear. 
ing as ‘The Fatal Album.” We are pleased 
to make the correction. “The Fatal Woman,” 
by the way, is a particularly fine drama, and 
was very much admired at the Trade view on 
Tuesday. The other subject shown, ‘ Rogues 
of London,’ found immediate favour, and the 
latest additions to the Bendon library should 
have a good circulation.

I had the pleasure last week of visiting Glas- 
gow’s Technical College, which the Governors 
claim to be the largest and most perfect insti- 
tute of its kind in the world. I may say it covers 
in all over eight acres of floor space. Perhaps 
some may imagine that this has nothing to do 
with cinemas, but in the College employees of 
cinemas have opportunities of improving their 
knowledge of the business which are seldom 
presented. 


The electrical demonstration and class-rooms 
are perfect models, and contain specimens of 
almost every known make of motors, dynamos, 
generators, etc., etc., and classes are held regu- 
larly at hours which would suit operators or 
electricians. Those who can take advantage of 
the College should certainly do so, they will 
be increasing their own value, and employers 
are always ready to recognise exceptional capa- 
bilities in a tangible manner. 


In addition to the Belgian Relief Fortnight 
already arranged, the Glasgow Exhibitors’ As- 
sociation convened a meeting (held yesterday) 
to consider what could be done by exhibitors to 
aid the Corporation’s Fund for Refugees in Scot- 
land. It seems a pity that the Association 
should have put forth their effort meantime. 
A better response to their appeal would have 
been a foregone conclusion had they waited 
until the scheme already unanimously decided 
on had been carried out. A _ report of the 
meeting will appear next week. 


Mr. J. J. Bennell, of the B.B. Pictures, Limited, 
whose hobby is work, has been taking an en- 
forced holiday at Harrogate, owing to a break- 
down in health. I hear, however, that Mr. 
Bennell is making a good recovery and hopes 
to be back at his post by next week. 


If anything were required to prove the efficacy 
of the arrangements and precautions against. 
danger from fire in Glasgow cinemas, a splendid 
example was provided last week. A fire broke 
out in a film store of a popular house, the fire- 
brigade were summoned, about £100 damage was 
done; and the crowded audience were never 
aware anything was wrong. One up for Glas- 
gow. 


The Scot loves a screaming comic, and this 
week thousands in Glasgow and Edinburgh have 
been convulsed by the antics of Marie Dressler 
and Charlie Chaplin in “ Tillie’s Punctured Ro- 
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mance.” In both cities new records have been 
put up, and it will take a good subject to lower 
the figures. By a curious coincidence in both 
cities the picture was shown ‘at the ‘Cinema 
House,” although the companies have no con- 
nection with each other. They have one thing 
in common—the faculty to spot winners. 


The Grand Theatre, Glasgow, will be opened 
as a picture house on May 17th, under the 
management of Mr. S. Cruickshank, from Messrs. 
Green's Gorbals Picturedome. The lessees of the 
Grand are the Bicclor Picture Company, who 
already own ten large theatres. Two new pro- 
jectors are being installed, extensive alterations 
carried out, and when the house opens the resi- 
dents in this north-western district will find them- 
selves well catered for. The prices are to run 
from one penny to sixpence. The programme 
will be all pictures, and the best of picturas 
at that. ; 

Last week I was shown a portion of the 
Scottish Artistic Producing Company’s latest 
scenic, “Loch Lomond.” The quality of the 
photography and toning was perfection, and if 
such: work characterises all the productions of 
this new concern there should be no fear of 
the future. The Land o’ Cakes abounds in scenic 
bits of unequalled beauty, and the producers 
will be a long time in exhausting the _possi- 
bilities of the country. 


Mount Stuart House, Rothesay, the Scottish 
residence of Lord and Lady Bute, one of the state- 
liest mansions in the country, is at present used in 
part as a hospital for wounded sailors. In addi- 
tion to sharing the duties of nursing, Lady Bute 
sees to it that there is no lack of entertainment 
for the wounded heroes, and in this connection, 
cinema entertainments are given weekly in the 
magnificent drawing room. Here a projector has 
been installed, screen fitted up, and every Friday, 
Mr. Eskdale, from the Empire, Rothesay, gives a 
programme calculated to cheer up those who are 
fortunate to witness the performance. Variety is 
lent by artists appearing in Rothesay, giving their 
services, while Mr. Eskdale occasionally has the 
assistance of ‘‘stars’’ from the Glasgow halls.

really fine programme. The fine weather caused 
a slight falling off in business last week, the un- 
usual sunshine keeping people out of doors. At 
the Parade Cinema, Dennistoun, business is 
always good, this being one of those houses which 
has a regular family audience. Messrs. Smith 
and Welsh cater carefully for their patrons, and 
reap full benefit. Ideal exclusives are having a 
run here just now. Last week ‘The Idol of 
Paris’? did good business, and a hit is expected 
this week with “How Heroes are Made.” The 
six-reel Keystone is a feature booked for the 
Parade in the near future. 

Down Govan way, where the Dreadnoughts 
come from, the residents are enthusiastic sup- 
porters of the pictures. Six Jhalls within easy 
reach of one another are all doing exceedingly 
well, and no complaints were heard. At the 
Govan Cinema the attendances keep well up to 
the average. Attractive programmes are _pro- 
vided, as the following for last week will show: 
“Law of the Wild,” “ All at Sea,” “For I Have 


Toiled,’ “Ethel Has a _ Steady,” “Trey 0’ 
Hearts,” ‘In a Boarding House,” “Current

Three stars a week are the attraction here, and

Million Bid’’ were the draws last week. Comedy 
is, of course, strongly represented, and topical 
me 3 oe found in the programme.

For 
six years these premises served their purpose 
well but, with increasing’ clients, another move 
was necessary, and the present premises in 
Wilson Street was secured. Here the business 
has developed to one of the largest of its kind 
in the city, and as it was first in 1900 so it

still holds its position in 1915. As an imstance 
of cordial relations which exist between the firm 
and its clients it is only necessary to state that 
the first customer in 1900 is still a regular hirer 
of the firm’s -specialities. 

We have said that Mr. Bendon saw the pos- 
sibilities of the business, and this is borne out 
by the fact that in the early days the firm not 
only ‘hired the films but also let out on hire 
projectors and accessories, at times having as 
many as twenty outfits on the road at one time. 
With the advent of permanent halls the B.T.C. 
laid themselves out to supply clients with their

Two Interesting Films from Mr. J. D. Walker. 


Two plays, as widely different in character 
as they well could be, but each possessing dis- 
tinctive merits of its own, were presented last 
week by Mr. J. D. Walker at the latest of his 
periodical Trade Shows, which functions are 
rapidly assuming an importance in film circles 


comparable, let us say, with a first night at 
His Majesty’s Theatre. It will .be sufficient to 
add by way of introduction that both these pro- 
ductions were quite worthy of their place in 
Mr. Walker’s vast and constantly expanding 
dramatic repertory. 


Mistress Nell. 

Mary Pickford is now so very much 
‘more important a-personage in English 
history than the second King Charles’ 
beautiful, if unconventional, favourite, 
that one may be forgiven for suggesting 
““ Mistress Mary” as a somewhat apter 
‘title for this very pretty play. At all 
events, one felt throughout the film that 
it was not Miss Pickford’s efforts to re- 
.create the passionate personality of the 
‘ex-orange-girl which lent the entertain- 
-ment its unquestionable charm, but rather 
the unfailing fascination of her own 
merry, light-hearted, sweet little self. 
‘One did not leave the theatre,*that is to 
say, feeling that one knew very much 
‘more about the secret history of the Caro- 
line Court, nor even that the little one had 
‘learned was of very much moment. The 
sensation was one of pure enjoyment. 
and that, after all, is the best test of a play’s suc- 
-cess, for one does not visit the theatre to be in- 
‘structed. 

Having said this much, it will be unnecessary 
‘to speculate as to how far the episodes of the 
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play are a matter of orthodox record. The 
author of the piece has made a very pretty, 
and effective romance out of the relations between 
an easy-going, philandering (and, as presented 
in the film, rather nincompoop) monarch and 
the latter’s bewitchingly lovely, resourceful and 
courageous mistress. This romance 
has been staged in considerable detail 
with all the skill that one expects from the 
Famous Players Company, and it was 
acted by a clever company, with Mary 
Wickford attheir bead: 

One can find little but praise for the 
pleasant picture of seventeenth century 
England afforded by the film. It is true 
that debate might be made over certain 
small points such as the arrangement of 
the stage in the theatre interior and some 
details of furnishing, but as a whole it is 
exceedingly well done, and many of the 
settings are as sumptuous as they are pic- 
turesque. . 

Concerning Miss Pickford’s perform- 
ance it is really unnecessary to write at 
this time of day. Her style varies 
but slightly, and her infinite charm 
always remains.- In the part of Nell Gwyn 
she finds a vehicle which allows her to~ dis- 
play all those delightful tricks of gesture and 
facial expression which have endeared her 
always individual art to multitudes. As Charles 
II., Mr. Owen Moore rather fails to suggest the

impetuous gaiety and personal magnetusm which 
that volatile sovereign is popularly supposed to 


have .possessed. He .makes, indeed, rather a 
moody monarch, shy to assert his emotions. 
Admirable performances are given by the lady

chic but cat-like Duchess of Portland and her 
fellow conspirator. So far as sheer characteri- 
Sation is concerned, indeed, these two contribute 
what is, perhaps, the best work on the film. 


The Circus Man. 

It is Mary Pickford’s fault that we have left 
ourselves all too little space in which to ap:- 
preciate the merits of this entertaining drama 
by the Lasky Company. It is a story of modern 
America and, as its title suggests, much of its 
action takes place in an old-fashioned circus, 
where the hero, accused of a murder he has 
not committed, finds a refuge from the law. 
and incidentally meets a very pretty girl, whom 
he takes as his wife when his innocence is subse- 
quently proved and he is free to return to 
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society. Mr. Theodore Roberts, a character actor 
of considerable ability, is the “star’’ of. this 
particular film, and his performance as a drunken 
bullying circus proprietor (who eventually makes 
a rather unconvincing repentence) is one of ad- 
mirable finish and realism. Perhaps, however, 
the most attractive study in the film is given 
by an unnamed actor as a lean, genial and 
frankly unscrupulous young gentleman who lives 


by his wits and finally turns out to be every-, 


body’s good angel. He is a delightful example 
of that popular and human figure in drama, the 
Hero-Rake. 

Some of the more sentimental passages in the 
play are a little forced and melodramatic, but 
as a whole “The Circus Man” makes an en- 


gaging entertainment which should prove very

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HELP IN 


TROUBLE. 


FOR PROPRIETORS YRS AND MANAGERS.

A correspondent signing himself ce OUS: 
Manager,’’ writes as follows : — 


“Could you tell me the best and niece 


genuinely satisfactory way in which to reduce . 


the hum and vibration of a motor converter? 
The machine is a C.M.B., and owing to lack 
of space is fitted at the rear of the Balcony. 
The foundation on which it rests is a cement 
one. The noise is most objectionable, and I 
am particularly anxious to cure the trouble.”’ 

Where a machine is inherently noisy, it is 
a very difficult matter to so isolate the sound 
that it is inaudible near the room in_ which 
it is fitted. Vibration is one thing, and noise 
quite another. Where machines are fitted on 
an upper floor, as in your case, much difficulty 
iS experienced in isolating vibration. A com- 
mon fault is the bolting of converters direct 
to the floor. This practice can only result in 
vibration being transmitted to the whole of the 
building, and will, therefore, make itself felt 
at position far removed from. the machine. 
Withou: question. the best plan with any 
purely rotary machine, such as the converter, 
is to simply lay the machine upon an insulating 
material. There are manv such available, and 
probably the homely fibre floor mat is as effec- 
tive as anything for the purpose. We should 
recommend you to lay the converter upon two 
thicknesses of heavy coconut fibre door mats, 
which should certainly isolate the vibration 
from the building, keeping it purely local to 
the machine itself. 

There are other alternatives, such as em- 
ploving the well-known ‘‘Mascolite’”’ insula- 
tor, which is made up of lamination of specially 
prepared fibre and india-rubber. On the other 
hand, spring and pneumatic cushions are ob 
tainable, but it is rarely that the first-mentioned 
expedient does not prove quite efficacious. 

The noise question is probably the more 
dificult matter. Certainly by isolating the 
machine from the cement floor will improve 
matters somewhat, but the hum or buzz of 
which you complain, is carried more by air 
vibrations than of walls and floor. 

A practice sometimes adopted is to com- 
pletely encase the machine. A box is made 
of teak, and lined with a number of thick- 
nesses, and with specially prepared felt. made 
fire-proof. Whether this practice is  desir- 
able or not, depends entirely upon the pro- 


portion the normal working ey SHE rated 


output of the machine, for the successful 
‘running of any converter, depends upon con- 


.fining the generator temperature within rea- 


sonable limits. 

- The machine running near its rated output 
might have the temperature increased con- 
siderably if it wére enclosed in such a case, 
whilst, on the other hand, a machine running 
much below i!s rate might be hampered there- 
by. In any case, of course, it is essential 
to ventilate the enclosure. The best plan for 
doing this is to carry a pipe, say one of 4 in. 
diameter, direct to the open air. 

Probably the safest but, at the same time, a 
generally expensive method of isolating the 
noise, 1s to line the whole of the motor-room 
in the same manner as is a telephone cabinet. 
A good plan is to build up a light match door 
structure about 4 in. away from the walls, 
and to pack up the intervening space with saw- 
dust. Such a method, as may be imagined, 


“does not improve the fire-resisting qualities 


of the motor-room. Probably, the only real 
and certain method of dealing with a noisy 
machine, is to remove same to a place suffi- 
ciently remote, so that it cannot be heard in 
the building. 


OPERATOR ENGINEER asks for particulars of 
a reliable form of floor or gangway lighting. 
Alterations to this theatre are in progress, 
and it is the desire of the management to 
fac‘litate the seating of the audience, and to 
obviate the necessity of the use of small hand 
lamps. 


The effective lighting of the gangway is un- 
fortunately a point that has not received the 
attention it deserves. In picture theatres 
showing a continuous programme, it is always 
imperative that some reliable means_ be 
adopted to facilitate the seating of one’s pat- 
rons. - Side and back gangways may be dealt 
with by the employment of bulk-head fittings 
let into the walls about 18 in. above floor 
level. This is a’ common practice in those 
few theatres where the problem is at all dealt 
with. Unfortunately, however, the weakness 
of this matter lies in the fact, that standing in 
the gangways may obstruct the light. The 
argument may be that if persons are standing, 
there is no need for lighting. Be this, how- 
ever, as it may, It ts probably best ,to wse 
lamps lighting the gangwaysorfrom the seat 
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side. - Fittings can be obtained for bolting to 
the seat standards, but this is not an ideal 
practice, in as much as, unless a very effective 


earthing system is adopted, there is ever pre- 


sent a danger of a patron receiving a severe shock 
through the seat arm becoming alive, through 
probably a fault in the wiring. The best plan is 
to carry a small, stout box fitting on heavy barrel 
to a height of g inches above the floor level, and 
beneath the seat, the position being such that the 
light is not obstructed by the seat standard. Solid 
fixings are essential, by reason of the fact that the 
fittings are liable to be kicked. Carbon Iamps of 
about eight candle-power each are desirable, the 
fittings box being well ventilated to prevent over- 
heating, and fitted with a stout glass front. For 
centre gangways the lamps should be fitted on 
every tenth seat per side, the lamps on both sides

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being staggered. fn this way the gangways © 
lighted by one lamp per five rows. Side gangways_. 


Should be dealt with by -using all lights beneath 


the seats, placing one fitting per five rows. The _ 
gallery steps will ~ require at least one light for 
every two steps. The lamps, here again, should 
be staggered so that, as far as the rows are con- 
cerned, there will be one lamp each side per four 
rows. 

Screwed barrel only should be employed for the 
wiring, and in case of centre gangway, each side 
should be protected by a separate fuse. For side 
gangways alternate lamps should be fused separ- 
ately. In no case should the seat lighting be 
combined with the general lighting of the build- _ 
ing. Indeed, it is far better, that all the police © 
or red light of the building be run from a separate 
distribution board.

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IN THE METROPOLITAN DISTRICT. 


(By Our OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Returning to London after nine months’ 
military service abroad, I have been taking 
stock of business at the picture palaces with- 
out renewing the pleasant acquaintanceships 
which I formed with managers in the first 
half of last year. There appears to be no 
diminution in the size of audiences génerally, 
which is doubtless due to the extra amount of 
money in the hands of families whose bread- 
winner has answered the Empire’s call. It 
is important to note also that the best busi- 
ness is apparently being done at those estab- 
lishments whose managers adopt adequate 
means of advertising in the local newspapers. 
The lead in this respect is collectively taken 
bv the Tooting houses, while Croydon pre- 
sents an unfavourable contrast. 

Diligent perusal of the leading journals has 
only served to show that the prominent ad- 
vertisers at Croydon are a Brotherhood, which 
has ventured into a large hall, and is giving 
cinema displays as a portion of the Saturday 
evening programmes. Cons‘derable discussion 
took place at a meeting of the Town Council 
on an application made for a licence for this 
hall under the Cinematograph Act, 1909, and 
finally the licence was granted. During the 
discussion, Mr. Hart, who appeared in opposi- 
tion on behalf of the Amalgamated Theatres 
and the Scala Theatre, mentioned that there 
were nineteen more cinema theatres in the 
borough, with a seating capacity for 12,448 
people, and with three representations a day 
that provided a seat for every person in Croy- 
don one day a week. The two theatres he re- 
presented paid £880 a year to the Corporation 
for electricity. 

Another matter which requires to be brought 
to the notice of the majority of houses is the 
necessity for the provision of a programme in 
handbill form neatly printed, available to the 
public outside the buildings. A special need 
for this exists at such a place as Brixton now 
that the County Council tramways are develop- 
ing the use of transfer tickets. 

Balham Palladium provides an instance of 
improved business due to advertising, since 
Mr. F. Lantree has been at the helm. In 
stimulating the patriotic spirit of the people of 
the district, he has not been backward. The 
latest instance was the placing of the Palla- 
dium stage at the service of the Tipperary 
Iveague, when \WMrs. Martel explained the 
Ikeague’s work in opening club rooms for the 
wives of soldiers on active service.

If any producer can be relied upon to get 
the best out of a humorous film, it is surely 
that imperturbably comical fellow, Mack 
Sennett. The originality of his subjects and 
his ability to discover new stars places the 
famous producer quite by himself. It would 
probably be more accurate to describe the

A novel and perhaps 
being provided at the Newcastle Picture House, 


Grainger Street, this week, and Mr. T. Lincoln 
Wright, the manager, and the Provincial Cinemato- 
graph Theatres, Limited, who are the owners of 
this theatre, are well deserving of the hearty con- 
gratulations and appreciation which have been 
forthcoming from the public. The special feature 
is the personal appearance, every afternoon, of Mr. 
Harry Kaigh Eustace, the famous big-game hunter, 
explorer and pioneer, and the hero of Tsavo, in 
British East Africa. For nearly twenty years Mr. 
Eustace has carved his fortune out of the inner- 
most recesses of the African jungle, and two years 
ago he took to that continent an_ elaborately- 
equipped expedition—the Harry = K. Eustace 
Expedition, 1914. That expedition has now 
returned, bringing with it thousands of feet of 
exceedingly fine bioscope films of jungle life, as 
thrilling and as interesting and instructive as truce 
life studies. Whilst these films are being shown on 
the screen Mr. Eustace tells his own wonderful 
story of adventures in the wilds, and both pictures 
and story are extremely fascinating. In addition 
to his jungle tales, Mr. Eustace held the attention 
of his audiences with another remarkable story, for 
_ when the war broke out he was still in British East 
Africa, and by reason of his intimate knowledge of 
the country he was able to render valuable assist- 
ance to the British forces. He planned and led in 
the battle of Tsavo against the Germans, and was 
taken prisoner and escaped. On every possible 
occasion he had the cinema at work, making a per- 
manent and delightful record of his exploits and 
adventures. The entertainment given by him at 
the Newcastle Picture House lasted an hour, and 
was given in the afternoon’s only. The programme 
was of a continuous one, but no extra charge was 
made by the management because of the appearance 
of Mr. Eustace. 


There was another striking feature in the _pro- 
gramme, in the shape of a repeat exhibition of the 
big London Film Company’s production, ‘‘ The 
Middleman,’’ in which the vole of Cyrus Blenkarn 
was plaved with such conspicuous success by Mr.

The subsidiary business of cafe, 
grill room and billiard saloon, which, by the way, 
may be entered independently of the theatre, are 
still doing exceedingly well. 


That old-established house, the Picture Palace, 
Union Street, is maintaining its reputation for bills 
of Ai standard at each show, and Mr. Leonard 
Shaw is ever on the alert to seize any film of 
approved quality for the delcctation of his clients. 


One of the greatest ‘‘raids’’ on local cinemas was 
witnessed at each performance last week at the 
Coliseum, Spital Hill, where ‘‘Tillie’s Punctured 
Romance’’ was exhibited, and Mr. T. Ed. Gick was 
painfully perforced to turn away capacity crowds, 
no wal steading the ‘‘commodiousness’’ of his 
ouse 


The New Tivoli, Norfolk Street, under the active 
administration of Mr. Stevenson, is attracting good 
business, and the inclusion of films featuring Chas. 
Chaplin is much appreciated by good houses. The 
vaudeville element is also of a first-rate grade, and 
forms a pleasant interlude in the programmes. 


Mr. E. A. Hickman has lately been installed 
manager of the Heeley Coliseum. This gentleman, 
who is well known locally and in the district, has 
had some considerable experience in the trade, hav- 
ing previous to his present appointment represented 
a firm of film hirers and renters. With his know- 
ledge of the business there is hardly any doubt but 
that his success will be assured 


The suburban district of Woodseats has its wants 
in the amusement line filled at the Woodseats 
Palace. Mr. T. O’Neill, an old entertainment man, 
knows his patrons’ wishes, and caters for them 
accordingly with appreciative results. 


Mr. Fred. Holmes, still at the head of affairs at 
the Heeley Electric, is showing ‘‘the goods,’’ and 
in spite of the fine weather days (and nights) his 
large show is well packed. The programmes sub- 
mitted are most excellent, and the musical accom- 
paniments leave hardly anything to be desired. 


An innovation (that is, so far as Sheffield is con- 
cerned) is morning shows, which Mr. W. W. Bryan 
is continuing with good results at the Theatre 
Royal, Attercliffe. The films, music and vaudeville 
provided, all go to make up a real effective enter- 
tainment. The ‘‘ Master Key’”’ series has been 
booked for showing, and, judging from past experl- 
ence, Mr. Bryan is assured reat interest on his 
patrons’ part in the serial aoe 


Another new appointment to be recorded 1s that 
of Mr. R. Hickinson, who is now in charge of the 
Greystones Palace. ‘Mr. Hickinson has been with 
one or two other shows in town, and with the know- 
ledge derived therefrom, his new venture should 
be attended with success. As a matter of fact, since 
he commenced his new duties the hall has shown 
a decided upward movement. The dance hall 
attached to the theatre has had a very successful 
initial season. 

The Cinema, Darnall, a dijou hall at one of the 
local tram termini, has suffered some little vicissi- 
tudes since its inception, but under the new pro- 
Prietorship of Mr. Forsdike its troubles seem to be 
o’er. A new manager has been appointed in Mr. 
Leslie Clarke, who has had some lengthy experience 
in vaudeville, and through his indefatigable efforts 
business is reported brisk.

The prosperity which Leicester—as a manufacturing 
centre, has for so long enjoyed—is still generously re- 
flected in the majority of cinema box office receipts 
throughout the town. A great number of exclusives 
again figure in this weck’s films—among them at least 
one—‘‘ Tillie’s Punctured Romance,’”’ at Olympia—being 
a whole-week attraction. 

The commodious Shaftesbury Picture House—controlled 
by Messrs. A. Cayless and T. Chamberlain—has made 
satisfactory headway in its seven months’ existence, 
and is now quite firmly established in the affections of 
the cinema-going public. The principal films this week 
are “ Bungling Bunks’ Bunco,’’—and ‘ Those That 
Trespass.”’ 

There are, as usual, unlimited attractions at the huge 
‘The Love of a Circus Girl,’ 
‘“The Roses of Life,’’ and ‘‘ The Barrier of Flames,” 
among them, to say nothing of the ‘“‘ Trey o’ Hearts,” 
and ‘‘ Million Dollar Mystery ’”’ serials, both of which 
are still ‘‘ running ’”’ as vigorously as ever. Next week, 
‘Margaret of Navarre’”’ will make a three days’ appearance, 

The death of Mr. John Bunny is lamented by some 
thousands of intimate film acquaintances throughout 
the town. Some excellent cabinet sized portraits of 
Bunny are on view at the Picture House, Granby Street. 
At this hall ‘“‘The Middleman,’’ for the ensuing week, 
takes pride of place. The musical selections here are 
of the usual high order, in pleasing variety—and, also, 
as usual—are superbly rendered by the large and efficient 
orchestra under the Mr. W. H. Carter’s conductorship. 


Of the many topical films recently shown in Leicester— 
probably none has met with a more stirring reception 
than ‘“‘ How Lieut. Rose, R.N. Spiked the Enemy’s 
Guns,”’ the realistic war drama now showing as a star 
feature both at the Tudor and Belgrave Cinemas— 
‘‘ Southern Passions’”’ being yet another quite notable 
item on the programme. Another topical of unusual 
merit is ‘‘ Under the German Yoke ’’—at the Silver 
Street Electric—an important ‘central house that loses 
nothing of its well-earned popularity. Among other 
noteworthy features here is ‘‘ Sweethearts of I914,’’ a 
promised tit-bit for the near future being ‘‘ The False 
Witness’, a detective drama of singular power. 


The gratifying reception extended to “‘ Max’s Double ”’ 
(just concluded) at the High Street Electric, must also 
have gratified Mr. H. J. Crane, the recently installed 
local manager there, not a little. ‘‘ The Warning se 
is a current star feature. Occupying a fine position in 
the centre of a residential neighbourhood—and with no 
competitor, in the immediate vicinity—the converted 
Public Hall—the Knighton Cinema, Clarendon Park, 
goes serenely on. Under the experienced managing 
directorship of Mr. H. D. Moorhouse, the high level of 
entertainment associated with this house since its in- 
auguration is maintained. The current dominant features 
‘The Senator’s Brother,’”’ and ‘‘ The Story of the Blood 
Red Rose,’’ being no exception to the general rule. 


A signal and double-barrelled success is scored by 
Mr. E. C. Clayton this week at his Picturedrome on the 
Mere Road, where ‘‘ London’s Underworld’”’ for the 
first half of the week, and ‘‘ Wolves of the Underworld ”’ 
for the latter end, are compelling features.

WHAT WE THINK OF THEM. 


Her Nameless Child. 

There is so much that is excellent in this 
feature that its success should be very consider- 
able, especially in those districts where the play 
from which it is adapted may formerly have been 
staged. At the same time it must be remembered 
that old style melodrama, which will pass muster 
with the aid of special scenery, effects and the 
Many resources of a fully equipped stage, be- 
ccmes a rather different proposition when made 
to rely upon “sub-titles’ for its elucidation, and 
we would add that, in this case, much more point 
would have been given the story if the some- 
what confusing prologue had been omitted alto- 
gether. 

Commencing from the point where the child 
Phyllis has grown up to captivating young 


woman and the heroine of the play (Miss 
Elizabeth Risdon) we are introduced to Lawrence, 


her Tover, son ot the Earl of Marlow. As 
villain of the piece we have the Earl’s nephew, 
Woodville, who exerts an evil influence over 
Arthur Ford, the brother of Phyllis and son 
of the village smith. Old Anthony Ford will 
have none of Lawrence and the cofiple secretly 
wed prior tc the young fellow leaving for the 
War, a departure saddened by the behaviour of 
a Spartan parent. Arthur Ford, now in London, 
frequents night clubs and becomes indebted to 
Woodville for the amount of a heavy stake. 
News comes that the uncle, in Australia, of the 
two Fords, has left them a big legacy and Wood- 
ville so alters the I.0.U. that Arthur, now 
sobered, is confronted with a greatly increased 
demand. 

Phyllis is soon in a sad dilemma, finding that

she is called upon to save her brother from 
disgrace and faced with the position that, in order 
to obtain the legacy she must proclaim herself 
as unmarried. The necessary legal formalities 
are apparently settled in record time and the girl, 
deeply agitated over the troubles of herself and 
Arthur, not only liquidates the debt but allows 
Woodville to steal her marriage certificate. When 
the child of the union arrives the mother is 
cast out and seeks her brother m London. At 
the club where she finds hm there is one of 
the finest scenes of the drama and a stirring 
fight between Arthur and the villain which should 
arouse great enthusiasm. The young fellow suon 
takes his sister to Marlow, where the Ear! is 
mourning the loss of his son who has been killed 
in action. The blacksmith also learns the iruth 
and, in the smithy, there is witnessed another en- 
counter, fought with hammers, the result being 
that Woodville hands over the necessary papers. 
This is honour vindicated and the play cluses 
with a tableau and words of welcome to ‘‘ The 
Future Earl of Marlow.’ The film is excel- 
lently acted, and with the really fine photography 
the story will undoubtedly prove of great 
interest. (Ideal Film Renting Co., Ltd. Ex- 
clusive.

Fortunes of War. 

There are three leading characters in this 
drama, Julia and Basil Hanwell, and Anthony 
Rayne, all, as stated in the opening scenes, mem 
bers of the theatrical profession, and two of the 
trio in love (despite the presence of Basil, who 
does not favour the suit). At the outset the 
drama promises exceedingly well and in the first 
act we have a fall by the heroine, anda mountain- 
side rescue, which are carried out in splendid 
style. In the face of such an artistic pro- 
duction it seems unfortunate that the play should, 
in the subsequent portions, degenerate into a 
repetition of incidents which have done thei: 
duty in quite a number of war dramas. What 
adds further emphasis to our contention is the 
fact that several of the scenes have been pre- 
sented, almost in the same sequence, in more 
than one feature drama, the memory of which 
will occur to quite a number of our readers. 

It is, of course, very possible that the release 
will achieve a goodly share of success, if only 
from the manner of its development and pro- 
duction, but the whole, with its none too original 
story, the evidently made-to-destroy ‘ wireless 
station,’ an unusually time-worn method of hiding 
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the hero from pursuing enemy soldiers and con- 
fusing uniforms, forms a convincing proof that 
novelty is more than ever a sine gua non insuch 
a play as that about to be outlined. The inital 
scenes portray the doings of the company of 
which the aforesaid trio are prominent mem- 
bers, and a mountaineering trip during which 
Rayne is enabled to display genuine heroism 
in rescuing Julia Hanwell from an extremely 
perilous position. Some weeks later war is de- 
clared and the two men, despite their very British 
surnames, are seen to join opposing forces, the 
nationality of which does not transpire. There 
are several well managed battle scenes (with 
vividly portrayed shell-fire), then we learn that 
Basil, through the advance, has arrived near 
his home and is billeted with his parents. 

Anthony, eager to assist his General, volun- 
teers to wreck the wireless station and succeeds 
in blowing up the barn which (contrary to the 
usual modern practice) houses the field instal- 
lation. While making his escape, the hero 1s 
captured and taken before the Captain in charge 
of the section, who happens to be Basil Haa- 
well. There, of course, succeeds the inevitable 
struggle between sentiment and duty. Anthony. 
is sent away with the firing squad. A surprise 
attack, and in the general mélée both men are 
wounded. Basil, upon recovery, finds Rayne 
near at hand and, after. great exertion, manages 
to help the young officer across the valley to 
his own home. The remainder of the play is 
upon reminiscent lines but has a rather in- 
genious scene where Rayne is enabled to pass 
the sentry and return to his own lines. Upon 
the arrival there of the hero he is decorated for 
bravery and we come to the finale of a play 
which, although labouring under the disad- 
vertages previously alluded, may please a large 
mnumber of patrons. (Nordisk Film. Exctusive.

A Duet for Love. 

Quite the outstanding film in a programme of 
general excellence shown recently by the New 
Majestic Company is the two-reel picture, “A 
Duel for Love,’”’ which, we are tempted to state, 
is easily one of the few pictures that one would 
care to see again. Although there is no great 
strength of plot the story is singularly appealing 
in its human interest, and in the hands of those 
- most charming sisters and delightful artists, 
the Misses Lillian and Dorothy Gish, aided 
by an excellent cast, it becomes a polished pro- 
duction that should prove one of the biggest 
successes of a company whose films are in- 
variably distinguished by sympathetic acting and 
finished production. 

May and Dorothy are two winsome country 
lassies, whose suitors are many, but whose inno- 
cent coquetry keeps most of them at full arms 
length. Arrives on the scene a smart young city 
salesman, who strikes upa flirtation with Dorothy, 
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which is taken quite seriously by her, but which 
fades to nothingness with him when he meets May, 
to whom he is, after a brief courtship, married. 
Dorothy at first is nearly broken-hearted, but 
she at length realises the value of true love and 
1s nN turn united ta a country swain. Time 
passes, and to both girls are given the joys of 
motherhood, but they are brief indeed to May, 
for her baby lives but a few short hours, while 
Dorothy’s is a strong, lusty infant. May’s life 
is in danger, and the doctor fears to tell her of 
the death of her child. Insistently she calls for 
her baby, and at length, yielding to the last 
desperate thought, the distracted husband dashes 
over to Dorothy’s home where he makes an 
impassioned appeal to her to save her sister’s 
life by giving up the child. Dorothy yields, 
and hastily the baby is given to the doctor, 
who places it in May’s eager arms. 

A few weeks later and we find May crooning’ 
over the child, stil ignorant of the fact that it 
is not hers. In the adjoining room her husband 
land the doctor are talking the matter over, 
each anxious that she should know the truth, 
each unwilling to break the news. Then Fate 
takes a hand, and May, coming quietly into 
the room, hears the whole truth. Quickly 
distractedly, she tums from the doctor to her 
husband, seeking the real truth, and, at length, 
she realises that the little babe is but hers 
through the self-sacrifice of her sister. Then 
slowly she takes the child back to her sister, 
and in each other’s arms the old sisterly love 
returns, and all] jealousy forgotten and forgiven. 

It is, as we have said, a very interesting 
picture, and one which we can recommend.

The Cripple of Ypres. 

Here is an instance of a war drama which, 
in conjunction with a considerable amount of 
domestic interest, provides an entirely satis- 
factory film, and, in the leading scenes, forms 
an engrossing issue which augurs extremely 
well for the future productions of this Com- 
pany. All the principal interior episodes take 
place in a charming replica of a cottage in 
Flanders. This Flemish interior is, we would 
add, so accurate in detail that it forms quite 
an object lesson to many producers. The 
photography is another strong point, while, 
quite apart from the acting of a competent 
company (with a very charming heroine), 
there is much to be said in favour of the title 
and its topical value. There should, in short, 
be a capital reception for this play in whatever 
part of the Kingdom it may be shown. It 
forms one of the few war dramas which can 
be voted entirely satisfactory from a purely 
dramatic standpoint. 

The real story of the play begins when a 
treacherous German agent, who had long lived 
in the district, is asked to act as guide for the 
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invaders, and, knowing the dangers of a care- 
fully prepared ambush, repairs to the cottage 
where Marie and her old father, with a 
crippled cousin, are living. The spy, who had 
been as one of themselves, again renews his 
attentions to the girl, taking care, also, that 
the cripple shall be marked out as ‘“‘the guide’’ 
inquired for. A dramatic scene of jealousy, 
and the spy is shot by the cripple lad, the body 
being hidden away in a large chest. When 
the enemy officer enters the cottage he scans 
his list of local ‘‘agents,’’ and upon a hasty 
search by his men a clue to the affray is 
alighted upon. When the body is discovered 


the lad is given the alternatives of being shot 
out of hand, or that of acting 
through the forest. 

He has, before this, managed to send the 
girl across country with a message, and we 


as a guide 


have some very (beautiful scenes where she 
makes her way through the moonlit forest to 
the British lines. At dawn the lad places him- 
self at the head of the enemy troops, but, 
unused to hardships, has before going far to 
be carried upon a couple of crossed rifles. The 
march continues in extreme caution until we, 
who have seen certain preparations, note that 
the Teutons have literally stumbled into a 
cleverly arranged ambush. A withering fire 
decimates the front ranks and a _ bayonet 
charge does the rest. The cripple, just a 
little in advance of the Prussians, has no 
chance of safety, for the German captain, 
enraged at the manner of his outwittal, fires 
point blank at the lad, who dies with a bullet 
through his back. A touching finale ends a 
really interesting and praiseworthy drama, the 
acting of which is a most engaging feature.

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Pressing His Suit. 

Most people have, at one time or another, 
made this mistake of confusing the addresses, 
of different parcels, and it is a device which 
has been freely ‘employed in dramatic fiction. 
It has rarely been done more effectively than 
in this excellent little comedy, where Mr. King 
Baggot plays the part of an impecunious youth, 
who wishes to take his sweetheart to a ball 
but finds that his wardrobe is somewhat the 
worse for wear. A financial transaction, for 
which his watch is received as security, enables 
him to provide a handsome bouquet of flowers, 
without which no American girl would believe 
in the sincerity of her lover, and to send his 
only presentable pair of trousers to the tailor 
to be pressed. His impatient ardour causes 
him to misdirect the parcels, and the tailor 
wastes valuable time pressing the flowers, while 
the girl receives a dilapidated pair of dittos 
with a request that she will wear them for 
her lover's sake. The young man’s despair when 
he realises that his plans have gone agley makes 
excellent comedy, and the final scene, where 
the girl, determined to press the trousers her- 
self, allows the iron to scorch them, while she 
is being subjected to the same treatment herself, 
brings the film to an amusing conclusion. 

Mr. King Baggot has a pleasant personality 
and restraint of method which fits him ad- 
mirably for the part, and out of very trifling 
matter he makes an agreeable little comedy.

Tracked by the Hounds. 

Great additional interest is lent to an excel- 
lent drama by the clever work of a couple 
of Siberian wolf hounds who play this part 
with an intelligence and evident relish which 
will secure for them a firm position in the ranks 
of favourite film actors. The story is concerned 
with the kidnapping of Katherine Stuart, the 
daughter of a millionaire, by a foreign noble- 
man, whose very name is_ suggestive of 
pseudonymous villainy. Frank Johnson, a young 
farmer, is the rival of the Count La Francisco 
and he possesses a pair of hounds which he 
has been training for police work. In the com- 
pany of a detective he lays these hounds on 
the trail and their work is most interesting and 
dramatically effective. 

The hounds run down their quarry in a hut 
where the girl is imprisoned, and during a fierce 
fight which takes place with the Count’s ac- 
complices the hut is destroyed by fire. Katherine 
is rescued from the burning building, and her 
father whose eyes have been opened to the 
Ccunt’s villainy, withdraws his opposition to the 
man who has been the means of restoring his 
daughter. 

Although the intelligence and beauty of these 
fe dogs render their part in the story one of

Lured From Home. 


Plot-writers may exercise their ingenious 
Imaginations as they will in the search for new 
and strange situations upon which to base their 
plays, but, when all is said and done, human 
nature changes but little, and it 1s upon human 
nature that the playwright must base his themes 
In mine cases out of ten if he wishes his works 
to be really successful. 


In “Lured From Home” we have a real 
human nature drama of a type which has proved 
itself to be perhaps more popular than any 
other with audiences as a whole. It contains 
no startling novelties of plot-manipulation, nor 
even any particular originality of incident unless 
it be a somewhat unconventional ending. But, 
in spite of the fact that its theme has been 
seen many times before in slightly varying forms, 
it is, nevertheless, a play that may be relied 
upon in most cases to attract and to satisfy, 
because it will unquestionably possess to a very 
high degree for the average audience in the all- 
important quality of human appeal. 

Briefly speaking, the film tells the story of a 
simple, innocent country girl who is lured from 
her peaceful rustic home by the promised joys of 
life in a wonderful, unknown city in company with 
a wealthy and handsome lover. The tale pro- 
gresses on familiar lines until the girl finds her- 
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self deserted in a lonely world with a little child 
to care for. Subsequently her lover, having 
been through the fire of bitter experience in the 
meanwhile, returns and wishes to marry her, but 
the girl by then has learned to distinguish true 
worthiness and goes back to the country to 
become the wife of one who has remained her 
faithful friend throughout. 

The story is treated with considerable skill 
by a clever company who manage to instil the 
old situations with completely new life and in- 
terest. There is some very able characterisation, 
in small as well as in big parts, with the result 
that the whole play ‘“‘lives’’ upon the screen 
and, without aspiring to great subtlety, makes 
a direct appeal to one’s emotions. As the heroine 
of the piece, Miss Pauline Bush, acts with all 
the sincerity, sympathy and sweetness that one 
has always associated with her art. Altogether 
Lured From Home’ makes quite a sound 
and agreeable entertainment. (Rex Film. Samson 
Film Company.) 


Champion Charile. 

There can be few comedians who obtain their 
effects with the apparent ease and _ simplicity 
which characterise the art of Charles Chaplin. 
It is, perhaps, in this very case and in the won- 
derful adroitness with which he executes his 
inimitable ‘“‘business”’ that a large part of 
Chaplin’s charm as a humorist consists. On 
the other hand, he is very far from being a 
careless performer whose tricks are left, as it 
were, to chance. Such astonishing facility in 
the technique of the art of being funny as 
Chaplin possesses is not an accident but can 
only be the result of many years’ serious study 
and hard work. And to this consummate skill 
in the actor’s side of stage-craft the famous 
comedian obviously adds exceptional natural gifts. 
He is, in short, a man with a great talent who 
has developed that talent to the uttermost. 

‘Champion Charlie” is as funny a Chaplin 
film as one has seen. It shows how, on the 
inspiration of a mad moment, Charles becomes 
a boxer—and (with the artful aid of a horse-shoe 
in his glove) a champion. A large part of the 
fim is devoted to a wildly mad and merry 
boxing match which is quite certain to delight 
the average audience. Indeed, this unique com- 
bination of Chaplin and pugilism—two of Eng: 
land’s most popular institutions—may be safely 
relied upon to bring down almost any house.

We referred last week to the increase in the 


number of exclusive films and the correspond- 
ing weakening in the quantity, if not 
quality, of open market releases. We intend, 
during the course of the next few weeks, to 
examine in detail the curious, and in some re- 
spects: acute, position which confronts the 
Trade, and which threatens to develop very 
rapidly in the near future. 

Curiously enough, the influence exercised by 
the exclusive was not felt by the manufacturers, 
at least to any appreciable extent, until the last 
year or so. Up to that time they were inclined 
to regard the exclusive as something in the 
nature of an experiment, then only in an 
embryo stage, and ore hardly calculated, 


either directly or indirectly, to affect them or - 


the sale of their films. In the light of the pre- 
sent position it seems very curious indeed, con- 
sidering that in a great degree the manufac- 
turers themselves are largely responsible for 
the development of the exclusive. Nothing 
accelerated its arrival more than the sudden 
speeding-up of production of late years—the 
desire, apparently, to ook as many films 
weekly as passibl- 
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two, three, or at the utmost four, releases pai 
firm a week, as obtained three years ago, we 
have arrived at the stage when five is looked 
upon as the minimum; and, let us boldly state 
the fact, in the majority of cases without a 
corresponding improvement in the films them- 
selves. The present supply must surely 
exceed the demand in the proportion of at 
least three to one; and the open market, which, 
in spite of its imperfections, is undoubtedly 
the best test—crude though it be—of the draw- 
ing power and attractiveness of a film, glutted 
with the number of films thrust upon it, and 
unable to swallow more than its powers of 
digestion allow, has, by its inability to keep pace 
with production, been amended—shall we say? 
—by the exclusive. 


Thus, whatever part the renters and exhibi- 
tors may have played in the development of the 
exclusive film—and that part we shall deal with 
in subseauent issues—the manufacturers have 
to bear their share of the responsibility. . It is 
useless, and, surely, slightly hypccritical, to 
bewail the “‘loss” of the open market, bearing 
in mind the facts Set forth above. After all.

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the manner in which films are to be controlled 
rests entirely with the manufacturers and 
agents, and it is but facing both ways to com- 
plain of the condition of the open market when 
one has helped to bring about that state of 
affairs.

We had the pleasure last week of a chat with 
Mr. Harry G. Musgrove, the well-known secre- 
tary of Australasian Films, Limited, who came 
to England by way of America, where he visited 
most of the important studios from coast to coast, 
and met many leading lights of the industry, in- 
cluding Mr. Pathé, Mr. Edison, Miss Mary Pick- 
ford and .Mr. J. F. Brockliss. Conversation, 
naturally turned upon the 2d. a foot tax recently 
imposed by the Commonwealth Government upon 
all cinematograph films, negative and positive, 
imported into Australia, with a rebate of dd. 
per foot in favour of English productions. The 
avowed object of the tax, said Mr. Musgrove, 
was to stimulate home manufacture. It has cer- 
tainly not achieved that object, however, nor is 
it likely to do so in view of the fact that the 
home market is too 
small to make film. 
production profit- 
able, there being 
only some 800 pic- 
ture theatres in the 
whole of Australia. 

‘“‘The tax has nat- 
urally proved a ter- 
rible blow to the 
Australian Trade,” 
Mr. Musgrove continued, ‘‘and especially to 
the renters, upon whom the onus chiefly falls. 
In Canada, where conditions are some- 
what similar, many manufacturers have their 
own branches, but Australia is too remote and 
its population too small for such a course to 
be adopted there. The Australian film distri- 
butor is certainly placed in a very difficult 
position. He cannot reduce the quality of the 
films he imports for the reason that Australian 
audiences demand, and are accustomed to, a 


very high standard in all forms of theatrical. 


entertainment. The difficulty is tmcreased by 
the fact that on account of the war the exhibitor 
is not in a position to pay more for his films. 
The only solution is, therefore, a reduction in 
buying and a longer circulation for copies on

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make up our minds on the subject. We hear 
various rumours, we see various developments, 
we wait for certain facts, and one is this—Are 
the manufacturers agreed upon the principle of 
an open market as the best method of dtspos- 
ing of their films? If they are, then we shall 
look forward to the revival of the best features 
of the open market; if not, perhaps the near 
future will give us a timely hint as to move- 
ments of which as yet we are mainly in the 
dark.

which duty is paid. It is true that Australasian 
Films, Limited, possess a big studio and labor- 
atory, but we use these mainly for topical work 
and printing, and have no intention of becoming 
producers on a large scale. Yes, English firms 
are naturally very popular in Australia, but there 
must be some thought’ behind them. Sloppy 
melodramas are no good at all. 

‘What. are the signs of the times in the 
American Trade? Well, I should say that, at 
the present time, America reflects the success of 
the long film. The succ2ss of one and two-re2l 
films, with the exception of comedies, scems 
practically gone. The future of the business 
in America looks to me like a battle between 
the ‘feature’ firms. It is now almost entirely 
a feature film market.”’ 

Mr. Musgrove 


will again — visit 
America before re- 
turning to Australia. 
He had booked a 
passage by the ill- 
fated Lusitania, but 
will now, of course, 
be compelled to re- 
turn by another 
boat. 


With reference to a recent article in THE 
Btoscore, ‘‘The Patriotic Drum,’”’ we were in- 
terested to learn, from a well-known member of 
the industry who has recently been in America, 
that German films are freely being offered in 
that country at “ bargain prices” for importation 
into England—many of these pictures having 
been carefully retitled expressly for that pur- 
pose. One of these films was actually offered 
by a German-American agent to our informant 
who, needless to say, rejected the proposition with 
appropriate emphasis. 

Now, nobody-need object on patriotic grounds 
to the exhibition in England of enemy-made 
films which were acquired by English dealers 
before the commencement of the war. There 
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may be a natural diffidence on the part of ex- 
hibitors as to the wisdom of placing such pictures 
before their audiences, but apart from this con- 
sideration no question of “trading with the 
enemy” can enter into the matter. It is, how- 
ever, a very different thing if German pictures, 
exported from Germany since the war, are still 
being circulated in this country by persons who 
have purchased them in, or through, a neutral 
country. For our own part, we refuse to be- 
fieve that this evil, if it exists at all (which has 
not yet been definitely proved), can be of a 
widespread nature. At the worst, it is probably 
confined to one or two isolated cases. Never- 
theless, for the honour of the Trade, it seems 
to us essential that the matter should be given 
the fullest and most careful inquiry by the Trade 
organisations in order that the implied reproach 
may be either officially denied or remedied. 


In order to be enabled to suit the convenience 
of exhibitors desirous of viewing exclusive 
subjects, Messrs. J. Frank Brockliss, Limited, 
have decided to devote their projection rooms 
on Wednesdays and Thursdays of each week 
solely to such Lubin films as come under this 
designation. The subjects for the open market 
will not, we are assured, suffer in quality, but 
will continue upon that upward grade so marked 
a feature of recent Lubin productions. The 
first two days of the week will, in consequence of 
the new arrangement, be set apart for the dis- 
play of the regular open market programmes, 
and viewers who can make a point of attending 
on these days are, we are told, to be favoured 
with quite a number of pleasing surprises in 
film production. 


A novelty of decided topical value 1s being 
displayed during this week in the Wardour Strect 
showrooms of Messrs. Davison’s Film Sales 
Agency. Entitled “ The Royal Danish Navy,” 
it includes some very remarkable pictures of 
torpedo firing by battleships and submarines. 
The latter are shown rising from the sea, and 
after discharging the deadly missile, sinking out 
of sight again as silently as they appeared. [ew 
people have had the opportunity of seeing these 
vessels at close quarters, so this short topical 
should prove an undoubted attraction for every 
class of patron. 


The April Board of Trade returns give some 
interesting figures relating to the import and 
export of cinematograph films. It is therein 
stated that by far the largest producers were the 
United States, and the United Kingdom im- 
ported during the month from America no less 
than £112,272 worth of films. From France 
were received films valued at £3,968 and ‘‘ other 
countries” sent goods to the amount of £1,409. 
Germany is represented by an ominous dash. 
Taking the total figures we find that films to 
United States during the month. Up to the last 
available date, AereG no lgss than £342,018

of films have been imported. Of this sum, 
America is represented by £310,347, France 
£15,565 and “other countries’? £16,106. 

The statistics with regard to exports show 
that in April films to the value of £15,129 left 
England, making £61,339 in all which have 
been exported since the commencement of the 
year. It is not possible to note any comparison 
with the Trade in other years, as prior to 1915 
the statistics relating to cinematograph films were 
included in photographic apparatus. 

The figures dealing with foreign and colonial 
merchandise records that the exports to France 
amounted to £974 and “other countries’ £6,376, ~ 
a total of £7,350 for the month. During the 
year films valued at £40,835, according to the 
Colonial section, have been exported. 


Our Birmingham correspondent leams on very 
reliable authority that permits have been granted 
for the erection of four cinematograph theatres 
at the huge military camp which is being formed 
on Cannock Chase in the Midlands. ‘his fact 
indicates that the War Office regards the exhi- 
bition of pictures as a very suitable form of en- 
tertainment for the troops. The company which 
will be responsible for the Cannock project has 
also secured permits for cinemas at a number of 
other army camps, and we hope shortly to be 
able to give some interesting details concerning; 
their plans. 


Ihe popular North-country exhibitor, Mr. Victor 
Branford, licensee of the Palace, Whitehaven, 
was last week the recipient of a handsome gold 
hunter watch with the inscription, “ Presented 
to.Mr. A. V. Branford as a token of esteem and 
respect by the Committee and members of the 
Whitehaven Miners’ Union,” also a gold-and- 
pearl brooch for Mrs. Branford. ‘This is the 
eighth year that Mr. Branford has been lessee 
of the Palace, he being the pioneer in White- 
haven, of a twice-nightly permanent entertain- 
ment, and has met with a well-deserved success 
in this Cumberland seaport. He is also co-lessee 
of the Central Theatre, Northwich, and has 
ever been a keen critic of films for audiences 
which are notoriously difficult to please.

NO. 1.—* STYLE 


MANAGERS. 


IN ADVERTISING.” 


So far as a generalisation is permissible on so big 
a subject, it may be said that the secret of success 
in business 1s organisation. : 


Of two men having equal scope and equal material, 
the one who organises best will succeed best. 


When one thinks of it, the term “ business man,” 
and the word “organiser,” are really synonvmous. 
The business man is the man who organises for 
commercial exploitation, the goods which the manu- 
facturer produces. He is the middleman between 
the maker and the consumer. The only justification 
for ‘his existence lies in his abilitv to place the manu- 
facturer’s output before the public in the most profit- 
able, suitable and attractive manner. And _ the 
measure of his success in accomplishing this object 
is the degree of his genius for organisation. 


Organisation affects many different forms of 
activity in the work of a picture theatre manager, 
but in the present article we intend to confine our- 
selves to one of its applications to the all-important 
question of advertising. 


The presence of the lack of organisation in anv 
advertising campaign is immediately apparent. In 
fact, the very word “campaign,” implies organisa- 
tion. Study the methods of any prominent and 
successful advertiser, and you will at once be con- 
scious that everv detail is a carefully adjusted part 
of one big system which has been thought out before- 
hand. Haphazard, impromptu advertising is very 
nearly as useless as it is extravagant. It will be 
crushed out of sight by more capable competitors who 
have realised that medern publicity must be 
approached with care and intelligence as a definite 
science. 


In this little article, we can make no attemnt to 
deal with the whole colossal subject of advertising 
and organisation, but wish merely to touch upon 
one of the more pronounced evidences of the latter 

in the former. This point is Stvle in Advertising. 


Google 


There is no necessity to go outside the Film Trade 
to find many admirable examples of what Style in 
Advertising means, or of its value. Look at the dis- 
tinctive announcements of almost any of the larger 
firms occupying space in this issue of THE BIOSCOPE, 
and you will immediately recognise the difference 
between scientific and unscientific advertising. The 
scientific advertiser adopts an individual style which 
quickly becomes identified with his firm in the mind 
of the reader, and in a short time the distinctive 
‘‘make up” of his announcements, with the reputation 
attaching tg it, gains a definite value of its own, 
comparable with the value attaching to the gradu- 
ally-formed style of a newspaper which in time he- 
comes one of that paper’s chief assets. 


In too many cases the picture theatre manager 
omits to consider this question of stvle, and therebv 
neglects an important means of building up for his 
house that distinctive reputation which is so desir- 
able. Formulate a definite style (and the stvle itself 
should be more or less representative of the charac- 
ter of your entertainment), and adhere to it so far 
as possible throughout all your publicity. By doing 
so you will find in a short time that the public recog- 
nises your advertising at a casual glance, and that 
a reminder of your theatre is carried by every one 
of your announcements. even to people who do not 
wait to assimilate the whole message. 


An individual style may be formed in many wavs, 
among the most popular being the emplovment of 
special type and special colours. This part of the 
question may well be left for managers to decide 
for themselves, but we cannot urge too strongly the 
value of a style of some kind. For style in adver- 
tising 1s equivalent to the signature of the author 
In a work of art. The anonymous artist can never 
become famous.

Although naturally 
busy with preparations 
for his departure, Mr. 
Bentley kindly spared 
Tue Broscope a few minutes for a chat last 
Menday, when he was fuli of enthusiasm for 
his new undertaking. He has never visited 
America hitherto, and will, therefore, find addi- 
tional interest in his forthccming journey, 
apart from his desire to see the Universal 
Company’s wonderful Film City. It should be 
mentioned, by the way, that before leaving he 
will produce a film for the Trans-Atlantic Com- 
pany in this country, the subject of which must 
not be revealed at the moment.

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Two Recent Walturdaw Acquisitions. 


If there be one sentence more than another that 
has fulfilled its mission in the vocabulary of the 
showman it is the oft repeated motto that ‘variety 
is the spice of life.” We, however, have a more 
than sufficient excuse for once more reviving the 
expression in the wealth @f attractions, especially 
for that wary individual, the exhibitor of “ex- 


clusives,” as displayed in the lists available froin _ 


our leading Trade concerns. Knowing full well 
the difficulty which confronts our friends upon the 
exhibiting side in suiting the extremely varied 
tastes of audiences in various parts of the king- 
dom, we invariably endeavour, in presenting our 
weekly critiques of films, to devote the space at 
our disposal to as judicious a selection as possible 
of current attractions, and have pleasure in here- 
with referring to a duo of films just added to the 
already lengthy, and extremely 
varied, lists of the Walturdaw 
Company, Limited. 

Although the two items about 
to undergo analysis may, by 
some, be voted ‘‘upon the 
ordinary lines,’ they are just 
such subjects as will, we should 
imagine, appeal to the majority, 
and, in spite of certain little 
crudities more or less apparent 
in each, should certainly ad- 
mirably serve their purpose as 
headliners of more than average 
merit. The first subject, bear- 
ing the forcible, if not particu- 
larly original: title, ‘‘ The 
Penalty Fits the Crime,” is so 
well produced that the settings, 
with all deference to the pro- 
ducers, could well have been 
applied to a much more am- 
bitious narrative. 

The play is upon the generally accepted lines 
of sensational drama, but has a strong topical 
interest by reason of the leading dramatic epi- 
sodes being set forth amidst a ruined village 
“somewhere in France,” and the introduction of a 
fair share of military element. The story begins 
with the meeting, in a Red Cross Hospital, of 
Simonne Hubert, a wealthy woman, separated 
from a brutal husband, and now working as a 
nurse, and an English officer, Lord Wm. Raleigh. 
The self-sacrificing acts. of the handsome French- 
woman beget a platonic love affair which is dis- 
covered by the husband, who also possesses him- 
self of a document which, in case of the soldier’s 
death, forms proof of a handsome legacy to 
Simonne. 

From this point onward, the story presents a 
battle of wits between the villainous Hubert, who 
disguises himself as a camp follower, and the hero. 
So cleverly does the rascal manage matters that 
the officer is posted as killed, and mourned by 
his lover, who is also faced with the possibility of 


sudden a SPE RACES neghevs placed in 


a package identical with that stolen by Hubert. 
Need we add that the officer is rescued from his 
predicament and, through the agency of a clever 
criminologist, the villain is exposed. The tragic 
end of the brutal husband, hoist by his own pe- 
tard, solves the riddle, and enables the consum- 
mation of a love that is pure and noble. 

The second release, entitled, ‘‘Be Sure Your 
Sin ,’’ is portrayed in the costumes of early 
Victorian days, and tells of the troubles of a 
heroic schoolmaster, whose methods are dis- 
approved of by the powers-that-be in a lawless 
Indiana village, a hotbed of brigandage and politi- 
cal jobbery. Ralph, the schoolmaster, quickly 
quells rebellion among his quaintly assorted flock, 
and finds a sweetheart in Hannah, an orphan girl 
of genteel parents, who is domestic ‘‘ help’’ to a 


Much of the 


family aptly named ‘* The Means.” 
humour of the play is, in fact, derived from the 
methods adopted by Mrs. Means to ‘‘ load ’’ her 
darling ‘‘ Sis’? on to the newcomer. 

We thus have a species of moving comedy- 
drama allied to a tale of crime and circumstantial 


evidence. |The schoolmaster, of course, finds a 
bitter enemy in the arch-plotter of the place, and 
we see Ralph nobly standing his ground when 
charged with murder. He has staunch friends 
in a burly ‘‘ schoolboy,’’ also in an old veteran, 
who do their best to save his life. Just as things 
look grave indeed, and a lynching scene probable, 
a startling piece of evidence condemns, of all peo- 
ple, the sheriff himself, and the last we see of 
that worthy individual is his savage manipulation 
of a chair in order to break his way out of the 
primitive court house, the sitting-room of the 
squire. The film ends somewhat abruptly, but is, 
for all its crudity of development, a really typical 
drama of turbulent times. We believe that full 
synopses for both films, with release dates and 
lengths, will be available from the Walturdaw 
Company, Limited? itfiig Ve present week.

To their already extensive and constantly in- 
creasing repertoire of important “feature” films, 
Moss’ Empires, Limited, have recently added 
numerous others, which, by their excellence, give 
further testimony as tothe skill and discriminative 
ability invariably displayed in this firm’s admir- 
able selections. 

The two pictures we propose to review to-day 
—‘‘As Ye Repent,” by the Turner Company, and 
A Dare-Devil Circus Queen,” by the Eclair Com- 
pany—are so widely different in character that 
any comparison betwecn them is quite impossible. 
The one, a powerful domestic drama, is mainly 
notable, perhaps, for the remarkably penetrative 
character delineations provided by a singularly 
strong company of players, and for its many 
striking dramatic situations. The other, although 
it also is quite well acted, is avowedly a sensational 
melodrama, full of spectacular thrills, and, as 
such, it could scarcely be more satisfactory. 


‘‘As Ye Repent————..’’ 


At the opening of this forceful, if sometimes 
rather gloomy, play, we find Miss Florence Turner 
in an ingenue role which, with her almost un- 
canny versatility, she manages to make as convin- 
cing and natural as any other of the extraordin- 
arily wide variety of characters shehas played in 
the past. After the first reel or so, however, she 

‘‘grows up,’’ and it is then that she has an oppor- 
tunity to display to the fullest extent her amazing 
mastery over the whole gamut of human passions. 
Almost every one of her performances we can 
remember has been a work of art, both creative 
and interpretive, individual, finished and intensely 
vivid; and her portrait of the Italian girl, with 
whose chequered career this film is mainly con- 
cerned, is no exception to the rule. 


Apart from Miss Turner’s share in the produc- 
tion, however, “As Ye Repent ’ is an un- 
usually well acted film. Mr. Edward Lingard— 
certainly one of the most convincing ‘‘heavy men” 
appearing on the screen—gives a performance 
which is full of sinister power, and withal perfectly 
natural and restrained. Mr. Anthony Keith gives 
a sensitive reading in a rather unremunerative 
part as the somewhat priggish hero of the piece 
whose ingenuous belief in human nature leads 
him into various painful situations. Mr. Tom 
Powers makes an all too brief appearance as an 
ungenerous young man, who first ruims the Italian 
heroine and then deserts her in the belief, inspired 
by a thoroughly despicable villlainess, that she has 
been unfaithful to him. As the-villainess in ques- 
110n, Miss Maud Wee does not hesitate to invest

an excessively unpleasant part with its full mea- 
sure of viciousness. 


If we have devoted more than usual space to 
the acting of the film itis because the latter is so 
extremely well presented by its players. At the 
same time, a great deal of credit is due to Mr. 
Larry Trimble, the producer, for the skill with 
which he has supervised the architecture of the 
work. ‘Tihe play is full of dramatic situations, 
and in every case Mr. Trimble has not been afraid 
to take his gloves off and give us life as it is, 
even in so difficult an episode as that in which a 
wife announces to her husband her refusal to 
‘‘make the sacrifice of motherhood.”’ It is un- 
necessary to point out, on the other hand, that he 
is too fine an artist to offend by lack of restraint 
or delicacy. 


While not offering tremendous scope for scenic 
display, the film is consistently well staged 
throughout, and contains at least one effective 
spectacular episode in the panic incidents during 
a theatre fire. 


A Dare-Devil Circus Queen. 


In their very handsome descriptive booklet, 
Messrs. Moss’ Empires, Limited, characterise this 
picture as “the sensational limit,” and we really 
do not think a more apt phrase could be applied 
to it. The ‘‘limit’’ referred to is attained in the 
drama’s culminating episode where a woman, 
mounted on horseback, is seen to make the circle 
of a Great Wheel similar to that at Earl’s Court, 
stationed on the roof of one of the small passen- 
ger carriages. There appears to be no deception 
whatever about this episode. It is presented in 
cold blood by the courageous equestrienne con- 
cerned, and the exhaustive nature of the pictures 
illustrating her feat seem to remove from the 
latter any possibility of ‘‘faking.” 

Although this hair-raising performance is 
naturally the most striking feature of the picture, 
the latter contains a great deal else that is meri- 
torious as well as sensational. The story, which 
weaves the history of two unscrupulous criminals 
into the lives of a fickle circus proprietor ‘nd his 
wife, is set largely amidst characteristic circus 
and menagerie scenes, so that it possesses an : r- 
commonly iargely share of spectac:ilar interest. It 
is, for the most part, extremely well acted, and its 
plot, though not much more probable <han that of 
the average melodrama, proves a_ satisfactory 
vehicle for all kinds of stimulating sensations. 
Unquestionably, “ A Dare-Devil Circus Queen” 
is a rattling good entertainment of a type that is 
invariably popular.

DISASTER. 


Notwithstanding the contention that we must, 
as a rule, confine our attentions, from a journalis- 
tic standpoint, to purely Trade matters, we feel 
ourselves justified, and amply justified, in ex- 
pressing, on behalf of our readers, our utter ab- 
horrence of the latest of Germany’s crimes, the 
torpedoing of the R.M.S. Lusitania. In com-

mon with every business in the kingdom and 
across the Atlantic, we have either lost, or come 
near to losing, friends among those on board the 
great liner at the time of the dastardly attack, 
and we therefore propose to briefly mention the 
names of some of those referred to, and their con- 
nection with the industry. 

Before doing so, however, we would like to pre- 
sent to our readers one of the many instances of 
epic heroism displayed during the work of rescue, 
one which redounds to the eternal credit of a gen- 
tleman as well-known in London as among our 
cousins over-seas. We are indebted to the Pull 
Mal’ Gazette for the following :— 


Mrs. Lines, a Canadian lady, paid a glowing 
tribute to the gallantry of Mr. Alfred Vanderbilt 
and his valet, Ronald Denver. : 

«©¢ People,’ said Mrs. Lines, ‘will not talk of 
Mr. Vanderbilt in future as the millionaire sports- 
man and man of pleasure. He will be remem- 
bered as the ‘children’s hero,’ and men and 
women will salute his name. When death was 
nearing him he showed a gallantry which no 
words of mine can adequately describe. : 

<¢¢ Find all the kiddies you can, boy,’ he said 
to his valet. The man rushed off immediately 
collec:ing the children, and as he brought them 
iy Mv. Vanderbilt the latter dashed to the boats 
with two little ones in his arms at atime. When 
he could no longer find any more children, he 
went to the assistance of the women, and placed 
as many as he could in safety. ; 

“(Tn all his work he was gallantly assisted by 
Ronald Denver, and the two continued their efforts 
until the very end. I hope the young men of 
Britain will act the same for their country now 
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as Mr. Vanderbilt did for somebody’s little 
ones. 

‘Other survivors staie that just before the end 
Mr. Vanderbilt gave up his lifebelt to a friendless 
old woman who came along. He could not 
sWim.’’ 


The last few words t-ll their own story. flis 
should for ever be an honoured name. 

Among those passengers who were lost must 
unfortunately be placed Mr. Chas. Frohman, the 
famous entre peneur, who would, in all probability, 
hold the record for Trans-Atlantic trips as a pas- 
senger, and verily seemed to be quite as often 
here in London as he appeared in New York. He 
was afhliated to the Famous Players Film Com- 
pany, Limited, of America, of which his brother 
Daniel, is managing director, and this concern is, 
in fact, at present producing certain of his very 
popular dramatic attractions. Mr. Charles Klein, 
who was also lost, at one time reader of plays 
for Mr. Frohman, was the author of “The Third 
Degree,’ and part author of “Potash and Perl- 
mutter.’” He was upon his way to London to 
superintend the production of a sequel to the latter 
play. His brother Manuel recently left New York 
in order to become conductor at the Gaiety 
theatre. 

The theatrical world has, in addition to the fore- 
going, suffered other losses through the disaster, 
but we learn that Miss Rita Jolivet, who was for- 
merly leading lady for Mr. James Welch, and has 
latterly been appearing in America, including a 
special engagement with the Lasky Feature Play 
Company, is among the saved. Curiously enough, 
the title of the feature film in which she is to be 
presented is “The Unafraid,” based upon Eleanor 
Ingram’s successful novel. Miss Jolivet’s home

is at Kew, near London, and she has, fortunately, 
been enabled to reach there for what surely is a 
well earned vacation. 


Original from 
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Two of Birmingham’s best known men in the 
Trade were on the Lusitania, Mr. E. Hounsell, 
manager of the Midland Exclusive Iilm Com- 
pany,and Mr. Edward Barry, who accompan‘ed 
him. It was well known locally that they were 
coming home onthe liner, and Saturday morning 
brought a flood of inquiries as to their safety. The 
noon editions of the daily papers announced tiat 
Mr. Hounsell had reached Queenstown, but no- 
thing definite concerning the fate of Mr. Barry 
transpired until late in the evening. Mr. Tiouns 
sell is, besides his association with the Midland 
Exclusive Film Company, manager of the Im- 
perial Picture Palace, West Bromwich, where he 
resides. 


Mr. Barry was formerly with Warners Features 
Company, London, and his breezy personality and 
enterprising methods have made him very popu- 
lar. He had been to Ametica. several times 
before. 


Mr. Hounsell and Mr. Barry lost everything 
they had with them. When the liner was tor- 
pedoed they at once proceeded to render aid to 
the women and children. Before Mr. Barry got 
to the frail craft to whichheclung, hepicked up 
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a child flaating on the surface of the sea, but the 
youngster, who had been hit by floating wreckage, 
was dead when placed on the raft. It need hardly 
be added that both Mr. Hounsell and Mr. Barry 
have been overwhelmed with congratulatory mes- 
saves upon their escape. 

Our representative at Liverpool informs us that 
the disaster had a staggering effect upon the 
people of the citv, whence many of the crew of the 
ill-fated Cunarder hailed, and certainly reacted to 
some extent upon the attendances at the local 
cinema houses. Upon making special inquiries 
at some of the leading suburban halls, which 
usually on Friday and Saturday evenings are 
picked to their utmost, our representative learnt 
that a depression set in immediately the news was 
received. On Saturday, when it was ascertained 
that the proportion of survivors was so small, the 
perturbed feeling became intensified, and patron- 
ave during the evening consequently suffered. 
The Lord Mayor of Liverpool is, it is stated, open- 
ing a relief fund. Questioned as to the likelihood 
of cinemas assisting this effort by giving special 
performances, three managers who were inter- 
sewed declared that that would naturally depend 
upon the general feeling of the trade in the city.

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“THE OUTCAST.” 


A FINE RELIANCE PRODUCTION. 


There is one type of drama which American 
writers have made almost their own, and 
which in popular favour with an American 
audience is hardly excelled by stories of Wall 
Street or the newspaper office. This may be 
termed the drama of the police court, and has 
provided the American public with many 
effective plays, some of which have achieved 
almost equal popularity on this side of the 
water. This, however, is not invariably the 
case, for the precedure of the Courts in the 


United States differs in some respects so 
materially from our own that its ready accept- 
ance demands a mental attitude which the 
conservative playgoer is not always inclined to 
adopt, while the American policeman or detect- 
ive of dramatic fiction is allowed a licence and 
autocratic power which is quite incomprehen- 
sible to the law-abiding British playgoer who 
is accustomed to regard the police as so many 
walking directories maintained solely for his 
own convenience and safety. That peculiarly 
detestable method of examination known as the 
‘Third Degree ”’ is either regarded with toler- 
ant curiosity as a dramatic expedient to exploit 
the talents of an emotional leading lady or a 
persecuted leading man, or it is rejected with 
irritation and even indignation as something 
unfamiliar and therefore not to be credited. 
When, however, the drama is founded upon 
a story of such simple human interest as will 
make a direct appeal to the heart irrespective of 
local conditions or customs this drama of the 
police court evokes universal interest, and it 
will be admitted that in this particular type the 
American producer is easilv the first in the field. 
The very remarkable film ‘‘ The Outcast,”’ 
shown by the Dominion Exclusives last week, 
is an admirable case in point. Thomas Nelson 
Page is a writer with a keen ‘ns‘ght into human 
nature with a tender sympathy for its weak- 
nesses and failings, and a charitable faith in its 
efforts toward regenera‘ion, and he has 


written a simple human story in which the 
characters) have; hugnagy pighe and human 


virtues. The author has been extremely well 
served by the adaptor, and the film version is a 
model of dramatic construction, while the pro- 
ducer, Mr. D. W. Griffith, with the assistance 
of a company unequalled in their individual 
lines, has made another important addition to 
his long list of successes. We have rarely seen 
a film of its class where the art of the producer 
has been so evident throughout with so little 
apparent artifice. It is cbvious from the very 
commencement where the characiers of Netta 
and Dan are so clearly revealed amidst their 
sordid and vicious surroundings. He is the 
waiter at a low drinking saloon where the girl 
dances and sings in bizarre and tawdry finery, 
and where, wth a hundred little touches of 
commonplace detail they show their steady and 
honest affection for each other. In spite of 
their horrible surroundings they are happy in 
their humble plans for the future, as is shown 
by a beautiful episode during their afternoon 
out where, sitting cn a bench in the park they 
wistfully watch a happy mother romping with 
her little child, a scene which is played with 
exquisite delicacy and charm. Then comes the 
tragedy which shatters their dream. QOne of 
the pestiferous frequenters cf the saloon forces 
his attentions on the girl. Dan comes to her 
rescue, but it is only in courage that he is a 
match for the powerful bully. In his defence 
and her own Netta snatches the ruffian’s 
revolver, and a moment later the lovers are 


staring aghast at the dead body of the man who 
has wrecked their happiness. There is a hasty 
flight, a pursuit by the police, and the girl, hit 
by a shot, is captured. The boy escapes at her 
urgent entreaty, for he has a previous con- 
viction against him, and it would go hard with 
him if he were caught. 

Then follows the dreary procedure of a 
criminal trial, counsel for the prosecution and 
the defence each doing all he can for his own 
reputation before a judge who is well known 
for ‘his strict and. stern sense of duty. The 


yoor child has nd Canc’ for she is regarded as. 
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an outcast, agains. whom society must be pro- 
tected. She is found guilty and sent back to 
await her sentence, and Dan, who surrenders 
himself up in order to give evidence on her 
behalf, is committed for trial on an accessory. 

The attorney for the defence takes an interest 
in the prisoner, and after hearing the story of 
her life he goes to_her native village to gather 
further details. Here he learns how her 
mother was deceived and deserted by a young 
lawyer, and with the aid of an old photograph 
the attorney identifies him as the judge who 
will soon be called upon to pronounce sentence 
on his own daughter. In an intensely dramatic 
scene this sentence is averted at the last 
moment, the shock of discovery is fatal to the 
judge, and a more lenient magistrate makes it 
possible for Dan and Netta to begin life anew 
under happier auspices in the village where her 
grandfather is eaverly waiting to welcome her. 
The story is told throughout with admirable 
concision and unerring dramatic instinct. The 
scene showing the death of Netta’s mother and 
that in which the judge receives a 
deputation seem to us less essential to the 
development of the story than any, but both 


have interest in themselves and can hardly be 
said to delay the action to any appreciable 
extent. The trial scene is a masterpiece of 
stage-management, and without being unduly 
prolonged gives an interesting insight into the 
methods of the American courts, at the same 
time giving fine scope for acting of which very 
full advantage is taken by prisoners, counsel, 
judge, jury and spectators. 

If the film is a triumph for the producer it is 
no less so for the company engaged in its 
representation. Miss Mae Marsh and Mr. 
Robert Harron, with an enviable record of 
successes have done nothing better than their 
perfectly realistic pictures of these ill-fated 
young lovers. Their performances show all 
the restraint of real life with all the effectiveness 
of consummate art. Mr. Ralph Lewis, a 
handsome and impressive figure as the judge, 
Mr. Dillon and Mr. Lowery as the two attor- 
neys, and Mr. Spottiswoode Aitken in a fine 
character study of Netta’s grandfather are 
other members of a company who have built 
up the foundations of their success by a long 
and conscientious study of the medium in which 
they work.

banned, and one has now to search for the erstwhile 
brilliantly lighted palaces. Various devices have 
been experimented upon by manavers, but the strong 
hand (or voice) of the gentleman in blue, armed with 
tne authority of the “gentleman in khaki,’’ have 
nipped these effectively in the promising bud, anda 
dark (in every sense) uniformity is now general. 
With the steadily brightening nights these regula- 
tions will be neyatived by Old Sol’s parting rays; 
but, alas! at the time of writing, news has come to 
hand that the Durham’s have suttered fearfully :n the 
recent fighting near Ypres. ‘These sad tid:nys are, 
as 1 need hard'v-sayv, being seriously reflected upon 
the cinema halls in common with all other entertain: 
ments. Still, one shouldn’t grumble at what are 
really only minor troubles comparcd with what is be- 
falling our cinema supporters across the Channel, 
fighting our greater battle. 


Without the city wall most of the pit picture halls 
are suffering from the dearth of men, but within the 
gates of Durham City each of the three halls is en- 
joying a fair spell of business. The palace ran a 
revue last week for a change, but is reverting to the 
cinema, whilst at Messrs. Rushworth’s Assembly 
Rooms, ‘‘Lil o’ London,’’ ‘*Two Women,” and 
“Those that Trespass,’ were the star pictures, the 
New Globe Cinema making the most, and deservedly 
so, with ‘‘For Love of the King,’’ ‘‘A Romance of 
Old Brittany,” “They Called Him Coward,” and 
““ The Philistine.” 


“Tt isn’t always what you’ve got, but what you 
can make of it,” is a venerable axiom. And Mr. 
. Gordon Gray knows it. Only recently he took the 

Queen’s Hall Kinema at Sunderland in hand, and 
booking “The Trey o’ Hearts” series at once, began 
booming it and the Kinema for all he was worth. The 
mulitary negativing the illumination of his huge 
electric sign, he placed two huge “three of hearts” 
playing cards at each side of it, quite flooded the 
town with attractive throwaways, striking posters, 
and in divers other wavs made the people realise 
that there was something doing at the Kinema. All 
these things had their effect, drew in fresh patrons, 
and appear to have already greatly increased the 
popularity of the hall, which I found crowded when 
I dropped in to see Mr. Gray.

One cannot but commend his 
idea. Then, he also told me, he is booking some of 
the Famous Players productions, from all of which 
it will be apparent that the Kinema is out for busi- 
ness. Mr. Gray is a great believer in serials. He 
has, he was saying, been running the “Lucille Love” 
episodes at both his West Cornforth and Coxhoe thea- 
tres, where he has also introduced “The Trey o’ 
Hearts” with considerable success. ‘The Mystevies 
of Paris” went so well at these theatres ‘tat he is 
bringing it for a return visit. Following “The Trev 
o’ Hearts” instalment, he had “A Human Soul” 
showing at the Kinema, the orchestra of which he is 
ereatly strengthening; indeed, he and Mr. Colvin, its

conductor, mean to make it the biggest cinema or- 
chestra in the town. It is playing every afternoon 
now, and has sensibly enhanced the pleasure of 
visitors. 

_ Football is “off,’? but the interest of the spectators 
In its exponents is an asset of which the proprietors 
of the Pavilion Theatre have just taken advantage by 
appointing Mr. Irvine Thornley, one of the leading 
plavers in the South Shields Club, manager of the 
hall. As the season was closing, the Shields club 
found themselves in tae happy position of being in 
the finai for the Sunderland Shipowners’ Cup, and, 
glory bevond all glory, Mr. Vhornley managed to 
score the only and winning goal of the match.

Mr. Thornley was accorded a great reception, and 
there is no doubt but that his active association with 
the popular code will stand him in good stead, and 
at the same time be beneficial to the Pavilion. That 
night, “St. Elmo” was the film feature, wh:Ist imme- 
ete vy following it has Seen “Les Miserables,” 
Vadis?” and “ Vendetta,’ representing 
some of the finest picture plays of the day. All have 
been screened previously in the town, but their re- 
turn was none the Jess very heartily welcomed. 


“We intend to develop this part of our  pro- 
gramme,” said Mr. A. E. Barnes, the resident mana- 
ger of the Sunderland Empire to me last week, when 
we were speaking of the pictures showing there. 
“Our ‘Pathé Gazette’ is a great feature, especially 
this week’’; and so it was, for on one of its topicals 
one saw the Canadians, who have just earned their 
spurs at Ypres, and amongst whom are many local 
lads. “You will see more pictures here than for- 
merly,” Mr. Barnes informed me, “on every pro- 
gramme, and especially on Friday nights, when we 
suspend the ‘two houses’ and give a whole night’s 
performance. This week we are showing a special 
film of ‘Bobs’’ Regiment at Hartlepool, which is 
wholly made up of local officers and men, whilst 
on Friday ‘Called Back,’ in three parts, will be 
screened. Following that, we have booked three of 
W. W. Jacobs’ sketches, ‘ Bosun’s Mate,’ ‘Beauty and 
the Barge,’ and ‘Lawyer Quince.’ ”’ In order to 
make the best of all these good things, the F'mpire 
screen has been almost doubled in size, and what also 
pleased me was the fact that the projection of the pic- 
tures has been vastly improved. 


Mr. Arthur E. ‘Holland, who only quite recently be- 
came manager of Mr. J. H. Tindle’s Empress 17 hea- 
tre, at Horden, has been appointed manager of the 
Theatre Royal at Sunderland. He succeeds Mr. Will 
Ruecroft, formerly operator and electrician at the 
Sunderland Theatre de Luxe, who is following Mr. 
George Dunn in the management of the Borough 
Theatre, Wallsend, Mr. Dunn having been apnointed 
manager for Mr. George Black’s theatres. The new 
manager of the Horden hall is Mr. Arthur Gordon, 
until recently a member of the Sember Repertoire 
Company. 


Like most of our Durham County pit halls, the 
Star, at Easington Lane, is suffering from the ab- 
sence from home men who, erstwhile digging coal 
down the mine, are now digging trenches in defence 
of their homeland. Last week’s principal pictures

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BUSINESS AT BATH. 


(By OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Having reached Mav, we are supposed to have 
entered upon the month which heralds an unprofit- 
able period for the managements of cinema theatres. 
It is an undeniable fact that indoor entertainments 
do not attract with that irresistible fascination in 
summer as in winter, but I contend that it is also a 
fact, that in the majority of cases, managers with 
enterprise and business acumen, when the cold dull 
days are with us, strive, and very successfully too, 
to make their theatres as cosy as possible. That 
they succeed is proved by their very large, regular 
clientele, their patrons are quite prepared to leave 
their firesides On rainy afternoons or evenings to 
attend such cosy theatres, because inside comfort 1s 
combined with first-class entertainment. And if 
people can be induced to leave their warm firesides 
in winter, there is no reason why they should not be 
attracted inside picture theatres in summer. Man- 
agers who are out for success in winter keep their 
theatres warm and free from draughts. In summer 
they should keep them cool. Plen:v of electric fans, 
and well-ventilated theatres should be their objective, 
and they should couple with those the provision of 

1-e_cream, iced drinks, etc., at moderate charges. 

Bath is considered one of the hottest places in the 
country. I am pleased to sav that all the manage- 
ments here are most considerate, and although verv 
many of the soldiers have now left for camp, and we 
have had a foretaste of very worm weather, tt is partl- 
cularly gratifying to be able to record that there is 
absolute y no cause for complaint, in fact, business 
is as it has been throughout the winter, —namely, 
particularly brisk. Moreover, I can predict with con- 
fidence, that if the present high standard—as indi- 

cated by the following notes—is consistently mauin- 
tained throughout the summer, adequate support will 
be meted out to not any one ‘but to all, the picture 
theatres here. 

There has been a magnificent succession of “star” 
attractions at the Electric Theatre (managing direc- 
tor, Mr. L. Davis), Westgate, for some time now.

Mr. Scott is always on the qui vive for good quality 
open market releases, and he finds that patrons are 
quite as appreciative of these as of expensive exclu- 
sives. As indicative of the class of programme pre- 
sented, one may instance the following, which was 
screened on the evening of my visit: ‘“’Varsity 
Race,’”’ ‘The Two Stages,” ‘‘His Prior Claim,” “His 
New Profession,” “Curing of Myra May,” “In the 
Clutches of a Villain,” ‘“‘Kineto War Map.” and 
the “Gazette.’’ In the management of the hall Mrs. 
Scott takes a leading part, and asserts that before 
to-day she has adapted herecte to the requirements of 
the operating chamber. Her husband, whose real 
avocation is engineering, claims to have designed 
the first fireproof operating room in Liverpool. 

About half a mile nearer town is the Dingle Pic- 
turedrome, which, under the e@egts of Mr. B. N. 
Byerley, still merits the attentions of the picture- 
loving public of the neighbourhood. A tribute is 
paid by the management to the success achieved bv 
Edison’s “ Kinetophone,” the novelty, no doubt. being 
responsible for unusually large attendances. “Tillie’s 
Punctured Romance,’’? which was shown last week 
ensured a continuity of success. “Liberty Hall” and 
‘The Land of the Lost’? have contributed largely to 
the popularity of recent entertainments, and will be 
followed shortly by “St. Elmo” and “The Middle- 
man. 

The managership of the Prince of Wales Theatre, 
which has been rendered vacant through the resigna- 
tion of Mr. W. H. Huish, the hon. secretary of the 
Liverpool branch of the Exhibitors’ Association, has 
been filled by the transfer of Mr. C. M. Fraser from 
the Provincial Cinematograph Theatres’, Limited, 
hall at Edinburgh. “The Middleman,”’ which was 
screened last week at the Prince of Wales, received 
a particularly good reception, and as a film of real 
merit was accorded well-deserved commendation. 
The week-end attraction was ‘The Mystery of Sea 
View Hotel.” Included in the list of bookings are 
“Prisoner of Zenda’ and “Rupert of Hentzau,” to be 
exhibited in a few dave’ time. 

In the most happy circumstances Mr. W. Bell has 
returned to the management of the Derbv. Mr. A. 
Stuart having, it is stated, left the city. The enter- 
tainments are run on successful lines, last week’s 
pictorial agenda including “The Monkev’s Paw’’ and 
66473, 

With a choicelv-blended programme of. pictures 
and vaudeville, combined with good music, the Park 
Roval, of which Mr. N. Edwards is manager, con- 
tinues its successful career under encouraging 
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auspices. “The Trey o’ Hearts” is being extremely 
well received by patrons, and is to be followed by 
“The Man Who Disappeared.” Amongst the best 
films lately have been ‘“‘Locked Door,’’ ‘‘The Call 
of the Waves,” “Mill Stream,” “Soldiers of Peace,” 
and ‘‘Sunshine and Shadows.” 

The Belmont Road Picture House has obtained the 
rights for the first run in Liverpool of “Jane Shore.” 
“Tillie’s Punctured Romance” has been rebooked 
for a further period of three days. | 

A ‘Keystone night’”’ is to be held at the Warwick, 
where early next month Mr. C. S. R. Coleman is to 
feature the Keystone Company’s famous six-reeler. 
Two serial stones are run each week—“‘Adventures 
of Kathlyn” in the first part, and “Trey o’ Hearts” 
in the second. Good business synchronised with “In 
the Firing Line,” ‘‘The Link that Binds,’’ and “The 
Rose and the Thorn.” ‘ 

“The Man in the Street” has achieved extremely 
good results at the Granby Cinema. Mr. Grundy also 
pays a tribute to the drawing power of “Little Grey 
House”’ and “The Revenge of Mr. Thomas Atkins.”’ 

The 6d. seating accommodation of the New 
Empress, Tuebrook, is to be reorganised, which will 
mean that the total capacity of the auditorium will 
be reduced by sixty-eight seats. A number of attrac- 
tive films have been arranged for the list, includin 
“The Middleman,” “The Warning,” “Prisoner o 
Zenda,” ‘‘Rupert of Hentzau,” and “Buttons.” 

Messrs. Monkhouse and Denison, of Dale Street, 
on Fridav showed to a representative Trade audience 
“Jim, the Fireman,’’ and “Son of France.’? They 
were well received, and are assured of a good future. 

Last week Messrs. Weisker Bros. exhibited at their 
Liverpool and Manchester houses “Prisoner of 
Zenda”’ and “Rupert of Hentzau,’’ and quite a long 
list of bookings have been obtained already. In- 
quirjes for “Three Weeks,” ‘‘The Middleman,” 
ee Minister,” and “1914” are received almost 

aily. 

The approach of the summer weather is the time 
when many managers, particularly of the smaller 
halls, look out for cheap programmes. This is one 
of the specialities of the Star Film Service, St. Anne 
Street, who supply a service of films from 30s. The 
demand for Keystones this last week or two has 
exceeded all records. 

The Fenning Film Service, Limited, Slater Strect, 
have just completed installing the plant for the pro- 
duction of local topicals. This new department, 
besides being compact, is designed on lines affording 
a maximum of convenience, and is provided with 
every facility for the speedy production of film. Mr. 
Moser, who looks after this branch of the business, 
informed me that it was hoped to be able to issue 
a special topical film at regular intervals. The 
complete equipment of the Williamson make, with 
a temperature of 110 degrees, which is attained by 
the use of eight radiators, the drying process of wet 
films can be completed in slightly under six 
minutes. A ‘scoop’? was obtained with the recent 
film of the departure of the Liverpool Pals’ Regi- 
ment. A camera man journeying to Grantham, 
where the troops were bound for, and took 200 ft., 
which supplemented the portion taken locally. This 
complete film is 600 ft. Mr. Ball, who manages the 
branch, informed me that several inportant films 
were expected shortly; meanwhile inquiries are stil!

On the occasion of his visit to Liverpool last week, 
I had the opportunity of chatting with Mr. J. D. 
Walker, of the firm of J.'D. Walker’s World’s Films, 
Ltd. In the course of the conversation Mr. Walker 
emphasised that his firm did not intend to hold back 
during the-summer months any of the big and im- 
portant films they had on hand, but between now 
and August 31 would be _ releasing at _ least 
one a_ week. Amongst those of outstanding 
appeal are: “Rags” (Marv Pickford film), 
“Gaby Deslys,” “Jim the Penman,” ‘‘ The Eternal 
City,”’ and “Are You a Mason?” The _ business 
ramifications of the firm have been gradually creep- 
ing further and further north, and a few days ago 
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a new branch was opened at Birmingham. Novel 
and useful methods have been adopted for popular.

Walker’s are manufacturing life-size portraits of 
Mary Pickford, for which it is hoped there will be 
a big demand. 

‘On Friday, Messrs. Films, Ltd., showed before a 
good attendance of exhibitors two subjects which 
should evince more than ordinary interest. They are 
entitled : ‘Ruby of Blood” and “ From Gambling 
to Crime.”’ “ Trapped in the Great Metropolis ” is 
one of the films in constant inquiry. 

Messrs. Gaumont’s showed at their Liverpool 
branch on Friday three films of good popular appeal, 
the titles being ‘“‘The Shanghaied Baby,” “The Love 
of Women,’’ and “ Two Women.” Mr. Clifton is 
expecting heavy bookings. To-morrow (Friday’s) 
subjects will be “ Pearl of the Ganges,” “ A Woman 
Went Forth,” and ‘‘ Court Martialled.” 

Amid many manifestations of regret, the funeral 
took place on Monday of Mr. R. Andre Byland, w-) 
for many years was manager and licensee of the 
Premier Picturedrome, Smithdown Road. It is only 
three weeks ago that I mentioned that Mr. Byland 
was confined to a bed of sickness, and the hope was 
entertained then that he would have a_ speedy 
recovery. During his lengthy association with the 
amusement profession, and particularly with the 
cinema branch, he has been a vigorous advocate for 
equitable treatment from the hands of the authorities. 
By his demise Liverpool has lost one of her stalwart 
managers.

And 
not only so, but billet-holders’ savings, which in many 
cases must be considerable, will very naturally be 
spent ino seeking recreation and amusement. after 
months of arduous work. One can see the cinemas 
benefitting either way. In the meantime business is 
brisk. One has only to look in at the Various theacres 
at any time of the afternoon or evening to see the 
trath of this statement. Good pictures will alwavs 
attract good houses, and it is good pictures that the 
Southport public invariably obtains on every hand. 
Typical of this state of affairs is the Picture Palace, 
Lord Street. Here Mr. Kennedy sees to it that the 
patrons are provided with films of the highest 
quality, and Mrs. Parker, in her department, super- 
vises the arrangements most carefully, and ensures 
that audiences are comforvably housed. A fortnight 
avo, the work was commenced with “The Long 
Wav”? and “Olive’s Love Affair’? as the principal 
attractions, and concluded in an equally auspicious 
manner with “Lil o'London” and “ Celebrated 
Case.” ‘These successes Were followed up on Monday 
with “The Escape,” a production that aroused keen 
Interest, and was much talked of in the town, while 
for the second half of the week “ A Fatal W edding 2 
and ‘* Saved from Destruction” brought crowds into 
this elegant theatre.

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LINES FROM LEEDS. 


(By OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
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All reports tend to show that the coming of the 
Warm wimer evenings are having little appreciable 
eflect on the picvure audiences. kixhibitors have 
mostly come to realise that the star programme 1s tne 
line for the summer us well as the winter, and the 
result is a Weil-maintained patronage, whatever the 
weather. It cannot be denied that the removal, by 
enlistment in the army, of thousands of men_ has 
been felt by the theatres, but the cffect of even that 
factor Nas not been anything like so serious as was, 
very naturally, expected. 

The Leeds film agencies have parne in mind ihe 
need for provision of ever-improving classes of fare 
to the halls. Mr. Boden, of the Pathé Freres Leeds 
house, assures me that even in what are frequently 
termed the lower class halls—meaning, of course, the 
theatres in purely working-class areas—where taste 
in pictures might not be expected to be quire of the 
degree of the central houses, there is an ever-increas- 
ing demand for really high-class stuff. The Pathé- 
color feature films, for instance, are mecting a grow- 
ing demand from large halls and small. There 1s 
little doubt that such subjects as “The Waterways of 
Brages,” boch by reason of magnificence of produc- 
tion and the added interest of being in the war zone, 
should be screened with material advantage in any 
theatre. The Pathé Leeds house has a cosy projec- 
tion theatre, where the choicest stuff is screened to 
the Trade every Friday morning and afternoon. 

Mr. Collins tells me that the Gaumont film are 
dving excellent business from their Leeds head- 
quarters in Lands Lane. There has been a surpris- 


ingly good trade in new machines for districts as— 


widely separated as Leeds, Sheffield, and Hudders- 
field. Amongst the films ‘‘Neptune’s Daughter” is 
going strong. ‘Mr. Cotton, the exclusives manager, 
tells me the Gaumont people are releasing an enor- 
mous amount of exclusives now. Amongst those 
which stand out particularly may be mentioned 
‘‘Pearl of the Ganges,” a fascinating story of India; 
“Tockey of Death,’? which is claimed to be one of 
the finest films of the year; ‘“‘In the Hands of the 
Jury,’’ a heavy drama, brimful of incident; and two 
coloured exclusives, one of which, “A Tale of Flor- 
ence,” in particular, is a real ‘‘draw.” - Handsome 
souvenirs, of costly production, are given with the 
best Gaumont films now, and should be in the hands 
of all Yorkshire showmen. The Trade shows of 
exclusives at Lands Lane are on Tuesdays, and the 
same films are screened to the Trade on Wednesday 
mornings at the Picture House, Union Street, 
Sheffield.

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SOME OLD-TIME REMINISCENCES. 


An Interview with Mr. John East, of the Nep:une Film Company. 


We recently had an opportunity of interviewing 
Mr. John East, whose excellent performance as 
“Professor Ginnifer” in the Neptune Film 
Company’s version of ‘‘ The Trumpet Call’’ was 
referred to in our last week’s issue, and 
from him gathered a whole host of amusing 
reminiscences, many which we think may prove 
of interest to our readers. 

Mr. East, to quote his own words, was origi- 
nally intended to be an artist, “but,” he 
says, “I was not a 
great success in that 
walk of life, so from 
putting paint on can- 
vas I drifted into 
painting my face, my 
first engagement in the 
theatrical world being 
with the late J. L. 
Toole in ‘Artful Cards’ 
at the Folly Theatre. 
By the way, there is 
a little anecdote at- 
tached to that. After 
spending two hours 
carefully making up as 
the police inspector I 
went to the = stage 
manager, Mr. John Bil- 
lington. ‘Very good, 
indeed, my lad,’ said 
he, looking me up and 
down critically, ‘now 
go and wash your 
face. After that I 
next appeared as the 
messenger in an extra- 
vanganza of St. George 
and the Dragon at the 
Crystal Palace. I had 
to rush on and say ‘the 
dragon is coming up 
the stairs.’ On the eventful night, full of nervous 
anxiety, I rushed on to the stage, but before 
I could get out my bit I vanished, not to si oe 
again. Someone had left a trap open. en 
came a long engagement—five years—with the 
Brothers Gatti at the Adelphi Theatre. One 
of my dressing-room companions at that time 
was G. P. Huntley, then playing utility busi- 
ness. During this period I received my baptism 
of fire in the whirl of melodrama, ‘Streets of 
London,’ ‘In the Ranks,’ etc. After a long 
provincial tour with the last-named piece, my 


ambition was fired t into gement on

my own account, and I took ‘ Not Guilty’ through’ 
the ‘smalls’ of Wales. Here my previous artistic 
experience camé in useful as I painted my own 
scenery, made my own props, and was accounted 
one of the most artistic window posters that ever 
wore a pair of boots out in a week. 

“Arriving one night at a public hall I 
noticed large packs of scenery, and, in conver- 
sation with the hall-keeper, I remarked, ‘ You 


have a large stock of scenery here. Ama- 
teurs I suppose ?’ 
‘No,’ said the Cer- 


berus, laughing, 
* Everyone leaves their 
scenery here for rent.’ 
/ did not laugh. How- 
ever, with the aid of 
the local brass band— 
forty strong — who 
came down and played 
the national airs of 
Wales, I did a very 
good three nights. I 
may mention these 
same airs were all 
played /ortissimo,and 
so disturbed the plas- 
ter of the hall that the 
audience on_ leaving 
looked as if they had 
ali been supering in 
the snow scene! 
“After about six 
months’ fit-up I re- 
turned to London with 
two suits with Gothic 
shoulders, made by 
country tailors, and a 
not overwhelming 
banking accourt, and, 
walking down the 
Strand one morning, 
met a well-known 
agent who asked me if I would like to manage 


a theatre. ‘Manage a theatre,’ said I. ‘I'll 
manage Drury Lane if you like.’ ‘No,’ said 
my friend, ‘not quite as big as that. You go 


to the Lyric Theatre, Hammersmith, to-night 
at 9 o'clock, see Mr. Acton Phillips; say I 
sent you.’ ‘Right oh! Management, eh!’ My 
first thought ws my hair, which, after my 
histrionic efforts in Wales, was somewhat 
lengthy. I was shorn of my luxuriant locks, 
carefully shaved, and went home: donned the 
better of my two provincial-cut suits, and at 
seven precisely p@esemtedomyself at the ‘ Drury 
NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY 
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Lane’ of Hammersmith. ‘What can I do for 
you, sir?’ said Mr. Acton Phillips. I said, *I’m 
the new manager.’ ‘Oh,’ said the proprietor, 
looking somewhat surprised, ‘Come in.’ At 
8 o'clock I was engaged, and a few minutes 
later we were cracking a bottle—out of the 
' profits (?) of the Welsh tour. At 9g o'clock 
I looked round and saw my agent friend ad- 
vancing with about thirty clients. ‘Ah,’ said 
Acton Phillips, ‘I’ve engaged Mr. East, let’s 
drink his health’ (more dipping into the 
profits). 

‘My various experience, extending over thir- 
teen years at the Lyric, would take too long to 
tell you now, but on Mr. Phillips giving up the 
theatre I was again a free lance. For the next 
year or so I produced all the latest melodramas 
at the suburban houses in between my panto- 
mine engagements, but seting that the profits 
at this game were becoming gradually less I 
abandoned this sphere of action, and, accidently 
meeting Mr. Brock, was engaged to produce 
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‘Invasion of England,’ with airships, zeppelins, 
etc., at the Crystal Palace. This being a huge 
success, he decided to send it on the Continent, 
and I was engaged as his general manager 
and producer, visiting Stockholm, Copenhagen, 
Elsmore, and various other towns. 

“How did I come to take up picture acting? 
Oh, quite by accident. Meeting Mr. Nash on: 
day I asked him if there was ‘anything doing.’

Later I joined the stock company under 
Charles Urban’s management, playing in ‘ Little 
Lord Fauntleroy,’ ‘Robin Hood’ and many other 
films. When Mr. Nash left St. Margarets, and 
was appointed general manager of the Neptune 
Film Co., I returned to his banner, and have 
been here since the Company’s inception. 

“Oh, yes! we're busy. Why, since we started 
here I've played over forty parts and hope to 
play forty more.” 


JOTTINGS FROM ULSTER.

APOLOGETIC wishes to know how to tint titles 
and pictures in some local topicals he has taken, 
and how to waterproof wooden slats in his dark- 


room. He also says: “Since films are anything 
but fireproof, is it not a mistake to use gelatine 
in fireproof solutions? Can you recommend a 
formula not using gelatine ? ” 


There is no need to apologise, APOLOGETIC; 
we are here to be “worried,” as you call it. To 
obtain a coloured picture on the screen you could 
use a stained glass or gelatine sheet in front of 
the projector, but it is usual and more convenient 
to stain the film itself. There are special dyes 
on the market, but quite good results can be ob- 
tained from aniline colours bought at or through 
any chemist. The colours are dear, but very 
powerful, so that quite small quantities suffice. 
They are available in an immense variety of 
colours, some much more expensive than others. 
Most are soluble in water, and hence easily ap- 
plied. Wear rubber gloves to keep your hands 
clean. Since you are concerned only with short 
lengths of film you can get good results by run- 
ning the film through a solution of the dye in 
cold water in a rectangular developing dish or 
pie dish. Be very careful not to get the colour 
too strong. Experiment with a short length of 
odd film first, then do the little strips, and do the 
pictures last. You will be quite experienced by 
that time. It is best to rinse the film in cold 
water after staining, and do not let it lie about or 
hang in folds, otherwise colour is sure to collect in 
the bends. Blue or green tints are best for 
moonlight or tragedy effects. Use red (eosin) 
for fires and firelight, amber or brownish yellow 
for interiors lighted by candles or oil lamps, and 
rose for sunrise effects. Let us repeat, experi- 


ment on old stock and give preference to delicate 


tints. Glaring colours are rarely effective in 
tinted film. 

Woodwork may be rendered waterproof by 
steeping in molten paraffin wax (which is very 
inflammable) for 10 minutes to half an hour, and 
then letting it drain in a hot place to remove sur- 
plus wax, and let the rest soak well into the 
pores. A waterproofing solution may be made 
by dissolving 4 Ib. each of paraffin wax and 
Judean bitumen in 14 gallons each of benzine and 
carbon tetrachloride. This solution is very dan- 
gerous, and not so effective as plain wax. If 
greasiness is not permissible, it is best to use 
some other material than wood. Creosote is 
about the best material to prevent damp rot where 
there is no question of chemical contamination. 
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As regards your fireproofing query, you are evi- 
dently confusing gelatine with celluloid. It is 
the celluloid of films that is so inflammable. The 
object of using gelatine in proofing mixtures is 
to obtain a softer and better finish on the material 
treated. It is impossible to say that any fire- 
proofing solution or compound will leave all 
coloured materials unaffected in appearance, and 
you should always experiment on a small sample 
first. The gelatine preparation you have in mind 
is probably water 100, gelatine 6 parts for fabrics ; 
and water 100, alum 1o, gelatine or isinglass 1o 
parts for woodwork. The former solution should 
be used at 100 or 120 degrees, the material being 
soaked in it, wrung out, shaken to remove 
creases, and then dipped in alum solution for 5 
Or 10 minutes. With some materials it is best 
to give a final quick rinsing in cold water—this 
is a matter for experiment. The gelatine keeps 
the material pliable, and since it has to absorb 
enough alum during the second stage of the treat- 
ment, the alum solution should be strong, say 30 
parts in 100 parts of water. If a simrl* solution 
of alum in water is used, without gelatine, it may 
be weaker—say 10 parts of alum to roo parts of 
hot water; adding 10 parts of sodium tungstate 
further improves the effect of the solution. The 
alum solution suggested for wood work should be 
worked in hot with a stiff brush; several asbestos 
paints are on the market, and form a good sub- 
stitute. Any so-called fireproofing treatment 
really only makes the materials concerned more 
fire-resisting than before. : 


Bijou writes us at considerable length, to the 
following effect: He is the proprietor of a smal] 
house, and rather fears the competition of a re- 
cently erected larger hall. It is not in respect of 
quality of programme that he is nervous, but 
simply in the matter of patrons’ comfort during 
the approaching hot weather. He is unable to 
heighten his hall owing to ‘Ancient Lights,” and 
is therefore anxious to put in a really effective air- 
cooling and ventilating scheme which can be ad- 
vertised, and which will be so satisfactory as to 
pay for its cost. 


Your tdea is excellent, Bijou. Unless you keep 
your house cool and fresh, you will undoubtedly 
lose business during the summer, and much of 
it will not come back during the winter. By run- 
ning good programmes and supplying plenty of 
fresh air, you should have no difficulty in getting 
a full house, even during the dog days. The 
whole question of air treatment and distribution is 
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sO Mmportant to you and to other exhibitors, that 
weare dealing exhaustively with it in an article to 
run through several forthcoming issues. 


COLONIAL writes from a small South American 
town as follows :—‘‘I am thinking of starting a 
‘‘movie” show, but am up against the difficulty of 
getting films. It seems to me that renting will 
be out of the question, as I suppose Ishould have 
to pay full hire-price during the time films were 
reaching me and going back again. I doubt 
whether I could make a working profit if T had 
to buy films outright. What do you advise ?”’ 


Your difficulty is a real one, but it is fairly well 
met nowadays. Certainly you could hardly afford 
to buy new films outright for exhibition in such 
a small community. You must remember that 
success will largely depend on a frequent change 
of programme. The cost of renting will be pro- 
hibitive, taking into account the several weeks the 
films would take to reach you and return. Your 
only course is to buy second-hand films from a 
reliable exporter. Pay a reasonably high price to 
a firm with a reputation to uphold, and you will 
get good satisfaction. Modern projectors do a 
minimum of damage to films, and exhibitors, as 
a whole, take much better care of films than for- 
merly, so that one which has been out several 
times is generally in surprisingly good condition, 
and can be bought on very reasonable terms, since 
it has already earned a fair return for its pro- 
ducers. Of course, anything which looks a pheno- 
menal bargain will probably turn out to be a more 
or less close approximation to ‘‘junk’”’—scratched 
on its surface, and with badly damaged perfora- 
tions. Remarkably good ‘‘used’’ film is being 
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exported at 20s. to 25s. per 1,000 ft. (50 to 100 per 
cent. extra for coloured film, according to subject). 
Sometimes the price is as low as 15s. a thousand, 
and it is possible to buy at 7s. 6d. or 1os. a thou- 
sand, but naturally one cannot expect guaranteed 
quality at that price, and the subject is generally 
a topical one which may or may not have any 
interest DY the-time it reaches you. Shipping 
companies require films to be packed for export 
in hermetically sealed cases. and you should allow 
five or seven shillings each for these. 


Talking of “topicals,”” there are nearly sure to 
be local events worth filming. You would find 
such films an immense ‘‘draw” in a small com- 
munity, and quite inexpensive camera outfits are 
now on the market. Whatever you do, do not 
show “junk.’’; it won't pay for long. When order- 
ing from exporters, don’t forget to requisition 
posters for a few of the best films in each pro- 
gramme. Advertisement is indispensable in even 
a one-horse locality. As to what you are to do 
with the films after showing them—keep some 
of those which you find most popular, and ‘‘re- 
vive’’ them a year or two hence. If there are 
other townships within a reasonable radius, start 
shows there as well, and work the films round to 
each in turn, giving each house a fair share of 
fresh arrivals. Films which are still useful, after 
you have done all you can with them, should be 
advertised or disposed of by private arrangement 
with exhibitors at a distance. If you decide to 
limit yourself to one show, you should arrange to 
exchange approved films (with cash adjustment if 
necessary) with one or more exhibitors in neigh- 


-bouring districts. Good luck to your venture.

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GENERAL NOTES. 


The annual Licensing Court for Glasgow was 
held on Monday, but immediately on entering 
the presiding Magistrate announced that it would 
stand adjourned till a date to be intimated to 
exhibitors later on. The unusual proceeding, 
caused quite a flutter among exhibitors, and 
many speculations were made as to the cause 
of the adjournment. I am no prophet, but 
imagine I am safe in saying that at the next 
Meeting the question of standing-room and alien 
shareholders will figure largely, recent events 
jpointing very. much that way. 


I am pleased to be able to announce that the 
Committee for the Relief of the Belgians in 
Belgium (Cinema Fortnight Branch) have met 
‘with a magnificent’ response to their appeal. 
Already, when scarcely a fortnight has elapsed 
since the appeal was sent out, nearly sixty halls 
in Glasgow and other districts in Scotland have 
antimated their desire to assist and fixed dates 
for their efforts, while many more are merely 
waiting for meetings of directors before finally 
making arrangements. The Glasgow houses have 
‘Set a splendid example, and the country districts 
are also responding nobly. The Committee have 
already got their publicity matter out, and slides 
are being shown at many houses announcing dates, 
etc. A goodly sum, running into four figures, 
is confidently expected. 


The success of the social functions, arranged 
at Christmas for cinema exhibitors and their 
good ladies, has encouraged the Committee to 
make arrangements for an excursion this summer, 
and Sunday, June 20, has been fixed as the 
Most suitable date. The trip will include a run 
to Greenock by train, boat to Dunoon, dinner at 
Dunoon, a motor drive to Loch Eck, one of the 
sights of the Western Highlands, back to Dunoon 
for tea, and home by steamer and train. 


The tickets, which are now ready, are ros. 6d. 
each, including everything, and can be had from 
Mr. Bert Foulger, secretary; Mr. James Milne, 
Govan Cinema; Mr. Will Carré, Star, Bridgeton; 
Mr. Thos. Butt, Theatre de Luxe; Mr. Ritson 
Bennell, B.B. Film Hire Service;and Mr. W. S. 
Shepherd, Bioscorpr.’ No tickets will be sold 
after June 12, and those intending taking part 
an the trip should procure tickets at once. 

Mr. James Graham, of the Standard Picture 
Hall, Partick, has lodged plans for an additional 
hall with the Glasgow Dean at Guild. Mr. 
Graham's new hall will occupy a prominent site 
at the corner of Dover Street and Breadalbane 
Street, in the west end of the city. In the midst 
of a district thickly populated with good-class 
residents Mr. Graham’s new house should be an 
assured success, and with the personal manage- 
ment of the proprietor it has every chance of 
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being so. Mr. Graham is not one of the oldest 
exhibitors in the city but he has already made a © 
success of a “forlorn hope” and works on the 
right lines. 


Another proprietor out after bigger things is 
Mr. Albyn, of the Premier, Shettleston, who has 
this week disposed of his present premises to 
Mr. Scott. Mr. Albyn is not leaving the industry, 
and is at present negotiating for something which 
will provide greater scope for his undoubaed 
ability. 


Pheenix-like, the new King’s Cinema, Perth, 
has risen from the ashes of the old building 
burned down in July of last year, and on Monday 
the new and handsomely fitted-up building was 
opened to the public. The whole of the con- 
tractors concerned in the erection of the new 
building have done their work well, and all 
deserve congratulation. Mr. Hunter now has a 
house second only to best in Glasgow and Edin- 
burgh, and second to none in the provinces. 


During the past week or two a decided im- 
provement has set in in the business done in the 
various halls up and down the country, especially 
on the east coast. The extending hours of day- 
light seems to bring the people out, and the 
change from the enforced darkness of the winter 
months seems to have given them a longing to 
make up for lost time. Whatever the cause, 
the exhibitor is reaping the benefit, and from 
accounts during the winter months, it is only 
his due.

And it is one of 
the most successful and best paying halls in 
the city.

During the past twelve months the trade in 
Scotland has come into its own. Up to the 
period mentioned exhibitors north of the Tweed 
were, or at least seemed to be, regarded as 
a body of minor importanec, but one or two

_ possibilities, and laid themselves out to cater for.

Nordisk and Renters subjects are also 
booking up well, while the firms’ topical de- 
partment has made a good start for the season.

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THE BELCIAN RELIEF QUESTION 
AGAIN. 

A meeting, convened by the Glasgow branch of 
the Exhibitors’ Association, was held in the 
Religious Institute Rooms, Buchanan Street, on 
Wednesday last, to hear a deputation from the 
Corporation Belgian Relief Committee, and to 
consider ways and means of benefitting the fund. 

In the absence of Mr. Ballantine, the chair was 
occupied by Mr. James Welsh, of the Executive 
Committee, who introduced a deputation consist- 
ing of Bailie Smith, Treasurer Macmillan, and Mr. 
Alex Walker, city assessor, secretary to the Cor- 
poration’s Relief Committee. , 

Bailie Smith stated that the number of Refugees 
in Scotland, who all passed through the hands 0. 
the Glasgow Committee, was now 9,000, and 
was the wish of the Government that they should 
provide for 20,000. To provide for these funds 
were needed, and while picture house proprietors 
had done well already, they confidently appealed 
to them to do more. Picture houses, he was in- 
formed, had had a reasonably prosperous time, 
they had not been badly hit by the war, and he 
did not think the Committee were asking too 
much, 

Mr. Walker anounced that the music-halls had 
arranged for a combined matinée, and hoped th: 
cinema exhibitors would be able to do something. 
He thanked the exhibitors for what they had done 
already, and confidently appealed to them to do 
more. : 

Mr. James Hamilton said the special benefits 
arranged by the Association on behalf of the 
Soldiers and Sailors Families’ Association, 
yielded £377 from thirty-eight halls, and he 
thought they could do as much for the Refugees. 

Mr. Charles Williams, Dunoon, said a com- 
mittee of exhibitors had already made arrange- 
ments for giving benefits for the aid of the Bel- 
gians in Belgium, and this fresh appeal was bound 
to cause confusion. The Belgians in this country 
were very well off. He thought the other effor. 
ought to be allowed to be carried out first. 

Mr. Welsh explained that this appeal was being 
made on the request of Mr. Walker. There was 
no antagonism between the two committees. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Welsh said that if they could get 
permission from the magistrates to have Sunday 
performances, they would result in a substantial 
addition to the funds. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Thomas Butt, said it was unfortunate that 
this meeting had been called, as it had already 
been decided at a large meeting of exhibitors to 
give’ matinées, etc., on behalf of the Belgians in 
Belgium. Immediately on the heels of that came 
this intimation from the Association. There was 
an unfortunate sentence in the circular, calling 
the-meeting. It said: ‘‘ The Committee, as you 
are no doubt aware, is composed principally of the 
magistrates of Glasgow.’’ Was that a threat or 
a bribe? Were the magistrates to come out of 
-their hide-bound condition and give permission for

Bailie Smith: If an application is made it will 
be discussed on its merits, but 1 cannot pledge 
my colleagues.

Mr. Butt seconded. 

Mr. Gilchrist moved an amendment that per- 
mission be asked for a Sunday afternoon or even- 
ing. The exhibitor to give the money to any 
fund he chose, or pool it on behalf of both funds. 

This was not secunded. 

Finally, it was proposed, on the motion of Mr. 
Reid, King’s Cinema, that a deputation be ap- 
pointed to wait on the magistrates and ascertain 
if they were prepared to give their permission to 
a Sunday evening performance. This became the 
finding of the meeting, and Mr. Welsh, Mr. 
Green, Mr. Hamilton, Mr. Reid, and Mr. Ballan- 
tine were appointed to interview the magistrates, 
and report to a future meeting. 


GLASCOW EXHIBITOR CHARCED WITH 
OBSTRUCTION. 

In the Central Police Court, Glasgow, on Wed- 
nesday last, before Stipendiary Neilsen, ‘Thomas 
Butt, licensee of the Theatre de Luxe, Sauchie- 
hall Street, Glasgow, was charged with having 
on April 5th, allowed ‘his premises to be used in 
contravention of the Regulations under the Cine- 
matograph Act of 1909, and did fail during the 
presence of the public to keep the gangways and 
passages leading to the exits clear of obstruction 
by permitting men, women and children to stand 
in said gangways and passages,.in excess of the 
number sanctioned by the magistrates, contrary 
to the Cinematograph Act of 1909, Section 3, and 
to the Regulations, particularly Regulation No. 2. 

Mr. David Cook, solicitor, appeared for Mr. 
Butt, and objected to relevancy of the charge on 
the ground that Regulation No. 2, had been con- 
travened by the magistrates. Regulation No. 2, 
Mr. Cook pointed out, stipulated that the gang- 
ways must be kept clear, and the magistrates had 
granted Mr. Butt a licence, which permitted a cer- 
tain number of persons, men, women and child- 
ren, to stand. It was notorious that in picture- 
houses you must have people standing in the 
gangways at times, waiting to get to their seats, 
and this was what happened on the date libelled. 
Mr. Butt had permission to allow thirty-one per- 
sons to stand, and having that permission, could 
not be charged with allowing people to stand.

WYRDHAM v. A. E. HUBSCH AND CO., 
LIMITED. 


On May Oth the Court of Appeal, consisting of 
the Master of the Rolls and Lords Justices Pickford 
and Warrington. allowed an appeal by A. E. Hubsch 
and Co., Limited, from a judgment .of Mr. Justice 
Joyce restraining them from representing on the 
cinematograph a comedy called ‘‘The Blue Mouse.” 
The judgment was entered at the suit of Sir Chas. 
Wyndham, who had acquired the English nghts 
in the plav from two Austrians. 


The Master of the Rolis, in giving judgment, said 
the question in this case turned on the construction 
of a contract in German which gave Sir Chas. 
Wyndham the rights for ‘‘I:nglish performance in 
the whole of England, Great Britain and the English 
Colonies.’’ He thought that must necessarily mean 
performance in the English language, and that Sir 
Chas. Wyndham did not thereby acquire all per- 
forming rights. His rights were plainly limited by 
the word English. He therefore thought the judg- 
men of Mr. Justice Joyce was wrong, and the action 
must be dismissed with costs. 


The Lords Justices concurred, and the appeal was 
accordingly allowed. | ~ 3

The hfe of Abraham Lincoln is a fascinating 
study not only for an American citizen but to 
all who appreciate the force of character which 
enables a man to rise from humble and obscure 
beginnings to fill the position of one of the 
world’s greatest rulers and no time could be 
chosen to bring the details of his career promi- 
nently before a vast public than the present. So 
near the fifteenth anniversary of his death and~ 
at a moment so full of momentous responsibility 
for the last of his successors in office.

’ While strictly confining himself to historical fact 


he thas succeeded in conveying much of the 
romance of Lincoln’s life, and with the able as- 
sistance of Mr. Frank McGlynn he has given us 
a very intimate picture of those personal 
charactcristics and peculiarit'es which so endeared 
Lincoln to-ms friends and fellow. countrymen. 
Both author and actor have been faced with 
the difficulty of conveying without words thé 
arresting charm of an awkward and ungainly 
personality, the power of eloquence which was 
entirely lacking in all the rhetorical graces of 
his great nval, and that very homely and un- 
refmed humour which was the particular delight 
of all his intimates. These difficulties have becn-- 
overcome with almost unqualified success and 
though one is not swept away by the eloquence 
of his dedication of the Field of Gettypburg 
or tickled by the dry humour of his bar-room 
stories, one gets a convincing picture of the man 
who was a devoted lover, an affectionate father, 
a staunch friend and a resolute and chivalrous 
opponent. ‘At times one may fancy that Mr. 
McGlynn over-emphasises the scntimental and 
dreamy side of Lincoln’s character at the ex- 
pense ‘of that shrewdness which made Lincoln, 
In spite of, or perhaps because of, his humani- 
tananism, the greatest diplomatist of his tune. 
But this perhaps is rendered advisable by the 
exigences of the serecn and it detracts nothing 
from: a sound and convincing character study, 
aided by a make-up which, particularly in- the 
later scenes, is a perfect masterpiece of repro- 
duction. We believe that the original log-hut 
in which Lincoln was born is still in a State of 
preservation, and it seems a pity that in this 
ynstance the producer should have had to call 


in the assistance of the scenic artist. In every 
other respect the production is_ picturesque, 


realistic and effective. The costumes of the 
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early sixties have been reproduced with scru- 
pulous fidelity and the make-up of the great 
historical figures of the time has resulted in 
some life-like and realistic portraits. Mr. James 
Oppenheim and his author, Mr. Langdon West, 
who is responsible for the production, and Mr. 
Frank McGlynn may be sincerely congratulated 
on a thoroughly conscientious and artistic piece 
of work, and it should certainly encourage the 
Edison Company to continue the issue of films 
like this which provide the best kind of dra- 
matic entertainment and are historical records of 
the highest educational value.

Although by no means of a sensational order, 
the film is, neverthel2ss, a particularly sound 
production and so well played upon the whole 
that the poignant sentences and chapters of the 
story, one of a secret marriage and the after- 
effects of a man’s duplicity, are reproduced in 
rare style. The company which appears, the 
settings employed, and the photography are alike 
excellent and enable a release which should 
prove pleasing to all. A_ particularly strong!

An Insult to the Flag. 

In attempting to classify such a production 
as the feature bearing this title, there arises not 
one, but several, difficulties and we find ourselves 
rather at a loss as to whether it be of the

lighter elements of the drama. The story, one 
of rather slender dimensions, develops, during

We have given but the barest out- 
line of the plot but would certainly advise all 
who lke their drama with a goodly share of 
excitement and additional recommendation, 
genuine humour to view this very engaging pro- 
duction.

The Pride of Nations. 


A well-attended Trade demonstration was given 
at the Shaftesbury Pavilion on Thursday last by 
the Aurora Film Co., Limited, of their new natural 
colour process for which numerous advantages 
and special features are claimed. 

Frankly speaking, from the spectator’s point 
of view, we are unable to find in the short 
examples exhibited any perceptible improvement 
on results that have already been achieved by 
other natural colour processes. In many cases 
the colours were accurately reproduced, but in 
other cases there were obvious falsities of tone 
and slurring of detail. It is difficult for the non- 
technical spectator to form any definite con- 
clusion from so limited a selection of subjects, 
but the general impression left in our minds 
was that the sum-total of zsthetic enjoyment 
derived from this first exhibition of the new 
colour films fell considerably below that which 
one might expect from = similar subject-matter 
in a perfect process. Intimate studies of still- 
life appeared, so far as we could judge, to be 
better suited for accurate reproduction than more 
expensive or rapidly moving subjects. 

Considered as an entertainment, ‘‘ The Pride 
of Nations’’ is a patriotic film, introducing the 
flags of the Allies and concluding with an 
effective scene in which John Bull testifies to the 
cordial relations existing between himself and his 
comrades in arms.
